This their advice was back'd by my op to 
nation, which was always bended ppon Hiltory 
and by rhe hardneſs of rhe Times, w bick luperſg- 
ded bukinefs and-made Mer tond of rerirement, in- 
fomuch that the Common ſaying was then verined, 
Uis. Qur bene lnfurt, bene t1xi7. He ws the beſt 
Man, that made the leaft Noiſe. Being thus en- 
coureg'd ro'go on 1 finifh'd the firſt Part of my 
Inflirction of Hiſtory , which, to my mind, 1 had 
enlarg'd ro quft ; and pabliſf'd it in our 
Mother Tortye, by reaſbn that Latin Books of a 
large” balk und wytic by ,voung Aurhors who arc 
nor ver dfrifd's the Glory of a great Name , 
ſuch Boks, I Ti; go heavily off, and the Men 
thar tmake Morky of 'em carry moſt of "cm be- 
yond Ser.

who 1 think are chiefly concerned. Northat I 
mean to boaſt of any great performance: But on- 
ly to explain the detign and Scheme of the Work, 
and fer a Copy for others, in giving the World 
to know what 1 mean'd to do, in great un- 
dertakings a good meaning uſes ift ſome Meaſure 
to atrone for a flight Pertormance. 

Since 'tis ridiculous to conceal plain matter of 
tact ; 1 acknowledge that I diſlike all the Gene- 
ral Hiſtories or Syſtems of Hiſtory, that are yes 
extanr, or, at leaſt, that I have yer ſeen; and 
have oftcnrimes arraign d 'em, both privatlyin my 
own Breaſt, and exprefily in conference with 0- 
thers, of ſtutfng the mind of young Students with 
a ſhapeleſs and ny meddley of things, and 
overpowering their Memories,inftead of attording 
'em true Information. For ſome, in carryingdown 
the Thread of Hiſtory from the Creation of the 
World, fancy they have anfwer'd the end of their 
undertaking, by drawing up the Names of the An- 
cient Men _ ſome Hero's, grazeing now and 
then upon ſome of their exploits, quoting a few 
Verſes of Scripture, and ſo Kipping thro" the 
moſt common Attirs of Perſia, and paſhng on to 
thoſe of the Roman Monarchy, without any or- 
der, or at leaſt in a very obſcure Method , fel 
dom or never taking notice of the Series and con- 
nexion of things relating to the fame Nation, or 
the Original of Kingdoms and Republicks, or 
the Succeſſions and Occafional Cauſes that uſher'd 
in Wars and other Commotions. 

A 4 Others 
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Others again graſp at a greater bulk of things, 
and make larger Comments upon them , but they 
are chargeable with the jJame Crime, 1 mean, the 
ſame perplex'd way of confounding the States 
and Kevolutions oft ditterent Kingdoms in one 
Joynt account , inſomuch that one would think 
that the moſt ditterent Attvirs tranſlated in Places 
widely diſtant trom one another, did equally re- 
late to one Place of the World, as well as one 
Paragraph of the Book ; and conſpir'd in a Joynt 
Unity of time and reference to the ſame thing, 
Such Authors ſeldom deſcribe the Forms of Ancient 
Kingdoms and Republicks in Greece and elſe- 
where. Indeed they'l give you the Names of 
their Kings, and ſome of their Atchievements ; 
but as for their Polirick Mod-1, and the Original 
and Offices of their Magiſtrates, not a Word of 
that x nor of the Hiſtories of the Selevcide, the 
Prolomeas's. and the later Macedoman Kings, un- 
leſs it be a icrup here and there. 

They 11 ſcarce aftord rocarry the Aﬀairs of Rome 
fiither back, rhan rhe rimes of Pyrrius, tho? at 
the ſame time there's nothing more begehcial ro 
a young Student, than the being acquainted with 
the Civil Feuds, and Sedirions at Rowe, and the 
occalions of the ſeveral Magiſtracics that rook 
their riſe from thence. One Author tollows one 
Chronological Standard, and another a ditterent 
one. In one yell find fevcral things Contempo- 
rary,that lye at adiſtance ot time in another. Hence 
is the Knowledg of ancient times fo confusd, and 
falſe gloſſes put upon true things. By this means, 
indeed, ſome ſcraps of Memorable Stories are 

ick'd out for a common diverſhon in Company z 
—_ truz and Genuin uſe of Hiſtory, the jult $e- 

ries 
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ries of affairs, the due rank and Succefſhon of A- 
ges, the Models and Revolutions of Republicks , 
theſe are known to very tew. 

When I dwelt ſeriouſly upon this Conftiderati- 
on, I regrated both my own loſs and that of © 
thers, in wanting the particular Hiſtories of Anci- 
ent Nations; for I could not meet with any thing 
of that nature, bating ſome incoherent Parcels 
ſcatter'd up and down. Now my Intention be- 
ing to contrive a Methodical Inſtitution of Un: 
verſal Hiſtory, in which all the feveral Parts 
ſhould be rank'd in due order without contuh- 
on or obſcurity z the great Obſtacle I met with, 
was. that Hiſtory lyes in a more wretch'd Condi- 
tion than any of its tellow Arts or Sciences, which 
are. almoſt all ot 'em, improv'd to a due per- 
tection ; narwithſtanding that Hiſtory comes 
ſhort of none of 'em, whether we conhder the 
Excellency or the Uſetulneſs of its Subjett. 

For I do not (tand to aflert, that there's no im- 
portant occurrence, relating to publick bufineſs or 
the adminſtration of Stare-aftaurs, but what may 
be learn'd, and handſomely expedited, by the af: 
ſiſtance of Hiſtory ; with as great eaſe, as our 
Lawyers do form their Judgments and Deciſive 
Sentences upon all Suirs, trom precedents and for- 
mer decrees upon record. In Hiftory we'll meet 
with all that can occur in the Government of a 
State z with the Original Springs, the Progreſs 
and the event of things and the manner of goi 
about them. 'Tis true the diverſity of rime . 
Place will ſometimes occaſion contrary Conclufi- 
ons ; but Prudence-and Judgment will cafily re- 
move the difficulty, and reconcile the ſeeming con- 
trariety, And Hiſtory is fo juſtly entitled to this 
on, 
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perfection that Commews do's not ſtand to aſſert, 
that wiſe Counſellors ought to admit of no Mea- 
ſures, but what are either precedented, or at leaſt 
_ and recommended by Hittory. 
o Man can be a Stranger to the uſeful and 
Offices that Hiſtcry do's to Theology, 
who do's bur call to mind the different Opinions 
of difterent Times, and the infinity of Ecclefiaſti- 
cal heats that prevail'd both in the Syzods and 
elſewhere. Now, who but a Hiſtorian ſhould ac- 
quaim us with theſe things? And who elſe 
can turniſh us with an account of thoſe ſecular At- 
fairs, which the Holy Pen-Men have glanc'd at by 
the bye f 
As for the Crvil Law, H:ſtory is 16 ſerviceable 
upon that icore, that whoever nepgletts ir, may 
well be a Perry-fogger, but cannot merit the t1- 
tle of a Civilian, To this purpoſe are thoſe words 
of the famous Gorhofredus, viz. Since the Com- 
mon I aw ( Tus 'Publicum) relates to the State of 
Rome, and thet all ts flatuire are ſuch as were 
acahon'd by the peach of Circumſlances and Times, 
and the temporary flate of the Kingdoms ;, how can 
any Alan pretend to be throughly acqainted with 
the ſame, without carrying along with bum, not 
only the General Hiſtory of that Age, but, as 
TJertalhan favs, The particular Accounts of the 
munuter periods of time , without digging up and 
eergbing the grounds and occaſions of every Sta- 
tute , and in a word, without diſtinguiſhing occa- 
feonal Priviledzes from ſtanding Laws ? Now the 
emihon of that, has occafion'd thoſe blanders that 
Rand ftarang in the Comments wpon the moſt ſolemn 
Confluutions relating to Common Law. This it 
the ſource of theſe bard and intricat pgrans, 
at

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that "4s ſeprce poſſible to clear c this gave miſe tt 
the Jerring ſemiments of Lawyers which are efto- 
geiber wreconculeable, namety, that theſs dtatwies 
which of themſelves are truly ambulatory and only 
for a time, are put on the foot of a flanding «nd 
perpetual 1 a. 

ow, fince 11:5 15 the caſe of the Raman Lam, 
That.ot the Low of Nations muſt be much more 
ſuch ; ſince ir depends ſo mvch upon Hiftory, that 
lome have juſtly ityl'd ic, /- 11iftoricum, For 
it goes upon the Cuſtoms and Conſent of Nati- 
ons, which we are only given to underſtand by 
the Annals and Kecords of Hiftary. For, ſays 
Grotius, Hiſtory bas a double uje with reference 
to this Law, for it furniſhes us at once both with 
Examples and Judgments. Examples are /o much the 
more Authentick, that the times and People which 
4 rd "em are entituled to a good Charatler : Hence 
the Ancient Grecian and Roman Inſtances do juſtly 
clarm a jane io others. Nenher are we to 
flight the Decrees and Judgments wpon Record, e- 
ſpecially thoſe zehnch agree : for, as I intimated 
bove,the Law of Nature fecthes ſome evidence from 
them, but that of Nations has no other proof. Ac- 
cordingly thoſe who wrote upon the rights that 
are common to ſeveral Princes and ions (a- 
mong wham Albericus Gentilis and Hugo Grotizs 
ſtand higheſt in the Roll) laid down this refolu- 
tion to themſelves, that almoſt all their advances 
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ſame is the caſe of the Canon Law, the Law of 
Arms, and indeed of all Manicipe/ Laws : I mean, 
that there's a n<ceſhty of explaining and illuſtra- 
ting them by the State of times, the Circumſtan- 
ces of thi the Cuitoms of Nations, and ſeve- 
ral other things that are only to be met with in 
Annals and Hiſtories. 

Theſe Confiderations cz2'd me On to reduce 
Hiſtory into ſuch a form, as might reſemble that 
of a complear Arr or Science, and prove inviting 
to young Students. I tit began to pick up the 
ſcatter'd parcels of the Ancient Empires and King: 
doms, like fo many floating planks atrer 4 Ship- 
wrack, and patch 'em up into one Body , and to 
trace the continued Serics of things from their 
firſt ſource to the laſt periods, without omitting 
any thing of Importance. And always carried 
this view along with me, not only ro rrace the 
Progrels of Commotions and Kevolutions, but to 
lay open the Countels, Keafons, and Methods of 
carrying them on , which ro my mind are juſtly 
entituled the & if francs of Hilt 'y. 

But after 1 had nnilth'd my Colleftion, and mu- 
ſter'd vp what I thought was wanting in other 
General Hittorians ; | had 2 further concern upon 
me ; namely, to pitch upon fuch a method and 
diſpolirion of the whole, as would keep up the 
entire Schemes of Empires, Kingdoms and Re- 
publicks, and at the Game time lay them {© roge- 
ther as to obſerve the Uniry of Time in Contem- 

rary things, tho' widely ditterent in their own 

tures, and with reterence ro the places 
which they were attal, Sometimes I pirch'd up- 
on ons, and fometimes upon another method ; 
what 1 lik'd but now, diſpleas'd me by and by , 
Twas 
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was no ſooner fniſh'd bur 1 peefently daſhb'd it 
out. Ar length, having weigh'd all objettors in 
an even and juſt Ballance, 1 concluded upon the 
Method ot carrying down the Contemporary's in 
parallel Chapters to thoſe of the Morarchies. 
For in regard that Hiſtory ought to be form'd 
into a Body, and the Attairs related ought to have 
a duc connexion with one another , 1 thought it 
molt proper to preter the greater to the lefler, 
and to make the former a Standard for the order 
and method of the latter. Befides, every Mornar- 
chy may be look'd upon as a Head, by whoſe 
diſcretion ard beck the berter part of the World 
was govern'd in the refpettive Tires. But more- 
over, | have not only added the Conterrporaries to 
cach Monarchy, but have all alcrg annex'd the 
more noted periods of Time and marks for Com- 
utation, fo that the cn Student may all a- 
"ng fee, not only in what Tear of fuch and fuch 
a Monarchy any memorable thing was atted, but 
likewiſe in what Year of the World, of the O- 
__ of the City of Rome, and of the other 
Fa > 
By this Method any Man may read the entire 
Hiſtory of any Monarchy, Kingdem, or Kepub- 
lick, by its ſelf, without contuton or interrupti- 
on: And at the ſame time the Compuration of 
Time is as dear ard undiſturd'd, as it all the dit- 
terent Kingdoms, &c. were mingl'd rcgether in 
the uſual Form. 1 have ſpent a great deal of 
pains in adding the MWiiftory of the Hero's; by 
reaſon that it Young Students do not apply them- 
telves to the Knowledge of thele the never fo 
obſcure, and even of the Fables, they never will 
be Maſters of Uamerſol Hiftory, nor be _y fm 
| 
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lify'd for reading Authors and hearing the LeQtues 
ro Learm'd. 

Neither have 1 omitted the Politick Confitim- 
tions and Forms of Governmenes, which were re- 
quiſice in this Scheme. Sometimes 1 aQ the part 
of # Critick, and fornetimes that of a Politician. 
But I never am overborn with Conceit or puft'd 
vp with Pride; } am not fo Arrogant and Proud of 
my own Brains , as to-take Plcafore in 
my felf arraign others of Ignorance, W 
and Miſtakes. 

On the contrary, 1 would fain beſpeak a favow 
rablo Conſtruttion of ny Reader, and beg of him 
that be would rafher confder the defign and 
meaning, than be krupuloutly nice upon the 
fit of the pertormance. 1 am very fenfible of my 
own Weaknets, neither do 1 prefend to great 
| am fenlible rhut whoever ſtrikes out 
os new Method for things, Ives under many dit- 
culties, and drudges fo ander the of the 
th themſelves, that he has not ro 
tho 'Flegancy 6 Speech, Who can es 
7 eticn in a tft Hilay? I ſhou'd not 

aham'd © acknowledge, that fome things 
ao hore waming which might calily be added, and 
tar I was © much taken up with the mas 
ter, that 1 did not much mind the drets of my 
Words. 

But, let it be' as ir will, the Dye's thrown.

an ing, and the Authot's private Cir- 
cumltances permit. That wilt be a Work 
of infinite Reading x; 4 great many Books a_ 
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be read over and over again, many muſt be 
conſulted, feveral collated and compar'd, in or- 
der to clear up the Truth of things, Ia 

the particular Conſtiturions and Forms of Chusch 
and State Government in all Nations, and preſent 
the world with 4a view cf the Aﬀairs tranſatted 
in 'em. And after all, 'rwill be as difficult a task 
to Methoditke the Work, and avoid the wonted 
Confuſton. But what infinite Sums of 

muſt be laid out in purchaſing Books, for the In- 
ſiruments of this Work! And what expence of 
time muſt a Man be at in perufing 'em ? Doube- 
lets, to fpeak modeſtly, the undertaker ought to 
be a rich Man. 

Some were of Opinion that it would be a Piece 
of Service done both ro my Countrymen and Fog- 
reigners, to publiſh this Epirome ot the firſt part, 
in Latin, while the other was getting ready. 
Should 1 tell the Reader, that 'trwas in comply- 
ance with their requeſts and repeated advice that 
| publi(h'd it, 1 thould tell nothing but truth. 
However "tis impoſſible to talk 2 reader into the 
belicf of fuch a Story, or to manage it fo dex- 
terouſly as to avoid the Imputation of the fame 
ridiculouſneſs and impertinency, that iscommonly 
charg'd upon vulgar Authors. 1 fhall therefore only 
add, that thoſe who lik'd the Method of my In- 
fination, cannot dillike theſe Elrments z or deny 
that they are ſeaſonably calculated for young Stu- 
dents , to theend, that, by learni theſe by thee 
they may be condutted more catily and methodi- 
cally to a fuller knowledge of things, and be led 
as rwere by the hand from the General Heads of 
Attairs to the compleater and circumſtantial ac- 
counts of the fame.

Of thirty Succeflors, mot of 'em tol- 
low'd his Example, and none of 'em did any 
Memorable thing, bating Texramus who ſent 
Auxiliary Troops to Priamus when Belieg'd by 
the Grecians; and the laſt of that Line, who 
render'd himſelf tamous by his Luxury and the 
manner of his Death, being ſtyI'd Tonos-conce- 
leros by his own People, and by the Grectans 
and Romans Sardanapalus. 

5. He was the moſt efteminate Man upon 
Earth. He liv'd among Women in eternal Idle- 
neſs, and medled with nothing but the Difſtaft 
and the Wool. He was ſo much dedicated to 
his Pleaſures, that he ſeldom appear'd _ 
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By theſe means two of his Governours, name- 
ly, Belochus Governour of Babyloma, and Ar 
baces Governour of the Medes, were dilliftteR- 
ed, and combin'd to expoſe the tfofr and filthy 
Condutt of his Lite, and Declare War againtt 
him. The King having early notice of their 
Revolt, made —_ for a Detence, and 
obrain'd three Victories over the Rebels. By 
this Succeſs he became ſecure, and return'd to his 
Pleaſures: Which animated the Rebels fo, that 
they made the reprifal of an equal number of 
Victories over his Forces, and laid Seige to the 
Town. 

6. Sardanapalus ſtood out againſt the Siege 
wo Years, and periwaded himſelf he would 
be able to continue fo to do, till reliet came, 
becauſe the Oracle had foretold, that Nimeveb 
ſhou'd never be zaken till the River wag'd War 
with the Town. Bur in the third Year of the 
Sicge there fell ſo much Rain, and Exphrates 
fivell'd ſo high, that it broke in over the Walls, 
and cover'd them for twenty Furlongs. This 
did fo Thunder-ſtrike Sardanapelus, that he 
erefted a Funcral Pile, and threw himfelt and 
his Riches into the Flames. This fays one, 
was the only Manlike Adton of his Lite; it 
happen'd in the Year of the World 3186, 43 
Years before the firſt Oympiad, and 1400 Years 
after the building of Babylon. 

7. The Aſyriun Empire did in a manner 
fink with Serdanapa/us, being divided into two 
Principalities. For Arbeces was declar'd King 
by the Army, and purſuant to a mutual com- 

&t gave Babylon to Belochus. Some lay, Ar- 
aces laid Nineveh in Aſhes ; others think he 
B 3 only 
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only pull'd down the Catle, becauſe that Town 
had attcrwards its Kings, who, tho” they were 
not comparable to their Predecelfors for Pow: 
er and Authority, yet they were very confidg 
rable. and perhaps deriv'd their Original from 
Belre Dus. 
_ $. One of theſe Principalitics was the Medi 
en, which, it is probable, not only Arbeces, but 
his Pultcrity inherited. For tho' Herodotus 
Wriizs that the AMrdrs ſhook off the Adrian 
Yoke, and liv d ſeveral Ages without a King : 
Yer Cico/as, who profeiics that he collected his 
Hiſtory out of the Perſian Annals, fays that 4r- 
baces having Reign'd 15 Years, was Succeed- 
ed by Mandauers his Son, and he in order by 
Seſarmus, Artize, Arbianis, Arſene, Artyner, 
Ariitarnes, and Aſtyages Grandtather to Cyrus 
by the Mother hic. Buldes, Eaſchias in his 
Chroaicle mentions the ſime Succeſſion of Kings 
from Arbacrr, tho he ditfers from Cieflas as to 
the Names oft the Princes 

9. The other Government was that of the 
Babylonians, headed by Belochus. "Tis uncer- 
tain how long he Keign'd, or who Succeeded 
him. After, 71 Years, Navtonuſar obtain'd the 
Bu'ylonian Kingdom, the beginning of whoſe 
Reign, in the 8 Olmpred, gave Date to that 
famous A-4 of Nehonsſor, commencing from 
the firſt Day of the Ezyprizn Month Ihorb 
reb. 26) about 746 Years and 310 Days be- 
ore the Chriſtian Period according to forme 
Calculations, and 424 Years before the Death 
of Alexinder the Great. 

10. Nine Kings Succeeded Arbeces in order 
and then follow'd an inrerregnam of Eight 
cars:

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Years: Ar which time it ſeems the Royal OF. 
ſpring fail'd, and E/carchuddon, King of A; 
ris, Wubdued the Bubylomuns. For he who 
Govern'd the Bahylonuns, by Prolomy is call'd

ther ditterence from FE /carchuddon, but what a-

11. As touching the reviving of the Aſyrier 
Monarchy ; "tis not at all probable, that after 
the Death of Sardrnapelar cicher the whole 
Empire, or the greater part of it was SubjeQt 
to Medis and Baylor. On the contrary, it is 
moſt likely, that Arbecrr, when he Govern'd 
the Meder, letr ſeveral Countries to the enjoy- 
ment of their Liberty, whom he cou'd not bring 
to a tame compliance with his Yoke. After- 
wards the Nations lying beyond Ezphrates, be 
ing hick of Anarcbre and the infinite evils that 
ariſe therefrom, did not fcruple to receive 2 
Prince of a Forreign Deſcent, who was fo far 
inferiour to the Succelſors of Belws in Dignity 
and the extent of his Empire, that the Grecs- 
ant look'd upon Serdunapalss 2s the laſt 4fy- 
rian Ki 

12. 'We are not yet inform'd, who this firſt 
Prince was, or what was his Name. Some 
take him for that Phu, who in the Reign of 
Menachers invaded the Land of I/racl;, and cal- 
culate the Beginning of his Reign from 
the 4 V/ mid, 17 Years before Ne "ngſar $ 
Date. Another confounds him with Tag/zrhs 
Puleſar, who, as he reckons, took upon him the 
Name of Nias ZFantor. This Prince deftroy- 
ed the Kingdom of Dameſcar, and afrer 25

Years Ictt Sulwuniſur his Succeffor, who car- 
ricd the I/rar/ires oft in Captivity, and fubdu 
ed Phenicia and Syr io. 

13. Se/managſar was follow'd by Sennache- 
rib, who infelted Egypr with Hoſtiliries, and 
mighrily pinch d Hezct:ab King of Fadeb : But 
his Blaſphemies did ſo incenſe the Almighty, 
that, by the Hand of an Angel, he loſt in one 
Night 1$5c00 Men: Upon which he rerturn'd 
Home, was kill'd by his Sons Adremelch and 
Sharezer, and his Son Eſcerchaddon Succeeded 
him. 

14. This Prince is taken to be the fame with 
Aſſardinus mention d by Proſomy that famous 
Mathematician, in his Lift of the Kings. He 
planted a new Collony in Sewuris, and at the 
lame time. as it 1s ſuppos'd, went into Fadre, 
and carried Manzfſcb the King Priſoner to By 
bylen: For the Scripture reftifies thar ar that 
time Babylon was under the Aſſyrian King 
Aſſardinus Reign'd 13 Years, - then Saoy- 
duchinus (or Sevſducmas) Succeeded him ac 
cording to Proſvmy. The common opinion is 
that Meradach Kill'd him. and by that means 
Succeeding to the Arian Empire join'd itto the 
Babylomran. But the Author of thar fuccethon 
is Pſurdo Mrtoſthenes, whom Annus and fuch 
like Authors have put upon the World ; and 
therefore "ris delervedly rexccted. 


15, It we may credit the Book of Fadith,” 


that Nebuchadonoſor who kill'd and defeated 
Arphaxad King of the Medes, and the Builder 
of Echatane, is the ſame with Suo/dacrinur. 
This Arphaxad is the fame with Dezoces, whom 
HMerodotas mentions as the Builder of that Cit

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reral ( rhe ACTI, IY ' bet re PEIMIar 4. WIS Cþ- 
ver reach'd by Zadirh, and penith'd by her Cui 
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16, Saoſdacinus was ſucceeded by Chynals- 
finws, who is calld Seracar by Alrxander 
Polytuftor. Phracrics Xing Of the Mcde: 1131% 
venge of his Father's Death, geclar'd War a- 
gainft him ; bur, tho" he fubdu'd all As and 
Perſia, was at length deftcared : Bur his Son 
(yaxeres renewed the War, beat the Afſyriune, 
and behieg'd the Town Nimur ; but at thar rime 
the Sertbrans expell'd the Crmmerians out of Ex- 
rope, and purſu'd them to Media, which oblig'd 
him to break up the Siege and return home : 
Where he was routed in 4 barrel by the Scyrbe- 
ans, and loſt the Empire of all A#, which 
the others policts d for 25 Years. 

17. Atter 25 Years, the Scyrhrans were be 
trayd to Security and Mat admimittration ; 
Upon which CYaxares ink ited them to 2 recaſt, 
ind having made them drunk, ftabb'd them : 
By this means he retricved his tormer Dignity 
and Dominions. Atter that N abopolaffer, Ge 
neral ro the King of 4/5r1v's Army, made an 
illiance wirh Coaxeres, by marrying his SonAe- 
bdachadnegear to Amyte, Daughter to Aſﬀtyager, 
the Son of Cyaxares. Being itrengthn'd by this 
mutual Alliance,they jointly deftroy'd Chrnalada- 
nes or Saracus, after he had reignd 22 Years. 

15, By this means A adopet Har; Of N abolal- 
far, the Aſſyrian General fuceceded to his Ma- 
fter's Impire in the 123th Year of Navona/er. 
He, being pinch'd by a War with Pheraob N echo, 
who took the Town Charcemas upon the Es 
phrates, 
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phrates, and by the Rebellion of Ce/oSyriz and 
Phenicia, took in Nebachadnezar his Son a5 
Partner in the Government, and ſent him at the 
Head of an Army againſt the Egyprians and Sy- 
FIarrT, 

19. Nebuchadnezar upon the way oblig'd 7e- 
bojakin King of Fadaeb, and lubjett ro Neco, to 
be his Tributary. This incens'd the Egypriar 
King, fo that he march'd againſt him, —. f* a 
ſecond Engagement at Carcem[ſar, was routed 
and kill'd. While Nebuchadnezer purſu'd his 
Vidtory, and extended his Conqueſts from Ez 
phrates to the Nile, his Father died at Babylon, 
and himiclt was ſealonably recall'd by the C2/ 
deans, to eſtabliſh bis Crown 

20. This Prince beautined Bu5y/on, added 2 
new City to the old, and ſurrounded them both 
with three Walls. He caus'd the tamous Hang- 
ing Garden to be made round the Palace, in 
order to preſent his Wite with a continual View 
and natural Scheme of Medio, for the took plea- 
furc in beholding the High lands of her ownCoun- 
try, "Twas this Nebuchednezar who belicg'd 
Feruſalem wo Years, and laid it in Aſhes, who 
pull'd down the Walls, and carried oft the ber- 
ter part of the People in Captivity z who pur 
out the Eyes of King Zedetiah, and kill'd his 
Children and Noble men. 

21. This Prince in a Dream, had preſented 
to him the Image of a large Statue, with a 
Head of Gold, Breaſt and Arms oft Silver 
Belly and Thighs of Braſs, Legs of Iron, and 
the Feet halt and halt Clay. When be 
awaken'd he forgot his Dream, and threaten'd 
Death to the Wile Men if they did not rell = 
what

a 8. it. 
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what it was: They were not capable to an- 
fiwer his Demands, but Daexre! of Zeraſalem, 
by vertue of his Prayers, told him what he had 
dream'd, and having explain'd ir, made a Pro- 
phecy of the tour great Momrchies. 

22, God puniſh'd his Pride, with 2 horrible 
Inſtance, which all Great Men, Kings and Prin 
ces, ought diligently ro weigh and contder, in 
order to diſpoſe themſelves to revere the Di 
vine Majeſty, and pertorm their Duty to the 
People commitred to their Care. te was for 
the ſpace of Seven Times, (which moſt Writers 
underſtand to be Seven Years) expell'd Humane 
Society, and doom'd to live among the Beaſts : 
Burt after the fer Period was over, he return'd 
to himfclt, and retricv'd his former Dignity 
and Government. Abydrmus a Heathen, men 
tions this Paſlage : Mugefthenes, Diocles and 
Philoftratus wrote upon the lame Subject. He 
reignd 43 Ycars, according to Prolomy, who 
calls him A 250 ola(þu1 , Or rather A abocodolaſſar. 

23. His Succeſſor was Evilmerodach, a Man 
wrap'd up in wickednets and Debauchery, who 
after 2 Years was made away by the contrivance 
ot Aerightfor his Brother-in-Law. Neryhlor 
reign'd 4 Years, and left his Son and Succetlor 
Laboroſerdock, who being an ill-natur'd Prince, 
was kill'd by his own People atternine Months. 
Then the Government came into the Hands of 
one A abonydus a Babyloman, call'd by others 
N abannidochus and Labynitzs. When this Man 
had reign'd 27, or (as forme will have it) 27 
Years, he was kill'd by Gras, who conquer'd 
Ba?ylon, and transter'd the Empire to the Per- 


ans, 
24. This 
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24- This ſeries of Kings is convey'd to us by 
Berojus a Chaldean Hiſtorian, whom 7"/cphus 
ofren quotes ; and whom Pro/omy that famous 
Alexandrian Mathematician, backs with Refe 
rence to the ſame. 'Tis true, there have been 
ſome Learned Men, who thought that Dunie/'s 
Hiſtory was againſt this order; but there are 
others equally learned, who have given faris 
taftory anſwers to all their Arguments : as it is 
made to appear in our Inſtitutions of Hiſtory. 
But now that we are com? up with Cyras, 
"twill be requiſite ro deſcribe, with all poſſible 
Brevity, who he was, of what Country, and 
what were the Qualities of a Man that was a- 
ble ro wield fo large an Empire.

26. But Aznopbon in that incomparable Book 
of his, concerning the In{truttion of Cyras, af- 
ſerts, that Camby/es was, truely King of the 
Perfrans , and that Cyrus was admirably well 
versd in all the parts of Perſian Learning, 
which he mightily cries up. But he has nor 
one Word of the Story related by Herodotas, 
ramely, That he was bred up amorg the King's 
Shepherds, and when by his _y and di- 
[tinguiſhing Genivs he came to be known to 
his Grandtather 4/tyages, he ſent him away to 
Perſia, and that aftyages, tor a Puniſhment of 
Hoarpagus his negligence in executing his Com- 
mands, regal'd him at a Feaſt with his own 
Son's Fleſh : in reverge whereot, Herpagur, 
after ſome time, puſh'd on Cyrus to make an 
Infurrettion 2gainſ} Aſtyages, and outr him of 
his Kingdom. 

27. For Arnophon relates that Cyaxares von to 
Aﬀyages, having no Male five, gave his Daugh- 
tcr in Marriage to Cyrus the Porken his own 
Siſter's Son ,; and that being incommoded ty a 
War with the King of the Aſriuns, he cal- 
led in Cyrus to bis aftiftance; who in that jun- 
fture was made Emperor of the whole Army, 
and ſucceſsfully atted his part, in raking Bavy- 
lon, and at laſt ſucceeding his Uncle, after he 
had ſubdued Cre/as King of Lydia, and many 
others. Creſaur 15 a conhiderable Attor in the 
Hiſtory of theſe Times ; and therefore "twill 
be necellary to run over the Hiſtory of the 
Lydion Kings. 

2$. Some Grecian Authors will have Lydis 
(or Mxoma ) to be fo calld from Lydus the

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Bur 'tis apparent that Lydia was fo call'd from 
Lad the Son of Shem, mention'd by My»/cs ; 
and Myon from the Kiver Meandry. When 
Lydus's Vue fail d, according to Herodotus, the 
Herachde reign'd there 505 Years thro' 22 
Succeſhons : nl the rime of Cauduules, who 
was fo proud of his Wite's Handſomenefbs, that 
he oblig'd Gyger his Servant to view her when 
naked. When the Queen knew this, ſhe took 
it ſo ill, that the gave Gyecs his Choice, whe 
ther he would dic himfelf, or kill the King : 
by this means ſhe puſh'd on her Servant to Par- 
ncide, and afrerwards married him. 

29. Thus Gyges of a Servant became a King, 
conquer d his Enemics by the Favorable Re 
ſponſe of the De/phick Oracle, ſubdued Como 
phon, made War with Myers and Smyrna, 
eltabliſh'd and continued his Government 3$ 
Years. Ardys his Son and Succellor rook Pr: 
ene, and befieg'd Milerar. In his time the 
Scythians drove the Crmer:ans from their Seats, 
carricd their Arms into A/zs, and rook Sardes, 
but did not carry the Cattle. Afrcr 49 Years 
Sedyattes his Son ſucceeded : and he, after 12 
Yeus, was follow'd by A/y:rres, 

30. Alyattes made War with Cy :xares the 
Mede, and expell'd the Crmmerioans out of Afes. 
While he lay before Mz/erus, and had almot! 
Itarv'd them our, they expos'd all the Corn, 
they had left, in the Publick Marker-place , 
whereupon he, fancying they had more Proviton 
than he was aware of, raifs'd the Sicge, and 
concluded a Peace with 'cm. He reign'd 57 
Years, and then Creſws his Son, aged 35 Yeats, 
ſucceeded him. 


31, Ce 


: 
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31. CGreſws tubdued all the People of Aſie 
on this fide the River Hays: And raisd ro 
himſelf a great Fame by his glorious Achieve- 
ments, and infinite Plenty of all good things. 
Among the wile Grecrans that crowded to Ser- 
des, Solon of Athens came likewite to vikr the 
King. Ar firſt he met with a very welcome 
reception; bur when the King and he came to 
Diſcourſe of Happineſs, he would not own that 
the King was Happy, but gave out all worldly 
things tor uncertainties; whereupon he was 


| diſmiſs'd as an indiicreer and unequal Judge of 


things. However Gre/as, who was fo much 
puttzd up, that he thought himſelf the happi- 
oft of Men, was of a tudden Mortined with 
the Death of his Eldeſt Son : Which was fo 
much the more cutting, that his Brother who 
Succeeded him was Dumb. Atter he had de- 
plor'd the Fate of his Son for wo Years, he 
was touch'd with the Eavy of Crasr's Profperi- 
ry, the heat whereot flew up into fo great a 
flame, that all his Pride and Luxury vaniſh'd 
in Smoak, and he himſelt did bur hardly eſcape 


| the being burnt alive. 


32. For, being deceiv'd by his Oracles, he in- 
vaded Cappadocia, under the prerence of having 
ſarisfattion of Cyres for the injury he did to A- 


flyages his Siſter's Husband, rho' at the bortom 


his dehgn was to add that Fertile Country to 
his own Dominions. Cyrus March'd out to meet 
him with a greater Number of Forces, and tho” 
7h fought with equal Succels, yet Cre/as's 
Othcers blam'd kim for oftering ro Engage 
with an unequal Number of Men. Where- 


upon the next Day, Cyrus not coming on to of- 
ter 
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fer him Battel, he retir'd to Sordes, deſigning to 
wait the Arrival of Auxiliary Troops trom his 
Allies, inorder to arrack the Perſian next Spring 
with joint Forces. 

33. Cre/as thinking himſelf ſafe from his 
Enemy, becauſe he had rendred him ſecure by 
his Ketreat, diſmifs'd his Mercenary Troops: 
When Cyras receiv'd Advice of that, he _— | 
he had a fair opportunity of bringing his De- 
igns to bear, and March'd with full tpeed to- | 
wards him, in order to furprize him. Cre/as 
made what haſte he could in preparing for a 
Defence z; bur having march'd out of theTown, 
was routed, and then belieg'd. On the 14th 
Day of the Siege Sardes was carried, and he 
was taken Priſoner. 

34. He was ſentenc'd to be burnt: And when 
he mounted the Pile, cried our thrice, So/or. 
Beiug defir'd ro give the Reaſon of this Outcry, 
he related the Story of his Interview with So- 
lon, and Solon's Allertion, vis. That beſore 
Death, no Man ſhoald be accounted baffpy. 
rus taking this laying into his ſerious Conhde 
ration, bethought himſeclt that he was likwilfc 
liable ro the Foes of Fortune; and theretore 
made a more moderart uſe of his Victory , and, 
having pardon'd Creſ/as, us'd him as his rriend 
and Kinſman. This happen'd in the 4th Year 
of the 58th Olympiad, the 15th Year of Cyrus, 
A. M. 3460. 

35. Orus delign'd to march againſt the Bu 
_— , Buttrians, Saccea, and Egypritans. 

employ'd Harpagus the Mede to ſubdue 
Lefſer Aſia, which accordingly he did; and like 
wile conquer'd the lonans , Carians, Cauntant, 
Lycians, } 


__ 
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Lycians, and ſeveral other Nations. Having 
ſubdued all the remaining part of the Cont 
nent, he march'd againſt rhe Aſyriuns, who had 
heap'd up great Magazines of Provitions, and 
retir'd within the Walls of Buby/-z. Ar tuft Ly 
bymius their King drew out his Troops, bur he 
was routed, and oblig'd ro return to the Town, 
which the other belieg'd. Whorthis Prince was, 
whether Be/bozear. or another, 1 have not 
room here to enquire. Thoſe who are curigus 
may confulr our Langrn Hiſtory. 

36. Labynitas wndecd endur'd the Siege long, 
and would have ftcod our longer, had not Cy- 
ris Tound our another way oft preventing the 
tediouſnefs of the Siege. He causg'd large 
Dirtches and Channels ro be made. in order 
to divert and drain the Kiver ; which accord- 
ingly came to paſs, fo that the Perſians had 
free acceſs ro the Town, and by this means 
Babylon and the Babyloman Empire came into 
the Hands of Cyres, in the Year of the World 
3465, the 1 Year of the 6oth Olmprag, 539 
Years before the Birth of Chriſt, 
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Affairs Contemporary with the 
Babylonian Empire.

vg E M the Son of Noah, being 100 Years 
old,begat Arphoxad; Arphaxad inthe 35th 
Year of his Age r Sa/ab; he in the 3orh be- 

t Eber (trom whom ſome derive the Name 

ebrews;) he inthe 34th t Pbolcg, focall'd 
becauſe in his Days the Earth was divided , he 
in the 3zoth begat Rew; he in 32d at Serae ; 
he in the 3oth begat Nachor , and Nachor in 
the 29th Year of his Age begar Terab, or 
Thorem, 

2. Terab, being 70 Years old, begat Abram, 
Nachor.and Haran ;, of whom the laſt is reck- 
on'd the eldeſt, whodied at Ur of the Ca/dees, 
and left three Children, namely, Lot his Son, 
and two Daughters, Mi/cah, who married Na- 
chor, and Sara: or Iſcah who married Abram her 
Father's Brother. The ſecond was Nachor, Fa- 
ther to Che/ed, or _ : So that Abram was 
the Youngeſt, who to be born in the 
r3zoth, and not in the 7oth Year of his Father, 
according to St. Stepber's Diicourle of the Ages 
of Terah and Abrabam, when the one dyed, 
and rhe other departed from Haran. A.M. 2008. 

3. Abram, about the 7oth year of his Age, 
was order'd to remove into the Land of the 
Canad 
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Cancanites, God having promis'd to him that 
his Family ſhou'd become a great Nation, and 
that all the Nations of the World ſhould be 
bleſſed in him. He, purſuant to the command, 
went with his Father, Lor, and his Wite, from 
(Ur of the Chaldees into Haren, and dwelt there. 
It ſeems he ipent Five years at that place, out 
of rendernets ro his Ancicne and vickly Fathcr : 
And when rhe old Man depaned this Lite, 
{ct forward on his Journey to Canaan, in obe 
dience to the Divine Precepr.

Sarab, that is, an abſolute Miſtreſs, or one of 
many Nations. 

5. In the ſame Year Gcd CGiſcoverd ro 
Abraham his Decree of detitoying Sodom, and 
the other Cities ; ard he not beiug able ro pa- 
city the Divire Wrath. a Fire came down from 
Heaven that fot ite Ciiies in a Hime, ard on- 
C 2 ly 
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ly Lot was ſaved. The Ground on which they 

ood became a dead Sea 70000 Paces wide : 
In which no Creature lives, neither doth it af- 
ford any thing bur a ſort of ſlimy Pitch for the 
uſe of Seamen ; ſo that the Heathens them- 
felves have heard by Report, That in the Anci- 
ent Times this Countrey was blaſted from Hea- 
ven. Lot's Wite, going out of Sodom, by look:- 
ing behind her was turn'd into a Pillar of Salt , 
which Joſephas lays was ſtanding in his time. 
Los Two Daughters fancying that the whole 
Race of Mankind was deſtroy'd , made their 
Father drunk , and embrac'd him : And from 
theſe inceſtuous Embraces ſprung Moab and 
Ammon, Two Patriarchs of as many powertul 
Nations. 

6. When the time was expird, according 
ro the Tenour of God's promiſe, I/uac was 
born in the 100th year of his Father, and the 
goth of his Mother, 400 before the return of 
the I/rae/rtes out of Egypt, 37 years after Sa- 
rah dyed. Then Abraham married Keturah, and 
had Iſſue by her , which he regal'd with Gifts, 
and ſent away before he dyed. When I/aac 
was 40 years old, he gave him in Marriage Re- 
bekab, Daughter to Berhuel, Son to Nachor his 
Brother : And the after Twenty ,years barren- 
—_ forth Twins ; namely E/az and 
Facob. 

7. At length after 15 years Abraham, God's 
Darling , gave up the Ghoſt in the 175th 
year of his Age ; 100 years after his arrival in 
Cunaen, 25 years after the Death of Shem , in 
the Reign of Inachws in Greece , 1821 years 
4etore the Birth of Chriſt, in the year - - 

- Ol 
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World 2183. Artapanus, Charax, Beroſus, He- 
cateus, and Nicolaus Damaſcenus, who were all 
Heathen Writers, make mention of him. 

8. Abraham being dead, God blefled I/azc, 
and made a Covenant with him, 4$ years after 
Iſmael! dyed, in the 137 year of his Age, A.M. 
2231. From Nabaioth his Eldeſt Son ſprung the 
Nabatheans , who inhabited a part of Arabia, 
call'd Perrea, from Petra the Metropolitan. 
Among them 'twas reckon'd a crime to Sow or 
to Plant, ro drink Wine or to build Houſes : 
_ were fond of their liberty, and lookt up- 
on theſe things as the Incentives of Ambition. 
Kedar Iſmae!'s tother Son gave likewiſe the 
Name to a part of Arabia, that's frequently 
mention'd in Scripture. Tho* the Cuſbres , 
Midianites, and I/maclites were not of the fame 
Original ; yet fince they livd zogether , it 
ſeems they grew together into one Nation of 
the Saracens. 

9. 15 years after this, Iſaac being then 
blind, and in the 13Sth year of his Age, ſent 
his Eldeſt Son E/az a Hunting, to the end that 
he might feed upon Veniſon , and then bleſs 
him. But Facob by his Mother's cunning per- 
ſonated him ; and ITY bought the 
Birthright for a Meſs of Pottage, chous'd him 
of the bleſſing. His Brother was ſo incenſed at 
this, that Zacob was forc'd to flee into Meſopo- 
tamia to Laban his Uncle, whoſe two Daugh- 
ters he married, having purchas'd 'em for 14 
years lervice. 

10. By theſe two Women, and as 
Handmaids, he had Twelve Sons , and One 
Daughter. After 20 years hard ſervice he re-

As his Dreams 
implied the Succeſhan of-7 years of Plenty, and 
as many of Famine ; ſo 7o/eph gave him ſuch 
ſeaſonable advice for laying up Proviſions a- 
gainſt the approaching Famine, that the King 
_ it ſurmounted the pitch of humane 

rength , and thereupon advanc'd him to the 
higheſt Dignity in the Kingdom, giving him in 
Marriage Ajenaths, Daughter to Por ar, Go- 
vernor of On, or Helropolie. 

13. The Famine did not only overrun Egype, 
but alſo reach'd the Neighbouring places of 
Canaan and Arabia : So that Zacob being pinch'd 
by it, ſent his Sons to buy Provifions ; where 
being diſcover'd by Toſeph their Brother in 
diſguiſe , they were cunningly charg'd with be- 
ing Spies. But when they came a ſecond time 
he releas'd Simeon whom he had kept as an 
Hoſtage, and diſcover'd himſelf ro them. They 
were caſt down, as being conſcious of 
their former Wickednefs, but he encourag'd 
them , and furniſhed them with all neceC 
ſary Provifions, and ſent them to bring up their 
Father, and his whole Family, with all ſpeed.

In this Interval of time, their More/, 
Tudicial, and Ceremonial Laws were enalted by 
God himficlt, their Tabernacle was crefted, and 
the Sexbrdriw, or a Court of 70 Judges, was 
inſticuted. In the 5th Month of the 2 Year, they 
ſenr Twelve Spycs, that is, a Man for every 
Tribe, to view the land of Caruarn. When they 
rerurn'd, ren of 'em gare an ill Charatter of

lick Attairs; and at the ſame time the Phuliſkines 
and Ammonies made War with the I/raeites , 
they were diſfatisfy'd with their preſent Conſti- 
tution, and obtaind from God a King, namely, 
Saul the Son of Kh of the Tribe of Benjamin 

Io, "©" 
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16. Saul's Wickedneſs render'd him una 
table to God ; whereupon David the Son of Fe 
of the Tribe of Zadibwas anointed King. Saul 
fought ro kill him tor ſeveral years ; bur atlaſt 
he and his three Sons died in a Bartel with the 
Philiſtines. That Paſlage which lars, that God 
gave Saul to the I/raelnes for 40 Years, muſt 
be underitood to include Samae! s Government. 

17. Saul being dead, David reign'd over the 
Tribe of Judab; and Seven years atrer, the other 
Tribes came in, I&boſhherh the Son of Saul ha- 
ving periſh'd by the Treachery of his own Peo- 
ple. He took Jeruſalem from the Febuſtter, 
and made it his Royal Seat. He routed the Phy 
liflines in m_ oy Hy _ on = 
thing proſperoully, ti puniſh'd him for 
his ads in his Adulcery with Bathfhebe. 
and making away Uriah her Husband, in order 
to conceal the Wickedneſs. Ar laſt he took in 
Solomon his Son as Partner in the Government, 
and died Six Months after. having reigned 40 
vears. He was a gallant Warrier, an excellent 
Prophet, and a ſweet Muſician. His Death hap- 
pen'd A. M. 2985, 

1$. Solomon confirm'd his Government, by 

utting ſeveral Perſons ro Death. In the fourth 

car of his Reign, the Second Day of the Se- 
cond Month Zipbr, he laid the Foundation of 
the Temple of Jeru/a/em, which was built and 
finiſhr Seven Years afrer. At the ſame time he 
caus'd to be built a Navy of Ships at Effongs- 
ber on the Red Sea, which brought him every 
Year 420 Talents of Gold from Ophir. Be 
lides the Temple, he built likewiſe other Mag 
nificent 
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nifcent Buildings. Tho' God gratified his Wiſh- 
&s in giving him more Wiſdom than to any 
Man upon Earth, and loaded him with other 
Gifts beyond his Withes ; yet he arriv'd ar that 
Pitch of Ingratitude, that he firſt became wan- 
ron, and rhen fell into horrible Idolatry. This 
provok'd God fo, rhat he denounc'd the rending 
of his Kingdom. Ar laſt Solomon retirm'd to 
himſelf, repenting of his Folly, as appears by 
the Book of Ecc/e/roftes, and died, after he had 
rcign'd 4o Years, A. M. 3025.

1 O0LOMON was follow'd by Reboboar 
his Son by Naamab the Ammorite.

To the Tribe of Judab that of Simeon 
is to be added, the Lands of the latter lying 
within the Heritage of the former. A part of 
the Children of Dan were likewiſe planted 
within the ſame boundaries; for the Tribe of 
ludab properly 16 call'd had a large Country al- 
lotted ro them, not to be poſle(s'd only by them, 
bur to be under their proteCtion. 

3. However it is {aid that the Ten Tiibes re- 
bell'd, becauſe the Metropolitan of Dux came 
within Jeroboa's Dominions, or becauſe theTribe 
of Maxaſſeb being ſcarrer'd into ſeveral Places 
might be look'd upon as ewo. Ihe Kingdom 
being thus divided, the Northern Countries re 
volrcd, bur thoſe to the Sourhward contrinu'd in 
Subjection to So/omon's polterity. Hereatrer 
the Succeſſours of So/emon were Ntil'd Kings of 
Judab, and thoſe of Jeroboam Kings of I/rac!. 
But "tis to be remark'd that this Rule was not 
vblerv'd on all occalions, tor Jehoſhaphaz and 
Achaz are call d Kings of Yract, — 
ing that it 1s apparent, they only govern'd J«- 
4, and its i Tribes. mY 

4. Reboboam dehign'd ro make War with the 
Rebels, but God ep1oin'd him rodefiſt. However 
he and his Subjects Rebell'd againſt the Lord, 
who being incens'd ſent Sh;/bak King of Fgypr 
with a mumerous Arm inſt him. The £- 

tian made himiclt ifer of ſeveral Places 


of Strength, "penetrating ev'n to Jeruſalem ; 
where he rifl'd the Temple of God and rhe Pal- 
lace, and took away the Shields of Gold which 
So/omor had - made ; fo that Reboboam was ob- 
ligd ro make brazen ones in their ſtcad.

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5, Next to him was Ahab his Son, whoſe 
Mother in one Place is ſaid to be Maacah Ab- 
ſalom's Daughter, and in another Micajab 


Doughus to Uric! of Gibcab. Some think ſhe 


was Uriel's Daughter by Tamarah, and adopt- 
ed by Ab/a/om who leems to have left no fe be 
hind him. Ahab following his Father's Footſteps 
wag'd continual War' with 7croboam, who ap- 
pear'd in the Field with Sooooo, but was 10 
far routed by the Army of 7adab. that was not 
halt his Number, that he loſt 50oco00 Men, 2 
larger number of Slain, than any we read of in 
any other Burecl. Ahab carried on his larereſt 
vigorouſly, he married 24 Wives, begat 22 Sons 
and 15 Daughters, but reign'd only 3 cars. 

6, His Son Aſa ſucceeded him in the later 
end of the 2oth Year of Zeroboun's Keign. He 
was a good Man, He repulsd 1cocoo of E- 
thiopians that invaded his Kingdom. Baaſha the 
King of I/rael, incens d by Envy, and provok'd 
by the perpetual Revolrs of his Subjects, builr 
Ramah in the 36th Year of the Reign of A/e, 
in order to prevent their going over to A/z. 
King A/a by Gifts oblig'd Bexhadad King of v4 
ria to attack Baſhe, and divert him from ; 
which A/a quickly demoliſh'd. Bur in this At- 
fair he truſted too much in Human Means, ard 
negletted God z whereupon he was —— 
continual War denounc'd againſt him. in 
fretted by the Divine Meflage, he was now 
againſt the Propher, and oppreis'd ſome of his 
Subjefts. In his Old Age he was ſeiz'd with the 
Gout, of which he died in the 41 Year of his 
Keign, having ſought help from the Phyficians, 
and not from God.

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7. Aja a good Father was ſucceeded ___ 
boſhaphat a better Son z, who remoy'd the High 
Places and Groves, and in the 3d Year of his 
Reign ſent his Princes, together with the Le- 
vires, to in{trutt the People in the Cities of 7«- 
dab. He was taulty in one thing, namely, That 
he enrer'd into a League with the Idolatrous 
Kings of I/rae/. Betore Ramorth Gilead he e- 
icap'd narrowly with his Lite : and the Ships 
which he had prepar'd upon an Expedition ro 
Opbr, to terch Gold, were ſhatrer'd. He reign'd 
25 Years, or 24 years and ſome Months. 

S. Joram ſucceeded to Jehoſhaphar, the wretch- 
e! Son of an excellent Father. Being confirm'd 
in his Government, he put to Death all his 
Brethren, and ſome of the Princes. The Chil- 
dren ot Edom, that from David's time were ſub- 
jt ro Judah, revolted in his Reign, according 
to the Prediction of I/aac the Patriach, rogether 
with Librab, a Ciry of Prieſts. God raisd a- 
gainſt him the Phi/iſtines and Arabs, who in- 
vaded his Country, and carried oft all his Sub- 
!tance, together with his Wives and Sons, bate- 
ing Jehorah, the youngeſt. Ar laſt he was ſeiz'd 
with an incureable Diſeaſe in his Entrails, which, 
after rwo Years, fell out. Thus, the Wretch 
was puniſh'd for his Idolatry and other hainous 
Crimes, atter he had reign'd Three Years joint- 
ly with his Farther, and five Years by himlclt. 

9. Jeho:haz (Alias Achaziab and Azariah) ſuc- 
ceeded. He tollow'd the Footſteps of Abab his 
Grandfather by the Mother's fide, and counte- 
nanc'd _— He went to viſit his Uncle Je- 
boram _ of I/raci, and was kill d along with 


him by Jeh#; when he had ſcarce reign'd one 
Year, 
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Year. Athaliah, Ahab's Daughter, receiving Ad- 
vice of her Son's Fate, pofieis'd her ſelf of the 
Government ; and in order to eſtabliſh ir, made 
away all the Royal Oftspring, excepting Joaſ 
an Infant, her Grandchild, whom Neb erh, 
Daughter to Jeheram, and Wite to Jehojada the 
High Prieſt, had hid in the Houſe of God. Six 
Years after Jchojada brought Joa/ſh, then Seven 
Years old, ro light, and having kill'd Arha/cab 
with the Prietts of Baz/, anointed him as 
King, 

10. While Jehojada liv'd, Joaſh kept up to 
the Meaſures ot Picty and Juſtice, and repair'd 
the Temple of God, which had then ſtood 155 
Years, having gather d a ColleQion for that 
purpoſe. Jehojada dicd, aged 130 Years, for 
the Jets obſerve. that this Reſtorer of the Tem- 
ple was born the ſame Year, that the Builder 
of the ſame died. When Jebojads was dead, 
Joahh fell in with Idolatry and Cruelty ; and car- 
ried his Ingratitude to that pitch, that when 
Zacharias the Son and Succeflour of Jehojadab 
check d him for worſhipping Idols, he gave Or- 
ders to ſtone him to death in the Porch of the 
Temple. In the end of this Year he was hea- 
vily puniſh'd by an invaſion of the Syrians, and 
afrer their departure was ſeiz'd with grievous Di- 
ſtem and kill'd by his own Servants in re- 
venge of the Blood of Zacharias, in the 4oth 
Year of his Reign, A.M. 3160. 

11. Next ſucceeded Amaſiab his Son, who 
ſeems to have reign'd jointly with his Father 
for three Years, Yau the Commencement of 
his Reign is dared in the 2d Year of Joaſb King 
of Iſrae/. He put to ou the Murtherers - 
. 3 
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his Father, -bur ſpar'd rheir Children, in Obz4: 
Ence to the Molaick Law. Ar fwlt, things 
went well with him ; but afterwards he fel! 
in with Idolatry, flighted the Divine Admoni- 
tions, and hurried himſelf headlong into Dan- 
gers, and at laſt to DeftruQtion. He diloblig'd 
Foaſh, was taken Pris'ner by him, and largely 
fin'd. Fifteen Years after a Conſpiracy broke 
out againſt him , whereupon he fled ro Lachyh, 
but was purſued and kill'd, having reign'd 29 
Yewus. 
' 12. His Son and Succeſſor Uzzioh, or Aza- 
r1ah, began to reign in the 17th Year of 7Jero- 
boam King of I/rae/ : From whence we gather, 
that there was an Interegnum of twelve Years 
from the Death of his Father, to the time when 
he, being 16 Years of Age, was elefted King by 
the People. In his time 7Z«dab flouriſh'd migh- 
rily. And about the 25 Year of his Reign, the 
firit Olympiad was celebrated in the Morea, 
which ſers the ſeries of time 4n a Clearer light. 
When he invaded the Prietts Office, by ofterin 
to ſacrifice, he was {initten with a Leproſy, n_ 
thereupon ſeparated from the Society of Man- 
kind, > hm his Son _ intrulted with the 
Adminiltration of Attairts. He reign'd 52 Years. 
13, Johom, alter his Father's Death, be- 
hav'd himſelt pioufly, and met with all man- 
ner of Proſperity. When he had reign'd 16 
Years, Ahaz his Son ſucceeded him, having 
ated a part in the Government 7 or $ Years 
before, Abaz was mightily giv'n to the Wor- 
ſhip of Idols, and committed many hainous 
Crumes. Upon theſe high provocations God ſtir'd 
up ſeveral Enemies againſt him, vs. I 
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King of. I/rae/, Rezin King of Syria, the Edo- 
mites and —_ He ſought help from Te- 
glath-Pilezer, King of Aſſyria, who made him- 
ſelf Maſter of all Syria, rook Rez:n, and put 
an end to the Kingdom oft Damaſcus, which had 
laſted 10 Generations, and expir'd under the 
ſame Royal Name, with that which gave it a 
Being, 
14. » Tig/athpilezer , having thus conquer'd 
the Syrians, turns the dint of his Arms upon 
Pekab, and carries oft the Gr/eadrtes and aq 4 
thalites into Aſſyria, as tormerly he did the Feo- 
ple of Damaſcus. Abaz becoming a Slave to the 
Aſſyrian, tound himſelt in no better Condition : 
Being harden'd in Wickedneſs, and jealous of 
his Circumſtances, three Years before his Death, 
he made Hezekiah his Son partner in the Go- 
vernment ; and at laſt died, having reignd 16 
Years. 
15. Hezekiah open'd the Temple, reſtor'd Re- 
ligion, and ſhook oft the Yoke of Bondage. Sen- 
nacherib the King of Aſſyria took this ſo 11], that 
he belieg'd Lachi/h, and after he had yo 
ro depart upon the receipt of a Reward, broke 
his Promiſe, and ſollicited the People of Jeruſa- 
lem to revolt. Finding this Project ſucceſsl 
he lay down before Libnab, a fortified Ciry 0 
Judah , but upon advice that Shiſhak King of 
Ethiopia was marching towards him, he broke 
up the Siege : Burt having ſtill an Eye upon the 
Riches of Judah, wrote a Letter ro Hezeki- 
ob, ſtuff*d with Blaſphemies and Threats, which 
did not paſs with Impunity, for in one Night 
the Angel of the Lord cut off 1$o000 of his 
D + Men ; 
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Men; and when hc returned home he was put 
ro _ by his own Children. 
. In thoſe Days Hezekiah was taken very

15. Amon his Son fucceeded to his King 
dom and Idolatry, but nor to his Repentance. 
Atrcr wy Years he was kill'd in his own Houle 
by 4 Domeſtick Con Piracy. The People pu 
niſh'd the Murderers, and fer up Joffab his Son, 
then $ Years of Age, to be thear King, io the 
Fourth Year of the 3 5th O/ pred, A. M. 3368. 
_ ſhnds higheſt in the Roll of the beſt 

rinces : he repair'd the Ruines of the Temple, 
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and reſtord the ancient and pure Worſhip of 
God. Towards the end of the 33 Year of his 
Reign, he unadviſedly engag'd in a War with 
Neco, King of Ezypr, and wou'd nor be di- 
ſwaded from appeanug in the Field in Perſon, 
where he was kill'd, to the infinite Loſs and 
Grict of the People. 
19. While Neco was diverted by other de- 
h the People anointed Jehoabuz or Shallam 
his Son, as King. Burt he follow'd the Exam- 
le of his Anceftors, in doing what was evil 
in the Sight of the Lord, and enjoy'd his King: 
dom only three Months. For Neco, having 
compals'd his Defign upon Bubylor, carried e- 
hoahaz to Egypr, and fer his elder Brother E/«- 
tx upon the Throne, changing his Name to 
Jebojatim, and laying heavy Taxes upon the 
Kingdom. 
z0. Neco was KkilF'd in the ſecond expedition 
againlt che King of Bubylox : After which Nz 
buchzdnezer came to Jeruſalem, and made Je 
hojaktim Tributary to him in the Fourth Year of 
his Reign.

26. Ar laft, in the 23d Year of Nedachudnes 
ze, while the King Belicg'd Tyres, Nebuzare 
dan carried oft the Remnant of the Iſrerhuer, 
and the People of Jadu . to the Number of 
745 Souls ; And this was the laft Tranſportation 

Prophecies of Jerearah and Ezetrel, do 
ſufficiently acquaint us, That the Jews who fled 
to Egypr were carried Capiive , together with 
the Natives, into Baby/or, or cc put ro Death 
But all the Aﬀittioa that their impiety had 
drawn upon their Nation, did not iatlucnce ther 
to Repentance.

boom, clettcd Feroboum the Son of 
Nebat, an Ephramite to be their King, He was 
very induſtrious in managing tortifications, and 
was preferr'd by Solomon to be Ruler over all 
Joſeph's Houſe. God being offended by Solv- 
mon 's _— , promis'd him the Government 


of the Ten Tribes ; whereupon Solomon fought 
to Kill him, but he fled into Egypr , where he 
lurk'd 
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luk's rill the Death of Solomon. Alter his 
Death be was fent for 5 and firſt Headed the 
People as Speaker , and afterwards as their 
King, 

2. Jeroboams , in order to prevent the Revole 
of his new Subjetts, diverted them from going 
to Jerufalem , by crefting Two Golden Calves 
at Berhel and Dun, to be worthipp'd by the ſtu- 
pid people. He perfiſted obſtinately in p_—_—_ 
this invention, notwirthitanding the promilesa 
threats of God to bring him trom it. He died 
the 224 Year of his Keign. His Soo and Suc- 
cllor Nadab Beficging Gibberbox of the Phili- 
ſtines, was kill'd by Ba, of the houſe of 
lathur, in the ſecond Year of his Reign : And 
all Jerobavmrs Race fell with him. 

j. Nadad is laid to —_ his Reign in the fe- 
cond Year of 4/2, and at the fame time the 
Date of Buſh's Reign commonly commences in 
the Third Year of 4/4. Now in order to recon- 
cile theſe rwo paſlages , we muſt know that 
leroboarr did not Keign full 22 years, bur onl 
4 part of the 224 Year , to that the far great 
part of Nadud's Firit Year is parallel with the 
greater part of the Second Year of A/a; and 
that Nadab did not Keign full Two Years , but 
cnly one Year, with part of another.

In his Days the 
Moabries, who from David's time were Subjett 
tw 1/racl, revolted from ir. Next to 'him fol- 
low'd Jorem his Brother who perſecuted the 
Moabner, and himſelt was maul'd by the Syr:- 
ans. As he wag'd War with Mazael! Benha- 
dad's Succelior, he receiv'd a Wound in the Bat- 
tcl, and rerurn'd to Jezree! to be cur'd.

who was then General to the Aicy. Jeb ad- 
vanc'd to Jezreel, and kill'd Joram, after he had 
reignd 12 Years. 

9. Jebs cur oft all the Race of Abad, but 
tetain'd rhe Worthip of Idols. Tho' God gave 
him a Promiſe, as a Keward for his Service, in 
puniſhing the Þ 


amily of Ahab, that he and his 
Poſte- 
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Poſterity ſhould enjoy the Kingdom to the 4th 
Generation: Yet, in his time, the Kingdom was 
leſſen'd ; for Hazae! did not only ſubdue the 
Gileadites, but likewiſe all the People beyond 
Fordan, and treated them all cruelly, according 
to Eliſbd's Prediftion. The dare of the com- 
mencement of lebu's Reign is the fame with thar 
of Athaliab's ulurparion over Judah. He reign'd 
28% Years. 

10. Jehoabaz ſucceeded to Jebu in the 23th 
Year of Joe. He worſhip'd Jeroboam's Golden 
Calves, and enlarg d his Idolatry by the acceſhon 
of the Samaritan Grove. All his rime Hazac/ 
the King of Syri4 oppre(s'd the I/rae/res ;, and 
tho” God ſenr them a Deliverer, yet neither the 
Prince, nor the People, repented. 17 Years aft- 
ter he died ; and his Son Joulb ſucceeded, his 
Reign being dated from the 37th Year of ]- 
4/6 King ot Judah, fo that it ſeems he reign'd 
three Years along with his Father. He beat the 
Syrians thrice, and recover'd the Towns which 
his Farher had loſt. He joyn'd in with King 
Abaziah, and rook Jeruſalem ;, and made a Breach 
400 Cubirs wide in the Wall, and rewrnd to 
Samaria with all the Treaſure of the Temple 
and Palace. This Idolarer reign'd 16 Years. 

11, Next to him was Jeroboam his Son, by 
whom God not only fav'd I/rac/, bur rais'd 'em 
ro the higheſt pitch of Grandure, in recovering 
Damaſcus and Hamath, which by right belong'd 
to the Tribe of Judah, and repolſc{s'd the Coaft 
of I/rae! from the entring of Hamath to the Sea 
of the Plain, according to the PrediQtion at 
nah, the Son of Amirtar, who being born in Gat 
Chepher,a Town of the Tribe of Zebulun, in Gah- 


LY. 
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lee of the Gentiles, was a Propher raisd up in 
Galiee ; notwithſtanding that the lcarned Pha 
riſees, the inveterate Enemies of Chriſt, ob- 
truded the contrary upon Him. 

12. Tho' God loaded Jeroboam with fo great 
and fo many Favours, yet his Ingratitude was 
ſuch, that he ſtill countenanc'd that inveterate 
Idolatry of the Calves, introduc'd by Zeroboam 
his Predeceſſour. For all the Samaritan Kings 
look'd upon that as a ſecret and hidden Myſte- 
ry of their Government : Which certainly was 
the higheſt degree of Folly, fince the divine Pro- 
vidence difplay'd it felt ro them in ſo many cer- 
tain Proots. 

13. He reign'd 41 Years. After his Death 
the Aﬀairs of that Family, and at length thoſe 
of the Kingdom ir ſelf, began to ſtagger. There 
happend at this time an [merregnum of 24 
Years, for Zacharias his Son did not begin to 
you till the 3$ Year of Uzziab. Now the laſt 

ear et Jeroboam's Reign talls in with the 14th 
of Uzziab, and Uzziab's Keign began in the 
27th Year of Feroboam, who reign'd 41 Years. 

14. Zacharias following the Example ot his 
Anceſtours, continu'd his Keign only 6 Months, 
being kill'd by Sha/lam, who uſurp'd the Go- 
vernment in the 29th Year of Uzziah. Shallum 
was brought to condign Puniſhment tor the Re- 

icide, about two Months after, by Menaber : 

ho likewiſe worſhip'd Zereboam's Calves, ac- 
cording to the Impious Cuſtom of the Kings of 
ljrael ;, and by that means provok'd the Lord to 
ſtir up Pz/ King of Aſjyris to invade the King- 
on after he had ſtrugl'd and grapl'd with ma- 
ny Troubles for almoſt « — to _ 
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himſelf the Polſeſhon of ingdom. But 
Pul was brib'd by 1000 Talents of Silver to 
confirm his Right. So that Menabem reign'd 
10 Yeats, and then died. 

15. Pekahiah his Son ſucceeded, in the 5oth 
Year of Azariah, or Uzziah. Whence we ga- 
ther, that after Menabem's Death there was an 
Iterregnum of at leaſt One Year. Unleſs we 
Join in with ſome who think that Menabem did 
not reign Peaceably till about a Year after Sha/- 
lam's th. So that, by that Calculation, Fe- 
kabiah muſt begin his Reign in the beginning of 
the 5oth Year of Uzziab, and a few Months 
being added to Menaber's 10 Years, there will 
be no neceſſity of an Interregnum. However Pe- 
kabialh was a Prince of the ſame Kidney with 
his Anceſtours ; and having reign'd two Years, 
was kill'd by Pekab the Son of Remaliah. 

16, Pekab join'd in with the Syrians in 
atlicting Ahaz King of Faudab. He Kkill'd 
120000 of the ſtourelt Fews in ong Day. He 
kill'd Ma/aſeab the Kings Son with the other 
Princes ; and carried out of Zudab and Zeruſa- 
lem 200000 Women, Girls, and Boys, with a 
very Rich Spoil. Bur the Prophet Oded influ- 
enc'd him to releaſe the Captives. 

17. Abhaz fearing the Conſequences of that 
Expedition, delir'd help of Tg/ath Pilezer King 
of Aſſyria who had quite overthrown the _ 
dom of Damaſcus, and tranſported the People 
of Gilead or Perea, namely, the Rewbenites, Ga- 
dites,and halt the Tribeot Maraſſeh, to C2/ah, Cha- 
bor Haran and Neharogoſan ;, and then having 
paſs'd Zordan, made himfſelt Maſter of all Ga{r- 
lee, and carried the Inhabitants to Aſſyria, together 


with 
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with the Nephralites that remained after the 
ſtroke formerly inflicted by Benhadad. 20 Years 
after Pekab was kill'd by Hoſhes the Son of Elab 
who invaded rhe Kingdom. 

18. Hoſhea the 19th and laſt King of I/rae! 
began to reign in the 12 Year of Ahaz as Parr- 
ner with his Father for 7 or $ Years; for he 
did not adminiſter Aﬀairs by himſelt rill the 17 
Year of Pekab, fo that Hoſhed's Reign is right- 
fully dated from the 20 Year after the inaugu- 
ration of Jorham. This is the only account can 
be given, unleſs we can produce ſome proot of 
an Interregum tor $ or 9 Years, in which the 
diſorder of Aﬀairs kept Hoſhea out of a peacea- 
ble Poſſcſhon. But _— to that Calcula- 
tion, we muſt add as many Years to the dura- 
tion of his Reign. 

19. Hoſhea was as Idolatrous, but not fo obſti- 
nate as his Anceſtours. By the advice of So 
King oft Egypt, he retus'd to Jay the yearly 
Tribute to Sa/manaſſar. The King of a 
{mell'd out the Conſpiracy ; and took Poſlctiion 
of the Land of the Moabrtes, defigning ro make 
all ſure behind him ; and then he invaded the 
whole Countrey of the I/rae/rres, ard laid fiege 
to Samaria, in the 4 Year of Heze&iah,and the 
9 of Hoſhea. 

20. Towards the end of the third Year, he 
carried the Town, and carried oft the I/rae/ites 
to Chalah, Chabor, Nebargoſan, and the Ciries 
of Media; becauſe they had rebell'd againſt 
their Lord and their God. In the Countries tor- 
merly poſſeſs d by them he planted new Inhabi- 
tants, that formerly liv'd upon the River Chuth, 
and were afterwards call'd _ ans. This = 
2 the 
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the fatal exit of the Kingdom of I/rae/, which 
happen'd 255 Years after the Diviſion of the 
Tribes, 134 Years before the DeſtruQtion of 
Jeruſalem and the Tranſportation of the People 
of Judah, A. M. 32go. 


CHA P. IV. 


The Affairs of the greateſt Antiquity, relating 
to the Kingdom of Egypt, contemporary 
with the Babylonian Empre. 


1. N the Diviſion of the Earth, Egypr and all 

Africa were allotted ro Cham's Folterity ; 
and *tis thought he himſelf livd in Epypr. 
Upon which account David do's often call ir 
the Land of Cham ; Plutarch would have it Che- 
mia ; and Stepbanus, Hermochymia. The In- 
habirants themſelves chriſten'd it Cham; and 
the particular Diviſions were calld Chemmin, 
P/ochemmim, and P/atachemmum. 

2. The neighbouring Places of Africs did 
likewiſe derive their Names from the Poſterity 
of Cham : Upon the River Magrs, we find the 
City of Ammon, in the Iſland Meroe, the 
Temple of Ammon, in Barcha, the Town of 
Ammon commonly call'd Panetomum;, and in 
the Country of Ammon, the famous Oracle of 
Fupiter Hammon or Ammon. Arabia likewiſe 
the neighbouring Country bears proot of rhe 
ſame Poſterity ; tor the Word Ammon (without 
the Aſpiration uſual elſewhere) is frequently 
us'd among them, as it plainly appears from the 
River Ammon, the Promontory Ammon, and the 
People of Ammon, 3. When 
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3. When Cham died, the Government fell 
into the Hands of his ſecond Son Mi/raem, or 
rather him whom Moſes calls the Pringe of the 
Inhabitants of Mi/raim, for that Word is in the 
Dual Number, and therefore can ſcarcely be 
look'd upon asa Man's Name. This Country in 
Scripture is often call'd Ma/ſor which is the fin- 

lar Number of M:/7aim the contraQtion of 

eſoraim ;, and fignites a fortify'd or narrow 
Place. Now ſuch is Egypr above all other Coun- 
tries. 

4. To this very Day Cairo the Metropolitan 
is call'd by the Arabs Mezſreand in former times 
the Egyptians call'd the Month Meſor:. 
-- the Dual Number bn ny to = 
ply that re was divided into the upper a 
the h— e former water'd by the River 
Nile, as it runs in one great Channel, and di- 
vided into Thehais and He ranomus ; the latter 
call'd by the Grecians De/ra, from its Triangu- 
lar Figure, where the River is divided into ma- 
ny Channels. 

5. Mi/raim is thought to be the ſame with 
Ofiris, the Son of Saturn, and of Jupiter Ham- 
mon. For the Grecians call Oftris, Dionyſus; 
and Diodorws Siculus fays he was fo call'd 
his Father and his Country , the former fignify- 
ing Zupiter, and the latter Ny/e, a Town of A- 
mn. kelix, built by Cham, where it ſeems M:/- 
raim was born. From the Reign of Oftris to 
the deſcent of A/exander the Great the Egyprian 
Prieſts reckon up 10000 Years, and ſome 
"26. B f greed by all, that the 

6. But, hince *tris 2 upon by all, that t 
various Motion of a along the ob

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ack, occafion'd a great variety in the Forms of 
the Years us'd in Ancient times, *tis therefore to 
be conjeQtur'd, that theſe were only Lunar Years, 
that is, each of 'em confiſting of one Month. 
Accordingly, Zames Capellus reckons 1889 Years 
from that Oſiris to the deſcent of Alexander the 
Grear, beginning the Computation from A. M. 
1778, or 132 Ycars after the Deluge, at the 
ſame time that N:mrod his Nephew gave being 
to the Bu'ylonion Empire 

7. There wie 4 great many Stories told of 0- 
firts, and 1/is his Siſter whom he maaried ; 
which the Grecians fabulouſly applyed to Bae- 
chus and Ceres. He built the Egyprian Thebes, 
with 100 Gates, which was the chief Seat of 
the firft Kings. Art length he was kill'd by his 
impious Brother Typhon, who uſurp'd the King- 
dom, but was quickly outted and put to Death 
by Iffs and Orus. I/is gather'd the Members of 
her Husband, which Typhox had tore afunder, 
and inſtituted Divine Honors to his Memory ; 
enaQting, that each Tribe of Prieſts ſhould wor- 
ſhip ſome certain conſecrated Animal in his 
Room. There were various kinds of Animals 
conſecrated, according to the diverſity of Places, 
But ris univerſally agreed on, that the Cow 
_> was moſt eſteem'd and worſhip'd, by Reaſon 
- that Creature's Uſefulneſs for the Food of 

an. 

8.. Now Apis was black all over the Body, 
with a ſquare white Sport, according to Hero- 
dotus, in the Forehead, and according to Pliny 
in the right Side ; reſembling the Horns of the 
Moon when it begins to wax ; for Marce/linus 
ſays, it was dedicated to the Moon : It had 
| likewiſe 
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likewiſe the ſtamp of an Eagle upon its Back, 

its Tongue a Knot like a Beetle, and 
double Rolls of Hair upon its Tail. When it 
died, they were mightily afflicted, and were di- 
ligent in queſt of another : Neither did their 
Lamentation ceaſe, till they found a Cow di- 
ſtinguiſh'd by ſuch Marks, in order to make it 


an _ 

9. Egyptians ador'd Aprs as the greateſt 
God, and, as Macrobius ſays, worthip'd it with 
a Veneration full of aſtoniſhment and fear. There 
was a certain Period of years determin'd, be- 
yond which it was not to go: When it arriv'd 
at the Critical year, the Prieſts drown'd it in a 
Ditch. Some alledged this Cow was ador'd, out 
of Honor to Apys King of the Argivans who 
went down to Egypt : For that King was rec- 
kon'd a God, and call'd Serapis : But were 
ſeveral Kings of that name in ſeveral Places, 
and Authors commonly confound them. 

10. The Courſe of time, and/the Tricks of the 
Prieſts, who invented whatever tended to the 
Honor, and conceal'd whatever redounded to 
the Diſhonor of their Country ; have brought 
things to that paſs, that we can ſcarce fnx upon 
any _ as certain in thoſe Ancient Times. 
They of a t many Reigns before A4- 
bram's Days: Whoſe Birth calculated to the 43d 

ear of Ninus they make contemporary to their 

ixteenth Reign. A great deal of Pains and 
Labor is ſpent in reconciling and ordering theſe 
Governments. If we approve of 'em, we mull 
allot only 200 years to the firſt Fifteen, the time 
being ſo ſhorr. 


11. Some fancy that theſe were not Succeſh- 
E 4 ONS 
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ons of Kings, but only ſo many Serzwes's of 
Viceroy's of difterent Sizes and Ranks, who go- 
ven d the Republick, when the*Kings were la- 
zZy. Euſebics has turn'd and moulded theſe 
Keigns 1o variouſly, in order to make 'em Ser- 
viceable in the regulating of time ; that Zames 
_— thought it improper to inſert the Ca- 
ralogue of the Kings in his Chronicle, for My- 
neths', whom Scalzger produces to correct all 
the Errors of Eu/ebius, is leaſt of all to be 
credited. However fince young Students ought 
to know ſomething of the uncertain times, I rec- 
kon *rwill not be amiſs briefly to run over ſuch 
of thoſe uncertain occurrences as beſt Merit our 
Belief. 

12, After Typhon's Death, *tis ſaid that I/is 
Reign'd joyntly with Orzs, or Horus, her Son, 
who was reckon'd the laſt of their gods.. He 
inſtituted a Year conſiſting of Three Months, 
which from him was call'd *"Ogze. Next to the 
gods Reign'd Menas, or Menis: Some will have 
this word only to ſignify ſome Dignity, and al- 
ledge his Name was O/ir15, or, according to '0- 
thers Tr1/megiſtus, or, as ſome would have it, 
Sofofire Others again give it in for a Man's 

ame. Tis uncertain who ſucceeded ro him, 
for the Pricſts forg'd a Liſt of 52 Kings ſuc- 
ceeding in order, in the ſpace-of 1400 years. 

13. In this uncertain period ot Time, we 
muſt have recourſe to the order of the Reigns, 
tho' it be a blind one; and paſſing over 17, for 
which 400 years are allorted, rhe 18:þ mult be- 
gin, according to our computation, Nine years 
before Exſcbizs's method, that is in the 1071Þ 
year of the Patriarch Jacob- Now the fuſt of 
this Liſt was Amos, or Amoſis. 14. 
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14. Amoſis.they ſay,Reign'd 25 years. At this 
rate, this muſt be he who preterr'd Jo/eph to the 
higheſt Dignities in Egypt. Exuſedius reckons 1 1 
Kings from him to Cenchres , who treated the 
Iſraelites with all manner of Indignities, and as 
he purſued them upon their Flight, was drown'd 
in the Red-Sea. The Egyptians have always 
own'd and boaſted that the Jews went out 
from them ; bur to avoid the Diſhonour, and 
conceal their own Diſaſter , have obtruded an 
Infinity of ſtaring Lyes upon the vulgar People, 
by the Miniſtry 'of ſome toul-mourh'd Hiſto- 
rians, particularly Manerho, Cheremon, Lyſuma- 
chus, and Apion the Grammarian ; whoſe fa- 
_ Advances are ſufficiently refuted by ]-- 
ſephus. 

15. A certain Learned Author prefers Ma- 
netho's Liſt ro that of Exſebms, and would have 
the Name of Cenchres to be Rameſſes Miaman, 
who oppreſs'd the I/rac/tes with that ſevere 
Bondage. Indeed the long continuance of his 
Reign, viz. tor Sixty Years and Two Months, 
ſeems ro imply ſome ſuch thing ; and 'tis pro- 
bable the Town of Rameſes, which the I/- 
raelites provided Marterials tor, wasſo Chriſten'd 
from his Name. His Son and Succellor Ame- 
nophis was brought to condign Puniſhment for 
his Cruelty, being fwallow'd up by the Waves 
19 years and 6 Months after. Next to Ame- 
nophis, Manetho places Serboſis , who made 
Armais his Brother Viceroy, and ſubdued a great 

of the World with his Naval and 
orces : But upon Advice that his Brother 
ulurp'd the Government, return'd home, and re- 
duc'd his SubjeCts to their wonted —_—_ 
16, ne- 
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16. Manerho adds , That this Serhoſtr was 
call'd AFyezpras , from whom the Country de 
riv'd its Name ; and Armais was Simnam'd Du- 
nas. It theſe advances be allow'd, then Ame- 
nophis who was drown'd in the Red-Sea, muſt 
be that Belusr , whom the Grectans give in for 
the Father of Agrprur and Danows. But that 
Belxs muſt not be confounded with the Father 
of Ninus , (as the Mythologiſts do.) He liv'd 
according to the above-mention'd computation 
about 322 years before the taking of Troy, 
which agrees exattly to the time of Amenophrr, 
Belides, the Name of Rameſes Miaman qua- 
drates with Neprune + Since Mis without any 
ſtretch may be deriv'd from Moy, which, in the 
Egyptian Language, if we may credit Joſephus, 
hgnihes Waters. 

27. Neptune, they fay, begot Bufrrider, who 
at this time liv'd near the River Ne, and treat- 
ed the Inhabitants very barbarouſly. Now that 
Fable ſeems to be taken from Amenopher's 
cruelty to the Iſracites. Befides , Gellar tells 
us , That the Poers us'd to reprefent the Nep- 
tunes as cruel and barbarous, as deriving their 
Original from the frothy and troubled Sea : From 
whence we conclude , that the word Neprane 
ſprung from the occahon now mention'd. 

1s. To compare this account of Things, 
with the other given in by the Grecrans : Nep 
rune, fay they, married Libye the Daughter of 
Epaphur, and begot Belus and Agenor. Agency 
went oft to Phenicie, and died there. Ezype 
was allotted ro Belar, who begor Feyriar and 
Dana upon Anchince, the Daughter of Notur. 
Danaur was ſent into Africe, or Libdj« © => 
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trom his Mother. /Egyprur conquer'd the Coun- 
try of the Mcl/ampodes or black Feer, and Chri- 
ſten'd it Egypr after himſeclt, which formerly 
was call'd Aeris , and Potamitis. However, 
Munetho's Seſorbes mention'd by Joſephus, 
ſeems to be the fame with Drodorar's Sefooſer, 
and Heredntas's Seſoſtres + Since the Circum- 
ſtances of Power, Warlike Preparations, Vito- 
ries, Succeſs, and Magnificence afcrib'd to them, 
reſemble thoſe of the other. 

19, Next to Seſoftres, his Son of the ſame 
Name ſucceeded. He was follow'd by ſeveral 
others , till the days of Amoſ/er, who by his 
Tyranny open'd a Door to the Erhbropransy, whoſe 
King ArtiJanes us'd his Power but moderately, 
in puniſhing the Criminals not with Death, bur 
with cutting oft their Noſes, and banithing 
them to the Confnes of Egypr and Syriz, where 
he built a Town call'd aocolure, from the 
maim'd condition of the Inhabitanes. He pitch'd 
upon fuch a place as by its barrennefs and un- 
remperatenels of Air obligd them to work hard 
for their living, which they got by Fiſhing in 
the Sea © juſt by them. 

20. The Egypriens at length recover'd their 
vn ena . wy and fer up Mendes, one of 
their own Nation, to be their King. He ſpent 
all his crime in building a Tomb, which, tho' 
inimitable, ferv'd for a Pattern to Dudulzr. A 
long Anarchy enſued , after which, one Ceres,

admirably well vers'd in the Knowledge of 
Winds. This his diſtinguiſhing Tala, toge- 
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ther with the Cuſtom of the Exypriar Kings in 
wearing the various Forms of Creatures, Trees 
and Fire, painted upon the Ornaments of their 
Heads, gave occahion to the Grecian Fable, 
That he was a Man that could transform him 
ſelf into all Sha 
21. Rempbys fiis Son made Mony his whole 
Bufinets. The next remarkable Prince was N;. 
lems, who took a great deal of Pains to rum the 
Water of the Kiver Agyprov upon the nei 
bouring Grounds, and by fo doing chriſten'd t 
River Nias from his own name. The cighth in 
order from Nilewe was Chemmir, who rear'd up 
the largeſt of the three Pyramids, which is uſu 
ally reckon'd among the Seven Wonders of the 
World. Herodwar tells you that one Cheopes 
was the firſt that gave his mind to the build 
ing of theſe Mad Piles, that be proftiruted his 
own Daughter to fetch in Mony for carrying on 
the Work, and that the largeſt Pyramid was not 
fniſh'd vill after 20 Years and that by 100000 
Workmen, tor whole maintainance 1600 Ta 
lents were laid our upon Parſley, Onyons, and 
Garlick 
22. After a long courte of Years, the King 

dom came once mores into the Hands of he Þ. 
thioprans , whole King Sabacar, or Sadccon, 
put none to Death in Egypr, bur ſentenc'd the 
Criminals, in proportion to the Demerit of 
their Crime, to hcap up a determin'd Meaſure 
of Bullwarxs within the Cities where they 
dwelt. By which means the Ciries were made 
more Stately. The firſt digging up of Earth for 
this uſc was pertorm'd by choſe who had digg'd 
tor the Channels of Rivers under Seſoffrer. 54

25. In digging this Ditch under Neco 12000 
Eqgyprians periſh'd ; and the King defifted from 
the interpriſe, being diſcourag'd by an Oracle ac- 
quainting him that the Work he was u 
would fall into the Hands of a Barbarian, Now 
the Egypriexs, as well as the Greeks, look'd

Grandchild, who was fo lifted up with a long 
courſe of Proſperity, that he aſpir'd beyond the 
Bounds of Human Nature. As he befieg'd Cy 
rexe, he met with a Deftcat, which his Soul 
diers Charg'd him with, and revoleed. 

27, Upon Advice of their Mutiny, he fear 
Amaſir to pacity them ; bur he was peelently 
declared King by the Army. Soon after Aprics 
having no Body to back him, but mercenary 
Troops, was taken Priſoner by his Enemies and 
ſtrangled : He thought before, that be had fo 
eſtabliifh'd his Kingdom, that neither Gods nor 
Men could wreſi it our of his Hands. 

2$. This was the Exir of Apres, if yell 
Credir the Ezyprians, who have been very care 
tul ro conceal whatever tends to the Diſcredit 
of their Country. But Jo/epbur's Account is 
more agrecable to the Holy Scriptures, Scil. that 
N ebuchadnezor in the 23 Year of his Reign,

Amg/ts, a Man of a mean Birth, was ar 
tuft bur lintle reſpefted, tho” a frerwards he 
cur'd a t of Eſteem, for the Eqyprians 
Glory, that in his time the Land was mott hap- 
Py. both in the advantage that accrued from the 
ver to the Country, and the Profit that the 
lahabitants made of their Grounds ; and that 
P—_— inhabited were in number = 
enatted a Law, appointing every 
to give an account of kinflf to the Governor, 
bow he livd, and upon whar ; ing the 
Penalty of Death upon all that either did not 
or C not give a good Account of their way 
of living. Solon the Arhenian took this Law 
trom the Egypriens, and publiſh'd it among the 
Aihemans which always obſcrv d. 

30. 'Tis very dle that Amaſu was Tri- 
burary to the King of Aſjyrie, and rebell'd or 
elle expell'd the Viceroy , and this was the rea- 
fon (whatever the Pricfts may have q) 
that Camby/es the Perfian Js Egypr, and 
made ir a Province of the Perſian Empire. In- 
deed that was not accompliſh'd in the Days of 
Amaſis, for he died in the very beginning of 
Holtilities. Bur 'twas P/ammentas his Son that 
was 
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was conquer'd, and at once loſt both his Life 
and his Kingdom. | 

31. As for Antiquity, the Kingdom of Egype 
was inferior to none : tho” at the ſame time t 
Prieſts have carried it a wide of the 
rruec Epoch. In Abrahums Days, be ore the People 
of I/racl had a being, 'rwas a very flouriſhing 
Kingdom. The Erhwpians indeed boaſted in a 


P upon the ſcore of Antiquiry,going u 
on a Fable that Egypt was the Gif of the Nite 
Whereas any who traces their Original thro 
ſome thouſands of Years will fnd that the ſlime 
caſt up by the River Nile did not amount to any 
ſuch conhiderable accefhon, but that Towns are 
{till found in Egypr equally diſtant from the 
Nile. 

32. The Antiquity, which the Greciazs claim 
a Kight to, is ndiculous and contemptible up- 
on the compariſon with that of the Egyproene. 
The Splendour of the Greek Kepublicks is but 
of Yelterday , their Laws, Polincks, Religion, 
and Rights, are lare things , and, if we believe 
the Egyprians, are borrow'd from them. In 
deed, it 15 apparent, that the knowledge of 
Letters, Civil Government, and the Invention of 
a great many things, arnv'd to a conhderable 
Marurity among the Egypriuns, before they were 
ever heard of in Greece, Italy, and the Wettern 
Parts of the World. Burt the Egypriens are 
Proud of boaſting, that Greece borrow'd theſe 
things trom them. 

33. Eſpecially, they alledge ; that the whole 
Religious Worthip with the Names of the 
Gods, bating a few minute things, foiſted in to 
dilguiſe the Truth,- are owing to ther, O/er4, 
lay 
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fay they, was the true Bucchas, and the fable 
ot Seme/e was invented by Orpheae. Its was the 
true Ceres, and the Egyprian Hercules was not 
born in the Age preceding the Trojan War,but in 
the firit beginning of the World, with which the 
Club of Hercules and the Hides of Lyons were 
more luitable, as well as the ſlhughter of Mon- 
ſters and Wild Beafts, with which the Earth, 
in that its impolith'd Condirion, did then abound : 
Apoi/s , continue they, was only Orzs, who 
taught the Art of Propheſying, and curing Di- 
feates by his Mother [/r. 

14. Here a young Hiſtorian may take occati- 
on to oblerve the uncertainty and inconftancy of 
the Heathen Vanities. The fame Perſon is by 
one taken for Ifr, by another tor Ceres, a third 
I be/mophoris, and a tourth Juno: and fome 
fancy that all theſe difterent Names do proper- 
. ly relate to one and the fame Perſon. Scme 
take O/tris for Seraprs, lometor Dionyſtas, fome 
tor Plato, forme tor Ammon and Zaprer, and 
ſore again for Par, as Diodorus Siculus him- 
ſelf obſerves. 

35. Tho' it is not altogether true that the 
World owes the uſe of Lerters to them; yer it 
is certain that the more liberal Sciences began to 
be propagated amcng them in the carliett rimes 
of Antiquity. Behdes the common way of 
writing, they likewiſe made uſe of Hieorogly- 

icks, in which a Letter ſignifies a Word, and 2 
Vord expreſſes a whole Sentence. Thothe Be- 
bylonians vie with them for the Knowledge of 
Aſtronomy, yet the cvenneſs of their Ground 
and the clearnets of _ Air, might m__ 

ie 
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bute much to promote their Knowledge of the 
Stars. 

36. It ſeldom rains in Eee, the defeft 
of that Moiſture being fupply'd by the yearly 
Inundations of the Are. $7 the World owes 
them any thing upon the ſcore of Geometry, 
they were bcholden for that to their beneficial 
River, the inundations whereot defac'd the di- 
vitions and boundaries of their Lands, and 1o 
drove the Inhabitants upon a neceſhiry of fhnd- 
ing out a way to Meaſure their Grounds.” Burt 
in order to prove that the moſt ingenious Arts 
and the beſt Laws were rranſlared trom thence 
to Greece, they give the following account. 

37. The Pricfts boaſted that rhey met with a 
Lift in the Sacred Archives, and ſeveral other E 
vidences, importing that Orphexs tranilated rhe 
Miſterics of Ceres, and the Fable of the infer 


nal World, from Egypt ; and that the Acheru/tar 
Lake, over which rhey carried their dead in 2 
Boat to be interr'd, gave occaſion to the forging 
all the difterent apartments below, and purting 
up Charon as Ferry-man. Muſew, continue 
they, Meclampus, Dedalis and Homer travel'd 
into Egypt tor > —p of their 


Minds, as alſo the tors, Lycurgas the 
Spartan, So/on the Arhenian, and Plato, the Phi. 
loſophers Prthagoras of Samos, Democritzs of Ab 
dera, Oenoprus of Chios, and Exdoxws the Ma 
thematican ; who, all of 'em, water'd barren 
and impolith'd Greece with the Wiſdom they 
had ſuck'd in Egypr. 

38. The Invention of Philoſophy and Laws, 
together with the whole Egyprian Wiſdom, are 
by ſome attribured to Hermes or Mercurims Tris: 

megiſtu: 
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megiſtivs : Bur we know nothing certain of thar 
Man, who he was, or when he livd. Cog 
reckons up five Mercuries : The firſt ſprung 
from Czlus for his Farther and Dyes for his 
Mother ; The ſecond the Son of Vaſers and 
Phonorts, who was call'd Irmphonuas, and rec- 
kon'd to relide under the Earth ; The third the 
yon of Fupuer the third and Maja, the 
tourth the Son of Nilus, whom the Egyprians 
_ it a Crime to mention ; the fifth was 
worſhip d by the People of Phenexm, and, they 
lay, Kill'd 47,44, upon which account he was 
ſer over Egy/, and tavght the Egyprians Laws 
and Letters. 

39. He was call'd by the Egyprians Ther. 
Bur others do juſtly attribute the Invention of 
Letters to the firlt Mercarimus, who was the true 
Theut, Theyoth, Thot, or Tautus, for there can 
be nothing more abſurd than to fay, that Ler- 
ters were firſt carried out of Greece into Egypr. 
Some alledge there were two Egyprian Mercuries, 
the former being the Nephew of the latter , 0- 
thers think Zoſeph was the only Mercarius , 
others again think there was no other beſides 
Moſes. Whoever he was, it is apparent from 
his Books, ſome of which are loſt and ſome 
{till extant, that he was not ignorant of the true 
Divinity, and merited to be enrollV'd among the 
Sybille or Heathen Prophets. 

40. The Egyprians arrogate to themſelves the 
Glory of planting many Colonies abroad. Be- 
lus the Son of Libya and Neptune planted the 
firſt in the Country of Babylon , Danaus planted 
a ſecond in Greece, fixing his Seat at Argos, 
which was almoſt the Ancienteſt City in Greece. 

F 2 They 
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They plead the Circumcifion, as an argument 
that the Jews and Colchi came from them. They 
alledge that Cadmus and Phenices inhabited the 
Egyptian Thebes, and carried the name of the 
City into Greece. Cecrops, they ſay, did lead 
the (;r{t Arhenans out trom Sa: the mouth of the 
River Ni/e, Peleus the Father of Meneſtheus, 
and Erechtheus came likewiſe from Egypt , and 
it was Erecbrheus his carrying a large quantity 
of Corn to Arbens, that gave riſe to that Fable, 
that Czres at that time came into Greece. 

41. The Government of Egypr in the firft 
times was Monatrchical ; and indeed in thoſe 
days it was ſuch every where elſe. But the 
Princes ſutter'd themſelves to be contin d by ſuch 
Laudable Statutes, that it was not in their Pow- 
er to tranſgrels the bounds of Equity and Ju- 
!tice, but they were ty'd up to ſuch an admi- 
niſtration as purchas'd them Happineſs at Home 
and Glory abroad. Seſoo/rs or Seſoftris, divided 
the Country into 36 Divifons, each of which 
included a certain number of Ciries with Villa- 
ges and Lands. Ten of theſe belong'd to The: 
bais, ten to De/ta, and the reſt to the interja- 
cent Countries. Each oft 'em had irs own Go- 
vernour who collected the Kings Taxes and go- 
vern'd them. The Hereditary Right 'ro the 
Lands was divided among the Prieſts, King and 
Soldiers : The People was divided into Shep- 
herds, Husbandmen, and Tradeſmen. 

42. The Court of Juſtice was manag'd by 30 
Tudges, noted for their Probity and Knowledge 
in the Law; ten whereof were elected our of 
the Province of Heliopolis, ten out of Memphis, 
and as many out of Thebais. If the Prefident 

was 
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was choſen out of their Number, another of the 
{ame Province was put into his place. There 
were no Barriſters employ'd among them, for 
fear of diſguifing and finking the Truth in de- 
ceirtul Words. They had many Laudable Laws; 
none of which was more famous than that of 
Amaſts, by which they were all oblig'd, upon 
_ in of Death, to give an account how they 
iv'd. ; 

43- They had a very peculiar and remarkable 
Statute, requiring all that gave themſelves to 
Thefr, to enter their Names with the Captain 
of the Thieves, and give in to him what they 
got according to their agreement. Ar the ſame 
time whoever loſt any thing were oblig'd to 
write down a particular account of what th 
loſt, rogether with 'the place, day, and hour 
in which the loſs happend. By this means e- 
very thing was eaſily found again, and when the 
Goods were appraisd, the true owner redeem'd 
them tor a quarter of their value, Thus, fince 
it was not = to keep all the People from 
Theft, the Law-giver found a way of recovering 
what was loſt for a ſmall matrer. 

44. The firlt E2yptian Law-giver was Mnevis, 
who ſaid he had the Laws from Mercury, the 
ſecond Saſyches ; the third Seſoſtris that great 
Warriour ; the fourth Bocchorzs, whoſe Apho- 
riſms were long preſcrv'd after him , the fifth 
Amaſis, who by his extraordi Wiſdom did 
much promote the intereſt of t; The laſt 
was Derius the Son of Hyſta/pes King of 
Perſia. 

45. As for their Cuſtoms, all the 11s, 
bateing the Prieſts, were allow'd to as 
F 3 many 
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many Wires as they wou'd. Their Children 
by their Scryant Maids were upon the ſame 
toot with thoſe by their Wives. They were e- 
ducared very ſparingly, at the rate of Twenty 
Drachms of Silver tor their Board. Every Man 
bred up his Sons to ſucceed to his Trade as well 
asto his Eſtate, Andall of 'em were taught ſome 
Science or other. They ſlighted Muſick, as be- 
ing an Inſtrument of ſoftneſs. They Purg'd 
their Bodies once a Month ; but had no Phy- 
ficians that prerended to the Univerſal Cure of 
all Diſeaſes. They that were, were maintain'd 
upon the Publick, and ry'd up to certain Forms 
and Rules, which it they tranſgrefled, and if 
their Patients died, they were puniſh'd for their 
temerity with the loſs of their Lives. 

46. This was the Acient Stare of the Aﬀairs 
of Egypt x according to the Account given by 
the Egyprians themielves. Bur ſome are of o- 
pinion that this Form of Government cou'd not 
be ſ{errled and laſting among them, fince it was 
{o inſuitable ro the Humours of the Kings who 
eretted Pyramids. Above all this is to be re- 
mark'd, that it things were in that poſture, rhe 
Regulation of 7oſeph was quite aboliſh'd, 
which declard- the King 'to be the only Lord 
of the Land. 

47. The Pcople were pollefs'd with a blind 
and furious ſuperſtition rowards Cows, Sheep, 
Dogs, Cats, Storks, Rats, Haulks, Eagles, Goats, 
Wolves, Crocodites. Garden Herbs, wich ſuch 
kind of things : Which art fart view, has ſuch a 
horrible Aſpett, that it ſeems inconliſtene with 
Prudence, if not with common Reaſon ;, for 
let their pretences be what they will , there

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is not the leaſt Colour of Keaſon to be alledg'd 
tor ſuch a Cuſtom z which any Man indow'd with 


the common Light of Nature would readily pro- 
nounce to be the efteft of Madneſs. 


CHAP. V. 


The Ancienteſt State of Greece, contemporary 
with the Babylonian Empire ; together with 
a particular Deſcription of its Kingdoms 
and Republicks. 


SBCT. Lk 
The State of Greece in General. 


_—_— the Inhabitants of this Country 
came under one common Denomina- 
tion, they were fuſt call'd Grecians, and after- 
wards Hellenes, both Names being borrow'd 
from the People of Theſſaly. For the Theſſalians, 
formerly call'd Grect or Veruſti, were Sirnam'd 
Hellenes, trom Hel/en the Son of Dexcalion that 
govern'd them. The Sirname was ſo ble 
to all the People, that they neg] the 0- 
ther Name, tho' it was chiefly known among 
all the neighbouring Nations; and Ca/limachus, 
Sophocles and other Poets did not Scruple to 
make uſe of it. 

2. The fuſt Gredans follow'd a wand'ring un- 
ſetl'd way of living, preying upon one another 
in Mutual Robberies. They did no memorable 
AQtion before the Trojan War. A little before 
that time Migos ard the Seas from _— 

4 where- 
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whereupon they began ro Build Cities both in 
the I//es and the continent, and Greece began to 
riſe. But their circumſtances were, as yer, 1o nar- 
row.,that when they went to Ircy they were ob- 
lig'd to maintain themſelves by Agriculture 
and plunder , becauſe they wanted the nzceſſ. 
ry proviſions in order to attack the Town. 

3. Thcir abſence was ſo long that it occafion'd 
ſeveral great Commotions. Atter the diſorder 
ly State of their Afﬀtairs was redreſs'd, they fit- 
ted our Colonies. The Atbemans planted Colo- 
nies in Fona and the lilands of the Greczan Sea, 
and the Pel/oponneſiss and other Countries in I:a- 
ly and Sicily; and Tyrannical Governments were 
eſtabliſh'd every where. The Corimbuans were 
firſt famous tor naval Force, after tkem the Ion: 
ens, Polycrates Tyrant of Samos, and others. 


They engag'd in no memorable Land Bartel, rill 
they embark'd in the ditterence between the Peo- 
ple of Chalcis and thoſe of Eretria. In this whole 
circle of Time they ſcarce had any Laws; Wir 
neſs iJomer who never 10 much as mentions the 
Word. This was the State of rhe common and 
general Aﬀairs of Greece,

The Kingdom of the Sicyonians. 


'# Gialews did firſt begin to Reign, near to 
the bay of Corinth, upon the confines of 

Achaia, A. M. 1915, 270 hes atrer the de- 
luge, $59 Years atter the Birth of Noah, 232 
Years before Inachis, 1313 Years before the 
p Reſto- 
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Reſtoration of the O/ymprads by Iphinus, in 
the Reign of Ninus King of Aſjyria. 

2. The Town was firlt call d Agralea from 
FFegraleus, as allo a part of the Peninſule, which 
was afterwards chritten'd Pe/oponneſus from Pe- 
lope. $2 Years after, his Son Europs ſucceeded 
him z next to him was Telchines, then Apzs 
from whom the Peninſule was call'd Apros, then 
Thelxion, in whoſe Reign the People were fo 
happy and flouriſhing, that when he died they 
worlhip'd him tor a God, by offering Sacrifices 
and celebrating Games, which were firſt inſtiru- 
ted upon his Account. 

3. There were $ others who interven'd be- 
tween him and Corax, who died without Chil- 
dren : Upon which occaſion Epopeus King of 
Theſſaly poflels'd himſelt of the Kingdom. This 
Prince raviſh'd Arntiope, Daughter to Nytleus 
King of the Thebans ; whereupon a War en- 
lu'd, in which both the Kings were mortally 
wounded. Then the Kingdom came into the 
hands of Lamedon, Brother to Corax, who de- 
liverd Arntiope to the Thebans. Amntiope, upon 
her Journey, Le torth Twins ; namely, Am- 
phion and Zethus, who were found by a Shep- 
herd and brought up. Amphion, a famous Mu- 
fician, and Zethus who was bred a Shepherd, 
did atterwards reſent the Afﬀront done to their 
Mother. 

4. Lamedon being engag'd in a War, ſent for 
Sicyon the Son of Merion, and Grandchild to 
Erechtbeus by his Daughter Artica, whom he 
made his Son-in-law and Succeſſor. From him 
the City was called S:cyor, and the Country S:- 
ryonia, He was follow'd in order by 8 Kings , 

a 
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and then, the Kingdom having ſtood 962 years, 
the Prieſts of Apollo Carnius, as fome will have 
it, became Maſters of the Government. Bur 
Pauſanas writes, that, ip the Reign of Laceſta- 
des Son to Hippolyrus at Sicyon, Temenus the 
Son of Phalx, who had been King of the A-- 
groves, \ſurpriz'd the Town with the Doriens in 
the night-rime. But by reaſon that they were 
both deſcended of the Herac/ide, made him joint 
Partner in the Government. By this means the 
Sicyomans became Dorians, and were reckon'd 
as part of the Argrves, in the £7 11t Year before 
the Deſtruftion of Troy, the 120th before the 
hrit Olympiad, A. M. 2908. 


SECT. UL 
The Kingdom of the Argives. 


I, His Kingdom had always the ſecond, it 
not the firſt Rank in Antiquity. Perhaps 
the Sicyoman was ancienter : Bur it we conſider 
Power, Riches, and the Glory of great Archieve- 
ments, the other does far ourſtrip it. The 4r 
golick Bay lies near the Scy/lean Promontory 
and Myrtoan Sea ; near to that was the Coun- 
try Argos and Mycene built long after, the Kivers 
Inachus and Eraſinus, and part of Laconia. 

2. Inachus was the firſt who began to Reign 
here, about 244 years after the Date of the 5: 
= Kingdom, 142 Years after Abraham, 676 

ears before the DeſtruQion of Troy, 1082 be- 
fore the firſt Olympiad, A. M. 2149. His An- 
riquity eh Riſe to the Proverb Inacho a—_— 
upon which Eraſmus may be conſulted. ene 
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his Siſter and Wite bore to him Phoronexs and 
a Daughter lo, which is not to be confounded 
with Io the Daughter of 7aſvs, as the Mycho- 
logilts do. Aﬀrer 56 Years Inachus died, and 
Phoronens ſucceeded him. 

3. Some took Phoronexs for the firſt of Man- 
kind, the Son of the River Inachus, and the com- 
mon Father of the Human Race; and the Town 
into which he gather'd the diſpers'd Peo- 

le was call'd Phoronicum from him. He 

ade himſelf Maſter of the whole Peninſula 
and by the Nymph Laodice begat a Son call” 
Apis, and Niobe his Daughter, who is ſaid to 
be the firſt Woman that Zuprter lov'd, with 
whom he begat Argus. Phoroneus reign'd 60 
Years and then died. 

4- Apis his Son and Succeflor had a mind to 
_ og * oy by his _ __ He 
reignd '34 Years, and then bei ay' 
Thelxion and Telchines, dy'd wibout ifae. F| 
pollodorus lays, he was killV'd for his Tyranny. 
Others ſay he went into Egypr,and was worſhip'd 
there as a God under the Name of Serapis: But 
there were ſeveral Kings of that Name, whom 
the Mythologiſts confound. Argus the Son of 
Niobe by Fapuer ſucceeded. Ar that time 7u- 
piter reign'd in Crete. Burt fince many Kings 
were call'd by that Name, and by that means 
it became liable to Ambiguity , I ſhall there- 
tore oblige the Young with a ſhort 
Account of the matter. 

5. Ham the Son of Noob was the fiſt who 
was fo call'd after his Death, worſhip'd 
as God under the Title of Ter 
Grandchild Nmrod, the King of "_—_ 
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and Aſſyria, was called Belxs, and Japuter Be 
lus. In ancient Times there reign'd a King in 
Crete, who was brought up by the Carerer, of 
Idei Daityh ; and about 150 Years after another 
of the fame Name reign'd in the fame liland 
who was the firſt Zaprrer that was given to A 
mours, whence Ave was faid rs be the tut 
Woman that Zuprter lov'd 

6. /Eolus the Son of Dracc/ron was fo noted 
by his Poſterity, that he was call'd Zapuer and 
Neprune. Picas King of the Aborigines was by 
ſome call'd Jarver, and by the Romans /Encar 
is call'd Japuer Indiges. In former Times eve 
ry Nation had a 7apreer of their own, whom 
they own'd tor 4 Common Father. The Anci 
ents had likewiſe a Cuftom of calling the anci 
entelt of their Kings Sewn, his Eldeft Son 7a 
prier, and tne ſtrongeſt of hisGrandchildren Her 
cults. It 18 alfo rw be obſervsd, that the Niegal 
Iſoe of any Noble Woman was commonly laid 
to Fapuer, and formetimes to Mars and 4

7. The Town Argos was fo call'd from Arger, 
as the Inhabitants were Chriſten'sd Arg: and Ar 
gros, and the Peniafule Argor. In his Reign 
Greece began to have Com of its own, by virtue 
ot their own Agriculture, the Seed being im 

trom abroad. Upon which Account Ar 

girr, atrer his Death, was accounted a God, and 
bonour's with a Temple and Sacrihces. During 
his Reign, and in the times preceding that, that 
Honour was engrols'd by a private Man call'd 
Homaogyras, as being the tuft who yok'd Oxen to 
the Plough. Argzs had a Brother call'd Pelsſ- 
£#r (the Father of Lycaon) from whom ſprung 
the 
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the Pelaſzr, who fift inhubired Arcades, from 
them call 'd Pe/2/gis, and atrerwards planted Co- 
lonies in ſeveral other Countrics. 

$. Argus had four Sons by Evadze the Daugh- 
ter of Srrymon, namely, Foſar, Poirentbas, Epi. 
daurus, and Crieſus 1, to which number Paufart- 
as adds Phordas. Perrantbes ( of Piraſar) was 
the firſt who confecrarcd a Temple to Faro, and 
appointed his own Daughter Cailihys, or Cat 
lirrboe, or I, to be Pricttels ; and the Women 
of that Order became fo famous, that the Gre- 
cons meaturd their Publick Account of Times 
by the Years of their Prietthood. Panſamas is 
the only Man that fays Prru/as came to the 

Crown ; but others fay Crraſus ſucceeded to, 
Arges, then Phorbas, and atter him 1rwpes. 

g. Paxjemas writes, thyt Irtper had wwo 

Sons, Fajus and Ageney 1 and rhat foſus was 
King of the 4rgrower z tho" Exſcors leaves him 
our in the Liſt of their Kings. The Daughter of 
this Prince was the famous I, who is faid to be 
raviſh'd by Jeprrer, and thereupon to be tran 
form'd thro' Jano's Envy, and in paſſing the 
Thracier Sercight Chriftend it Boſprorur.

Priamus was 
kill'd by Pyrrbus, or Neoprolemus the Son of 
Achilles. Bur Antenor and AEneas with ſome 


others eſcap'd out of the Grecian hands. This

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famous Deſtruftion of Troy happen'd in the 10 
Year of the Seige, 409 _ the firſt 
Olympred, 1182 before Chriſt, A. M. 2821. 

41. Among the Grecians who furviv'd the 

War, the two Ajax's dy'd before their return , 
one of 'em, v12. The Son of Telamon laid vio 
lent hands on himſelf, afrer he loft Achilles”, 
Armour by the decifion of the Army, or by U 
Iyſſes cunning ,; the other, the Son of Orleus was 
olt at Sea : Ulyſſes is (aid to have been toſsd 
to and again teveral Years : Menelaus was $ 
Years abſent from Home : Agamemnon indeed 
return'd Home, but was preſently Murder'd by 
giſthus the Son of Thyeſtes, with whom Cy 
temneſtra his Wite (the Daughter of Tyndaress) 
not only committed Adultery, bur Confpir'd to 
bring abour that deteſtable Parricide. 

42. Agamemnon had by Cliyremneſtra one Son, 
namely Orefles, and 3 Daughters. Oreſtes was 
with ſome difficulty ſent our of the way by E- 
letra his Siſter, for fear of £g:fthes, before his 
Father's return. About $ Years after his Fathers 
Death, he recover'd his Kingdom, and put 
gifthus and his Mother to Death. Being ſeiz'd 
with a turious Kemorſe for killing his Mother, 
he ſubmirred his Caſe ro the Arcopagites, whoſe 
decihon clear'd him, there being juſt as many 
Voices for him as againſt him. Cylarobes the 
Son of Stbenelus being dead without Iffue, he 
obrain'd the Kingdom of the Argroesz and after- 
wards upon the death of Menclaus came to that 
of Lacedemon. 

43. By this means the Kingdom of the Ar- 
groes was once more united, ; 
after its Diviſion into 4 Parts. 
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ported a Colony of Eaters into Afez, about 4 
>y before the Donians went thither, and at 
t dy'd in Arcadie, after he had reignd 70 
Years. He left two Sons, one Tiſamenus by 
Hermione the Daughter of Menelaxs, the other 
a baſtard by the Daughter of Zg:ſther. Tr/ame- 
nas ſucceeded his Father, but was foon after 
pow ag his Kingdom by the Heraclide. Pater- 
cular writes that both the Sons reign'd after the 
Death og 
44- The Heraclide made many fuccefslefſs at- 
tempts to return into the Peſoponneſus. Hyllus 
the Son of Hercules attempred ir twice, and 
Clodess and Ariſtomachus once, but both were e- 
ually unfortunate. Ar:ftomachas left 3 Sons, 
emenus, Creſphonter, and Ariftodemas.

But afterwards the Fomens grew 
Jealous, "that the Valour and Quality of T/e 
menus, might induce both People to chooſe him 
King,whereupon a War broke out and Tifamenus 
was kill'd in Bartel. However the Acharanr drove 
the Fomans to Artica, where the Arbemans by 
advice from their King Me/antbur, receiv'd them 
into their City, not ſo much out of deference 
to their former friendſhip, as our of fear of the 
Dorrans. 

47. Temenus being policls'd of Arg, bis Sons 
out of envy to Derphonrer his Son-in-Law, 
whom he roo mach reipetied, made away with 
him. Ci/ar the cldeft fucceeded his Father. 
But the People was fo much at Deiphonter's 
beck, and © fond of rheir Liberty, that the re- 
gal Power was conhn'd to a very narrow co

Chica). Another gathers from Paz/anres that it 
was very moderate and limitred by tome Authort- 
ty in the People, and that, becauſe the Argroes

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atfuſt are ſaid to be very careful of their Liberty, 
and to have dethron d Melſras, the Son of Lact» 
daws and Grandchild ro Medor : For tho" Hrrodb- 
tus mentions 2 King of the Argroer, yet there 
the Word King figniftes only a magiftrate ac- 
countable to the People, as in feveral other Pla- 
ces. 

49. However the People having the Supreme 
Authority in their Hands, were divided into 3 
Tribes. Under them was a Senate. to be ele- 
Red every vear, tor preparing Affairs to be laid 
tefore the Convention, for executing the Laws, 
ind forme other Miniſterial Services. There was 
likewiſe another Sociery of So Men, that took 
Care of part of the Republick ; belides the 
irrvlras, whom we take ro be City Magiſtrates 
and Judges of Courts. All theſe Courts and Ot- 
tices are expreſly mention'd in a formal Treaty 
berween the Arbemans, Argroens, Mantineans 
and Elrans , which is extant in Ihurydides. 

$s. All the ancient Records that we are Maſters 
of, do not furniſh us with any further Account 
of the Kepublick of the Argruer. Thar Ciry 
wag'd frequent Wars with the Lacedemonians 
their Kinſmen and Neighbours, which was chiet- 
ly cccalion'd by reciprocal Pretenhons to forme 
Lands in the Neighbourhood, _— to Thyre. 
Not to ſpeak of their mutual Emulation and vyi 
with one another for the Preference. To wh 
rou may add this Conhderation, That the Ls 
cedemonians hated that Popular Government 
which the Argrves were fond of ; and on the © 
ther hand, the Argrves hated the Lacedemonian 
Atiſtocracy. But we ſhall have occahon to con- 
tirne our Account of the Argroes eliewhere.

HE tf om of the Arbenians was 
Crerops,, who began farſt to 
reign in DR ( then Ae) in the Keign of 
1r pes the Argroen, 374 Years before the 4 
ſtruttion of Troy, 7 780 Years before the firſt O 
mp, A. M. AA 
Neptune and Mizerve arc laid to have 
varrel'd about chriſtening the new City. The 
bare was remitted to a general alkembly of 
the People, in which the Men vored for the for 
mer and the Women for the latter, bur rhe 
number of the Women carry'd it for Mizerve ; 
which A eprane took io ill, that he puniſh'd the 
new Cirizens by an inundation of their Lands. 
The Arbemrans, in order to atrone for the Crime, 
doom'd the Women to a threefold puniſhment, 
1. That they ſhou'd never be admirred ro vore in 
their Conventions. 2. That none of the Chil 
dren ſhould be call'd by their Mother's Names 
3. That they ſhou'd not be allow's the Title of 
Sia} ; whereupon they were call'd drmead. 
3. But now that we are ſpeaking of Mizervs, 
it 1s proper to obſerve that leveral Women have 
been dignibed with that name.

. The « the Daughter of Pallar, who is 
faid tro have Kkill'd her Father for oftering to de- 
flour her. The 2d of rheſe was reckon'd aGod- 
defs at Arhens ;, ſhe built the Ciry of Sar, and 
was call'd by the Exyprians Newth. Crerops is 
faid to have cretied 2 Statue to her Honour in 
Erypr, and to have invented the name of Zaps- 
ter.

<, In the mean time it is to be rememberd 
that there were 3 Towns of Arbenr as Varro 
teſtifies in his Books De ana/ogts.

Exdes, built by Ceerops the Son of Erechrbeas 
the inhabitants whereof, it _ call'd 
Aibens: by the Latins z tho" the Grecians gave 
the Title of ddwair to the Citizens of Arrich 
Athens. Behdes theſe RR was 
likewiſe Arhe is in Galle N near 
Mar ſeiller, the inhabitants whereof were call'd 
Atheneopolitse. Moreover there was yet a 4th 
Arhens in the Lacedemonian Ground.

thens, becauſe being choten arbiter by Erech- 
theas's Sons, he adjudged the Kingdom to Cr- 
crops the cldett, whereupon he remov'd to /Zz:; 
«lia a Country lying, upon the Sex-hide Eaftward, 
berween the E/rensand Sicyomans. Aches one 
of his Sons, came with Auxiliary Troops trom 
/Eqialia and Athens, to Theſſaly ; and recover'd 
his Father's Kingdom , but atrerwards upon the 
caſual killing of a Man , was oblig'd to flee to 
Lacedemon, where his Poſterity remain'd till rhey 
were turn'd out by the Dorians and Hereclide. 

11. Archander and Architeles the Sons of 4- 
chews remov'd from Prbioris to Argi, where the 
former married Sces, and the latrer Automate 
Danazs's Daughter. And the Sons of Achexr 
became ſo powerfnl in 4rg: as well as Lacede- 
mon, that | inhabitants of both Places were 
calt'd, under one general Name, Ach, tho' the 
peculiar Title of rhe A7grues was Dona: 

12. lon the other of Xarhar's Sons was about 
to make War with the People of Agree 
when Sel/inus their King pacited him by giving 
him Helice his Daughter in Marriage.

4 his Son Erechibess. This was a famous 
rince. He made War with the E/zuſtens, and 
made lon his Daughter's Son his General. The 
_ of his Enemies being kil'd inthe Field, 
he himſelt likewite fell, in the 5o Year of 
his Reign. "Twas under his Reign that rhe Ci- 
tizens who tormerly were call d Cecroprde, got 
the Name of athenians trom the Icwn it 
felt. He letrt three Sons, Cecrops, Merion, and 
Pandor as. 

16. Authas adjudg'd the Kingdom to Ceeropy, 
and is faid to have gather'd the People into 12 
Towns, by reaſon that lying at a diſtance from 
one another they were expcs'd to the Robberies 
of the Carians and Beotians. After 40 Years Pan- 
dion ſucceeded his Father Czcrops, and being out- 
ted of his Kingdom by the Sons of Metrron, fied 
to Megars, where he obrain'd the Principality of 
Pylas his Father in-Law. During his Exile he 

t four Sons, namely, Agews, Lycis, Pallas, 
and N:/as , who after the Death of their Fa- 
ther, turn'd the Poſterity of Merion out of A- 
thens, and divided the Kingdom into 4 Parts, 
purſuant to their Father's Orders to that ette&t. 
Megara was alloted to Nr/us, who reign'd there 
a long time. 

17. Notwithſtanding the abovemention'd di- 
viſion, Zgeus was the Head that govern'd all. 
Pallas's 56 Sons laid wait for /Egrav, as con- 
temning him for want of Children. Ac lat Pzz-

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ihes the Son of —_ who reign'd at Trecene, 
obligd him to embrace his Daughter /Zbra, 
by whom Theſes was born. Theſeus comin 
to Athens and being own'd by his Father cruſh”

with the People, ram'd the Bull of Marathor, 
that was very troubleſome to the Inhabitants of 
Terrapolts , and ſhew'd him alive up and down 
the Town, and then Sacrifhic'd him to Apollo 
Pelphinius. Afterwards he fail'd to Greece, and 
by the help of Ariadne the Daughter of Mznos, 
is faid to have kil'd the Monſter Minotaurus, 
that devour'd the Arbeman Youths. Ot which 
more in our large Hiſtory. 

1s. Fgeus had given theſe Orders to the 
Captain of the Ship when he pur out, thar, it 
The/exs return'd alive, he ſhou'd hoſe up a white 
S4il,bur,it any unlucky accident happen'd to him, 
he ſhou'd fignitie ſo much by a black Sail. Bur 
both the Captain and Ihe/exs were 10 overjoy'd 
upon their approach to Arie, that they never 
thought of their orders : Upon which omiſſion 
Fgeus concluding that things went croſs, threw 
himſelf headlong over a Rock. It was from 
this Ageus, as lome ſay, that the Agean Sea 
was ſo call'd : Others derive its name trom /E- 
ge an Ifland near Euboea conſecrated to Nep- 
tune: Others trom Age a Town of Euboea. 
Others trom Aga a promontory in /Eolra, and 
vthers again from Agis a Rock lying beween 
Tenedos and Chios. 

19. Some allege the /Xgeran Sea was ſo call'd 
from the many little Iſlands, that afar off look 
like Goats, or 4:45. Others trom Agee Queen 
of the Amazons who was drown'd there _ 

rom 
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from Ageus a Name giv'n to Nepriune as Phere: 

des teitifies: Others from /AEgeon who is the 
ame with Briareus : Others from the Conſtel. 
lation Capra : And others again from a Goat, be- 
cauſe that Sea is toG'd like a Goat. The famous 
Samuel Bochart derives it from Az a Hebrew 
Word, which fignifies Hard and Rough, and is 
ſometimes us'd as an Epithet to the Sea by 1a- 
cred Writers. 

20. Theſeus gather'd all the Arbemians wha 
were diſpers'd in 12 Towns, into one City, and 
by clipping the regal Power cut the Sinews of 
Monarchy. He rank'd the People in 3 States 
vis, the Noblemen, Husbandmen, and Artificers 
and accompliſh'd many Glorious Exploits. He 
inſtiruted the Is:h»rion Games to the Honour of 
Neptune. He fail'd to the Euxine Sea againſt 
the Amazons, and brought his Wite Anriope 
trom thence. With the help of P:irithous the Son 
ot Ixion he raviſh'd Helens the Daughter of 
Tyndareus : But when he on his Part afliſted 
Pirithous in raviſhing the Daughter of Aidoneus 
King of the Mo/ofr, he had th? misfortune to 
be taken and put into Priſon. His Aﬀfociat was 
put to Death , but he was at laſt ſer at Liberty 
thro* the interceſſion of Hercules. That _ 
is cal”d Pluto, his Daughter Proſerpine, 
the Dog by which Pirithous was devour'd was 
call'd Cerberus. 

21. At a time when Theſeus was gone a- 
broad, Caftor and Pollux took the opportunity 
to reſcue their Siſter Helena, Meneſtheus the 
Son of Peleus and Grandſon to Erechtheus, en- 
deavor'd to leſſen his Credit among the People, 
and brought his deſign to bear ſo far, that when 

H 3 Theſeus 
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1he/eus return'd, he was oblig'd to retire to the 
Iflaud Scyres where Lycomedes the King, being 
Tealous ot his Glory, put him to Death. Mene- 
ſtheus having poſlets'd himſelf of the Kingdom 
by his cunning, fet out with 50 Ships upon an 
expedition againſt Troy, Arreus being then King 
of the Argives and Mycene. He took the Town, 
and pronounc'd a funcial Harangue to the praiſe 
of 4jax the Son of Telamon. For it was a Cu- 
{tom among the Azhenians to pay that comple- 
ment to thoſe who dy'd in War. Soon after he 
himlſelt became a proper object of the like Com- 
—— in the Iſland Melos upon his return from 
roy. 

22. Aſter the Death of Mereſtheus, Demophoon 
the Son of Theſeus by Phedra recover'd the 
Kingdom of his Anceſtors. He was educated by 
Elpenor the Son of Chalcedon, together with his 
Brother Achames. Pemophon ſnatch'd the image 
of Pallas from the Argrves, who upon their re- 
tun from 17oy were forc'd in by a Storm upon 
the Coaſt of Ariica. After 34 Years he left the 
Kingdom to his Son Oxyntas, who after 22 Suc- 
ceſhons was follow'd by Aphidas. He having 
reignd one Year was follow'd by Thymetes the 
15th King, who, being a baſtard, is ſaid to have 
kill'd his Brother Aphides. After 8 Years this 
Prince loſt his Kingdom, and concludes the Liſt 
of the Kings of Erechtbeus's Poſterity. 

23. There aroſe a difterence between the Arhe- 
mans and Beotians about Celene which lay in 
their neighborhood, And *twas mutually agreed 
upon that the two Kings ſhould decide the mat- 
ter in a Duel. Bur | h— refuſing to fight 
Tas thereupon outted of his Kingdom. _— 

thins 
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thius Meſſenius, whom he Heraclide had expelFd 
his own Country, takes up the Quarrel ; and by 
a Stratagem defeats Xanthus the King of the 
Beotians. By which means he obtain'd the Go- 
vernment of Arhens, by way of reward. After 
Melanthius his Son Codrus lucceeded, who was 
the laſt King of Arbens. 

24. The Heraclide being engagd in a War 
with the Athenians, were advisd by the Oracle, 
that the only way to obtain a Conqueſt was to 
avoid hurting the King of their Enemies. Co- 
drus knowing this, put on the Habit of a com- 
mon Soldier, and exposd himſelf where the 
AQtion was hotteſt, and was kill'd. Upon the 
news of his Death the Herac/:de broke up the 
__ and march'd off, tho* ſome of their 
had already enter'd the Town, whom the Azhe- 
nians ſent ſafe home. The Death of Codrus 
happen'd 486 Years after Cecrops, 114 Years 
after the deſtruftion of Troy, 3 Years after the 
return of the Heraclide, 293 Years before the 
firſt Olympiad, A. M. 2935. 

25. After Codrus there was no King at Arbens. 
The adminſtration was then put into the Hands 
of the Archontes, who els'd the Govern- 
ment for Life, their Power being lefſen'd and 
Subje&t to the People. Medon the Son of Co- 
drus was the firſt Archon ; tho' he was bred up 
in hopes of being King, Ni/exs his Brother 
was very troubleſome to him. He refus'd to 0- 
bey Medon whoſe Government was lame and 
maim'd. But at laſt the Aﬀair was remitted to 
the De/phick Oracle, which made anſwer, that 
+ -— of the Arbenians bel to 
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26, After that Ni/eus and the other Sons of 
Codrus were ſent into a Colony, and carried with 
them both a great number of Arhenans that 
lifted rhemſelves under their conduct, and a con- 
f14erable Body of 7ortans. This Colony was 
likewiſe enlarged by the Thebans, the Minye 
from among the Orchomentians,the Phoctans bating 
' thoſe of De/phi, andſome /Ebantes out of Ewbea. 
This Colony built rhe twelve 7oman Cities in 
Aſia, namely, Miletus, Epheſus, Priene, Colo- 
pron, Myus, Teos, Lebedos, Clazomene, Ery- 
thre, Phocea, Chius, and Samus, the Original of 
which Cities is accounted for at large by Paſa- 
nas. 

27. Medon was follow'd by twelve ſucceſſive 
Princes in the ſpace of 15 Years, who were 
call'd Medontide from him. The laſt of theſe 
was A!/:meon the Son of ZEſchiliz, who died be- 
fore the end of the Second Year of his Reign. 
Then the People being uncaly under the perpe- 
tual Power of the Archontes, confin'd it to- the 
compaſs of ten Years. This change was de- 
cree'd about the beginning of the Olympiads. 
And _— was the firſt who was inveſted with 
this ten Years Government. That form of G-- 
vernment laſted 7o Years. The laſt of thar fort 
of Archontes was Erixias, who, after a fix Years 
Reign, eirher died or was degraded ; and then 
the Republick pur on a new Face. 

28. For the People being proud of their Pow- 
er, and pol:{s'd with an inſatiable irch for Li- 
berry, did quite abrogare the Monarchical Con- 
ſirurtion, and put the adminiſtration of Aﬀairs 
into the Hands of 9 Archontes, to be elefted 


yearly. The fiſt of theſe was Preſident —- 
call'd 
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calld Eponymus. The ſecond was call'd King ; 
being Judge of all Civil and Criminal Cauſes. 
The third was Polemarchus, rhe Supream Judge 
of Military Aﬀairs. The other fix were call'd 
Theſmotheres, or Defenders of their Laws and 
Cuitoms. The whole Body of the Nine, joyn'd 
together, had Power to call a Meeting of the 
People, and propoſe their Opinion in matters of 
= <p—_ as the Kings and Archontes did be- 

ore. 

29, So great was that ſuperſtruQture of Liber- 
io, that they rear'd up upon the Foundation that 

beſeus laid. Bur the People having once the 
Reins in their own Hands, did not know where 
to ſtop or fx. The Harangues of popular Ora- 
tors turnd and toſs'd 'em to and again, as the 
Winds do the Sea. The Power of the Nobility 
was mightily wrong'd, eſpecially by this, that 
the Sentences of the Judges were look'd upon as 
Laws, there being no certain Statutes, as yer, to 
walk by. About 5o Years after, a complaint 
was given in upon this Head, which ſeem'd to 
carry juſtice along with it: Whereupon they 
— one Draco a prudent and g but ve- 
ry Stanch, Man, to make Laws for 'em. 

30. He abrogated many Laws, and reform'd 
the Court of the Ephere, which was order'd to 
conſiſt of 51 Members, each of 'em 50 Years Old 
and upwards. But the Laws were fo bloody, 
as entailing Death to every light Crime, that 
the Common People who were drown'd in debt 
became turbulent and daring, and their divifions 
and Animofities roſe to a diſmal Degree. Ar 
laſt all their hopes were pointed upon Solon a 
Man of Prudence and known Integrity. _ 

1ntrea 
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intreated him to aft the Part of a Phyfician to 
the Republick. And in order to furniſh him 
with ſuitable Power for that end, of their 
own accord ofter'd him a tyrannical Govern- 
ment. 

31. Tho Solon was ſenſible that he had ingra- 
tiated himſelt with the People, by the Fame of 
his Wiſdom, and the Stratagems with which he 
recover'd the Iſland Sa/amina, yet he had no 
mind to meddle with the Government. He dread- 
ed the Avarice of the Poor, and the Pride of the 
Rich. He down-right refus'd to be Tyrant. But 
his Friends chid him mightily for ſo doing, char- 

ing him with the Folly of ſtanding out meer! 
or the Name's ſake, fince his Vertue could cal 
ly convert a Tyranny to a moderare Government, 
as Tynnonidas had lately done in Euwbea, and Prt- 
tacuus in Mytilene. 

2. Bur no ſuch Offer could prevail with 
Salon to depart from his concerted Meaſures. 
'Tis faid, he anfwer'd bis Friends, That Tyran- 
uy was a4 tempting thing, but there was no end 
on't. At laſt he took upon him the offer'd 
charge of ſetting the Government to rights z bur 
before he ſet abour it, he enacted a general Re- 
miſſhon of Debts, call'd SiJachthes, by which 
means he ingratiared himſelf into the AﬀeRtion 
of all Parties. He was cletted Prince and Ar- 
chon, wnmediately after Philombrotus ; and his 
firſt buſine(s was to abrogat all the Laws of 
Draco, together wich thoſe of Murder, which 
provided ſevere and diſpropartion'd Penal- 
ries. 

33- Then he review'd the People, and drew 
them up in 4 Tribes, allotting es to every

one ſuitable to their Station. The poorer ſort 
being excluded from the Magiltracy ; and al- 
low'd only to have a Place in the Meri 
And in order to curb the growing Power of 
_—_ he inſtirured 2 _ = ar of the 

opagites, _—_— 400 Mem that is, 
100 out of each Tribe) which was to form and 
moderart the general Conventions, and tro examin 
and j of all things belonging to the Peo 
Their were to be look'd upon as detini- 
tive, if the matrer was only of ſmall Conſe- 
quence z bur if it was a {s of t Mo- 
ment, they were to be remirred to the Cenfure of 
the People. 

34. Tho' the Power of the Society of the 9 
Archontes was much empair'd, yet he allotred 
them the ſame Offices as they perform'd be- 
fore, with the addition of a more folemn Inſtiruri- 
ey Ladle dab ne ices, after 
a Tryal before the Areopagites. For he 
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nary times wee derermin'd, by occaſional Oc- 
currences. The ordinary Convocations were 
call'd Enuvnads, the extraordinary were call'd 
armani, Of wy mam Farina 
6. There were ſeveral Courts for Law ſuits, 

beſides that of the Areopegr. The moſt remark: 
able was that of the Ephere inftirured by Dem» 
phoon the Son of Theſes ; The next was that 
of the Heliafts, 1o call'd trom fitting in an open 
place, which conſiſted of 500 or 1000 and ſfome- 
times 1500 Members, choſen by Lor, all of 'em 
being above zo Years Old. There was like- 
wiſe a Gourt of Arbirers, to whom 220 Men 
choſen equally out of the Tribes were join'd ; 
and they rook Cogniſance of Aftiirs belonging to 
the Tribes. Behdes a Court of 30, and after 
wards 4o Members, which went round the 
Tribes, and determined rhcir ditterences abour 
ſmall Summs of Mony and wiffling concerns. 

37. After Solon had made an end of his rask, 
he obtain'd leave of the Arherrane to Travel for 
10 Years, in order to avoid the calumaics and 
reproaches of the Cirizens: Thinking that in 10 
Years time hey would be ram'd and inur'd to 
the Laws. Bur upon his departure, the Com- 
monalty ſplit into divers Fafthons, as they gene 
rally do when over grown in Power. Lycargas 
Headed the Pedrer, Mag acler, the Son of Ame 
en, the Paraln, and Priiftratur the Dvacri, who 
were jovn'd by 2 body of Hirelins that hated the 
Richer fort. Tho' the Laws conting'd ill in 
Force, yet the People were all in a Ferment, 
and tor changing the Form of the Repub- 
lick , for every Party made account, that by a 
Revolutioa they would advance themſelves. 
38. When 
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3$. When Affairs were at this Paſs, Solon re- 
turn'd, and endeavour'd to bring the Fattions to 
an Accommodation by feparate Interviews with 
their reſpettive Heads. P:ifiſtratas feem's to H- 
ſten to his Propoſals He was a fair ſpoken 
Man, Proud of affilting the Poor, moderate in 
Kevenge, and one that glory'd in having fuch 
_—_ as Nature had denied him. Soon faw 

wo” the Humour and deceit of the Man, and 
endeavour d to reclaim hum. 

39. But Piffratsr had infinuated himielt fo 
much into the Aﬀettions of the People, that he 
cxpeticd tro be made King, and contemn d all the 
Remonttrances that were ofter'd to him. Ar laſt 
be wounded himſelf in wwo Jun and expos'd 
himſelt thus wounded in a Chariot riding along 
the Streets, as it his Enemies had laid wait for 
him and treated him in that faſhion. By this 
Stratagem, notwithſtanding all Solor's Remon- 
ſtrances to the contrary, he got the People to 
make a Law empowering him to hire and main- 
tain 50 Men to Guard his Perſon. By the means 
of theſe his Guards he pollefs'd himiſclt of the 
Caſtle, and uſurp'd the Government. 


40, He far at the Helm of Aﬀairs three Years :

42. Pifiſtratur being thus reſtor'd, married the 
Davghter of Megecler purſuant to his Promiſe. 
His Wite after forme time complain'd thar her 
Husband vsd her unkindly : Wherupon Mrgacie; 
her Father was again incens'd againſt him : And 
in ſhort, things were brought ro thar that 
he was oblig'd to retire to Ererrie, in the Tenth 
Year afrer his Reſtoration ro the Government 
of Arbeas. He continued in Exile other Ten 
Years without attempting any thing. Bur at 
the end of rhem, his Son Irppras him on to 
Fmerprifſe ſomething. Accordingly he Hires ſome 
Thebvox and Argruex Tr maſters Alarathoe, 
routs the Arbenrenr, and Polledies bimfelt of 4 
thens without much tirton. Being thus a ie 
cond rme reftor'd ro his Gorernment, he Forrit'd 
himſelf in it, only by making Friends and Alliar 


ces, making it his Buftnefs ro up Sermms of

43. For the Arbenienr could charge Priffro 
tz with nothing elſe but the Ulſurpation of the 


Goren 
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Government. They felt no other Yoak, but 
that of thwarting their Humour which could 
not brook a Monarchical Government. He ex- 
ated no Tribute, bur the Tythes that the Kings 
us'd always to have. He put none to Death , 
he Baniſh't none ; be turn'd no Man out of his 
Eſtate, and gave Afﬀronts to no Perſon. He 
left the Laws of Solon, and the order of the

vemy, yet et he Honour'd and Keſpetted him in a 
rr ing manner. 

44. He was both Learn'd, and did confiderable 
Service to the World of Learning, He was the 
firſt Inſticuror of the Grecian Library, and drew 
up os ſcarter'd Poems of Homer, in the order

SECH V. 
The Ancient State of the Kingdom and Republick 
of the Lacedemoniars. 


His Country was firſt call'd Lelegie and 
Lelegia from Leleger, who was = 
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there. Afterwards "rwas chriſten'd Lacedemos 
trom Lacedemon the Son of Japuer and Ty 
gets. Lacedemon married Sparta the Daughter 
of Exrots, and Grandfon ro Myler, and great 
Grandſon to Lelrger, whence the City was cal- 
led Sparte. And that is the proper name of the 
City, as diſtiat from the Country, tho” forme 
call it Lacedemon ; And the Citizens are pre 
perly call'd Spartiats, as the Inhabitants of rhe 
Country go by the name of Lacedemonn. This 
City was built while Croropas reign'd at Arg 
and Amphytrion at Arbens, 304 Years before the 
Deſtruction of Trey, 712 1cars betore the firi! 
Olymprad, A. M. 2519. 

2. Lacedemon was Follow d by daryclas, and 
he by drgealzs, who Ictt the Kingdom to (Yn '” 
I 14 his Brother. Next os Y 11454 Was Ordalus. 
from whom the Country was call'd Orbulrs, 
whence Sratiues ulcs Orbalide fratres tor Cato 
and Pollax. Orbalus by his firſt Wite had Hy- 
pocoon, and Icarus, by his ſecond, namely, Goy 
gopbene the Daughter of Per /caur, he had Trudy 
reas who diſputed with his Elder Brother for 
the Kingdom. Hereales allifted Tyadareas and 
Kill'd Hypoc w with his ten Children , and pave 
Tyndareas the Kingdom by way of utufrutt, (: 
curing the Reverhon ro his own Children. 

3. Tyndareas, by Leads the Divghtcr of The; 
tias King of ole, had Caſtor and Pollax, wh 
were call'd Droſcari, or Fuptier's Sons, and 
either by her or ſome body elſe, a Daugh 
ter call'd Helens. Menelans married Helens, 
who was raviſh'd by Theſes, and afterwards 
by Pars. Helena bore to Menelans Hermone, 
whom he firſt married to Oveſtes the Sor

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of Acomemnen, and afterwards rook her away 
from him and gave her to Pyrrfer the Son 
of Achuller. Burt Oreſtcs few his Kival, and 
recover'd his Wite. Mene/aus had two Sons by 
2 Servant Maid. namely. Auoftrazr and Me- 
gapenthes, but by realon of their ſpurious Birth, 
the Lacr drmonians gave the Kingdom to Orefters. 

4. Jijeamenss the Son of Oreſter Succeeded 
him; bur was ourted of his Kingdom by the 
Hereclids, as | iatimared above. Lacedemon 
tl] by Lot to Prociee and Eurriithenes the Sons 
t Ariffedrmar. Atrer this rime the Lacrdems- 
WJ Were ICC 14d LWrianr. by reaton of the 
Doris that came along with the MHrrachde. 
But thele Doriaas were not fo catl'd from D's- 
r4s the Son of Heller ;, for they arc faid ro come 
of the Acherenr, who upon their rerurn trom 
| roy were repulſed and oblig's ro pur oft in 
quett of a new Country, and were call'd Dores 
from their Leader. However, if they truely 
deſcended of the Achararr, they had as much, it 
not more, right to this Country, than the He- 
rachde. This change of Aftairs happen'd, about 
$ Years after the taking of Troy, according to 
Thacydides's Compuration, 327 Years betore 
the firſt Olymrprad, in the Keign of Melantbur at 
Athens, \- M. 2901, 

s. Exriſthenes and Procies being 1 wins, and 
it Fr doubrtul which oft 'em came firſt into 
the World, they Keign'd jointly. They ditter- 
ed hugely one with another, and the Emulation 
and Diſcord was tranſmirred ro their Potteriry, 
who were call'd Ear iſthemde and Prochde. 4: 
#is the Son of Exrifthenes fucceeded him, from 
whom his Poſteruy were call'd A4g:4s. And 
Sows lucceeded Precles. © i tan's the _ 

i 
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fiſt out of the City they Inhabited, which was 
built by Helis the youngeſt Son of Perſeas ; and 
atterwards of their Libertics, becauſe they re 
tus'd to pay the Tribute he required. This fa 
mous Exploit, of reducing the Helores to Bon- 
dage gave occahhon to the ordinary way of call- 
ing the Lacedemoman Slaves, Helote. 

6. Echeſtratus the Son of Agr ſucceeded him, 
and Exrypen ( alias Eurytion ) Succeeded Sour, and 
his Poſterity after him were call'd Earytionide, 
for, by _—_ part of the Regal Prerogarives, 
he was the firft that ingratiated himſclf into the 
Aﬀettions of the People. Echeſtratus was fol 
low d by Laborar, and Exryiion by Pritancs, 
whole Keign the diſcord berween the Lucrden 
mane and Argroes had its rife. LaMwar was 
follow'd by Doryſſer, and he by Ageſtlanr. Pry 
iams left the Kingdom to his Son Exnomas. 

7, Eunomws of the Kace of the Prochdes, fot 
by his fuſt Wite Polydettes ; and by his laſt Wite 
Lycargus, 250 Years before the firſt Olympiad 
From the time that Earyrion cramp'd the regal 
Power, the People grew unruly, and great com- 
motions enſu'd rhereupon. During that contufi- 
on, Eunomus, oftcring to adjuſt ſome difference, 
was run thro* with a Butcher's Knife, and dy'd, 
leaving the Kingdom to his eldeſt Son Po/ydeties. 
Not long after that Poſydetfer dyed withour If 
luc, and Lycargis his Brother ſucceeded him. 

$. But fo ſoon as it was known that the 
Widdow of Po/ydetfes was with Child, he profet- 
ſed, that, in Caſe it prov'd a Boy, he would 
only Govern the Kingdom by way of Guardian- 
ſhip. Tho' the Widdow gave him to know that 
ſhe wou'd make away with the Child, in Caſe 
he kept the Kingdom and Married her , yet ” 
only 
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only counterteired an approbarion of her _ 
ſal, and at the borrom derefted her Principles. 
For as ſoon as the Child came into the World, 
he rehgn'd the Government of his owsa accord, 
and plac'd it upon the Throne. 

9. The Royal Child was call'd Charr/zxs, al 
luding to the Joy that accrew'd ro the People, 
in admiriug the _ C— and Juſtice of 1 y- 
CHI gas. t the Verrue which merited Love 
and Praiſe, mct with Hatred and Invethive. For 
the Child's Mother, thinking her felt aftronted, 
rogether with her Relations, beſparrer d him with 
Calamnious Impurations, as it he had a defign 
upon the Child. This he took very ill ; ard fear- 
ing the uncertainty of Events, refolved to Travel 
till his Nephew came of Age. and begor an 
Heir to the Crown. He vitired many Places 
and Countries ; and is faid to have colletted and 
methodiz'd Homer's Verics, and to be the tut 
that brought 'em to Greece. 

10. Bur the Lacedemonians did often mils and 
call upon Lycarger in his ablence, tor all things 
ran into Confubion For the People not = 
retus'd all allegiance ro their Kings, bur wanted 
further to feed an infatiable appetite for Liber- 
ty. Lycargss being well acquainted with the na- 
ture of their Diſtemper, refolv'd firſt ro evacuate 
and purge the Body, as being foul and ſtutt'd 
with all manner oft Diftempers, and then to en- 
joyn a new Diet. However being ſenſible what 
influence Religion has over Mens Minds, he went 
to Deiphry, and ir is giv'n out that he terch'd 
from thence the Rherre, as a Model fur the Re- 
publick. 

11. He propog'd that the Republick ſhou'd be 
govern'd by 2 Kings, that is two nominal Kings, 

L 2 deveſted 


_— > - -w_ 
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diveſted of all Majeſtick Power, uncapable of 
doing any thing of Moment at home, by reaſon 
of their Subjection ro the Senate. Abroad in- 
deed he was allow'd the command of the Ar- 
my. The Senate conliſted of Elders, 60 Years 
old and upwards, belides the Kings. This Se- 
nate he fet in oppokition to the Kings, as being 
a Medium berween them and the People, in Or- 
der to confine both within the Limits of their 
Duty. Lycurgus did not Trouble himſelf with 
backing his Laws with Argument , which Me- 
thod Ar:lorle finds fault with,as being unſuitable 
to the Meaſures of a free Republick, and an 
inlet to unjuſt Demands ; fuch as are many © 
ther things in Lycargasr's Laws. 

12, Whatever the Kings loſt, the People got 
bur little tor ſhifring tewo Maſters for 30. Hor 
there was no appeal allow'd from the Conven 
tion of the Senate and Kings. All the privilege 
they had was to enaCtt ſuch things as the Kings 
and Elders propos'd. However, in order to make 
this form of Government laſting, there was a ne- 
celhty of ſinking the Occaſions of Sedition. Now 
to compals that, it was proper to reduce their 
Eſtates ro an equal Standard, Wirh which view 
Lycurgics took all their Gold and Silver from 
'em, and coin'd Iron Money for 'em. 

13. He order'd the Cirizens to feaſt together 
at their Publick Meetings, call'd Andru, Phyd:- 
tia, and Scyſftia. He order'd the Boys to be e- 
ducated and inſtrufted upon the publick Charge, 
under the Hands ot the Pedonom and Irenes. 
And as they were to be exercis'd in harſh and 
dangerous Adventures , ſo he order'd the Girles 
ta be exercis'd in running, wreſtling, throwing of 

outs 
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Coits and Darts; and in effe& remor'd all the 
wonted Tenderneſs and ſoftneſs that us'd to at 
rend the Education of Women. 

14. In order to put a ſtop to Luxury and the 
Inundations of Vice, he prohibited any Man to 
Travel ; and all thoſe who repaird to Lacede- 
mon without fome good and uſeful Errand, were 
expel['d the Ciry. He would not have the Town 
ro be ſurrounded by Walls, as taking the Valor 
and Warchfulnefs of rhe Cirizens, who minded 
nothing but the good of their Country, ro be 
the Walls and Security of the Ciry. For he 
would not allow any of 'em to meddle with il- 
liberal Arts. The Helores manur'd the Grounds 
and pay'd the Landlords the ſtinted Rents. And 
that they might not grow too powerful, were 
ſometimes barbarouſly murder'd by Young Men 
hid in the Fields; from whence their mutual En- 
gagements were call'd Crypria. 

15s. But all the thanks Lycurgus got, was, 
to have Stones thrown at him, to have 
his Eye knock'd out with the Blow of a Stick. 
Valerius Maximus writes, that he was once ex- 
pel'd by the fury of the Mob, and at laſt ba- 
niſh'd his Country. Plutarch lays, he oblig'd 
the Kings, Senar and People by Oath, to k 
up the ſame Form of Government till he return'd, 
For he was then upon a' Journey to the Oracle, 
to conſult it with reference ro one of the great- 
eſt Points he had yet ro manage. 

16, The Oracle made anfiver, that his Laws 
wete well concerted, and that the City would 
continue its Glory, providing it follow'd Lyear- 
zur Model : Whereupon, according to P/utarch, 
he reſolv'd never to free the Citizens from the 

I 3 Obligation, 
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Obligation of their Oath, and to' that end 
ſtarv'd himſelt ro Death. Some ſay, he died in 
Crete, and order'd his Body to be burnt and the 
Alhes to be thrown jn the Sea, to the end that 
the Spartans thould not gather 'em together, and 
pretend to tree themiclves of their Oath by 
carrying 'em back to Lacedemon. But Tertull: 
an lays he ſtarv'd himiclt ro death, becauſe the 
Lacedemonia.ss otter'd to introduce new Laws. 

17. The Kepublick was then in Peace.” But 
after Lycargas's Death, it renew'd the War with 
the Argzves, and took up Arms againſt the Tege- 
ate a People of Arcadia, and the Achatans. The 
1egeatetook Charilaus their King, bur quickly dit- 
mitsd him. That King was tollow'd by his Son 
Nicander , and Teleclis his Collegue, by A/ca- 
menes, In the 34th Year of Nrcander, Iphitus 
reſtor'd the Olympick Games, which were for- 
merly celebrared by Hercules, Pelops, Endymion, 
Neleus, Peliades, Lycargus, and teveral others. 

18. Aﬀter the teturn of the Heraclide, Oxylas 
had reſtor'd *em, and got Els by his dexterity at 
**m. But afterwards they were torgot tor 303 
Years, till Jph:tus in the time of the Diviſions ot 
Greece, being of Oxylas's Polterity , rettor'd 
*tm, upon Adyice from the divine Oracle. They 
were call d Olympick from the City Olyanpia, and 
were celebrated in the beginning ot every titth 
Year, at full Moon, in the Month Hecatombeon, 
2 little before the Summer Solitice. 

19. The Grecian Games, conhilted of wreſtling, 
running, leapihg, throwing of Quoits, and. tenc- 
ing with Sticks, that they call'd Ceſtus, or aims. 
From theſe 5 exerciſes they were call'd nwre3mu 
and Quinguertiones.' However 'tis.to be gy 
that 
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that Varro's ſecond interval of time ends in this 
Reſtoration of the Olympick Games. For he 
makes three differences of times. 

20. The firſt reaches from the Creation of Man 
to the firſt Deluge, which he out of ignorance 
ſtyles &aG&, or Ub/cure. The ſecond goes from 
the firſt Deluge to the firſt Olympiad, and by rea- 
{on of the tabulous Stories with which 'ris ſtuft 'd, 
is call'd wu$:xdy, or Fabulous. The third runs be- 
wween the firſt O/ympiad and his own time, and 
is call'd Hiſtorica/, becauſe the TranſaQtions re- 
terd to it are related in true Hiſtories. Now this 
Reſtoration of the Olympiads happen'd 408 
Years after the taking of Iroy, 714 before the 
Chriſtian Ara, A. M. 3229. | 

21. In the end of the 7th Olympiad, there 
happen'd a great Alteration of Aftairs in Lacede- 
mon, upon the Inſtitution of the Ephor:, about 
130 Years after the commencing of Lycurgus's 
Laws. The number of the Ephor:, was 5, to be 
choſen every Year out of the Commons. Ela- 
14s was the firſt that got that Office. Moſt wri- 
ters ſay theſe Officers were firſt created in-the 
Reign of Theopompus Son to Nicander and 
Grandſon to Chari/aus. But we are at a loſs to 
know what was the end of their Inſtitution.. 

22. Many alledge they were appointed for a 
Ballance to the regal Power. But others ſay they 
were created by the K.s themſelves, when engag'd 
in an expedition againſt the Mefſemans ; which 
oblig'd *'em to nominate ſome of their Friends to 
manage Afﬀairs in their abſence, and theſe were 
call'd Ephori from inſpeQting the Publick Aftairs. 
So that at firſt they were only the King's Mini- 
ſters, but afterwards gradually arzogarted to them- 

I 4 ſelves 
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lelves a ragiſtratical Power, when no Body was 
aware of it, Burt whatever was the end of their 
Inſtitution, *cis certain their Power in a ſhort 
time became Tyrannical, and put their Kings in 
danger of their Lives. The Prefident of the 
Court, who was call'd Eponyms, inipetted the 
publick Accounts every Year. 

23. In the 2d Year of the 9th Olympiad, the 
Lacedemonians embarqued in an open War with 
the Meſſemans ; tho* betore the Inſtitution of 
the Ephori they had jealoufies of one another. 
For the Lacedemonians took it very ill, that Cre/:- 
phontes over-reach'd his Grandions , and pol- 
leis'd himfſelt of the Meſſenian Ground. And their 
Anger was inflam'd by the Bartel tought at Dza- 
na's Temple in the confines of Mefjene, in which 
Teleclus Father to Alcmenes then King, was, 
Killd. However both fides cry'd out that they 
were wrong'd. 

24. Art lalt cheir mutual hatred broke our into 
a War, by means of a horrid Piece of Wicked- 
neſs committed by one Evephnius a Lacedemon:- 
8n. This tellow endeavor'd ro cheat Polychares 
the Mefſenian, of ſome Oxen that were pur out 
to him; and when he found the detign was dif: 
coverd, dehr'd his Son ſhould be ſent to receive 
their Price, and when he came kill'd him. Po- 
lychares was juſtly incens'd at the hainouſneſs of 
the Attion, and demanded that the Criminal 
ſhould be deliver'd up in order to be punith'd. 
But finding his Solicitations were not regarded, 
he flew every Lacedemonian he met with. 

25. Whercupon the Lacedemonians were ex- 
aſperated, and demanded that Polychares _ 
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be brought to condign Puniſhment. The Mee 
mans were divided among themſelves ; bur rhe 
Majority carried, that he ſhould be detended by 
force of Arms, if there was occafion. When the 
Lacedemomans heard this, they retus'd to remit 
the Caſe to the Judgment of the Am hytyo 
nes or Areopagites, and prepar'd for an iti- 
on, engaging in a mutual Oarh never to return 
till —_— was taken. 

e War was carried on for ſeveral Years, 
with various Succeſs. Ar laſt, the Meſſemans, 
whoſe Cuuntry was the Seat of the War, were 
mightily pur to ir, and in fine refolv'd to aban- 
don all the Towns that lay remote from the Sea, 
and to remove to the Mountain Irhomes. Upon 
this removal, there follow'd a ceſſation of Arms 
on both tides for ſome Years. And in the Inter- 
val, the Lacedemonians wag'd War with the Ar- 
groes, which had been occaſion'd by a diſpute 
concerning Thyrea which lay in the craig 
Both Parries agreed toleave the matter to the Am 

phiffyones, and their ſentence was, that the Con- 
Lroverly ſhould be decided by 3o Men on each 
fide, adjudging the rightful Title to the Viftors. 
And indeed the Senate adjudg'd the Viftory to 
the Lacedemonians ;, but the Argroes pretended 
they were Victors, and thereupon renew'd the 
War, but with ſmall Succeſs. 

27. Abour 8 Years after the removing to Irho- 
mes, the Meſſemans and Lacedemomans return'd 
to their former War, and had ſeveral a 
ments with various Succeſs. In the firſt 
ment the Meſſemans loſt _ = E = 
and choſe Ar Redemns for his n the 
ſecond engagement, being fortified by the , = 
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liary Troops from the Arcadians, Argives and 
Sicyontens, they had better ſucceſs ; whereupon 
the Lacedemonians ſeem'd to be doubtful of the 
event ; and both the one and the other ſent to 
Delphi, to enquire into the event of the War. 

28. The Lacedemonians obſerv'd the Ordersof 
the Oracle in doing what it gave for an Omen of 
the Victory ; and atlaſt befieg'd the trighted Me/- 
ſemans, and rook the Mountain lihomes, in the 
end of the 28 Year of the War, in the firſt Year 
of the 14th Olympiad, while the Medontide con- 
tinued in the Decennial Government of Athens, 
in the Reign of Hezekiah over the Jews, about 
the ſame time that the 10 Tribes were carried off 
in Caprivity by the King of A4ſyria. 

29. The Conquerors deſtroy'd Iihomes, and 
maſter'd all the other Places of Meſſena, and ob- 
lig'd the Meſſenians to manure the Ground, and 
bring one halt ot the Fruits evcry Year ro Lace- 
demon. They bound them by an Oath to remain 
ever true to them, and to appear in Mourning, 
both Men and Women, at the Funerals of the 
-Lacedemonian Kings. 

30, The Lacedemonians being yet abſent from 
home, call'd ro Mind rhe Obligation ut rheir 
Oath, and were much attraid of their turure oft- 
ſpring, lelt the People ſhould revolr, during the 
abſence of the Husbands from their Wives. 
Whereupon they ſent home 50 of their ſtoureſt 
young Men, who were ſo young at the firlt ſet- 
ring out that they were not engag'd in the Vath, 
and orderd 'em to lye promilcuoully with the 
Women. 

1. There Sprung from. them an Oftspring 
call'a Parthenii, who, when they grew up, wy 
own 
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own'd by none, and had no Heritage allotted 
them z whereupon they enter'd into a Confpira- 
cy rogether with the Slaves or Helore. Bur, 
the Conſpiracy being diſcover'd, they were ex- 
p—_ and as they wanderd in queſt of a new 
eat happen'd to fix in Iraly, where they expell'd 
the Barbarians and Cretians that liv d near Taren- 
tum. 

32. The Meſſenians were impatient of bon- 
dage and having no hopes that the Lacedemo- 
nian Yoak would become eafier, thought it bet- 
ter for them to dye in Battel, than to depart the 
Peloponneſus ; whereupon they enter'd into a 
Contpiracy under the Condutt of Ariſtomenes a 
Youth of noble Birth. Accordingly, when all 
things were got in readineſs for War, they revolt 
ed in the 39 Year after the overthrow of Irhomes, 
the 4th of the 23 Olympiad in which Icarus 
was Victor, while the yearly Magiſtrates go- 
vern'd in Arhexs, and Ileftas was Pretor or 
chief Archon. A. M. 3320. 

33- Ariſtomenes being a Man equally admir'd 
tor the accompliſhments of his Body and endow- 
ments of his Mind, govern'd the Meſſemans very 
happily, and routed the Lacedemomans oftner 
than once ; ſo that they n to entertain ſome 
Thoughts of Peace , but TIyrrews the Poer un- 
bing'd their Reſolutions by reaching 'sm to make 
upthe loſsof their Men by recruits of the He/ore. 
For about a Year or two before they had ſent 
to conſult the De/phick Oracle about the event 
of the War ; and the Goddeſs made anſwer, 
that a Counſellor muſt be ſent for from Arbens. 
The Athenians being defir'd to give 'em a Coun- 
ſellor, were indeed unwilling to aftiſt them, = 
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dreaded to diſobey the Oracle ; wherefore they 
ſent 'em this Tyr1e«r a Schoolmaſter, lame in his 
Feet, and not over-ſound in his intelleCtuals. 

34+ In the third Year of the War, the Meſſer: 
ans being deferred by the Auxiliary Troops of 
Arcadia, were almoſt totally cut off at Foſſe 
magna. Whereupon, by Ariflomener's advice, 
they abandon'd all their Towns; excepting Plas 
Methene ;, and retir'd ro the Mountain Irs, 
where they were ſoon after block'd up. The 
Siege laſted 10 Years, till ar length Arsftomener, 
who had frequently gall'd the Lacedemontans in 
fallying out, was wounded; whereupon the Guards 
were bur carelefsly kepr, and the Enemy got ac- 
cels into Ira, but with a very hor engagement, 
which gave Ar:ftomenes the opportunity of get- 
ting oft. Thus the War ended, and the ſlavery 
of Me-ſſenians was compleared in the 15th Year 
of the War, the firſt Year of the 2Sth Olympred, 
in the Archonſbip of Auroſtbenes, A. M. 3337- 
35. While the Lacedemonians were vulling 
Meſſema to pieces, Ariſtomenes reſolv'd to at: 
tack Sparta : Bur untortunratly diſcover'd the de- 
hgn to the Arcatrans, and their ing, Ariflocra- 
tes,who formerly had berray'd them at Frſſa-wag- 
ns, reveal'd it torhe Lacrdrmoniens. By which 
means Arrftomenes was indecd baulk'd ; but 41 
flocrates was brought to condign puniſhment for 
his perhdy, being fton'd ro Deati by his own 
Subjetts. Next Spring feveral M-ſemarns fail'd 
to Ira/y, being invited thirher by Anaxi/aue Ty- 
rant of Rhegram, whe- was a Meſenian by 
Birth. | | els 
36. By advice from Anexilaur, \ 
Eancle a Ciry in Sicily ;, and being nit recelv'd 
1009 
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into the OY chriſten'd it Meſfſene. Ariflomenes 
his Daughter 1 the Men of the biggeſt 

and ſoon after went to Rhodes, to 

his Son-i lo Demagetus, where he died. He 

was a very famous Man, and deſerves to be 

rank'd among thoſe few who liv'd and died in a 

Houriſhing and glorious ſtate. 

37. :Such of the Meſjenans as would not leave 
their Country, were added ro the number of the 
Helots, and oppreſs'd with the higheſt degree of 
Seay + brngns ey wag ace Þ ene tp 
mies as Rivals; and the War they 
was not carried on out of any deg to yy 
Government, but to ſhew ves a gallant 
People. The yp Sn—___ was conhide-

Orimh, a City in the Iſthmus of Pelopon- 
neſur, was built by Sy/ypour, under the 
Reign of Crcrops King of Arbens, 2 little be 
tore Deacalon's Deluge, 4. M. 2 486. 
2. Si Yyphs was a wiſe rag He 4 
Merope t _ - Atlas , and begor 
car, Ornytion, ander , and on and 
was the firſt that celebrated Games in the Iſth- 
mus. 
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mus. Glaucas begat Bellerophonter, Bellere- 
phones being guilty of Murder, fled ro Arg, 
where he was entertain d by the King Pretes ; 
but having deny'd to fatizhe the Queen, who 
courted his Embraces, was charg'd by her with 
the oftering Violence to her ; and the King fent 
hum away to 41ycs to Ines the Queen's Father, 
with privare Orders to the King to make away 
with his Guelt. 

3. Accordingly loalas engag'd him with the 
Monſter Oumere, which he detcared and kir'd, 
being mounted on Pegeſar. Then he ſent him 
againlt rhe Soſyurr and Amazons, whom he like 
wile conquer'd. Ar laſt feveral ſtout young Fe! 
lows laid wait for him, whom he likewiſe Kite. 
Whereupon lol/zr admir'd his Valour, and mar 
ry'd his Davghrer Phrlonce to bim , and, when he 
died, made him his Heir. When Bellerophontes 
tied from Carmhb, Thea the Son of Or aytion got 
the Kingdom. Demophoon ſucceeded him, and 
atts; him Profedss ; whoſe rwo Sons Doridas 
and Nyambida reign'd wintly, when A/rres the 
Son of Hipperas, Grandion to datrcius, and 
Great Grandſon ro Hercales, conquer'd Corimh 

4. It is not certain from whence the Ciry was 
call'd Cormih; but thus much we know. that 
Alter Chiilten'd it Corrmibur Fowrs in Honour 
of Jupiter Dodonewr, whole Oracle forctoid his 
Accaſhon to the Crown. Hence the vulgar Feo 
ple took occahon to boaſt, that one Cormmtha 
the Builder of their City was defcended of 7a 
prier 1, and were fo provd of the Fancy, that all 
Greece ndicul'd them tor it. 

5s. After Alerer,chc Eldeſt Sons of rhe Herachds 


reign's for ſeveral Ages. The firlt was _ 
tn. 
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the ſecond Agelanr, the third Proaxns, the fourth 
Bacchis, whole Potteriry were called Bucchrade. 
He was follow'd by $ Succeftors in order, the laft 
of whom, Automenes, had reign'd juſt one Year, 
when above 2co Becchiade pollels'd themſelves 
of the Kingdom, and continu'd an Ariſtocratical 
Government for go Years, chufing every Year a 
Prjtens as Supecrintendant over the reft. 

6. While the Bucchrade were thus poliefs'd of 
the Government, the Cormbrans were Lords of 
the Seca, and carryd a Colony to Sil, under 
the Condutt of Archer. which buile the City 
Syracuſe. About the fame time they fent ano 
ther Colony to the INand Pheacar, which builr 
the City of Coargyrs, trom whence the Illand de- 
riv'd its Name. 

5. The Bucchiads admitted no body elſe to 
ſhare with them in the Government,” or to join 
with them in Marriage. But one Labdes, fight 
e&d by her own Family becauſe ſhe was lame, 
married Ertion Son to Echecrates, who confulted 
the Delphick Oracle concerning his Wie, and re 
ceiv d his Keſponle, That he ſhould have a Son, 
who would fall like a Stone yo the Migarchy, 
and cruſh ir ro pieces. The Burchrade being 2- 
ware of the Prophecy, refolv'd to make away 
with the Infant as foon as it was born, and ac- 
cordingly ſent 10 of their Family ro pur the De- 
gn in Execution, under the pretence of congra- 
tulating Erin. 

$. Bur when they tock the Child in their 
Arms, it ſmil'd fo pretrily upon them all, that 
they were mov d with Compaſſion, and went 4a- 
way without hurting it : But being gone, they 
chid one another, and return'd to pur the _ 
cr 
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der in execution. But the Mother over hear 
their Conterence, hid the Child under a Buſheſ 
which in Creek iscall'd wks, whence the Child 
was nam'd Cypſcilas. 

9. When Cypſelar came of Age, he blinded the 
People with his Bounty, and invaded the Govern 
ment in the 24 Year of the gilt Olympiad, in 
the Reign of Phreorter in Media, and dArdyer the 
Grandion of Greſar in Lydis, 20 Years after the 
Meſjenan War, and lo atrer the Inftiturion 
of the Archontes at Arbens, A.M. 3350. Ar faſt 
he cftabliſh'd himfelt in the Government with the 
Slaughter of a great many , but afterwards be 
hav'd himiclt fo civilly and bountitully, that be 
made uſe of no Guards. His Example upon this 
(core is truly wondertul ; and Gelor, Tyrant of 
Syr acaſe, was the only King that propos 'd it as 2 
Fancrn. 

10, Aſter 30 Years Cypſelar died, and his Son 
Peruwnader luccceded. who was fo rimorous, that 
he kept a Guard of 300 Men, and choſe rather to 
be teard than belovd. Authors wil us, that at 
malt he demean'd himicit pretty moderately, and 

adually degenerated into 4 cruel and barburous 

emper. He marry'd AMzlfs the Daughter of 
Procies or Patrocles King of Enridaurur, by whom 
he had 2 Sons, Cypſelar and Lycophron z, but upon 
the Sollicication of his Whores, kick'd her to 
Death when ſhe was with Chill 

11. Lycopiron was mightily troubled at his 
Mother's Lkeath. and prov d " di fobedicnt to his 
Father, that be banifh'd him to Corgye. Bur af 
ter forne Years, Periander being worn out with 
Age, and Oypſelas being naturally unhe for Bub- 
nels, he call'd him home again, and purchas © 
h 4 
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his Return at no lefs rate, than that of deveſting 
himſclf of the Power, and ſhifring Places of Ke- 
hdence with him. Bur after all, when every _= 


wy non, the Corcgreazs being refoly' 
to undergo ay Difficulties, rather than admir 


Periander, away with the young Prince. 
12. Pertander took the Murder of his Son 6 
much to heart ; and withal, his not being able to 
revenge it upon the Corcyreaxs , that be tuak un- 
der it in the Soth Year of his and the coth 
of his K He was reckon'd by forme one of 
the Seven Wiſc Men.

13. The T did not laſt much longe: 
than Pers : for P/ammetixus, Son to 


Gordias his Brother, or dfe to Prrrander his 
Kinſman, G'd it only for 3 Years and 6 
Months : After which time the Monarchy was 
abrogated , and a Popular Government crefted, 
which cooiny'd 2s long as the Liberty of Greece 
it KI, We arc at 4 lob to tell what was the 
particular Form of this Kepublick , but "tis plain 
trom Plauterch, that the Power of the Commons 
was not fo extenftive as in that of Syreca/e. 

14. However the Government was all over 
popular , for nothing of any Importance was de 
trermin'd without the Confent of the People. The 
Ciriatbians were mortal Enemies to Monarchy ,

Cadmas wanderd up and down a 1 while, 
and when he deſpair'd of finding his Sifter came 
at laſt ro Bzorie, where, by the Advice of the 
Oracle, he either built or reſtor'd Thebes, and

'# By IHirmons Cidimar had onc yon, namely n 
Polydorar, and tour Daughters, namely, Seas, 
Ino, Autonce, and Agaue. Semeie bore to Fupt- 
ter, Dronyſus or Bacchus the Inventer of Wine z 
Ino bore to Acvumas the Son of /E Wu F. and 
Grandchild tr Hella, Aeon whom his own 
Dogs pull'd in pieces; and Agaue bore Pentbeas 
to Ection, Cadmus being invited to Head the Ex- 
chile againlt the Ilyri «r, left Thebes to Potydo- 
rus, and Conquer'd the I/yrians and Reign'd over 
them. Having eftablith'd himiclt in the Govern:

duc'd Lerers into Greece. It is probable be

6. Polydor is Succeeded his Father Cadmar, and 
begat Labdacis, by Nytters the Daughter of Ny- 
Hews, and at his Death, recommended his Son 
to the Care of his Father-in- law. Epopews King 
of Sicyoma ravilh'd Antiope, Nyteas's other 
Daughter, whereupon a War broke out, and both 
the Kings dicd of their Wounds. So that Lyris 
the Brother of Nyews became Guardian to Loh 
dacir, who manag'd every thing fo faithfully, 
that when L abdacus died he commirted the Edu- 
cation of his Son L147; to his Care. But Lyczs ha- 
ving puniſh'd Arriope in purſuance of the Orders

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cian, that he is aid to be able by his Art to draw 
up Stones for the building of Towers. He Mar- 
ry'd Nivbe the Daughter of Taxralar and Siſter 
to _ who being the Mother of a nume- 
rous Iſſue, ruin'd her felt by boaſting that ſhe 
was more fruittul than Latons her ſelf For 
Apollo was order'd to put to Death all the Males, 
and Diunu was enjoind to do the fame to the 
other Sex ; whereupon Niobe was to ſtupit! 4d 
with ſorrow, that the was fabulouſly reprefen- 
ted, as being turn'd into a Stone. Afterwards 
Amphion and all his Family died of the Plague. 
Zethus was fo griev'd for his Sons being catual- 
ly kill's by his own Wife, that he died of a 

conſumption. The two Brethren being thus cur 
oft. the Thebans reſtor'd the Kingdom to Las 
the Son of Labducas. 

$. Laivs marry'd Jocaſta the Daughter of Me- 
neceus by whom he had a Son, whom he bound in 
Ferrers and laid our,becauſe the Oracle had adver- 
tis'd him to beware of him. The Infant, whoſe 
Feet were mightily ſwell'd, from whence he was 
call'd Oepidus, was carried to Polybas King of 
Corinth, who cur'd him and brought him up. 
Long after that, both having heard ſome uncer- 
tain Rumours, the one of his. Father and the 0- 
ther of his Son, they went both to Conſulr the 
Oracle; and meeting accidentally in Phocis,Laizs 
Imperiouſly Commanded the other to get out of 
his way, whereupon the Son thinking nothing of 
his Father kill'd him. 

9. Aﬀer the Death of Laws, Cr1on the Brother 
of Focaſta, polleils'd himſelf of the Kingdom, and 
continu'd Poſſefſor till Ocdipur unto the Rid- 
dle of Sphinx. The-Story - That this —_—— 

3 
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had a Woman's Head and Face, with lower Parts 
reſembling thoſe of a Lion, and Wings behdes: 
It us'd ro fit on Mount Phiceon, and propoſe 
Riddles to Strangers, which whoever could not 
unfold was lain, and whoever could do it was 
to have 7ocaſta and her Kingdom for a reward. 

10. The Riddle propos'd to Ordipus was 
this : Whar is it that walks upon rwo, three and 
four Feet £ Oedipus apply'd it to a Man, who in 
his Infancy creeps upon the Ground upon his 
Hands and Feet, and when he comes to be of Age 
walks upright upon his Legs, but when Age has 
worn him out, he ſtoops and leans upon a Stick. 
Some ſay this Monſter was a cruel and ugly 
Woman, that livd upon Plunder and laid wair 
for Strangers. 

11. But Pau/anias lays, ſhe was a Baſtard 
Daughter of Laws, and upon that account ſome 
think, thar, by reaſon of her extraordinary Witl- 
dom, ſhe was empower'd to determine the De- 
bates of thoſe who were Rivals for the King- 
dom, and puniſh thoſe with Death whom ſhe 
Convicted of falfities. From whence the Po- 
ets took occaſion to invent the Fable. The E. 
gyptians had ſuch an Opinion of this Woman's 
Wiſdom, that they made uſe of the Monſter, as 
a Hierolzyphick for Wiſdom and Fortitude. 

12. *Tis reported that Oedipus married his Mo- 
ther, and obtain'd the Kingdom of [hebes. Bur at- 
terwards both his parricide and inceſt were brought 
to light. Whereupon 7ocaſta hang'd herſelf, and 
Oedipus was put in Priſon by his Sons, and banifh'd 
to Arthers to the Court of 1he/ſexs then King, 
where he died. He had 2 Sons, either by his 
Mother or by Euryganea, namely, Ereccles = 

oly- 
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Polymces, the eldeſt of whom promis'd to ſhare 
the Government with his Brother, but was got 
1o good as his Word. Adroftus King of Argos; 
and Father-in-Law to Polynices, reſolv'd to reſent 
the injury he did to his Brother, ang accordingly 
drew together a company of the moſt War-like 
Youths, in order to attack Thebes. 

13. Seven great Captains engag'd 'emſelves in 
this War with the Obligation of an Oath, among 
whom was Amphiaraus, who marry'd Er:phile the 
Siſter of Adraſtus. After ſeveral doubtful Skir- 
mithes it was agreed upon that the two Brethren 
ſhould decide the Quarrel in a Duel, but to no 
purpoſe, for they kill'd one another, and a Bloo- 
dy engagement enſu'd, and all Adraſtus's compa- 
nions were cut oft, and himſelf eſcap'd very nar- 
owly by the advantage of a ſwift Horſe. Bur 
the Thebans loſt ſo many Men and purchas'd this 
Victory ſo dear, that Vittoria Cadmea became 2 
Proverb among them. This Theban War hap- 
pen'd 28 Years before the DeſtruQtion of Troy. 

14. Eteocles lett a Young Son, nam'd Late- 
damus, and Creon, Jocaſta's Brother, undertook 
his Guardiahſhip. Crcon prohibited the Burial 
of the Argives, till Theſexs obtain'd it by his in- 
treaty. About 10 Years after the War, Laoda- 
mus came of Age ; at which time the Offtspring 
of thoſe who were kill'd (who were call'd Epr- 
goni) reſolving to be reveng'd upon the Thebane, 
engag'd in another War, in which Laodamus and 
the Ciry were taken. Notwithſtanding that Pau/a- 
nia writes, that Latodamus eſcap'd and fled to 
the I/lyrians. 

15. The Epigoni being Maſters of the Town» 


ler Therſander the Son of Poſynices upon the 
4 K 4 Throns 
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Throne, who afterwards headed the Beotions in 
their expedition againtt Troy, and was kill'd by 
Telephus in Myfia. Tiſamenus his Son being 
then a Child, the Beotians choſe Peneleus to be 
their Head, who died in an engagement with Eu- 
ryphilus the Son of Telephus. 

16. Atter the Death of Peneleus, Tiſamenus 
the Son of Ther/ander reignd in Thebes. Auteſt- 
on his Son went over to the Dorians, and his 
Place was fill'd by Damaſichtbon the Son of O- 
pheitas, and Grandſon to Peneleus ; and he a- 

ain was follow'd by Pro/omy. The laſt in the 

oll was XAambus, whom Melanthus the Meſ- 
fJenian killd in a Duel; at which time the 
War broke out between the Thebans and Athe- 
mars. upon the account of Celene which 
lay in their Contincs ; of which elſewhere. This 
War happeiid 56 Years after ther DeſtruQtion of 
Troy, 24 Years before the return of the Hera- 
clide, 57 Years before the Death of Codrus, 252 
Years before the Reſtoration of the O/ymprads by 
Ipbnus, A.M. 2877. 

17. After the Death of Xanthus, the Thebans 
rogether with the Celenmans renounc'd Monar- 
chy, preferring the Government of many to that 
of one; witneſs Pauſanas , ' tho" at the ſame 
time thar Author gives us no diſtin&t account of 
the Form of the Kepublick, whether ir was an 
Oligarchy or a Democracy that prevail d, when 
the Perſian Monarchy flouriſh'd, and Greece was 
in its beſt Condition ; upon which Period of 
time we ſhall have occaſion to continue the ac- 
count of the Thebans.

The Original of Rome, and its affairs cont em- 
porary with the Babylonian Empire.

The Original of the City of Rome. 


of he Ciry of Rome is fituated in Latium in 
the Weſt of Iraly, upon the River Tibe- 
ris. The Sicihans are laid to have inhabited that 
Place firſt, and were expell'd by the Aborigines, 
the Offspring of the Oenorri1, fo call'd becauſe 
they came from Lycaoma (atterwards Arcadia ) 
under the Condutt of Oenotrus Son to Lyceon. 

2. The Aborigines were joyn'd by ſome Pela/: 
gians who fled from Hemonia, atterwargs Theſja- 
ly , and the Arcadians who came from Palanti- 
#m under the conduft of Evander the Son of 
Mercurius and the Nymph Themis, and chriſten'd 
the Hill where they planted themſelves by the 
name of Palantizm. Not long after that hap- 
pen'd, Hercules upon his return from Spain left 
ſome Peloponneſians upon the Hill Saturnmus or 
Capitolinus ;, in the reign of Faunus King of the 
Aborigines. 

3. The Father of Fauwnus was Picus the Son of 
Saturn, who fled from Creet to Italy for fear of 
his Son Fupiter, and chriſten'd the Country Le- 
tium, (a latendo) from his living Incognito. Some 
allege this Man's name was Szerces, and Picus 
was his Sirname ; and that he gave __ the 
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Laurentian Kingdom 10 call'd from Lawrentum 1 
Ciry that deriv'd its name from the Lawrel-rree. 

4. This Krwnus or Fatwuws is faid to have mar- 
ried his Siſter Fauna or Fatza, who usd to Pro- 
pheſie things to come in a Fir of Madneſs or Fu- 
ry ; from whence the Word Eatuar: was applied 
to that forr of People. But fince he is reckon'd 
the Sons of Mars, and is ſaid to have ſerv'd un- 
der Bacchus in India, fince he goes likewiſe 
by the name of Sylovanus, Invizs and Pan ; he 
muſt be the ſame Pan Arcas, whoſe Worthip 
was introduc'd into Ira/y by Evander. 50 far 
was he from reigning in Lat. 

5. The Next King to Faunus was Latimnus, 
whom ſome give in for his Son, and others 
tor the Son of Hercules. In the 35th Year 
of the Reign of Lazrmus, and 55 Years atter Hey- 
cales's departure, /Encas with his Trojan retinue 
landed at Lawrentum near the Mouth of the Tr 
berrs, after he had wander'd a long time. This 
Ancas was the Son of Anchi/es, the Grandſon of 
Capys, and Great Grandſon to Afſaracus, Brother to 
I/is, and Son to Tros the King, When he perceiv'd 
that Troy was reduc'd to the laſt exrremity, he 
had retir'd ro the Caft/c ; and while the Grecs- 
ans were buſt'd about the Town, eſcap'd from 
thence to Mount I/& with a Company ol 
Men. 

6. From thence he put out to Sea, and was 
tolsd up and down by the Sea and Winds for 2 
long time, till at laſt in the 2d Year he arriv'd 
in Ira/y accompany'd by 600 Men. "Tis true, 
Virei, the Poet, makes as if be came not to Ira- 
ly till the 10th Year, and ſtufts the accounts of 
his Voyage with a long Story of Dido, who builr 
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Carthage 310 Years after the taking of Troy ; but 
the(e are only Rperical Fictions, and groundleſs 
advances. 

7. Aneas having a picce of Ground allorted 
him, aſſiſted Latinvs againſt the Rutili;,, and 
when they were conquer'd married his Daughter 
Lavima, from whom the Town he afterwards 
built was call'd Lavinum. Next Year the Ru- 
1:/t rebeld, and kill'd his Father-in Law in Bat- 
tel, ſo that he got the Crown, and gave all his 
Subjects the Name of Larim, partly for the Ho- 
nour of his Father's Name, and partly in order 
to unite the Minds of his People. In the 7th 
Year after the deſtruction of Troy, and the 4th 
after the Death of Latinus, Mezentius King of 
the Errarians, being apprehenfive of his great- 
nefs, declar'd War againſt him ; and came to a 
battel, which only Night decided, in which /Eneas 
diſappear'd ; that is, was either kill d or drown'd 
in the River Nuamicas. However his SubjeQs be- 
liev'd he was taken up to Heaven, and honour'd 
him with a Niche, under the Title of Zupiter In- 
digetes. 

$. AFneas was follow'd by his Son A/canins, 
whoſe name was _— before it was chang'd 
upon the Flight. Tis not certain whether he 
was born of Creuſa or Laviniz. Abour 30 Years 
after the building of Lavinium he left that Ciry 
to his Stepmother, and march'd off with a Colo- 
ny and built A/bs Longa. After 2$ Years Sy/- 
vias the Brother of A/canmus ſucceeded him. He 
was the Son of Lavinme who for fear of Aſcanms 
retir'd to theWoods, and there brought forth this 
her poſthumous Child. 


9. lulus 
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9. Tulus the Son of Aſcanus diſputed with 
him for the —_—_— ; bur the People thought 
ft to give the Prieſthood to him and his Polte- 
rity. Afrer Sylvius all his Succeffors were Sir- 
nam'd Syſvmus 's, and they follow'd in this order ; 
vis. Aneas Syloius, Latinus, Alba, Capetus, Ca- 
PYs, _—_— or Carpentus, Iiberinus (who was 
drown'd in the A/bula and gave it the name of T; 
beris ) Agrippa, Alladius (or Aremulus and Ro 
mulus) Aventinns, Procas and Syluus. 

10. Procas was the 13th King of A/ba. He 
left two Sons, namely, Namiror and Amulies, 
the latter of whom dethron'd his Elder Brother 
and ufurp'd the Government. He kill'd his Son, 
and for fear his Daughter Sy/vi4 or 1/2 ſhould 
have Iflue, Conſecrated her for a Prieſteſs to 
Veſta. Burt in the 4th Year of her Prieſthood, 
ſome body got her with Child, and ſhe brought 
forth Twins, namely , Romulus and Remus ; 
who were thrown into the River by the King's 
Orders, their Mother being eicher Murder'd or 
Condemn'd to perperual Empriſonment. 

11. Bur it happen'd that the Water Ebb'd and 
left them on the dry Ground, whereupon a Wolf 
came and Suckled them, and afterwards Fauſts 
lus the King's Shepherd found them, and brought 
them up among the Royal Shepherds. Some 
think that 7 ny, Pr entia who Nurs's them by 
the orders of Fruftul/as, was not his Wite, but 
his Whore , which gave occaſion to the fabulous 
Story of their being ſuckled by a Wolf or Lupe ; 
that being the Name for a Whore, as Lupans- 
ria was for a Bawdy houſe. 

12. When the Children came of Age, and were 
acquainted with their Original, they flew Am 
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lis, and reſtor'd their Grandfather Namitor to 
his Kingdom. Having ſer the Aﬀairs of Abs in 
a peaceable State, they had a mind to March out 
with a Colony. Namitor encourag'd their De- 
hgn, and to that end allotted 'em the Grounds 
upon which they were brought up, rogether with 
ſuch Citizens as he knew to be moſt devored to 
his Brother, and fuch as preterr'd a ſtrange Ha- 
biration to their own Country. Moſt of the 
Trojans Liſted themſelves in the Colony, and 
we're inform'd that 5o Iran Families conti- 
nued rill the time of Diony/tus Halicarneſſeus. 
The Inhabitants of Po/antium and Saturms, hap 
pening to live upon the Place, join'd in with 
them. 

13, When the Brethren ſet about their new 
Projeft, they difter'd upon the place where the 
City ſhould be Built. Romulus was for the Mons 
Palatinus, upon which they were brought up. 
At laſt the Aftair 'was left to the determination 
of their Grandfather ; who advis'd them ro re- 
mit it to the augury of Birds. Accordingly it 
was done. And Remaws had firſt fix Vultures up- 
on the Mons Aventinus; bur afterwards twelve 
came to Romulus upon the Pa/atinus. Whereupon 
the Diſcord was fill inflam'd, while the one 
pleaded the Priority of Time, and the other the 
advantage of Number, and both were declar'd 
Kings by their followers. Ar laſt they came to 
an Engagement, in which Remas loſt at once both 
his Life and Kingdom. Then Roms'#s having 
an uncontroll'd Liberty ro do what he pleas'd, 
ſurrounded the Aventian Hill with a Wall. 

14. This is the moſt Probable and approv'd 
Account of the Original of Kowe. The Orect- 
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ans attribute the building of it, forme to Rows 
the Son of /Encas, Tome to Era himiclt, 6- 
thers to the Sons of Latimmur and one Rows, and 
others again to krwws the Son of Circe and [ 
Iyſſes. Neither are the Rowan Writers agreed 
upon the matter ; for lome pive in the Sons of 
_ and others his Daughter's Sons, for the 
Builders. Behdes 4-1 webus the Syrocaſan makes 
mention of a Ciry of Rowe built betore the 1; 
jon War ; fo that forme think it was built oft 
ner than once. o& cite that ome tnme arc is 
building iy was repaird by others. 

is. But to wave the Debate, whether this 
was a new A/damuan Colony, of an Uid Ciry re 
built ; Authors are very much divided upon the 
tune of the rebuilding. Imras Scalar mules 
the Datc ot K I equal « thi of C 4 f and 
lays it was built 35 Years before the nit Viym 
piad. And among thoke who arc 100K d upon as 
molt Aurthenrick. lome lay it was builr in the 6

From the Building of the City, to the overthrow 
of the Monarchy. The fpece of 245 Tears. 


I, — being 2% Years of Age ,* laid 

the Foundation of the Ciry, on the 2oth 
day of April (according to the Talran \ car. the 
4th of Offeber) berween Eleven and Twelve 2 
( lock, when the Sex was in Litre, the Mooz in 
Jug, Japuer M1 Fiſcts q SHtwr n, VF CAME, Mars, 
and Mercary, in Scorpeo, according to the Com- 
putation of I xrratizr, who is certainly the moſt 
topping Man among all the Mathemaricians. 
Varro, Ovid, and others wou'd have Kaze to be 
Founded with the Paris or Palit. The Part 
lis were fo calld a Parivado, and therefore the 
Hyader, under which the Town was Built, go 
by the Name of Paridumm, of Pahltium Syd #. 
Now Pars among the Rowan was the God 
of Paſture, and the Feaſts Celebrated ro her 
nour on the x Day of My were call'd Palilie. 
Capellar, purſyant to I arranzr's Opinion, dates 
the 1 Year of the Ciry from the firft New Moor 
of January and g—_ 3 Months after its 
Foundation was laid. 

2. The Colony confhited only of 300 Horſe 
and 3000 Foct, and in order to enlarge their 
Number, 2 Saundtuary was open'd to all K 
The People were divided according to their Num- 
ber into three Tribes, add cv ribe into ren 
Wards, or Gris, and every Ward into ten _- 
cr 
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ſer Wards or Decarie. But with reference to 
their Digniti _ they were diſtinguiſh'd into P- 
mien and Pirhten, who were mutually engag'd 
to one another by the rights of Patronage and 
Vaſi Lulage. Their Scnate, was cleficd by the Peo- 

le and conhited of 1060 Parr. le For its 
Wo from Scrum. or, if we Credit Feſtar, By 
Sunendo. The People did likewiſe chule 300 
Young Men tor 2 Guard to their King, who wers 
call'd Czlrrer, either from their Colerity and Ex- 
pedition in executing their Orders, or, according 
ro Valeria Amntiaee, from Crirr the Captain. 

3. The Politick Conſtitution of the Kingdom 
of Rowe was this. The Kings had Power to de 
termine all forms of Worlhip or Superſtition | 
and to overice all Laws and Cuſtoms, wherhe: 
Natural, or Enatted by Statute ; and ro give Judg 
ment in matrers oft greater Importance, thoſe of 
leffer Moment being left to the determination 
of the Senate. Moreover, the King had Power 
to call the Senate, ro call rogerher the Feople, 

give his Upinion firft, and to ratihe whar the 

lajority carry'd. Thus we fee the limits of rhe 
King's power were roo conhnd at Home; bur 
bis Poter in Military Aﬀairs was not at all 
bounded. 

6s. The Scnat's Priviledge was to take into 
( 0. 4ideration bis Majeſtic Propolals, and Eaadt 
what they thought ht. The Pc pic aller 
was to create Magiſtrates, make Laws, receive 
his Majeſties Propoſals of Military Attairs, but 
not without the intervention of the Senate's Au 
thoriry. For when the Wards Voted any thing, 
their Decree or Plehr/citars was remirted to the 
Senate. Tho" this Cuttom ſeems to be atrerwards 

chang d, 


the Senate call'd Seautur £0: #/a4ls, and not the 
Senate thoſe of the Wards. 

$. Romalsr made many Laws and thole very 
good ones, moſt of which were written. He 
cnattced, that it they took any Land from their £ 
nemy, a Colony ſhould be carried thirher, and 
the lnbabitants of the Place (hould be trarflated 
to Romy, and allow'd the Freedom of the City. 
His Laws of Matrimony were fo admirably well 
contriv'd, that tor $20 Years no Divorce was heard 
ot, volt the 137 Olympiad, in which Sp. Curvy 
las divorc'd his Wite, in the Confullhip of 1M. 
Pom orras and © Pappries. For tho bedid it for 
the lake of Children, according to his Uath be 
tore the Cenfors, yet the Feople always hated 
hun for it. 

6. Indeed he gave Parents too much Power over 
their Children. He prohibited fordid Traces and 
ſuch as promoted Luxury. He only defir d to ad 
vance the Arts of War and Husbandry, and allow'd 
Mercats only once in s Days. He us'd to come 
in Perſon to the Mercat Flace, and pronounce the 
Laws from a Ir:a«n/, attended by the 300 Ceir 
res, together with Sergeants before him carrying 
the Axes and Rods, and other Badges of Majeſty. 

7. Komulur taking into contideration how 
much he was hated by the neighbouring Nations, 
counted Alliances with them. It is uncertain 
whether it was the Scarcity of Women, or the 
defign of an opportunity of War, that mov'd him 
to inftiture folemn Games, and when great num 
bers of People cruuded to fee them from all cor 
ners, to give the Signal to his own Men to ravith 
their Virgins. However 683 were raviit'd y that 
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chang'd, when the People confirm'd the Atts of 
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Stratagem, which gave riſe to a heavy War, 
eſpecial with the : adn, who became Maſters 
ot the Capitol! by Treachery, and gall'd the K 
mans mightily. 

$. While both Parrtics were follicicous concern 
ing the event, the Women upon whoſe account 
the War broke out, went upon an embally, and 
reconcil'd their Parents and Husbands upon theie 
Terms. 1. That Tatizs the King of the Subrxes 
ſhould reign along with Roawa/ur at Kone, with 
equal Power. 2. That the Ciry it felt ſhould 
be call d Rowe from Komalur x bur the Citizens 
ſhould go by the name of Quarries from Care: 
which was Iams s Country. 3. Any of the 04 
S1mer that plcas'd were to have the Freedom of 
the City. 

0. By this mcans TI atiws bacame Sharer in 
the Government of the Kinedom of Keawer, but 
was kill'd by the Laviaars about 5 Years after, 
becauſe he retus'd to deliver up fore Kowers 
Romalur did not much refent the murder of his 
Colleague, bur gave Satigfatftion ro the plainrifts. 
Then he conquer d the Fidenater and Craftament, 
and at laft the Verenres ; by which conquetts, to- 
gether with his other enterpriſes which were a! 
ways ſucceſsful, be became a Iyraxr, and then 
the Senate was never call d but ro confirm his 
Phacits, By which means he render'd himſclt fo 
odious to the Senate, that they pull'd him in 
Pieces at the Lake of Capris while he harangu'd 
to the People ; and for fo much as he diſappear'd 
all of a ſudden, it was giv'n out that he was ta 
ken up ts Heaven. 

10, He livd $5 Years, and reign'd 27, and 
exlarg'd the number of the Citizens to the rate

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of 46000 foot and roco Horſe. He had ſuc 
ceeded ro his Grandfather in the Kingdom of 
Albany which he govern d by Deputies. He died 

n the 4th Day YJaly (acccording to the Falter 
rear, on the 26th of My) which day was call'd 
Nong Caprotng, alluding to the Place where the 
Murder was committed, and the flight of the Peo 

ple, for the Plehr was in fo great a Confterna 

ton that rhey run all away. 

tr. The Senate govern'd the Republick one 
Year, after which Name Pompriiur 2 Sebine was 
choſen King. This Prince added the Urnament 
of Laws to the Ciry that ow'd its rife to Arms 
alone. He built a Temple to Janus, which was 
always to ſtand open in War, ard (hut in time 
ot Peace. He diſcarded Komals;'s Guards; and ro 
the 2 HMammer, wiz. one ior Tupuer and ano 
ther for Marr, he added a 23d tor Komurar. He 
inſtirured the order of Prictts, and veſtal Virgins 
and reform'd the Mode! ot the Year, by adding 
or at leaft prefning Fanwery and Feoraary to the 
other 10 Months. 

12. His Religion came neareſt to the Fyrbag: 
rean Worſhip, as in many other things 10 efpec| 
ally in this that he atlow'd no image of God; 
for an immortal and inviible Majeſty is only to 
be view 'd by the Soul, and indeed the Komanr us'd 
no image of him for 170 Years Whereas ſore 
have alledg'd that Namu convers'd with Pyiou 
gorer; that Flea is plainly naught, fnce that 
Philoipher was not born till 100 Years afrer his 
Death Indeed "ris rrue he kept —_—_ with 
one Pythegorer a Licedemomen, who atlifted him

13. After Nama had reign'd 43 Years, and 
liv'd $0, Taila:s Hoſtilizr fucceeded him, in the 
2d Year of the 27th Olympiad, in which Ezry- 
beter won the Race, in the gp of Leo- 
ftratus, the 31 of the Reign of Manafſet King of 
fudab, and the $3 from the building of the Ci- 
tv, A.M. 3333. He was the Son oX that Hoſts 
ins who behav'd himſclt fo bravely againſt the 
$ ahiner, and marticed Herfihis out of the fame Fa 
mily. He ingratiated himſelf with the People 
by the divifion of Lands, and added the Hill Cz- 
las to the precintts of the Ciry. He was 2 
— arlike Prince and hugg'd all Opportunities of 

ar. 

its, Hoſtilus took occalion to declare War, 
upon the A/bar's plundering the Rowan Grounds. 
And indeed C. Clarhas their Dittator was not in- 
clin'd ro Peace. Bur as foon as Clarmias dy, 
the Albans were much diſhearten'd notwithſtand- 
ing the Pains that Metizs Sufferizs his Succelior 
took to inflame the Quarrel. Behdes, the Fide- 
nates waited pgreedily to fee the Event of the 
War, as having an equal det: DG both Par- 
ties. Whereupon 'rwas mov” agreed ro, that 
the matter ſhould be decided by the t 
of Three Brethren on cach hde, vez. Hera: 
ty and Crriatis. In the beginning of the Engage 
ment two of the Horern were kill'd, and the third 
was oblig'd to engage the other three , bur atted 
his part io, that he engag'd 'em all y and 
ſucceſhively, by which means he got the Victory, 
and- Rowe triumph'd upon it. 
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1s. Hoſtilios was very civil to the Albane. 
But ſentenc'd Sufferizs to be beheaded, for be- 
ing concern'd with the Fidenates and Veientes 
in a perfidious Confpiracy. He likewiſe levell'd 
Albe with the Ground, which was then the Me- 
tropolicran of Rowe, and about 30 other Towns, 
after it had ſtood about 4$7 Years. 

16. Hoftilizr firſt conquerd the Fidenations, 
and afterwards the Sabiner : And then declar'd 
War againſt the Latimer, for retuling to pay Ho- 
mage to the Romans when they conquer'd the 
Metropolitan. The War went on y cakily 
for 5 Years, and then they were beginning to en- 
tertain forme Thoughts of Peace, when all of a 
ſudden Tallzr and all his Family were cut off 
either by a Thunderbolt, or, as moſt Men be- 
liev'd, by the intrigues of his Succeſfor, after he 
had 'd 32 Years. 

17. After the Death of Tailsr the Regent put 
up an eleftion ; and Ancas Marttar, Nama's 
zrandſon, was pitch'd upon to be King in the 2d 
Year of the 34th Olympiad, in which Phedras 
the Lacedemonian won the Race, in the Archonſh: 
of Damaſter, and the 115 Year from the build. 
ing of Rowe. Ancar devored himſelt entirely to 
Peace and Religion , and was thereupon accoun- 
ted and Timorous. Burt the Latines quick 
ly rous __ by plundering the Country, and 
reviving the War. 

18. Bur Ancar quickly reduc'd them, as well 
as the Fidenates, Volſcer, Vejentes, and Sabines. 
He joyn'd Rome to Fanicalum by a Bridge. And 
in the middle of the Ciry built a Prifon for Cri- 
minals. He enlarg'd the precints of the City, and 
extended rhe — of Rowe to the Sea,and = 
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the encouragement of Trade built Offia in the 
Mouth of the Tiberrs. He reign'd 24 Years, and 
was ſhort of none of his Predecellors. 

19. His Succceffor was Lucius Targuinizs, O 
riginally a Grecian, being the Son of Demaratuxs 
of Cormih, who deicended of the Bacchiade, and 
in the time ot Cypſelxr's Tyranny came to Hetru- 
ria, and begor two yons, namely Arwns and 
Lacumo, upon an Errurian Matron. Aruns died 
without any living itlue ; but after his Death a 
Poſthumous Child was brought forth, which from 
its Poverty was chriſten'd Egerizs. 

20, For Demaratus took his Son's Death fo 
much ro Heart, that he died for Grief : So thar 
Lacamo poticls'd himſelt of the whole Heritage 
and became very rich ; but not meccing with ſui- 
table preterment in Tx/cazy came + ro Rome , 
where Ancus gave him a very civil receprion, and 
he chang'd his name from Lacamo to Lucius, toge: 
ther with a Sirname taken trom his Country I or 
guinia. His Wikz's name was 1 anaqui! Gaja Cect/to, 

21. Ancas made I oarquiniues a Senator ; 10 that 
Targuimizs won a conſiderable ſhare of the At- 
fettions of. the People. He was noted both for 
his peaceful and military Vertues ; and the King 
depended fo much upon his Integrity, that he 
tctr him Guardian to his Sons. But 1 arquimus 
infulted over their Childhood, and harangued rhe 
People, in order to hook in the Kingdom to him- 
ſelt. He produc'd the Example of I1atmws and 
Numa to vouch tor a Foreigners Title: to thar 
Dignity ; but above all, cry'd up his own Lihe- 
rality. By which means he compals'd his end, 
in the 2d Year of rhe 41ft Olympiad, in which 
Cromdat the Theban .won the Race, 139 Years 
aiter 
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after the building of Rome, and the zoth Year 
of Foftab King of F«dab, A. M. 3390. 

22. Tarquinius oblig'd the Larrnes to beg for 
Peace. He ſubducd the Sabines twice, and atter 
a War of Nine Years ſtanding, mafter'd the E- 
trurians, who in teſtimony of their Homage ſenr 
him of their own accord-the Badges of Majefty, 
vis. A Crown of Gold, a Throne of Ivory, a 
Scepter with an Eagle 0a the top of ir, a Purple 
Coar barr'd with Gold, and a Purple lac'd Gown 
that difter'd from thoie which the Lydian and 
Perſian Kings wore, by its Emiciecuſar Figure. 
Some ſay they likewiſe ſent 12 Axes for ſo ma- 
ny Towns: For the Cuſtom was, That the Ma- 

ſtrate of every Town ſhould have one, and the 
General of the Army twelve, carried before him. 

23. | intimated above, that Romulas inſtituted 
a Senat of 1x00 Men ; which number was now 
enlarg'd by the Addition of an equal number of 
Sabines, who were made free of the City, and 
thereupon call'd Patres Conſcriptt. Targquinius 
added, to theſe 200, yet another h who 
were ſtyl'd Patres Minorum Gentium. He en- 
larg'd the number of the Veſtal Virgins from 4 
ro 7. He beautifed the Forwn, and repair'd the 
Walls (which had been built in a hurry) with 
Stones, every one of which was a full Gartload 
by itſelf. He likewiſe caus'd Sinks and Common- 
Shoars to be made for conveying the filth of the 
Tiberis , which was ſo magnificent an underta- 
king that the Cenfors laid out 2000 Talents in 
cleaning 'em. 


24. He dehgn'd to add three Centuries of 


Horſmen to the like number inſticuted by Romu- 
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noted Azguy, to avoid the Alterations of Rom- 
[us's Model, he doubled the Number of the ad- 
ditional Centuries, and leſt the other three as they 
were. At length about the 38 Year of his Reign, 
and the 8o of his Age, he was kill'd by a Con- 
ſpiracy of Ancus Martius his Sons. He was 
Sirnam'd Priſcus, from the time that his Grand- 
ſon was chritten'd Swuperbus from the Corruption 
of his manners. 

25. Targuinins Priſcis was tollow'd by Seror- 
ws Iullius 1m the 4th Year of the 50 Olympiad, 
in the Archonſhip of Archeſtratides, the 176 
Year after the building of the City,A.M.3427. He 
was call'd Servizs.as being the Son of one Ocri/ta 
Serva,who was left with Child when her Husband 
was kill'd before Cornicu/um a City belonging to 
the Latines, and was gifted by Targurnins to the 
Queen. He was born and brought up in T arguz- 
71s's Houſe, and gave great Proof of an excellent 
Genius: Whereupon he was prefer'd to the high- 
eſt Poſts both in the Army and at home ; he was 
equally lov'd by the People for his integrity and 
—_— and at laſt came to be Son-in-Law to 

arquinius. 

26. Tarquinius left no Sons alive, only two 
Grandchildren very Young. The Queen wheed- 
led the People fo that ſhe got the Guardianſhip 
of theſe rwo Children to him. He being Regent 
did ib Humor the P/ebs, that in ſpite of the Se- 
nat and the Patres Conſcripti, the Common 
Council or Comitia Curiata elettes him King. 
Having confirm'd himſelf in the Government, he 
diſtributed Publick Lands to the Poor ; he made 
50 Laws in the Common Council concerning Con- 
trats and Injuries ; he added the ma * 
[qu- 
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Fſquilinus Hills to the other 5, and ſurrounded 
'tm all with a Wall; he divided the City into 
4 Parts, and added a 4th Tribe. 

27. Whereas Romulus divided the People into 
the Tribes and Wards, according to their Seats 
and way of Communion in their Sacrifices; Ser- 
vits drew them up in 6 Ranks according to their 
Subſtance. The ff rank was alloted to thoſe 
who were worth 110000 Aſſes ; the next four 
comprehended thoſe whoſe Subſtance was gradu- 
ally leſs by a fourth Part; and the laſt included 
thoſe who had little or nothing. 

28. However theſe 6 Claſtes were divided in- 
to 188 Centuries; the firſt contain'd 8o of Foot- 
men and 1$ of Horſemen ; in all 9$ : the ſecond 
22, including the Tradeſmen ; the third 20; the 
fourth 22; the 5th 3o, and the 6th only one 
Century. Both the Men and their Eſtates were 
to be tax'd according to their Centuries. So that 
tho” the Richer ſort were the fewer in number, 
yet being divided into ſeveral Centuries they con: 
tributed more Money and Men towards a War. 

29. But after all, the Poor had nothing to 


boaſt of, for the ſame Law ſtrip'd *em of all * 


Power. For, whereas formerly their number 
gave *'em an aſcendant in the common Council , 
Servius order'd that matters of great importance 
ſhould be handled by a convention of the Centu- 
ries. The firſt that voted, was the fir{t Claſs con- 
fiſting of 98 Centuries of the richeſt Cirizens , 
and jt theſe 98 agreed upon one Vote, they were 
ſure to carry ir, as being more numerous than 
the reſt. Burt it their Vores jarr'd, cther Claſſes 
were call'd in till the 98 came to agree. 


30. And 
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30. And if after all they did not agree, then 
at laſt the 6th Claſs, containing only one Century 
of the Pooreſt ſort of People, was call'd to vote, 
but withal very ſeldom. In the mean time, 
let the young Hiſtorian remark, that the Word 
Cemuria do's not imply juſt a hundred Men, but 
a certain divition of Men ; and that in thoſe 
Conventions of the Centuries, *twas not every fin- 
gle Man, but every Century, let its number be 
what it would, that gave in one Vote. 

3:. When Ta/lus had gone through with the 
Cenſus, by which he came ro know both the 
Number and the Eſtates of the People ; he ap- 
pointed a Luſtrum fo call d 8 luendo, as Fuſtrum 
15 a fluendo, according to Varro. So thar after 
the rating was over, the Citizens appear'd in 
Arms in the Campus Martius and made a Procel: 
ſion, and the Sacrifice of Suoveraurilia, or a Hog, 
a Sheep, and an Ox, were ofter'd up. 

32. Then the Proceſſion or Luſtrum was ap- 
pointed to beevery 5th Year, for the Money was 
paid every 5th Year, and Luſirum ſeems to de- 
rive its name from paying or 4 /zendo or Solvends. 
After the Kings were expell'd, the Con/uls and 
Cenſors manag'd the Ceremony. Bur in the 
mean rime 'tis proper to diſtinguiſh between the 
Ancient Roman Luſtrum, and the new Zulian one, 
which conſiſts of 4 F«/an Years, the laſt of 
which has 366 Days without any additional 
Hours. For *tis apparent that the Ancient Lu- 
ftrum, properly fo call'd, included full 5 Years, 
and could by no means quadrate with the Olym- 
ptads- 

33. In thisfirſt review, $4700 Roman Citizens 
were rated ; and in order to increaſe their = 
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ber he introduc'd the Manumiſſion of the Elders and di- 
vided *em thus ſet free into 4 Tribes. At firſt indeed 
they were not made tree, hut upon very good grounds ; 
bnt afterwards any Miſdemeanor in an ill Mafter 
was accounted ſufficient ; fo that Dionyſus had rea- 
ſon to blame the City that govern'd the World, for 
ſuffering their Cenſors to degrade the Senators and E- 
quites, and to have no regard to the Merit of thoſe whom 
they made free of their City. 
34+ Tullizs did not only abridge the Authority of the 
Noblemen and the Senat, but hkewiſe tbwer'd the Re- 
gal Power, in order to advance the Power of the Peo- 
ple. The Latines, by his Advice, built a Temple to 
Dianzs at Rome, where they met every Year upon a 
a Feſtival, and remitted their mutual Debates to the 
Publick Judgment ; which was the ſame Projett that the 
imply@iones purſu'd in Greece, as well as in the lonian 
Council in Epheſus, and the Convention of the Doriens 
at Fpitropium, He was the firſt that amp'd the Effi- 
gies of Cattel upon Mony ; from whence 'twas call'd 
Pecunia 5 for before that time, the Romans only us'd 
the unpoliſh'd Mettal. 
3<. T his was Servius's buſfinefs at home. Abroad, he 
wag'd War with the Ftrurians, and, after three Tri- 
umphs, at laſt ſubdu'd 'em. But tho" he ſurmounted 
all Publick Jealouſics and Oppolitivns, yet the Dome- 
ſtick Fends, was too hard for him. For he marricd 
his two Daughters to Tarquinius's two Grandlons, viz. 
One Daughter of corrupt Manners to the beſt of the 
Princes, and another of extraordinary good Qualitie; 
to a Profligate Prince, Whereupon the two corrupt 
Parties, one of either Sex, combin'd together to kill, 
the one her Husband, the other his Wite, and then to 
marry together. After that, their bufine(s was to re- 
move Servius out of the way, who had poſſels'd himſelr 
of the Kingdom by trick, and without the Conſent of 
the Patres : But in order to compaſs that end, there 
was a neceſſity of winning the Favour of the People. 
26. At laſt when Servius's Glory defeated all their 
attempts 3 Tarquinins, upon his Wite's Sollicitation, re- 
ſolves 
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ſolves to mak* away with his Father-in-Law. Accord- 
dingly, he cam* to the Council-Houſe, and pull'd the 
old Gentl-man from off his Throne, and dragg'd him to 
the Door, and when he offcr'd to return home ſet Men 
upon him to kill him. And th> barbarous Daughter would 
needs have her Coach drove over her Father's Corps as 
they lay in th- way ; from whence the Street chang'd 
its name from Virus Cyprias to Vicus Sceleretms. This was 
Servia's Exit after h* had reigt'd 44 Years. He was 
a Man of great Moderatioa, and by his modeſt Beha- 
viour wip'd of the Imputations he was charg'd with for 
invading the Goverament. The Patricii ſaw that he 
defign'd to put the Power into the Hands of the People, 
and therefore joyn'd in with Tarquinizs, 1n order to keep 
up the Authority of the Senat. 

27. Lucia Tirquinizs pofſe5'd himſelf of the Kingdom 
of Rome, in the 4 Year of the 61ſt Olympiad, in which 
Agatharchus won the Race, in the Archorſvip of Hrraclias 
or Heracliler, the 26 Year of Cyas, 2295 Years after the 
building of th: City, A. M. 3471. The violence of 
his Temper procur'd him the Sirnaame of Superbus ; for, 
'ris aid, h: diſp»s'd of every thing at diſcretion ; he 
ſank the Authority of the Scnats and Conventions, and 
fild the City with Blood and Rapes. He ingagd in 2 
War with the Volſci, which continued 20 Years; and 
defeated the Sabines, He enter'd into a confederacy 
with the Zqui and H-truſci, He took from the Volſcs, 
the City of Geb# together with Surfſs Pomrtis, and pre- 
tended to build the Canitol upon its Spoil, out of re- 
gard to his Grandfather Ts gunmmias 5 Vow, who, in the laſt 
War againſt the $25in's, had vow'd a Temple to Jupiter, 
Tuno and Minerus ; and had boen at a great deal of 
Chargss, in ſinoothing the Rock. 

48. It is aid that a certain old Woman came to Tar-+ 
quinis, an ofer'd him g Books which he refuv'd to par- 
chaſe as bring overrated ; Whereupon ſhe weat off, 
244 burnt 2 of 'em, ant recurn'd with the other $, de- 
manding the ſim-* price for them : the King put her off 
for a Mat Womin; but he maſs away with 3 more, 
, aac 
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and offer'd the remaining 3 at the ſame rate, Then 
the matter was look'd upon as a Prodigy and referr'd to 
the Augurs, who advis'd the King to buy thoſe SibzLine 
Books (for ſo they were call'd) at any rate. According- 
ly "twas done, and the Woman immediately difap- 
pear d. 

39+ Tarquinizs having purchas'd the Si! yilime Pooks, im- 
ploy'd two Men to take care of 'em,and allow'd only them 
to conſult them when there was occaſion, whence they 
were call'd Dunmuiri Sar w um. Afterwards the number 
was cnlargd fo that they became Decemvirt Sacrorum, 
upon the reception of the Law calld Septia Licimis, 
when the States were at variance, about 2 Years before 
the Commoners were allow'd to ſhare in the Confulſhip. 
A leng while after that 4 more were added, and then the 
number was at a ftand. Ey an Atﬀt of the Scnate theſe 
Books were to be conſulted, when Section prevaird in 
the Republick, when they were routed in War, or 
when prodigies appeard. They were kept in a Stone 
Cheft under the Capitol,rill both they and the Flace fell 
a Sacrifice to the Flames. Then they were ſcught for 
in other Towns and private Houles, and ſome were made 
uic of that were ſpurious; but the Genin fort were di- 
ſtinguiſh'd by Acroftick lines. 

40+ This Old Woman which brought the Bocks to 
Tarquinins, was call'd Sibjils. Now that Word ſignifies 
a Wuman privy to Jupiters's Countels; and it will not be 
improper to give a ſhort account of the Family of the 
Sibylls., The firſt Sabylls, according to Var70, was either 
a Perfian, Chaldean, or Hebrean;z born at Nee near the 
Red+Sea, het Father's name being Berofſus, her Mother's 
Erymanths, and her own Semleits. Thefecound was a 
Lybian. T he thiro, the Delphick Themir, The fourth 
a Cumean frem Cimeriam a Town in Compenis near to 
Come in ltaly, The 6th was a Semian 4 her name was 
Fiyto. T he ſeventh was of Cams; ber name was Amal- 
thes, and according to others Heroptile or Femeptile, 

41+ Suidas calls her Hirrophile, and fays that he car- 
zied thoſe g Ecoks to Tarquinias, and demanded 3<o Phi 
bypas's 
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lipm's for 'em. Pirie: mentions only 3 Books, and ſays that 
one of *em was fay'd when the other 2 were burnt. The 
Sth Sibyll; was of Heileiport. She was born in the Trojan 
Territorics, in a Village call'd Mormnifen near the Town 
Geroetion, Hergri ies Pamtious writes that the liv'd in the 
time of Sl'* 5 ya. The goth was a Pirogien, and 
prophecy'd in Arms. The rioth a Tinurtinze 4 her name 
was Albares,ant he was worfhin'd for a Goddeſs at Tibw 
near the Banks of Awe; it being aid that the image of 
her holding 2 Bouk in her Hand was found in that Ri- 
ver. 

42. This is Varre's 2 nt of the Syheltr, Burt there 
m of ; namely Coloptenis ElY- 
p ghter of Primus, Sybills Fairetice, 
he Thi 1: a Wrwts, 0 Dawght F ft Tirch z1 the The ban ; 
to whom we might add Carmmnats the Arcacian. Morher 
to Euanler, and Fame of Fatzs Siſter and Wike to Kirg 
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he had this Lacie x; and afterwards Tarquinias Saperbus 
put him and his eldeſt Son to Death, in order to pulſes 
himſelf of his Eftate. Lacist, upon the Death of his Fa- 
ther and the lo of his patrimony, was conftrain'd to aft 
the Part of a Fool, and was thereupon Sirnam'd Brute: 
but being a Man of a fhrewd Genius, be diligently 
watch'd the opportunity of taking of the Tyrant. Ac- 
cordingly when Lacretis laid viokent Hands on herſelf, 
and Colletinas difcover'd the Plot to him, be took the 
bloody Knife in his Hand, and perfeaded all the com- 
pany to ſwear by Marr and the other Gods, to expell 
Tarquivizs and his Offepring, and never to ſuffer another 
King in Kone. 

44. Aﬀter Brute had had open the Method for execy- 
ting the deſign, the Conſpurators enter d into a debate 
wpon the furure form of Government Ar length they a» 
greed to the opinion of one, who acknowledg 4 that 
they could not fall upon a berter form and Method, than 
that chalk'd out by Reomalur , Pewgiltnr, ard the other 
Kings ; under which the Government was happily a- 
miaftred, till Targquints departed from their example. 
Beſides, he thought that there were ſome things that

2.Whereupon ſeven Noble Perſians conſpired 
againſt the Magician, namely Oranes, Aſpa- 
thines, Gobryas, Intaphernes, Megabyzns, Hydar- 
nes, and Darius. They ruſl'd into the Palace , 
and kiIPd the Magicians without any difficulty. 
Then they concerted meaſures concerning the 
Adminiſtration of the Government. Several 
forms of Government were ſtarted and ap- 
prov'd of, At laſtDariuss propoſal of a 
Monarchy was moſt generally lik'd. In order 
therefore to pitch upon a King, they agreed 
to ride out into the Syburbs next morning, 
and that he, whoſe Horſe neighed firſt, ſhould 
be inveſted with Cambyſes his Empire, 

34 Darixs got the Empire thro the contri- 
vance of his Groom, who had put his Horſe 
toa Mare in the ſame place over-night. He 
was the Son of Hyſtaſpes, Son of Arſamnes, the 
Brother of Cambyſes, Cyras's Father. Tho he 
was inveſted with the Government, yet it 
ſeems *twas only a ſort of perpetual DiQtator- 
ſhip, ſo that the others retain'd a power like 
to that of Tribunes, For the holy Scrip- 
tures and other Hiſtories make mention of 0- 
ther Kings intervening between the ſlaughter 
of the Magiciays and his Reign ; and fay that 
at length he cut off the Conf, irators, which 
it is probable he did out of | fear and envy, 
In the ſecond year of his Reign, by his com- 
| mand, 
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mand, and upon his charges, they ſet about the 
rebuilding of the Temple of FJeru/alem. 

4. He divided the Kingdom into 20 Pro- 
vinces, calld by the Perſians Satrapte, and 
vas the firſt that laid Taxes upon every one 
of them, ſo that as Cyrus was calld Father, 
and Cambyſes Lord, Darins was ſtivd Fattor, 
He puniſh'd Intepherres with the loſs of his 
Head for entring the Palace by offering vio- 
lence to the Porters. In the 18th year of his 
reign the Babylonians rebell'd, being animated 
by the ſtrength of their Walls, which Cyrus 
had left as Invincible,and by the ſucceſsleſs Ex- 
peditions of Cambyſer, and the Impoſture of 
the Magicians, Haviag fingl'd our tome Wo- 
men to bake bread for them, they flew all the 
reſt, bating their own Mothers; and thus 
thinking themſelves Invincible, they contemn'd 
the Perſians, and ſtood ont,againſt all their at- 
tacks for 19 months, 

5. At length Zopyrus the Son of Megabyz:: 
pretended to deſert, his Noſe bging cut off, 
as if Darizs had us'd him ſo; and being readi- 
ly entertain'd by the Babylonian, was made 
their Governour, and betrayed the Town into 
the hands of the King. Then the Walls were le- 
velled with the ground, 3000 of the Citizens 
were crucifed, and the relt were: furniſhed 
with coco Women, in order to repair the 
loſs of their kind. The Town it felt was g1i- 
ven to Zopyrus as a reward for fo great an 
Exploit. 

6. Darins being Maſter of Babylon invaded 
the Scythians, in order to make his reprifals, 
for their poſſeſſing themſelves of Au 23 

M 3 years 
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years in the reign of Cyaxares the Mecdian,or elſe 
to reſent the repulſe he met with in courting 
the Daughter of King Lanthizs, He could not 
by any means come up with his Enemy; for 
the Scythian: to this very day inhabit no City 
nor Town, but are ſcattered up and down 
the Country, feeding their Cattle. Art length 
after many diſappointments and decoys, he eſ- 
caped narrowly, and return'd home without 
any memorable aQtion. 

7. He had left Megabyzus the Son of Zopy- 
rus in Exrope, at the Head of an Army of 
80-00 Men, He conquered the Perinthians and 
Peonians, and ſent Ambaſſadors to Amyntas 
King of Macedonia to demand free Paſlage. 
But they were kill'd in revenge of their wan- 
ronneſs, by the contrivance of Alexander the 
Kings Son,and ſo never returned : and Bubare: 
the Perſian who was ſent with an Army tode- 
mand what the matter was,fell in love with 
Gygea the Kings Daughter, and married her, 
and in Complement to his Father-in-law con- 
cealed the murder. 

8, In the 16 year of Darius, Oranes was put 
into Megabyzau?s place, who took the Citys 
of Chalcedon , Byzantium ( or Conſtantinople ) 
and Tandros, together with the Iſlands Lemnos 
and /mbros, But ſoon after the Perſian inte- 
reſt was mightily mortified by the reyoult of 
the Jonians, The Anthor of that reyoult was 
Ariſtagoras Tyrant of Miletus, who had lately 
been diſoblig'd by the Perſians, and yy 
on by Hiſtieus his Father-in-law, a Aiileſian 
Prince, and a man of a ready Wit, whom Da- 
ris out of policy had carried along with him 
t0 Swſe. 9. t:-

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9. Hiſtiess preferring the Government of 
one little Town to his ſplendid bondage,mean- 
ed to ſet Jonie in fire, thinking that he would 
be ſent to quench it, In purſuance of this pro- 
je, he ſhaved the head of a truſty Servant of 
his, and with a hot Iron imprinted certain 
marks of his deſign upon it; and when his 
hair was grown, fent hum to Afletws with or- 
ders only to tell Ariſtagoras to ſhave his head.By 
this means Ariſtagoras received the advice that 
he had mightily long'd for, and readily influ- 
enc'd the /onjax: to rebellion. | 

10, The Athenians ſided with the [onjans, 
and their Tyrant Hippias, then at the Court 
of Perſia, us'd all means to incenſe Darius a- 
gainſt chem, I hey ſent 20 Ships toaſliſt ther, 
beſides five ſent by the Ererrians, © This was 
the beginning of that infinite number of evils, 
which put an end to the Perſian Empire, This 
[onian War happened in the 1 gth year of Da- 
rius, the 2 year of the 69 Olympiad, 507 years 
before Chriſt, 4. A. 3502. 

11. With the naval forces mentioned but 
now, Ariſtagoras quickly took Sardis, which 
was laid in aſhes by the firing of one honſe. 
Artaphernes, Darius s Brother, continued Mi- 
ſttr of the Caſtle, Bur the Grecians were put 
to the flight, when the rumult occaſioned Wy 
the fire ſet the Perſians and Lydians to fight. 
Many were kill'd upon the flight , and Arjto- 

oras Could by no means hinder the Athens 
Tom returning home. 

1 2.Cyprxs indeed ſided with the Greciaw tl 
Hiſtiens did ſo far over-reach Darins, that 
got leave to be gone, Burt preſently —_ 
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dition became more deſperate. For at the end 
of one year Cyprus was recover'd by the Per fians, 
and the Goyernours of the Provinces that had 
married theK.*s Daughters, having divided the 
Imian Towns among themſelves, got moſt of 
'<ra; whereupon Ar:ftagoras, defigning to flee 
into Thracia,, was KilPd. 

13. The Governours having reduced all the 
Jonians that lived above the Helleſpont, to Da» 
riur's Government, beſieged Afiletns, both by 
Sea and Land, The Jonian Ambaſſadors. but 
of regard to the Parjanian Council, refolvd 
to fit out a gallant Navy, to make-head a- 
gainſt them, and not to trouble themſelves 
with the levying of Land-forces. But the 
Perſian Officers did fo dexterovuſly imploy their 
intereſt with the Samian Tyrants, that the £a- 
mians obſerving the lazy backwardneſs of the 
reſt, gave them the flip, in hopes of obtaining 
pardon : and at laſt the others followed their 
example. 

14. Ailetus being block'd up, was at 
length carried by Mines, and other ſrata- 
gems uſual in the Sieges of Towns ; and was 
quite demoliſh'd in the 6h, year after their Re- 
volt, Hiſtiexs being toſs'd up and down, was 
at laſt taken Priſoner in the Ficld, by Harpagss 
the Perſian : His body was nail'd to a Croſs 
by Artapbernes, and his head was ſent to Da: 
ris, who was much diſturb'd at the death of 
ſo Greata Man.

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15. Thothe Commotions of the lovians were 
now aſleep, and the Ring leaders of the Re- 
bellion-puniſh'd, yet Darixs had no mind to 
put yu the Afﬀaoir, while the Athenians boldneſs 
paſs'd with impunity, and the deſtruttion of 
Sardes was unreſented, which incens'd him fo 
much againſt them, that he order'd his Servant. 
while he fat at Table, always to cry out, Mar 
fter remember the-Athenians, Firſt he ſent Am- 
baſſadors to Greece, to demand Proviſions from 
the Cities ; whom the Athenians and Lacederno- 
nians threw head-long into Pits, Then he feat 
Dates, the Median, and Artapherner, his Bro- 
ther's Son; at the head of a gallant Army a- 
gainſt them. 

16, Their orders were to lay Athens and E- 

retria waſte, and to bring the Inhabitants be- 
fore him. Evetri« indeed was taken by Treach- 
ery ; but when they march'd againſt the A4- 
thenians, they were ronted by them, under the 
Command of Miiades, in that great Battle 
which was fought in the Maratbonian Fields, 
in the 24, or 34. year of the 524.

20, Being encourag'd by this ſucceſs, he re- 
folv'd to attack the Grecians, purſuant to the 
advice of one Mardonias, a Coulin of his; and 
ſighted the _—_ remonſtrances of his Uncle 
Artahanxs, who preach'd up maderatian to him 
npon the account of the inconſtaucy of world- 
ly affairs, He was farther encourag'd to car- 
ry on that deſign by the ſolicitations of the 4- 
levade or Theſſalian Princes, who cavied. the 
Grecian Liderty, and the Piſifratide, who had 
a ſpiteful eye upon Arbers.

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32. Indeed it is unaccountable how the re- 
port of that Victory could fliye © fon iato 
Aſia ; for, upon ſubſequent Computations, it 
was found that the Engagement happen'd ia 
both places on the fame day : infomuch that 
forme alledge, the rumour was ſtarted on pur- 
=_ to animate the Soldiers, and, by good 
uck, was confirm'd by the Event. The fight 
happen'd in the 4d. or 4th. day of the moath 
Beedromien, in the 2d. year after Jorxes inva- 
ded Greece. 

33- All the Grecians went home, excepting 
the Arbenians, who Beieged Sefur, which in 
the latter end of the Autumn was abundon'd, 
and {© came into their hands. There was no- 
thing elſe ated this year : And thus an cad was 
put to that 2 years War of the Purfrans, or 
AMeder, as Thacydides calls it, in the 2d. year 
of the 55th. Olympiad, the 7th. year of Yer xer, 
A. M. 3426, 477 years before Chrift. 

$4. Arrxes took his difaſter fo it, that (us 
the ſtory has it) he ſet all the Churches of 
Aſia on hire, excepting that of Dias at Ephe» 
ſar. For the envy of that wicked inceſtuous 
Perſon, roſe in proportios to the —_— he 
was brought he his diſhonourable flght. 
The Grecrans, in porfuir of their Vidory, firſt 
uoder the Command of Pauſaxiar, and then 
under that of Cimes, made themſelves Maſters 
of ſeveral Towns, and did fo maul the Perfb- 
an; wita their Land Forces, that their King 
was oblig'd to make Peace. 
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35. The King being ready to fink under 
ſuch a load of miſery, there ſeemed nothing to 
be wanting, bot the misfortune to complex 
his rain : which — _ — - 
For ri ab anus a Hyre antan Captain of his Gua 
who in _— of hſetf of the King- 
dom, had enveighd AMulridater the Ennuc 
Gentlman of the Bed-chamber to the King ; 
this Cartain of the Guards with feven of his 
Sons fell upon the King at night, as be was 
going to Bed and, ſtrang!'d him, after he had 
reign'd 2- years and ſome months.

From the Death of Xerxes to the Death of 
Artaxcrxces Mnemon. 


The ſpace of 103 Tears, 


l, Er xe; being kill d,it remain'd Rillto make 
away with Darias, Artaxer xe and Hyſt af- 

;, his three Sons, before Arrabanus could bring 
his ojeſt to bear. In order to this end, im- 
iately after he had Killd the King, he went 
to Artaxerxe, and told him that Derias his 
Brother had a deſign upon him, whereupon 
he ſent a party to diſpatch Darizs out of the 


way. 
2. But after feven months (which Faſcbizs 
makes the period of his reign ) he was killed 
himſelf, rogether with his Complices, upon 
offering to attack Arraxerxes, By this means 
.the Government came into the hands of Ar- 
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taxerxes, who was called Longimanss, becauſe 
his right arm was longer than the lefr. This 
ha d in the qth. year of the 5+$ Olym- 
i or the beginning of the 4gth, while 
Lyſitheus was Archon, 463 years before Chriſt, 
A.M. 34490. 
4. In the Reign of Arraxerxcr, the Baftri- 
as rebell'd, but were quickly reduc'd. The 
x. ag gave him more trouble, who fub- 
themſelves to [narss, King of Libye, 
and routed Arhemencs, the Son of Daw, 
who was fent againſt 'em with a moſt nu» 
merous Army ; and block'd up the forry re- 
mains of his army fo that they cou'd not 
get off, Afrgabyzas Son to that Zopyrus who 
took Fabylon, and Artabaztar, were fent to re- 
lieve them : Accordingly they raigd the 
Siege, defeated the Egyprians, recover'd the 
whole Country, bating forme marſhy places, 
and took Jnars Prifoncr, and crucify'd him. 
4. The Valour of the Arbenrians upon this 
occakon was very remarkable + When their 
—_ were lying in the road of Ayblay, in 
order to affilt the Eryprians ; the Porfians 
drain'd the Water out of the Channel of 
the River, by ditches 5; and by that means 
left the Fleet upon dry ground. But the 4- 
thenians exhorted and encourag'd one anos 
ther to be guilty of nothing beneath the 
Character of a Grecian z; and fet their Ships 
on fire : and with an undaunted Courage dif- 
por'd themfelves for fighting : Whereupon, 
the Perſians ſaffer'd them to get off, tho” they 
were but daco Men, Thus they retura'd 
N 2 hone, 
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home, after they had been cngag'd in a ſuc- 
ceſleſs War 6 years. 

| Anrtaxerxe, inthe th. year of his reign, 
rubliſhd an Edi, allowing the ws to go 
and dwell at Toa/akm; and liberally farnih. 
ed them with all neceſſaries, leaying the di- 
firibution of 'em to the diſcretion of Ezr 

the Prieſt, This Edit mentions nothing © 
building the Walls ; yet it is not to be 
doubted, but the King dcehgn'd it, fince the 
Inhabitants and Builders of the Temple, could 
not be ſafe otherwiſe. 

6. If matters ſtand fo, then the 
of Daniel's 50 weeks muſt be 
this Junfture, Theſe weeks conſiſted of 490 

cars, terminating in the death of our Lord 
_ Tefus Chriſt. Indeed there are many various 
Opinions, concerning the beginning and the 
end of theſe years ; but they go _ weak 
grounds. However, if we reckoa from this 
wth. year of Arraxerxesr, down thro' the 
Reigns of the Per and Macedonian Kings, 
the Haſmonsi, and of Herod the Great ; or, 
thro” the ſeries of the Olympiads, and the 
years of Rome's ſtanding, n to the death 
of Chriſt ; The whole will amount to 490 
years, without any great odds. But of this 
more in our large — 

7. In the 2oth. year of Artaxerxes, upon 
the News that the Walls of Jeraſalon were 
thrown down, the Gates ſet on fire, and the 
People mightily oppreſs d ; Nebemiab, a Jew 
and Cupbearer tothe King, was te- 
ly diſpatch'd, by virtue of the old Edit 

racre 
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there being no neceſſity of a new one, to 
repair the Walls, and put the republick in 
Ger. 

$. The years accruing from the New Moon 
in the Month Niles, immediately after the 
reparation of the Walk, to the New Moon 
of the Month of Chriſt's Paſſhon, amount to 
474 of the Jalian form, which make 490 La- 
nar years. was upon this account that fe. 
veral Learned Men follow'd the opinion of 
Africanas, who reckon'd the courte of Dar- 
eos weeks, as running from this year to the 
death of Chriſt. But he reckond 47; years 
from this time to the Reign of Tiberiar, 
whereas, there was only 472, and Chriſt 
did not dye, but was baptiv'd ia the 15th. 
year of Tiberiss. 

0 The Arbmnians recalld Cimns from his 
Exile, and ſent him with 200 Ships againſt 
Cyprus, which was then ſubject to the Perfiar. 
He detach'd 60 ont of that number for E- 
yt to aſliſt Amriews, and with the reſt 
lock'd up Cirtanm. 

10, Cimens dy'd before this Town : But 
his Army, upon their return home, met the 
Perſian Navy, and defeated them ſo much, that 
the King calld a Council ; in which, a Peace 
was concluded vpon, and mutual Hoſtiliries 
prohibited. Peace being concluded with the 
Greeiaus, Megabyzar raisd up a Civil War, 
which, aſter ſeveral Engagements, was at 
length brought to an end. Arraxerxes having 
reignd 41 years, dy'd in the 2d. year of the 
g8th. Olympiad, 421 before the Birth of 
Chriſt, A.M. 3592. 
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11. Artaxerxes left only one lawful Son, 
namely, Artaxerxes, born of his Wife Da- 
maſpia, and 17 baſtard Sons, among whom 
were Sogdianus, Ochus, and Arſntes, Artaxerxes 
ſucceeded his Father, but was kill'd by Se- 
cundianus, in the 45th. day of his Reign. 
Secundianus drew upon himſelf the hatred of 
the Army, and was fo little eſteem'd, that 
Arberins, General of the Horſe, went over 
to Ochus; who, at laſt was oblig'd by 4-- 
xanes, Vice-roy of Egypt, and Artoxares, Go- 
vernor of Armenia, to put on the Turbant, 
or Cap peculiar to the Perſian Kings and 
Prieſts, 

12. Ochus being inveſted with the Govern- 
ment, took to himſelt the name of Daries. 
Having decoy*d Secundianus, he threw him 
into Aſhes; a form of puniſhment attributed 
by V alerius Maximus, to Darins, the Son of 
Hyſtaſpes, but by others to the Darieus we 
now ſpeak of, In his Reign the Medes re- 
volted; but were quickly reduc'd; He was 
marry'd to Paryſatis, Daughter to Xerxes, and 
his own Annt, by whom, in his private ca- 
pacity, he had a Son, Arſaces, and a 
Daughter, Amiſtris; and after he was made 
King, Cyrus, ſo call'd from the Sun, with 13 
others, In the 14th. year of his Reign he 
made Cyrus Governour ,of the Sea-coaſts 
with Authority over the other Satrape, and 
General of all the Forces that us'd to draw 
up in the Caſtalian Fields, 


13, He 
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13, He likewiſe gave Cyrus orders to aſ- 
fiſt the Lacedemonians again} the Athenians. 
For, at this time, the Grecians were Ccnga- 
ged with one another in the Pelopponeſean 
War, and inteſtine diviſions ; and he had 
been a conſiderable gainer by their Animo- 
ſities, thro* the miniſtry of Tiſaphernes, But 
he had a ſtrong mind to fee the Athenians 
ruin'd, becauſe he knew they were beſt ac- 

vainted with Naval Aﬀairs, and always 
avour'd the /onians, in memory of their Q- 
riginal, 

14. Cyrxs had ſcarce Govern'd 2 years, 
when he was fo tranſported with Froſperi- 
ty, that he put to death Awobeſaces and Mi- 
trenus, his own kinſmen, becauſe in their 
approaches to him, they did not keep up 
their hands within their Garments, which 
was uſual in making Addreſſes to the King. 
A heavy complaint being given in to the 
King, upon this matter, he was call'd to his 
Father, who ſoon after dy'd, aft.r he had 
reigned 19 years, in the 4th. year of the 
93d. Olympiad, the latter end of the 27th. 
and laſt year of the Pelopponneſian War, 43 
before Chriſt, A, M. 3600. 

15, While Darizs lay a dying Paryſatis his 
wif. ſolicited him to leave the Kingdom to 
Cyr::s, in imitation of Xerxes, in conliderati- 
on that he was a King, and not a private 
Man, when he begot him : But the King 
rcjeted the propoſal, as being highly unjuſt 
ſo that A-ſaces, who was call'd Artaxerxes, 
ſucceeded his- Father, and with reterence to 
his cxceilent memory was firnam'd AMnemon. 

N 4 Cyrus, 
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Cyrus had the Government of the Cities left 
him ; but that did not fatisfic his Ambitious 
Temper : He had a mind to be a King, and, 
in order to compaſs that end, reſoly'd im- 
mediately to kill his Brother. 

16, His Plot being diſcover'd, his Mothers 
tears and interceſſion ſav'd him from con- 
dign puniſhment ; but being ſent into Lydis, 
his own Province, he inſiſted on his former 
projects, and was the more eager upon ſedi- 
tious deſigns, that he was at fo great a di- 
ſtance from the King. With various pre- 
tences and artifices, he procur'd Auxiliaries 
from all corners. 

17, He march'd againſt the King at the 
head of 12800 Grecians, and 10000 Barbarians. 
After he had pitch'd 93 Camps, and march'd 
$35 Perſian miles, 1630 furlongs, and above 
200-000 paces; He found the King, attended 
by 900000 Men, 

18, The Valour of his Grecian Troops, 
which the Perſians were not able to cope with 
had been a ſufficient bulwark for him, h 
not his own temerity, and the lazineſs or 
timorouſneſs of Clearchus, the Lacedemonian 
General, occaſion'd hisdeſtrudtion : For, while 
the former ruſt'd in among his Enemies Troops, 
in order to find out his Brother, the other 
lingred in bringing vp the Grecijans. So that 
Cyrus dy*d in the battel at Cunaxa, about $co 
furlongs from Babylon : A Man of a Princely 
mind, and one that merited a Crown, be- 
yond all thoſe who derived their original 
from Cyr«: the Great, 
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19. The Grecians, who thought of nothing 
but ViAtory, having routed all thoſe who © 
re them, were extreamly mortified by 

News of Cyrus's death. They invited 
Arieus the Perſian,who commanded hisT 
to poſſeſs himſelf of the Kingdom, but he 
rejected the propoſal ; fo that they were 0- 
bliged to think of returning into their own 
Country, Artaxerxes purſud them, but his 
Soldiers were. ſtruck with ſuch a Conſter- 
nation, that he was oblig'd to retire, and 
ſuffer them to get off, Tiſſaphernes took up- 
on him the task of managing the Grecians, 
and, having deſir'd an interview with the 
Captains, perfidioufly KkilPd them : But ©0- 
thers were choſen in their room, and MXe- 
— an Athenian, was made Commander 
of the Forces, 

20, At laſt, notwithſtanding that they 
were Foreigners in that Country, deſtitute 
of all Proviſions, unacquainted with the Paſ- 
ſages, and oblig'd to make their way over 
craggy Mountains, and almoſt impaſſable Pla- 
ces; in a Country, where the unwholeſome- 
neſs of the Air, the ruggedneſs of the Ground 
and the watchful ſpite of the Enemies did 
at once attack them ; yet, by Divine Provi- 
dence, and the' Miniſtry of Xenophon's lingu- 
lar Prudence, they got off clear. It is rec- 
kon'd, that, in coming and going, they En- 
camped. in 212 places ; they march'd 1150 
Perfian miles, 34255 furlongs, 4281000 paces. 
In the whole Expedition they ſpent + year 
and 3 months. 


21. In 
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21. In the meantime Paryſatis was infinite- 
x SE with the death of Cyrus, whom 

loy'd beyond all things ; and diſplay'd all 
manner of cruelty upon thoſe whom ſhe ſu- 
ſpeed as inſtruments of his ruin. She poi- 
ſon'd Starira the Queen, with whom ſhe had 
many occaſions to be angry. But, after all, 
Artaxerxes behav'd himſelf very modeſtly 
towards his Mother ; for, tho? he knew that 
ſhe always lov'd his Brother better than him, 
and endeavour'd by al means to get him 
to ſucceed his Father ; and that now ſhe was 
the occaſion of the death of a Wife which he 
lov'd very tenderly : yet he neither injor'd 
her by word nor deed ; only, when ſhe told 
ſhe was going to Babylon, he reply'd, that 
he was very well fſatish'd with her deſign, 
but withal, that he would not fee that Town 
while ſhe liv'd, ; 

23. Artaxerxes having thus put hisAﬀairs in- 
toa peaccable ſtate, bended his mind npon the 
recovery of the Cities that had revolted. The 
charge of this interpriſe was committed to 
T iſſaphernes, and not to Pharnabazas, whoſe 
name has crept into the Hiſtory of Diods- 
rus Sicalns, thro" the negligence of Writers, 
or ſome other miſtake. The Jonjans finding 
the deſign was upon them, ſolicited the La- 
cedemonians to aſſiſt them. The Lacedement- 
ans were {o tranſported with their ſucceſs 
againſt Arbens, that they thought of no ſmall 
matters; and being encourag'd by the re- 
turn of the Grecians, who had follow'd Cy- 
rus, embrac'd the opportunity of invading 

Aſia, 


a 
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Aſia, and began to entertain ſome hopes of 
maſtering, it. 

23. They fent an Embaſly to Tiſapherner, 
which be lighted ; whereupon ſent 
Thimbrones with an Army againſt him ; but 
Thimbrones being misfortunate, was ſoon af- 
ter degraded and baniſh'd. Dercyllidas foc- 
ceeded him : who by reaſon of his extraordi- 
nary ſagacity was firnam'd Si/yphas. He ſoon 
perceiv'd that he had two Generals to en- 
counter ; and therefore endeavour'd to gain 
one of them ; by which means he rais'd fach 
a jfalouſic between the two, that Pharnabazas 
(one of 'em) went home to the King, and 


accusd i _ (whom Dereyllidas had re- 
tain'd) of Treachery, Upon his ſolicitation 
Conon, the Arheviav, was made Admiral of 
the Fleet. After that, orders were given to 
invade Caria, Tiffapherne?s Proyince, where- 
v an Interview was agreed to, and a 

race concluded upon, in order to a Peace, 

24. However, the Truce did not retard the 
building of a new fleet in Phberzicis, which 
was given out as conſiſting of 4200 Ships. Upon 
the News whereof, Ageſdaxs, King of Sparta 
was ſent into Aſia © and he made uſe © 
Lyſander for his Ambaſſador, a man that 
was admirably well versd in Military Af- 
fairs, who, by his celebrated Vigtory of the 
—_— had put an end to the Peloponne- 

ar, 

25. Agcſilaus behay'd himſelf fo well, that 

he was likewiſe made Admiral of the Navy. 


He did fo over-reach Tifſapberses, and fought 
fo ſucceſsfully ia his ſend 
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was again charg'd with Treac and pu- 
i'd with thefjok of his TW The 
being firted out, Aypeſilaws flatter'd himſelf 
with the —_ of turning the Perſian out 
of Aſia. , 


thrauſter, Tifſaphernes's Succeſ- 
for, —_ of the prox, faw there 
was no other way of diverting the deſign, 
but that of giving the Lacedemonians fo much 
trouble at home. that they were obliged to 
to recall their King, for the relief of his 


26, In purſuance of this thought, he ſent 
Timocrates, the Khodian, with $0 Talents of 
Gold into Greece, in order to bribe the 
heads of Fattions, and tempt 'em to make 
War with the Lacedemonians, This projet 
took fo well, that in the ſpace of 1 year, 
a great Confpi broke out againſt the 
Lacedemonians, which occaſion'd fo great a 
War, that they were oblig'd to recall their 
King, He was mightily troubled for being 
oblig'd to return, juſt when he was ſetting 
out for the upper Provinces, whom the glo- 
ry of his name it felf would have retain- 
ed; and was hugging himſelf in the happy 
iſſue of all his and hopes. 

37. However, his regard to his Coantry 
ourweigh'd all other fideratians, and his 
Redfaſt opinion was, that a General was 0- 
blig'd to obey the Laws and the Magiſtrates. 
Upon his departure from Aſs, he faid in a 
merry , that goooo Archers had 
beat him oot of Af, alluding to fo many 
pieces of Money, bearing the Effigies of an 
Archer, with which they had purchav'd the 
War agaiaſt the Lacedemoniant 28. 
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23. Notwithſtanding that Apeſilaw was 
recall'd, the Lacedemonians, were fo routed 
by Conon at Sea, and fo much oppreſs'd at 
home, that t began to fear that the 
Athenians ight recover their former 
Power ; and thereupon made Peace with 
the King, by the Miniſtry of Antalcides ; 
whence it was calld Pax Antalcide. Avta- 
xerxes by this means being free of the Gre» 
cian War, and having put his Aﬀairs in a 
pretty good order, pointed the dint of his 
Arms towards Cyprus, which Evageras had 
almoſt maſter. 

29. Evagoras was overcome at Sea ; but 
the Perſian Officers happening to Quparrel 
among themſelves, a Peace was upon 
about 2 years after, after the laying out of 
qo Talents upon the War. And by this 
means Evagoras peacefully enjoy'd the bet- 
ter part of his former rolſeſons After that 
Avtaxerxer wagd War with the Caduſian;, 
but with ſmall ſucceſs. In the mean time 
Egypt had revolted for ſeveral years. When 
he ſet about the reducing of ir, he carry'd 
on his deſigns pretty happily, till a private 
Quarrel between Pharnabazas and Jpbicrater, 
rvin'd it. 

30. In the mean time the Grecian were 
mutually engag'd in Civil Wars, which he 
endeavour'd to adjuſt, thinking to get af 
liſtance from them againſt Egyptians. 
But the Lacedemonians were fo angry with 
him for including Afcſere in the era- 


cy, that ſent relief to Arboris, King 
> te © the Grecian Towns in 
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Teribazar, who loſt his Life in Daria: his 
lot.

33. Artaxerxts was acquainted with all 
theſe things, but being worn out with Age, 
could not parſec them. His grief and trou- 
ble of mind was fuch, that be funk under 
it, and dy'd in the ggth, year of his Age, 
the 43d. of his Reign, the 3d. of the royth. 
Olywpiad, 360 years before the birth of 
Chriſt, A. M. 3944. His Subjetts reckon'd 
him the meckeſt of Men, eſpecially upon 
the account, that the cruelleſt of Parricides 
was his Sacceffor.

O'7 ſucceeding to his Father, in memory 
of him, was Girnam'd 4Ararcy xc. This 
is that Abaſucrss the Hutband of Efther, men- 
tioned in the Holy Scriptures : knce the Cir- 
cumſtances there related, quadrate beſt with 
him, He is Gaid to have concealed his Fa- 
ther's death for 16 months, till all the Pco- 
le were fativfied, by the ſending about the 
Royal Seal, that Arreaxerxes had nominated 
Ochas for his Socceſſor, Having purchas'd 
the Kingdom by Wickednefs, he refolv'd to 
eſtabliſh it by more of the ſame Ramp : Ac- 
cordingly he fIFd the Palace with Farba- 
rous 
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4- Afemor reconcil'd Artabars and ſeveral 
others with the King, and reduc'd the whole 
Kingdom to a peaccable ſtate. At this time 
Philip, Ring of Macedonia, fouriſh'd mighwly, 
and befieg'd Perinchas, @ Town in T bracia, 
htuated upon the Propentir. Ochus beiag jea» 
lous and afraid of the overgrown power of 
that Ki and finding the Perinebian; in 
4 fad order's the Governours of 
the Maritim Provinces to give ſpeedy and 
preſent relief to the beſieged ; by which means 
the hopes of the Aaredonian were fruſtrated: 
Alexander, the Son of Philip, did afterwards 
twitt the Perſians with this, when they com- 
plain't of his incurſion. 

$- Inthe oth. year of Ochas, Manſolur, Vice- 

roy of Caria, dy's without Iiſve ; his Wite, 
Arie built fuch a noble Tomb for him, 
that the Raman dignik's their Magnificent 
Buildings , with the name of  Afauſolrs. In 
the mean time Bagoe', an Eunuch, was fo great 
a favourite of the King, that he diſpos'd of 
every thing xxcording to his pleaſures.

12. The next Sprin he ſent Parmenio, A- 
mynta; and Arrales e him into Af, un- 
der the pretence of reſcuing the Grecian Ci- 
ties ; himſelf, deſigning to , Was mur- 
der'd by one Parſamas, ot his v Wed- 
ding. Upon his death Daris him- 
ſelf ſecure, and flighted Alexander, the Sor 
and Succeſſor of Filip, who was then a youth 
of 20 years of 

13. Bat Aer had an invincible great- 
neſs of mind, and did not fail to cnlarge his 
Patrimony. He ſurmounted all difficulties in 
Greece, and crofs'd the Helleſpoxr, at the head 
of an Army of 31000 Foot, and $105 Horſe. 
Darias thought it not _ to overlook 
ſmall things, and therefore ſent an Armyto 


oppoſe him ; but flatter'd himſelf with the 
hopes of fo great ſucceſs, that in contempt 
of the Jayenile Ardour, he order'd that Boy 

to 
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to be firſt whipd with rods; before he was 
brought into his preſence. 

14. Afemncn the Khbodian, a Man admirably 
well vers'd in Military Aﬀairs, was made Ge- 
neral to the Perfians Army. He was of opi- 
niva that they ſhould by no means cngage 
with Alexander, but Rop his further progrets 
by laying the Country waſte all adout him, 
and transter the War (if poſſible) into 
their Enemies Kingdom, by invading Aface- 
domia ;, which mcans he won'd be recall" 
to de his own Conntry, Eur the Perf- 


* «+ flighted this ſfeaſonable advice, as being 


too mean and nnaworthy of their Honour and 
Valour, and thought it much are credita- 
ble to come to an Engagement: According- 
ly, they attack'd Alerander, after be crofsd 
the River Grams, and were routed, with 
the loſs of 12000 Men. 

14, The fame of this Glorioas Victory, 
procur'd him the cake Conqueſt of 47. Ar 
Gordinm, a Town in Plrygie, finding that he 
cou'd not untye Afider's, knor, he cot it with 
his Sword, and by that means either fulfilled 
or cluded the Oracle. Darin employ 'd AMem- 
now, his Gtneral, to draw rogerher a new 
Army, and fit out a Fleet of 30o Ships. Bot 
Afemnen in the mean time dy d, and the in- 
tereſt of Darias fell with him. The King 
finding none fit for the office. headed his Ar- 
my himſelf. He march out of Babylon towards 
Cilicia at the head of an Army of 4ocoo0

/ 16, Darixs purſu'd Alexander to the Straits 
of Cilicia, fancying that he declin'd Battle as 
the flatterers had ſuggeſted to him : He came 
vp with Alexander near to [ſſ;, where he en- 
Ns with all his Force, and was routed, 
oblig'd to flee, riding upon a Mare that 
lately foal'd, There were 10000 Perfiens kil- 
led, and 4oooo taken Priſoners ; whereas, 
the Macrdonians fearce loſt 300 Men. The 
Mother, Wife and Children of Darizs were 
taken, This Battel happen'd in the monthr 
Mamatlerion, while Lycoſtratws, Or Nicocrates, 
was Archon, in the qth. year of the 42d. O- 
lympiad, the 4th. of Darixs, the 4th. of Ale» 
xandrr, A.M. 2672. 

17. Darius being routed at 7, many of 
his Governours went over to Alexander, Da» 
rus __ pag eek to the - of __—_— 
4is, 'about ranſomi . his Priſoners, 
and did not ſpeak the cas overcome, tho 
this was the ſecond ti but as if he had 
the better on't; neither did he deign to give 
bis Adverſary the Title of King. But his 
Adverſary anſwer'd him bravely; and like a 
King. | Alexander quickly red d Syria, and 
all Phoenicia, excepting Tyras, which he af- 
terwards maſter'd, by an unheard of method. 

18, For the Town being ſituated in an I-

19. After the taking of Tyrws, Daria: ſent 
Propoſals of Peace to Alexander, which Ale- 
xander did not much mind, but invaded 7«- 
dea ;, the Inbabitants whereof had forn Al- 
legiance to Darixs, and refus'd to ſurrender 
to him. At that time the Governour of the 
Jews was ones Faddus, whoſe Brother Mana/- 
ſer had marry'd the Davghter of Seanbaler, 
Governour of Seamarias, under Darias, This 
being dane contrary to the Laws of the 
Country, and he refuſing to part with his 
Wite, his Father-in-Law Sarbatat built 2 
Temple in Gerizin, 8 Mountain in Samarie, 
in which he was to perform the Office of a 
High-prieſt. 

20. AMexender was mightily incens'd at the 
anſwer ſept him by the Jews, and threat- 
ned deſtriction to the whole Nation ; where- 
upon FJadds, io his Pontificial habit, went 
out to meet him : As ſoon as the King faw the 
Prieſt, he alighted from his Horſe, and wor- 
ſhip's him. And when Permenio ask'd him 
the .xeaſon of fa doing ; he anſwer'd, that 
he warſhipd the God at that Prieſt, who 
appeard to him in fach a babit in Greece, 
when he was conſidering ſeriouſly of the

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War, and encourag'd him to go on in the 
deſign'd Expedition, The Prophecy of Da- 
nel, which plainly pointed to him, was laid 
open before him ; whereupon he offer'd Sa- 
crihe to their God, and ly allow'd the 
Nation ſeveral immunities, and gave liberty 
to all the Jews, that had a mind to be Sol- 
diers, to worſhip God in their own way: 
Having taken Gaza, where he was wound- 
ed in the ſhoulder ; he maſter'd all Paleſtine, 
and from thence march'd into Fgypr, which 
came into his hands without ſtroke of Sword, 
He built a new City between the Lake Ma- 
reotis and the Egyptian Sea, in the ſame 
place where the Village Rhacoris ſtood, and 
chriſten'd it Alexandria, In this work he 
employ'd Dinocrates, or Staſicrates, This 
Town, which afterwards became very fa- 
mous, was founded in the th. year of Ale- 
xander, the 1ſt. year of the 112th. Olym- 
piad, the 417th. of Nabonaſar : From whence 
Ptolomens, the celebrated Mathematician of 
this City, dates the beginning of the «Ara 
of Alexander, in the. month Thoth of the 
Fth. year of Dariurs reign, 329 years before 
Chriſt, A. M. 3673. . 

22. Alexander went from Egypt to the 
Hammonian Oracle, where the Goddeſs, ei- 
ther thro* Ignorance or the Corruption of 
the Greek Language, ſaluted him as the Son 
of Tupiter. From thence he took occaſion 
to aſpire beyond human things, and require 
the adoration of a God, -_ to that pur- 
poſe was call'd by the Arabs, Dulcarnajin. 


23. In 
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23. In the mean time Dariz# was P- 
ring for another Battel, and drew toget 
in Army that doubled the number of that 
which fought at Js. Alexander with all 
poſſible ſpeed croſPd the' Exphrares, and Ti- 
grisz and his Expedition mm croſſing the lat- 
rer, put his Soldiers in fuch a condition, 
that Darixs might eaſily have routed them. 
But the Perſe Endpire was now on its 
laſt Legs, and the fatal Exit was unavoi- 
dable. 

24. Statira, ' Darinss Wiſe, was fo fatigu'd 
with the Journey, that ſhe miſcarry'd by 
the way, and dy'd. Her death made Ale- 
xandey cry bitterly. This his humanity made 
ſuch an impreſſion upon Darizs, that he of- 
fer'd him his Daughter Sratira, with 30-00 
Talents, and all Afa, lying between the Hel- 
leſpont and Emphrates. 

25. But Alexander rejected theſe terms, 
as being not favourable enough ; ſo that 
they came to another Engagement vpon the 
River Bumelus, near the Village Gaugamels; 
where Dari«s was routed, and put to filghr, 
as caſily as before, and loſt an infinite num+ 
ber of Men ; which Authors do not certain- 
ly agree upon. This Battel was fought the 
sth. day of the month Boedromion, in the 
6th. year of Alexander, the 6th, of Da- 
rius, the 2d. of the 112th, Olympiad, 
and while Ariſfophanes was Archon, A. M. 
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26. Alexander finding that he cou'd not 
come up with Darias, when he fled, went 
to Arbela, and was there proclaim'd Kin 
of Afis; Then he ſet out for Babylon, a 


d that City-ia great ſplendour. From 
thence he went to Su/a, where a large Trea- 
was given him: And from thence to

27. Then be went to Paſargade, 3 Town

;, Here he open'd Cyws Tomb, 
= he found a Golden Bed, a Golden 
Table and Cups, and a great quantity of 
Garments adorn'd with Pearls. Then he 
render'd himſelf maſter of all Perfis, what 

and what by other methods, a+ 
bout the riſing of the Pleiades, from whence 
the Ancients us'd to date the beginning of 
Summer. 

28. Darias, in order to have the - 
tunity of renewing the War, at a conlide- 
rable diſtance, towards Battria. Befſus, 
the Governour of that Country, and Ns- 
pertancs, the General of the Horſe, bound 
him with Fetters, and when they heard of 
Alexander's approach, wounded him mortal - 
ly, They likewiſe wounded the Beaſts that 
drew his Coach, and left them to wander 

without 
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24. He found Daria: juſt expiring in his 
Coach, who delir'd of him a draught of 
Water. Polyſtratus gave him ſuch as he 
could find, which was muddy, and polluted 
with dead Corpſes; and Darixs faid he ne- 
ver drunk with more pleaſure in his Life, 
becauſe he was ſcarce ever thirſty when he 
drank. He return'd thanks to Alexander for 
his fGingular humanity, and wiſh'd him the 
Empire of the World. He affirm'd that it 
was his intereſt, and that of all Prin- 
ces, not to ſuffer his death to go unpuniſh- 
ed, Then he gave Polyſtrarxs his hand, with 
a return of thanks, and expir'd. 

o. Authors give ſtrange accounts of the 
plendor, Loxury and Pleaſures of Darins, 
which are rather ts be imputed to the cor- 
ruption of the times, than to him : He ke 
in his Camp all ſorts of Cooks, ConfeRti- 
oners, and dreſſers of Meat, and Perfumers, 
that nothing might be wanting towards his 
bodily res. As for other things, ſe- 
yeral Authors have given full acconnrs of 
the noble Splendor of the Table and En- 
tertainments of the Perſian Kings. 

31. They uy'd to have ſeveral Wives, and 
allot them ſeveral Cities, appointing one to 
furniſh Ornaments for the Head, angther 
for other parts, and ſo on. However, Da- 
rix/s Death concluded the Perſian Empire, 
in the 203d. year after its beginning, = 
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th. year of the Reign of Davis, the 5th, 
of his the 3d. year of the 112th, O- 
Iympiad, 328th. before Chriſt, in the 
month Acarombem, under the Archonſhip 
of Ariffophon, A. M. 3675.

Of the Aﬀairs of Greece, from the begin- 
ning of the Perlian chy, to the 
death of Xerxes. 


r.JN the reign of Cyrus the Great, Poly- 
crater, Tyrant of Saws, flouriſh'd ; 

and from a mean Original, advanc'd bimſelt 
to ſo happy a State, that none of the Gre- * 

cian Tyrants cou'd match. 

2. Snidas derives the name of Tyramas from 
Tyrrbeni an Jtalian People, famons for their Cru- 
ty and Robberies: Others, fromTyras, a City, 
that flouriſh'd in Riches and Glory. Art _ 
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the name imply'd no harm ; far all the An- 
cient Pocts, 


FHemer, give it to 

and worthy Kings. Afterwards the Violence 
and Cruelty of forme, who invaded the Ad- 
miniſtration of Aﬀairs, and Uſurp'd the Go- 
verniment of Cities, withont any right, gave 
occaſion to the word's being apply'd to an 
unfavourable meaning + And from the time 
that it fell under that acceptation, we fel- 
dom meet with it as apply'd otherwiſe. 

3. However, Polycrares having reduc'd the 
Citizens to a worſe ſtate than that of Nlave- 
ry, was fo very ſucceſsful, that whatever he 
did, he came off with the Victory. He in- 
vaded all his Neighbours, without any dit- 
ference, proteſting that he would oblige his 
Friend more in reſtoring what be took from 
him, then in taking nothing at all. But 4- 
maſir, the Egyprian, with w he had en- 
ter'd into a Leagne, aftrm'd, that his vnac- 
countable happineſs would terminate in ſome 
terrible diſaſter ; and with that view per- 
ſwaded him to give his fortune another 
turn, by throwing away what was deareſt 
to him. 

4. He went aboard of a Ship, and threw 
out a Ring, with a Seal upon it of Emerauld. 
= GT ſo that the Ring was afterwards 
t in the belly of a Fiſh, which for its 
ſtately bulk, was given to the Kiag, as 2 
Preſert, Upon the News of that Accident, 

{ renounc'd all Friendſhip with him, as 
foreſecing that he would come to a miſerable 
And indeed he prov'd no falſe Pro- 
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9. The Lacedemeniats fided with Iagoras, 
and their Garriſon was turn'd out - together 
with him. Their King, Clemens, taking 
that for an Aﬀront, march'd once more a- 
alt the Arbenions, but return'd without 
ing any thing, Soon after, Daria: having 
redoc'd the rebel Jonian;, ſent Ambaſſadors 
to Greece, to demand Subjetion. The In- 
habitants of and the other Ilands com- 
ply'd with his demands. Cloamemes. the Le- 
cedemanian, came to «Aging, t> take up the 
heads of the revolt, but Denaratss, his Col- 
league, with whom he was at Yariance, pre- 
vented his deſign : Whereupon, he was fo 
inacens'd, that be retura'd to and 
Demaratu! degraded, and Lexrychides put 

n his place. 

10, Both of 'em were puniſh'd for the 
injury they did to Demararu 1, for Lexrychide: 
was tound guilty of Treachery, and dy'd in 
his Exile : And Clemens turn's Lumtick, 
and ripd vp his fleſh, beginning at his 
feet, and when he came to the guts kill'd 
himfelf, The "_- v" renewed the War 
with the peo me : Upon the ac- 
count, that while by detain'd their 
Hoſtages, they intercepted a Galley that 
us'd to fail every year from Arbens to Delphs, 
But upon XYerxes'$invahon of Greeee they clap'd 
up a Peace. 

11, In the time of this War, the Battel 
between the Abmorn and Darizs's Forces, 
was fought-'at Aoratbon ; in which Afatriader, 
the Grecian General, came off with the Vi- 


Qory. This Afiltiades: was the Son of C5- 
mn, 
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mon, and late Tyrant of Cherſaneſar, He un- 
dertook a fruitle(s Expedition agaiaſt the 
Parii, upon which be was fin'd in a =p 


ſam of Money, and not being able to pay 


dy'd ia Prifon : Nay, —_———_ were kept 
up till Cimes his Son deliver' himſelf 9p up 


as a pledge, who did not get out till the 
Money . was paid. 

12. Soon after Yerxer invaded Greece. The 
Athenians were the chick Authors of this 
War, and accordingly ſuſtain'd the greateſt 
burden in it. Their Viftory is a'moſt whol- 
ly owing to the Ggacity and induſtry of 
Themiftocle: ;, for "'twas he that perſwaded the 
Citizens to build a Fleet, that diverted the 
Pelogenne fian; from returning home, and put 
_ to flight. 

ider, who, by reaſon of mo 

anc his life, was firnam'd the Joſt 
jpin'd with Themifocks. Formerly indeed 
Themiftocles had put him out of the City; 
by virtue of the Oftr raci/ous, but recall'd him 
when be faw his atry reduc'd to that 
extremity of danger.

the Grec:a#s routed and I'd Afordoanias, bis

6, The Athenians tranſported with 
their new Power po 4d themſelves of 
Thaſus, as fakin it 311 chat the People of 
that Iſland be maſters of Silver and 
Gold Mines. The Lav: defir'd afliftance 
of ; _ t they were buke 
at home, being engag'd with the AHthre, 
who rebeW'd and rolſefs' themſelves of /- 
thomer, after a great Earthquake. $o that 
the People of Theſus were left to the dif- 
cretion of their Enemy, 

7. The Lactdemonians having loſt 43000 
Men, and ſeveral Houſes, by the Earth-quake, 
ſought help from the Athenians, The Athe- 
wians ſent them Auxiliary Forces : But the 
Lacedemonians, upon fome figifter Conſtru- 
Qion, ſent them immediately home again. 
This the Athenians look'd upon as a great 
Aﬀeront, and thereupon enter d into a League 
with the Argivan,, their Enemies. Atter 19 
years they expell'd their Servants out of /- 
thomer, abd polleſyd themfielves of Mgers, 
which had bded with the Lacedemonian: againſt 
the Coriathian;, This was the Original of 
the Jealouſics berween the Arbentans and Spar- 
tans, as allo between the former and the Co+ 
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$. At the ſame time Afycene was taken 
and deſtroy'd by the Argivans, becauſe the 
Citizens wou'd not fit with the Argivan 
yoke, The War between the Arhbeniar: and 
Corinthians upon the account of Agars broke 
out again, but the Arbenians came off with 
the Victory. The Athenjans likewiſe alſifted 
the Phocians againſt the Porians and Lace- 
demonians, but were not ſo ſucceſsful, and be- 
ſides ſuſtain'd ſeveral loſſes' ip Fgype and 
elſewhere, ſo that they were obliged to wake 
Peace with the Peloponneſian, and th part 
ner Bavtia, at the fame time that the 1- 
land Fabeas revolted from 'em. 

9. However, Pericles, the Son of Xanthi 
po recover'd Exbes to them, and did fo 

ibe the Peloponneſian, Ofhcers, that they re- 
tourn'd home and left Arrica, when they had 
juſt invaded it. This fucceB - difpoyd both 
partics to a Peace of Fr Soon after 
Pericles (dbdy'd the i Samos, and the 
Byzantians were ſo apprehenſive of rhe like 
fate, that they ſurrender'd their City to the 
Athenian. 

10, In the 2d, year of the. 85th, Olym- 
piad, ard the 25th. of Artaxerxe: 1 - 
"us, theſe Commorions happen'd, 'which not 
only occaſion'd the Corirrhbian War, but laid 
the foundation of the Pelopennreſian, The 
People of Corcyra, were a Colony of the 
Corinthians, nd” thoſe of Fpi Were. a- 
nother of the Corcyreans. he Epi FT 
were penny with Sedirions at and 
finding their own baniſh'd Perſons too hard 


for them, had recourſe to the Corcyreans 25

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their Patrons : But they cicher favorer'd the 
ſedir ous Perſons, or were fo taken vp with 
other thiags that they coy'd not mind their 
concerts, . Lhe Coriachians, who always com- 
plain'd of the Haughtine(s and Pride of their 
Colonies, embrac'd this opportunity of Cha- 
ſtiſing them. At the ſame time the Corcy- 
reans allegd'd, that the buſineſs of Eprdomr- 
"ns belong'd wholly to them, and that the 
Corinthians did amils in offering to meddle 
with ir, 

11, The Town being defended by a Ce- 
rinthian Gartiton, was taken by the Corey 
reans, who, finding themſelves not able to 
cope with the Corizrbians, cater'd into an 
Alliance with the Athenians, The Arbeni- 
ans indeed thought to find their account by 

eſling themſelves of: the Iflagd Corcyra, 
rom whence they might be able to annoy 
rhe Peloponne frans, with whom they ſaw aWar 
ready to break out, 

12, With their aſſiſtance, the Corcyreans 
defeated the Corinthians, in a Sea Engage- 
ment. The Awheriaz;, for tear the Corn 
thians ſhould prepnce them 1a Threcie by 
inveigling their Citics, cndeavour'd to per- 
ſwade the Poridaute, a Colony of the Carine 
thians planted in the 1fbmus Palene, to rejet 
the Magiſtrate that was ſent them every 
year from Coriarh, and to take In an Athe- 
nias Garriſon 1 but the Porideare refuſing to 
comply with the motion, were” black'd up 
by Seca and Land, 
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13. This incenyd the Corinthians, and 
mov'd them to defire the aſſiſtance of 
their Neighbours, who ſent Ambaſſadors 
to Lacedemon to arraign the Atheni- 
ans, There a War was agreed and con- 
cluded upon, and an Embaſſy was ſent to 
demand ſuch things of the Athenians, as 
they knew wou'd never be granted, Sthe- 
nelaidas the Ephorus perſwaded the Lacede- 
monians to engage in this War ; and Pericles 
on the other hand ſtirr'd up the Athenians, 
to the end that the publick buſineſs might 
divert the People from _—— the Ac- 
counts of the Money giv'n for publick uſes, 
which he had laid out upon his private con- 
cerns. Hitherto they had carry'd on their 
debates without the formalities of Heravlds 
but ſo ſoon as their conteſts were carri'd 
on ſo far as to infringe their mutual Leagues, 
they gave riſe to a heavy War, 

14. At this time flouriſh'd chylus, the 
Tragedian ; Jccus, the Phyſitian of Tarentum ; 
Alnaxagoras of Clazomene, whom Pericles his 
Diſciple ſeconded 3 Paryaſic, the Poet ; Peri- 
cles the incomparable Athenian General and 
Orator, whoſe Harangues, ſays — 
were able to Lighten and Thunder, and 
ſet all Greece by the ears: For in former 
times Eloquence and Valour lodg'd in the 
fame Perſons. Charondas, Law-giver to the 
Thurii, and Zalencus, Law-giver to the Lo» 
&ri, both of *em Pythagoras's Diſciples. 
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15. Meliſſus, Protagorar, Empedocles, Hero- 
dotus Halicarnaſſexs, whom Cicero intitles the 
Father of Hiſtory ; Exripides the Tragedian, 
and Sophocles, the Arheman General; Phryng 
chus, Comedian ; and Pindarus of Thebes, 
the Prince of Lyrick Poets, In the year pre- 
ceding the Peloponneſian War, when Apſendes 
was Archon, Meton the Athenian commenc'd 
his cycle of the Moon, or the Golden num- 
ber, containing 19 years.

— and every thing was carried on by 
orce, 


Þ TI Peloponneſian 'War broke out inthe 
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2, In the ſecond month of the Government 
of Pyrhodorxs, in the beginning of the Spring, 
the Thebazs apprehending the approach of the 
War, attempted to poſſeſs themſelves of Pla- 
tea, as being a place very convenient for their 
deligns: But the Citizens roſe up and cut 
off their Souldiers, a ſmaller number of 
whom had enter'd the City than they imagin'd, 
This the Athenians cried out upon, as being 
an injury done to them who were engapg'd in 
an Alliance with the Plateans;, and in reſent- 
ment took the Beeorians Priſoners whereever 
they met them. Thus the League was mutu- 
ally broke and both fides took up Arms. But 
moſt of the Grecian: ſided with the Lacedemo- 
nians, Who were then look'd upon as the Pro- 
tetors of Greeee. 

3. All the Peloponneſians, bateing the Argi- 
vans and Athemianr, lided with them : And 
even among. theſe the Palenians joined with 
them at firſt, and their example was afzer- 
wards follow d by the reſt, Our of the Pelo- 
ponneſus they were joyn'd by the Aegirans, 
Phocians, Lacrians, Beotians, Ambracians, Lew 
cadians, and Anattorians, The Athenians were 
joined by the people of Chios, Lerbos,  Platen, 
Meſſexe, Nenpattim, Acarnania, Corcyra, Za» 
cinthas, and the other Towns : The Carians 
towards the Seca fide, with the Deoriazs their 
neighbours, the Jeniax: that liv'd towards the 
Heleſpore, ſeveral Thracian Cities, and. many 
other Towns , belles the Iſlands lying to 
the caſtward between Creer and the Pelopanne- 
ſs, together with all the Cyciades, excepting 
Melws and Thera, 

4. The 
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4: The Confederates being gather'd into 
nne Body at the /{hmuinvaded Arrice, nnder 
the Command of Archidemus K. of Lacedemon, 
The Athemens, in order to divert them, ſent 
Forces to plunder the Peloponneſus ; and torn» 
ed out the Inhabitants of «£gima, and put a 
Colony of their own into it, In the ſecond 
Summer, when Archidames return'd to Artice, 
the Country was mightily diſpeopPd by a 
horrible Plague, which ſwept off an infinite 
number, and among the reſt Pericles. How- 
ever, Potidea was furrender d to the Athenians 
in the midſt of all their diſtreſs. The P«lopon- 
neſians continu'd to renew their Incourſions in- 
to Attica every year, for ſix years together ; 
in which ſpace Afirylene was ſurrendered to 
the Athenians, and Platea,to the Lacede-

5. lo the ſixth year, while Agirthe Son of 
Archidamas was y©t in Ariza: Demoſthenes 
the Arbenian fail'd towards Sicily, and p« Nlef- 
ſed himſelf of Pylus a Promontory of Laconie, 
which he fortified ſtrongly. The Lacedemonians 
were ſo much diſtyrbed at this advrentare , 
that they recall'd their Army from Atrrcd, 
and bended all their Forces, both by Sea and 
Land, upon the taking of Fyls, In the firſt 
lace, to carry on the attack more convenient» 
Fo they poſſeſs'd themſelves of Sphaitrria an 
Iſland oppolite to the Promontory, - But the 
Athenia Navy cameup with them, and being 
much the ſtronger, and more nymerovs, ſhat- 
tered the Lacedemonian Fleet in the Harbour, 
and block'd vp the Beſiegers in the Ile of 
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6. The Lacedemonians, upon this diſaſter, 
ſent Ambaſſadors to Athens, to treat of Peace. 
But one Crow, a cunning and turbulent fellow, 
rendered their Embaſly ineffeftual, ſo that the 
beſieged were oblig*d to ſurrender ; and the 
Atbenian: reſolv'd to put 'em all to the Sword, 
ſo ſoon as the Lacedemonians invaded Artica. 
By this means, the Athenians became fo great, 
that they re the moſt honourable terms 
of Peace, 

7. But ſoon after, in afliſting a party of 
Rocotians that indeavonr'd to introduce a po- 
pular Government, they were defeated at 
Delos: 1, and were again routed at Amphipolis a 
City in Thrace, w R_- the Lacede- 
monian maul'd 'em ſadly. Then they began 
to repent of their ſtiffneſs, and were not a- 
gainſt propoſals of Peace. But on the other 
hand, the Lacedemonians, who made account 
to make good their deſigns by invading At- 
rica, ſaw thro the vanity of their , and 
always call'd to mind the defeat mer 
with in the Iſle ; they were gall'd by the ex- 
curfions of the Arberians from Pyln;, and the 
Iſland Cirhers, which the Arberian; were Ma- 
ſters of, and which lay juſt by Laconia; t 
were poſſeſs'd with fears, that Argos, a mo 
potent City, thatalways hated the Lacedemo- 
mians, would now joyn with their Enemies, 
the year of their Trace being then expird- 
But after all could not tamely fit with the

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8, However, « Peace was ſtruck for five 
years; chiefly _=_ theſe terms, that all 

laces and Priſoners taken on either fide 
ſhould be given up, excepting a few Cities. 
But ſeveral Cities complained of the injuſtice 
of this Peace, ard inſtead of continuing their 
hatred againſt the Arbenians, their n 
Enemies, transfered it upon the Lacedemoni» 
an;,a5 being guilty of flaming Injuſtice. Above 
all, the Cormibians cried out that they were 
much injured ; and joyned with the other 
Peloperneſians, and the Argives z, upon the con- 
ſideration that the Lacedemonians had fo lately 
ſtruck up a Peace with the Athenian: ; and 
that "twas to fear'd the Athenians might be 


brought to lide with the Peloperneſians ; which 
if they did, Corinch had unavoidably been 


gs. The Lacedemonians deprecated the re- 
ſentment of the Cities; but in avoiding one 
inconvenience, they fell in with another. 
They indeavoured to comply withall the de- 
mands of the Arbenians ; but did nothing to the 


porpoſe, for the places that were to be re- 
ed were not in their own hands, but thoſe 
of their allies. The Atbenians chargd 'em 
with many failures upon this ſcore, and ab- 
folutely refur'd to give up Pyl«. But the 
Lactdemonians were caper to haveit; and in 
order to the obtaining of it Panaltum 
from the Bocotians to be deliver'd to the rhe- 
nians, but upon theſe terms, that the Town 
ſhould be diſmantled, and that the Laredemo- 
nians ſhovld enter into an Alliance with the 
Bocctians. So that the Arberians whom they in- 
deavorr'd 
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your'd (0 mnch to oblige, had two reaſons to 
tbeangry with %tm, firſt for diſmantling the 
Town, and then for making « League with 
the Bocorians, which was direQtly contrary to 
the Rules of « cloſe Alliance.

his pardon for once, march'd wm 4 
ſecond time, and retriev'd his fame, by de- 
ſeating them in « Bloody and mo noble 
Battle, as Thecidyder calls it. 

11, Notwithſtanding this Victory, the 
Lacedemonians fill courted the Alliance of the 
Argive: ;, and indeed « League was brought 
cbrorby the Miniſtry of their chief Nobviemeo, 
who were for an Oligerchy, Bot forin after, 


the people ceting the apparnand, look'd op- 
on it as ihegal 5 and renew'd an Allience 
with the Arbrrians, who were tader the 
ſame Republican Government. Hirherto the 
Lacrdonnians thought themielves at fo low an 
Ebb, that, tho the Arbenians attacks Aﬀetn 
their Colony ( which they irate es; 
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ed, and us'd yery cruelly ) and made Incur- 
gons from Pyle: into Laconia z yet they did 
nat complain of rhe violation of the Treaty; 
but only allow'd their Subjets to plunder 
Atheniani, And theſe were the tranſitions of 
the Summer of the tenth year.

Egefts had cnter'd 
into a Confederacy with the Athenians, and 
defir'd Auxiliary Troops from them, offering 
to pay themiclives. The 4tbenians, who were 
fond of any ny of enlarging their Do- 
minions, ſent Depatics toZgef to enquire 
into the Riches and Splendor of the City. The 
Deputies return'd and magaified their Riches 
beyond their due extent ; Whereupon the 
people reſolv'd to fend 'em Auxiliary Troops 
under the condut of Nicias, Alcibiader, and 
Lamachar.

The ſpace of 44 Years, 


l, HE next year, in which the gb 
Olympiad was celebrated, Crociue; 
the i beſſalian being Victor, when Endicas was 
Ephorus, and Pythodorss Archon at Athens , 
30 Men were choſen to make Laws, and ma- 
nage the Aﬀeairs of the Kepublick. Theſe 
39 Men having got the Power into their 
hands, by the afli of Ly/ander, thought 
of nothing, but eſtabliſhing their own power, 
and introduced a more moaltroas and infſuf- 
terable Tyranny than was ever heard of clſc- 
where, Blood and rapine ſhinei through e- 
every part of it : Citizens were pitch'd _ 
whoſe Eſtates would be a goodiy ſpail 
they were murdered : Aud Theramencs their 
Colleague was ſentenc'd to drink a draught of 
Hemlock, by a judgment which was fo much 
the more injuſt, becauſe it was pablick. His 
Crime was, that he hated their monſtrons 
wickedacſs, and made it his buſineſs to ſtop 
the miſchicvaus effects of the ſame. 


Q4 2. A 
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2, A preat part of the Citizens went off 
and baniſh'd themſelves ; and their Eſtates 
were declar'd to be forfeited to the Tyrants 
Exchequer, Among thoſe Citizens, there 
was one Thraſybrlus, who at the head of 30 
Men firſt poſleſs'd himſelf of Phyle a Caſtle 
in Artica ;, and afterwards being fortifked by 
the number of Men that fled thither, maſter- 
ed the Haven ; whereupon thoſe who remain- 
ed in the City, wreſted the Govenment out 
of the hands of the Tyrants. The Tyrants 
ſought aſſiſtance from the Lacedemonians , 
whereupon Lyſander came preſently, and be. 
ſieg'd the Pyrexm. But bis treatment of the 
baniſh'd perſons was ſo hard, that Pauſanias 
the King, who envy'd him the glory of con- 
quering Athens a ſecond time, render'd all 
his attempts incffetual. So that Panſanjas re- 
ſtored Arhens to its former condition ; he 
baniſh'd the Tyrants and put the Government 
into the handsof the people, and a general 
indemnity was concluded upon by univerſal 
conſent z which according to Xenophor's re- 
mark, was the great and the only bond of 
Peace and concord, and was admirably well 
calculated for thoſe times. 

3+ This was the exit of the Tyranny of 
the 3o Men: Who, as one ſays, being pre- 
ferr'd ro fit at the Helm of Afﬀairs by the Se- 
nates Decree, put 1400 Citizens to Death 
and baniſhed more than 5009. Neither did 
their fury confine it ſelf to the Town, but 
reach d ev'n to Aſia, and brought deſtruQion 
to Acibiades the hope of his Country : For 
they fear'd that one day he might —— 

cue 
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reſcue Athens, and could promiſe themſelves 
no ſecurity while he livd ; and with that 
view intreated the Lacedemonians by any means 
to take him out of the way. The Lacedemo« 
nians Oblig'd Pharnabazas tO perpetrate the 
murder, either becauſe they dreaded him as 
well as the Tyrants, or ovt of a deſign to ob- 
lige King Agis, whoſe Wife he had kif'd. 
Alcibiades died in the flower of his age, when 
he had not ſeen above 40 years. He was a 
Man of a wonderful genius, and hand- 
ſome to the laſt degree. Socrates lov'd him 
with a true Platonical Love ; but it ſeems ic 
produc'd no great effects, ſince it is apparent 
that Alcibiabes was equally ſuperiour to all 
Men, both in Vice and Vertue. Cyras the 
leſſer being kill'd in the Battel at Camars, im- 
plor'd the aſſiſtance of the Lacedeminians a- 
gainſt Tiſſaphernes, Accordingly they ſear 
Thimbrones into Aſia ;, and when they heard 
that a great Flect was fitting ont in Phanicia, 
Avzeſilans their King went himſelf upon the 
Expedition. This Ageſilas was the Brother 
of Agisr, that died bur lately 5 he was lame 
of one Leg, and worlted Lexrychida; in a diſ- 
pute upon the right of Succeſſion, by Ly- 
ſanders aſſiſtance. Twas ſhrewdly ſuſpeted 
that this Leorcyhidas was not the genuine Son 
of Agis, but was begot by Alcibiades, As 
ſoon as Ageſilans arriv'd in Afia, he found 
that Ly/anders dignity, and glory of his 
memorable actions obſcur'd him : Upon which 
account he always was againſt his motions, in 
order to eclipſe his intereſt, and remoy'd him 
to the adminiſtration of other things at & 
great 
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great diſtance, However he carried every 
thing before him, ſo that he ſeem'd to ſtand 
fair for the Empire of the Eaſt ; when the 
Perſians finding there was a neceſlity of get- 
ting him out of ſis, or elſe they were un- 
done, brib'd the Grec:@» Cities with Gold, to 
declare War againſt the Lacedempnians, in 
order toconſtrain him to return to the relief 
of his Country. 

6. The Thebans were the firſt, that attack- 
ed the Lacedemonians, and Paulania: the King 
and Ly/andey were ſent ro make head againit 
them, Lyſendey firſt brought off Orchamenum 
from their Confederacy with the Thebans , 
and afterwards died ia the Siege of Haliartum. 
He was a cruel and cunning fellow, who al- 
ways promoted his own defigns right or wr 
ml us'd to fay that when tho 
of A Lion would not ſerve, the skin of a Fox 
ſhould be patch'd upon 'em. But Pauſavia: 
was condemned for not ſending him relief 
according to his promiſe, and for ſeveral 
other Crimes, with which he was charged ; 
whereupon he fied to Tegea, where he lick- 
ned and died. However the Ephori, and 
Aviſtodemus Guardian to Kin Axeſpotis . 
drew together 15000 Men, routed the 
Confederate Army, conſiſting of 22000, with 
the lo only of & Men. 

7. Agcſiians return'd to Greece, and routed 
the Confederates, in the bloody Battel at 
Cheronea, Where the Beotians, Athenian: 
Argivess, Corimbians, Enbean:, «Ainians, and 
both the Locrians, were .

This Peace was the 
the firſt concluded vpon between the 'Lace- 
demonians, Athenians, ec. after the Pe 
fan War, 'and was called by therame of Au- 
ralcidas the Ambaſſador that concerted ir. Bur 
in effe& it ovght rather to be call'd'a betray- 
iog of the Grecian Ciries, ſince 'twas upon 
the pretence of aſſerting their liberty that 
Ageſilans invaded Afia, 

8. The Lacedemonians having thes obtain'd 
Peace, became __ proud, pretended tv 
call ſome of their Neighbours to account, for 
fayouring their Enemies. They oblig'd the inha- 
bitants of Mantines to throw down the Walls 
of their City, and retire to their Villages, 
and conſtrain'd the Phliafii to recall their own 
baniſt'd perſons. They declar'd War againſt 
the Olynthians, being induc'd fo to do by the 
complaints of the inhabitants of Aranrhurand 

atis, Who arraign'd them of a Conſpi- 

racy with the Athenians and Thebans, At this

Athenians were fo incens'd, that they join-

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Ao Sea oftener than once. Afeſilaws 
wt My Ac againſt the ZFaoriens, but came 
off with the loſs, as well as ſeveral others 
after him.” By this means the Thebars were 
encourag'd, and being daily exercis'd in War, 
inſtead . of defending themſelves, began to 
aſpire at the Empire of Greece; Fortune it 
ſelf having led the way to them, and drove 
them vnon that project, 

11. In the next year, which was the 2 
of the 101 Olympiad, and the 30 of the 
Reign of Artaxerxes Anemon, in the Archon- 
ſhip of Hippodanas , Artaxerxes ſaw it his 
intereſt to have aſſiſtance frem the Grerians 
againſt the Foypriers, and with that view 
got 'em to make Peace one with another. 
But the Theban;s, who were puff'd vp by 
proſperity, refug'd ro ſtand to the Peace, 
or to ſt the Baorian Cities at liberty. They 
were animated by the Warlick genius of their 
Cirizens, eſpecially ar vow , Epaminonda! 
who from a poor Philoſopher, roſe to be the 
famouſeſt of all the Grecian Generals. 

12. And even thoſe who deſir'd the Peace, 
could not <njoy it or confine themſelves to 
its preſcriptions; for thoſe who ſet up for 
Democracy, after they got clear of the Lace» 
demonian yoak, were inveterate Enemics to 
the Gliga chy-mer, and bloody Murders were 
reciprocally committed, while ſometimes theſe 
and ſometimes the People had the upper- 
hand *:* Neither did theſe Grecian feuds come 
to an end till they were rtduc'd under one 
Empire.

For the Macedonian: had been fadly 
mavl'd by the /hyrians, v ho likewiſe threat- 
ned another Invaſion. 1he Pawmiavs made 
— and the King of Thrace 
employed þi« .atercit ro fet Paxſanias upon 
the Throne,os the Arbenian: did theirs for Ar- 

axs, both of 'eni being Sons to «Afropias who 
Fad vſorp'd the Kingdom. But Filip got clear 
of thoſe difficy/tics, by winning the affeCti- 
ons of his people, He reſtor'd the military 
diſcipline, and inſtituted the Afacedoniaen 
Battalia z he took off the Paoniars and the 
King of Thrace by Money, and repulsd 
Argent and the Arhen'ars with the force of 
his Arms. Nay he gain'd the good-will of 
the Arberians, by ſetting Ampbipoli: free, 
and ſhewing a great deal of Clemency to the 
Priſoners, 


5. When he thovght he had ſufficiently 
| himfelf in the Government, he 
ubducd the Pawier, conquer d the Ihyrian:, 
took Mnphiadc and aiter he had poſſeſſed 
himſelf of Porrden gifted Pydna to the Olyn- 
thians, in order to procure their friendſhip, 
which he thought wovld be uſeful ro him, 
He Chriſten'd Crerides which was mightily 
enlarged by the acceſſion of new Citizens, by 
the name of Philippi, and improv'd the Gold- 
mines of that place to that degree, that they 
ferch'd a 1coo Talents every year ; upon 
which fond he began to be very great. For 
he coin'd this Gold into pieces which from 
him were call'd Philippica, and bir'd a great 
number of Troops, and brib'd moſt of the 
Gre- 
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Grecians to ietray their Country. In the 
mean time his aftiirs went oa the better 
that the Arbenians were engage in a Soci 
War, {> that they could not mind Amphir 

{1, and the other affairs of Greece. 

6, This ſociable War took its riſe from 
the revolt of the people of Chzes, Rhodes, 
Coo and Byzantium from the Athenians, It 
laſted for three years, and then was put 
toan end, by reaſon that the Aroun'ans fear'd 
the Perſians would joyn in with the Rebels, 
The famous Men in this War were 7ph cre 
tes, Chabrias, and Timothens, with whom 
the glory of all the Grecian Generals was 
ſunk and baried. 

7. ln the preceeding year Philip had mar- 
ried Olympias Daughter of Neopealemaus King 
of the Movfi, and Grandaughter (not Si» 
ſter as Platarch would have it) t5 Aymra 
or Aribbas, The Kiags of the Thracians , 
Ihyrians and Pawmians, look d upon his fuc- 
ceſs with an cnvious eye, and attempted 
to do with joint force, what they could 
not compaſs ſeparately, But Philip attack'd 
them when they were running up and down 
in diforder, and cafily reduced them to obe- 
dience. 

$8. The ſame year being the firſt of the 
106 Olympiad, the 6h of Artaxeirxes Ochus, 
in the Archonlhip of Elpinices, A'cxander 
the Son of Philip and Olympias, was born at 
Pella, in the Month Boedromon,for he was 32

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the very day of his birth, the Temple of 
Diana at Epheſus was ſet on fire by ſome 
forry little fellow, that deſign'd to tranſ- 
mit his memory to Poſterity, by the haj- 
novſneſs of the ation, Bur it was enacted 
in the Pamonian or Publick Council of Aſie, 
that none ſhould make mention of his 
name, ſo that it is not certainwho it was 3 
ſome calling him Heroftrarus and others 
damis. 


9. The next year, Callitratus being Ar- 
chon, the Phocian or ſacred War broke out, 
The Amphidyones had fin'd the Lacedemoni- 
ns, for ſeiling upon Cadmea without any 
colour of right;and likewiſe amerc'd the Pho- 
cjans in a 1000 Talents, for poſſeſſing them- 
elves of Cirrhea,a piece of gr und that belong- 
ed to the Delphick Temple. But Philomelus 
animated the Phocians mightily, by offering 
to prove from two verſes of Homer, that in 
former times the Temple was under their 
tronage : whereupon he was made Gene- 
ral with an ample and unlimited Power, 
and brought in the Lacedemonian: to join in 
the War, as being injur'd at the fame 
rate. 

10, This Delphick Temple and Oracle 
of Apollo Pythizs was a very ancient thing, 
For Homer ſays that Apamemmon conſulted it 
before the Trojan War. The place upon 
which it t was reckon'd the center of 
Greece, and of the World it ſelf ; and a fa- 
ble was given out that Jupiter ſtarted two 
| Eagles, 
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Eagles, one to the Eaſt, another to the 
Welt, which met again in this place, when 
they had paſy'd through equal diſtances of 
ſpace. The Oracle took its riſe from the 

oars that were fed about the Den which 
made unwonred ſounds, and uncouth ge- 
ſures, 

11. At firſt indeed one gave reſponſes to 
another, withour any difference ; but when 
many people in fits of madneſs crouded into 
the Cave, a three footed Machin was inven - 
ted, in which a Woman might ſtand ſecurs- 
ly. That Woman was call'd, Pythia, from 
being intorogated ; the firſt of all was Phe- 
monoe. Virgins were commonly appointed 
for the Office, till one of 'em was debauch'd by 
Echecr ates the Theſſalian, whereupon Women 
of Fo years of age were pitch'd upon , 
who gave the reſponſes in Virgins habits. In 
former times this Temple was mightily cele- 
brated, upon the account of the Oracle , 
the meeting of the Amphittyoner, the Pythi- 
an Games, and its Riches : Bvt in Srrabs's 
time its glory was much eclypſed. 

12. Philomelus coyer'd his deſigns with 
the higheſt pretences of Juſtice and Honeſty, 
and engap, the Lacedemenians and Athenians 
on his ſide ; but moſt ct the other Crecians 
thought it their duty to vindicate the, ho- 
nour of the Temple with their Arms, and 
with that view joyn'd in with the Thebans, 
and the Amphiftyones back'd their reſolution 
with a Decree, amercing the Lacedemonians 
in 1000 Talents more, for not paying = 

or- 
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former Fine within the limired time. But 
Philomelus , finding that the Forces of his 
Allies defign'd to m.ke head againſt the 
Thebans, ſeig'd upon the Treaſure of the 
Temple, and hired Soldiers with it : But 
his attempts prov'd ſacceſslefs, for hecither 
died in Bartel, or threw himſelf headlong 
over a Rock, in order to avoid the being 
"taken Priſoner by his Enemies. 

13. Philomelns was follow'd by Onomarchas, 
who aided Lycophron the Tyrant of the 
Phereans _ the Theſſalonians and Philip, 
whom he defeated twice, and took Cheronea: 
But was afterwards taken Priſoner by Philip 
and ſtrangl'd. To him ſucceeded Phayllss bis 
Brother, who after he had brib'd the grea- 
ter Citics of Greece to aſſiſt him, died of a 

- Conſumption, without doing any memorable 
ation. lathe mean time Philip took Merhbona, 
in the Siege of which he loſt his eye by a 
Dart; and ſnatch'd the Power out of the 
hands of the Pherean Tyrants. Then ha- 
ving conquer'd ſome Cities of the Helleſpont 
be attack'd the Olynthians, thinking that he 
had ſtrength enough to ſubdue thofe, whom 
both he and his Grandſires had dreaded, and 
whom himſelf had by all means endeavour 4d 
4 > 

14. Haying defeated the Citizens twice, 

the Magiſtrates betray'd the City into his 
which he levelPd with the ground, 

and ſold the Iahabi together with the 
ſpoil, for a vaſt ſum of Money ; with which 
he made account to carry on his deſign of 
bribing 
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bribing the Grecian to betray their Country. 
And jadeed he found Traitors in every Ci- 
ty, and did not ſtand to own that Gold 
had aggrandiz'd him more than Steel. De- 
moſt henes caution'd the Athenians to be upon 
their Guard againſt this art of Bribery : but 
notwithſtanding all their remonſtrances he 
gain'd ground every day, by vertue of his 
vilver or Golden preapons : and triumphed 
over the Athenian; themſelves, in obtainin 
a Peace for Seven Years, having diſtribu 
Money among the populiar Men, and as 
ſome ſay to Demoſthenes himſelf, His deſign 
in the Peace was to gain time to get clear 
of his Thracias concerns, in order to 
bend all his force upon the worrying of 
Greece. 

15. After his return from Thrace, the 
Beottans follicited him for aſſiſtance. Where- 
upon he invaded Phocis, and put an end to 
the War without coming to an engagement: 
For the greatneſs of his name movd 
Phalecus the Phocian General, to deſert the 
Phocians, he and his Army having obtain'd 
leave to go off clear. Thus was the Fhociar 
War put to an end aſter ten years, and the 
way of puniſhing the Phocians was remit- 
ted to the determination of the Amphby- 
fliones, They decreed that the two fines 1n 
which they were amerc'd ſhould be transfer- 
ed to the uſe of Philip, in conſideration of 
his diligence in _— the inte: eſt of the 
Temple ; that hoy ſhould be excluded from 
the Temple , and allowed neither Arms

ſures they had carried off ; that all their 
baniſh'd Men ſhould be taken up by way of 
l, and attonemeat ; their Towns le- 
ed with the ground, and their Inhabi- 
tants diſperſed in Villages, each of %m 
conſiſting of co Families, and lying from 
ay Mo at the diſtance of a _— ;

16, This was the ſentence given agaiaft 
all the Phocians, excepting the Abeans who 
were the only Phocians that kept "emſelves 
untainted with the Sacrilege. In the mean 
time Philip's Glory increaſed a ; and be 
usd alluring ways to get himſelf choſen Com- 

er of rhe Greens againſt the Perſians, 
or he had deſign'd a War againſt them a 
long time before. He conquer'd the /iyri- 
an and Thracians, and built Caſtles to awe 
them to obedience. The next year, being 
the 18th of Philip, Arymbas King of Moloſſi 
died, and left a Son, namely cAfacidar t 
Father of Pyrrhas. Philip torn'd ,Aacider , 
who was then a Child, out of his Kingdom, 
and put Alexander Brother to Olympia in 
his place : Some fay, this Alexander was 
made King in the life-time of .4ymba!r, be 
being outred. 

17, Then Philip attack's Perintbusr and 
Byzantium, bat without any great ſucceſs ; 
for the —_ relieved the former, 
and the Arbenien; and their Allies raiſed the

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Siege of the latter : And. by the Athenian 
intereſt Greece joyn'd unanimouſly in ſoficm 
a League, that Philip was obliged to make 
Peace with 'em. Aboot this time Areas 
of Scyrhia was afſavited by the Iſftrians, 
calld in Fhilip to his aſſiſtance, promiſing 
him the right of Succeſſion to his Crom 
a rewa:d.; but when the Jfrians retir'd, he 
ate in his promiſe.

18. For that defeat only encourag'd him 
to go on more briskly ; fo that he catred 
into an Alliance with moſt of the Grecian, © 
and fince the Arberrans were the only Grees- 
ans that thwarted hin, he refolved to check 
them by force of Arms, and ſurpriſe em 
unawares. Accordingly he feiz'd upon 
Elaca in Phocis, whereupon the Arbeman 
were put into a great conſtirnation ; how- 
ever fortifd themſelves as much as was 
poſſible tor the time, and got the Zaotian 
to joyn with them.

2, It was firſt call'd Trizacris, from its 
trizvygular form, then Sicavia, and after- 
wards Sicily. The Inhabitants of it were the 
Cyclopes, or Leſtrygones, as alſo the Sican 
and Sicalj; for the ſtory of the one's comi 
from Spain, and the other from /raly, is 
juſtly look'd upon as fabulous.

3. Juſtus writes, that when the Cyclope; 
were extint, Cocalus poſſeſſed the Iland, 
to whom Dedals; the famous Arbenian Ar- 
chite&t ficd from before Afinos of Cree. 
This Dedalss had kill'd his own Grand-child 
and Diſciple, that was like to out-do him 
in his Art, and went to Creer, where he 
jacurr'd the King's hatred upon ſome buſi- 
neſs that related to Queen Paſiphac., Aims 
follow'd him to Inycum or Camicam the Pa- 
lace of Cocalns, where Cocaluf's Davghters 
entic'd him to come into the Houſe, and ſti- 
fled him in a Bath. Tis thought that De- 
dal: eſcap'd in a Ship by Paſiphar's intereſt , 
and invented the uſe of Sails in the room of 
Oars, which were only known before ; from 
whence the Fable goes, that he made wings 
to himſelf and fled away. "Tis likewiſe belie- 
ved that Icarus his Son followed the Father 
in another Ship, and for want of skill to 
manage the new-invented Sail, was drown- 
ed in the Sea, Now thedeath of this younger 
Mino: happen'd in the time of the Greci- 
an Hercules, in the age preceeding the Tro- 


ian times. 
Fe 4. After 
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4. After Coc alas, Taflin favs that the Ci- 
ties cane - into the hands of Tyrants, of 
which no Countty was more ferti} than 
this. But for fo much as the Tyrants who 
oppreſs'd the Greeias Cities were truely 
Greclans, and Cocalds —_—_ in the age pre- 
ceeding the Trojen War, and that there 
was no Grerian Cities formded in Sicily be 
fore the't 1 Olympiad, it ſeems phain-that 
there was an in of yoo or 600 years 
between Cocalus and the Tyrants. For it is 

ot poſlible but that theſe Colonies 
have ugd the ſame form of Government fo 
ſeveral years, that the Merropolirans had; till 
the times of Phalari;, who vuſurp'd the” Ty- 
ranny at Ay rigentam, about the 54h O- 
lIympiad. 

$. Phalari: was born at 4 4, and loſt 
his Father Leandanus when was yet 4 
Child, He marry'd Erythia, and was bani- 
ſhed « little before the birth. ob his Son Paw 
roles. After a great deabot adveriity he was 
call'd in by riie- people of Agrigontarr, it 2 
time when they abonr'd v Sedition, 
and had the Adminiſtration of Adﬀairs par 
into bis hands. As he came-to-rhe Crown 
by fraud and cruelty, fo be maiatair'd it by 
'the ame methods. Perilius a famons Arhe- 
meas Carver, preſented him with 2 noble 
Machin, or ' a Bull of Braſs, for burning 
Men olive, and himſelf was jaſtly doom'd 
to make. the firſt tryal of it. 
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6, The Tyrant confeſſes in his Epiſtles 
that he put 37 Men to death in this cr 
manner. He was certainly a Monſter of a 
Man, full of unheard of cruelty and hatred, 
but _ bounteous to his friends, and one 
that had ſuch a regard for Vertue, that for 
the ſake of that alone he would forgive of- 
fences. His Life was not laid wait for,as ma- 
ny of - em Conn _ but a com- 
pany of the Agrigentins fell openly upon him, 
after he had Qi play'd his Crocity for 16 
youre.

SECT. II. 


Of the Aﬀairs of Sicily , Contemporary 
with the Perſian Monarchy. 


1, After the Death of Phalaris, the peo- 
ple of Agrigentum maintained their liberty 
till Thoron the Son of «Aneſidamus invaded 
the Tyranny, At the ſame time Panetius 
made himſelf maſter of Leontium : And 
Cleander of Gela. After ſeven years this 
Man was follow'd by Hyppocrates, who ſub- 
dued the Naxii, Zarclei, the Inhabitants of 
Meſſanas and the Leontines, He wag'd War 
with the Syracufian;, from whom he took 
Camarina, and after ſeven years died in a 
Battel with the Siculi, He committed his 
children to the care of Gelow, who negle- 


Ring his truſt poſſeſs himſelf of Gele 
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and afterwards, when a difterence aroſe 
berween the people of Syracs/a and their 
Magiſtrates, be being ſolicited to afſiſt the 
Magiſtrates that were then in exile,wheed1'd 
the common people, and by degrees ap- 
peas'd both parties, and uſurp'd the Govern- 
ment, in the ſecond year of the 72 Olym- 
piad, in the Archonſhip of F#briis, in the 
3: of Darius, the ſame year in which the 
Battel of Marathon was fought betwixt the 
Grecians and Perſians. 

2. Syracuſa was tormerly the Seat of ſome 
Ftolians, and went by the name of Ortygie. 
The Erolians were expelled by the Siculi, 
as the Sicuk were by that Colony which 
Archias the Corinthian headed about the 
11 Olympiad, in the reign of Romulus at 
Rome, and the time of the Meſſenian War. 
But that City was fo much enlarg'd by 
confluences of people from all other places 
of the Peloporneſus, that Cicero call'd it the 
largeſt and the prettieſt of all the Greciar 
Cities, It conſilted of four Cities, namely 
Inſula, Acradina, Tycha, and Neapotis. It 
had two large Harens, beſides the Suburbs. 
The Colony that Archias brought in were ac- 
cuſtomed to Ariffocracy, for at that time ſuch 
was the form of Government at Corinth. 
Afterwards the fierce and turbulent people 
gave riſe to ſeveral ſeditionsand alterations, 
and the more they avoided Monarchy, the 
more they were gall'd by Tyranny. 

3. But 
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3, But Gelow made fuch a moderate 
uſe of his power, that he was lov'd by all 
and hated by none, and did fo ingratiate 
himſelf with all the Sicaii, that he offered 
to aſliſt the Grecians, when engag'd in the 
belam Medicum, with 20 Galleys, and as 
numerous an Army as Greece it ſelf was a- 
ble ro make up againſt Xerxes, pong 
they wou'd have given him the comma 
either of the Fleet or the Army. But that 
being deny'd, he bended his Yorce againſt 
the Carthoginians, whom the Egeſtans had 
call'd into Sici/y,and ronted them in a bloody 
Battel, on the Tame day that the Grecians 
fonght at Salamine , infomuch that he ſeem- 
ed to vie with Themiftocles himſelf. But 
now that I have mentioned the Cartbaginions, 
it will not be improper to give a tac- 
count of the original of their City, and 
trace its riſing from ſuch ſmall beginnings, 
to be able to diſpute the Empire of the 
World, 

4- Cartbage was built by the Tyrians, who 
in ancient times were Lords of the Sea, and 
tranſported Colonies to all the Maritim 
places, It conſiſted of ſeveral parts, which 
were built at ſeveral times, from whence 
the diverſity of their Epocha's ariſes. 
pienxs would have have it built about $© 
years before the taking of Troy, and that 
by T/orus and Carchedin, becauſe Tjer and 
Zor are Phenician words for a Metropolitan 
and Charchedon for the Town it ſelf, an 
Carthada in the Phenician Language fignifies 

a 
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a new City. Strabo alicedges that the Pheni- 
cjans tranſported Colonies to the Colunne 
Hereulis or ſtraits of Gibraltar, about the 
time of the Trojan War, in which time 
Virgil, either out of a poetick licence, or 
thro ignoracce, makes 7 jo to live, and en- 
tertain «4 nee in his Pilgrimage. 
5. Euſcbias ſays that by fore computati- 
ns Carthage was built in the 143 year after 
deſtruction of Troy ; but AMcnwnder the 
Epheſian, wie tranſlated the Tyrian Annals 
into Greek, writes that Dido built the City 
in the 98 year of Pygmalion, 143 years and 
$ months after the building the Temple at 
Jeruſalem and 300 years after the deſtruftion 
of Troy ; ſo that this computation makes it 
164 years later than Exſebins's. 

It would ſeem therefore that Cotho or the 1ſt 
part of the Town adjacent ta the Harbour 
was built before the Trojan War, but Megare 
or Magaliaand Magaria( which fignifies dewl- 
ling ina ſtrange Land) was built within 1 
years after the deſtruQtion of Troy, and Byrſa 
or the Caſtle was built by Dido 166 years af- 
ter that. For as ſoon as the Canaanites were 
outted of their Seats by the /ſraclitesr, and 
dwelt upon the Sea fide under the name of 
Phenicians, they ſent out Colonies,and conti- 
nved ever after ſo to do, infomuch that they 
built ſeveral Cities beſides this in Africa, par- 
ticularly, Urica or /ryca, which in the Phe» 
nician dialet ignifies Ancient, 


7. Dido 
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75. Dids was the Siſter of Pyrmalion Kin 
of Tyre, and Wite to Sicheas Herenler' Prieſt, 
When her Hushand was put to death by the 
King, ſhe fled with her Riches to Afric«,and 
ſo diſappointed the Parricide of his Booty. 
The ſtory goes, that when ſhe arriv'd, ſhe 
bought as much Land from the Libyen:,as ſhe 
eould ſurround with an Ox. hide, and baving 
obtain'd her requeſt, cut out the hide into 
ſmall thongs, and with them _meaſur'd our 
20 Acres, upon which ſhe built a Caſtle, that 
from thence was call'd Byr/a, But the learns 
ed world look upon that Rory as fabulous, 
and alledy* that the Fable took its riſe from 
hence , viz. that Boſra, which ſignifies a 
fortified place, was exphonie gratiz, turn'd 
to Eyyſa, by reaſon that the Greciin Lan» 
gue will not ſuffer the conjunRion of the 
two Letters Sand R. 

8. Ar laſt the Oveen laid violent hands 
on hereſclf, in order to avoid the neceſſity 
of marrying Hiabea: King of Mawitania, 
This Dido, which ſignifies Lovely, or as fome 
will have it, Wardering, was formerly, cal- 
I'd Elifſa, or a Divine Woman, and Firago. 
Now Firago is a Latin word, which in 
Greek Letters was writ Oxirago, 3nd in Fx« 
ſebins we find it corrupted to 0/55, which 
did mightily puzle Joſeph Scalirry and 0- 
thers, who thought it referr'd to the City, 
and not to the Woman.

25. But Dicnyſis openly charg'd them 
with _p-; if they could have rais'

the Siege i would, and mov'd that 
they ſhould be punidh\d our of hand, with- 
out waiting the time preſcrib\d by the Law. 


From Hence he took occaſion to arraign the 
Nobility, as conſpiring with the Generals 
to introduce an Ogaracty 3 and was proud 
of appearing to a Patron of the Com- 
mons, and an aſlerter of their Liberty. By 
this means he ingratiated himſclf with the 
Soldiers, and firſt got himſelf made one of 
the Generals, and afterwards ingroK 4 the 
Poſt to himſelf, having remov'd his Col- 


leagues by falſe accuſations. Then he com+ 
l 3 plain'd 


© 
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lain'd loudly of a gfeat Conſpira y_ 
= and fo obtain'd a Lifeguard of 600 
Men for the ſafety of his Perſon, which he 
afterwards inlarg'd at pleaſore, and got 
his enemies condemned by a publick Decree. 
By this means he raisg'd himſelt from the 
ſtation of a ſorry little Clerk, to the quali- 
ty of Lord of the greateſt of all the Greciah 
Cities. 

26. However Amilcar, having raz'd A- 

igentum, took Gelz, and would have con- 
tinu d his march further, had not a griev- 
ous Plague oblig'd him to make Peace with 

onyſins, and tranſport the remainder of 
his Army to Africe. The Syacuſans oppos'd 
Dijonyſins to the utmoſt, but he made a brave 
defence ; and having brought his affairs to 
a ſettlement, renew'd the War with the 
Carthaginians, from whom he alienated ſe- 
veral Cities. Next Spring the Carthagini- 
ans ſent Amilco with a numerous Army in- 
to Sicily, who took ſeveral Cities, and laid 
Siege tO Syracuſa, 

27. But the Syacuſan: defeated their Fleet, 
and took the Admiral-ſhip : by which Vi- 
Qory they were ſo puffed up, that they once 
more attempted the recovery of their Liber- 
ty. At length the Cartbatiian Army was 
waſted with a wonderful Plague, and at 
the ſame time their retreat was intercepted 
by the Syracuſan;,infomuch that their General 
was oblig'd to purchaſe leave to retreat of 
Dionyſins, at the rate of 300 Talents : for Di- 
onyſius did not deſire to ſee the C —_ 

ower, 
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lower, for fear his Sn jets being ſecureup- 
on that ſide, ſhoult offer to coop with thetr 
Tyrant. 

28. Afterwards the Cartheginior fent 
freſh Forces into Sicily, and renewed the 
War, in which Dijonyſi«: was 2g3in the gain- 
er. T on So0008 being + up by fuch ex- 
tr ry ſucceſs, attack'd Rhegi 
in reſentment of ſome affront th a Ont 
zens had given him, and at laſt Narved them 
out, and fold *tm. Having thus fetled his 
Afairs, and being in 2 manner idle, he gave 
his mind alto to Poetry, and among 
him, who by ſpeaking » title freely afhe 

im, who by al the 
duty of a Prince, ate creat Grange of his 
Life, and at th was fold for fire 
pounds, whereupon the Philoſophers ranſoua. 
ed him. After this interval of Peace the 
War was renewed with the Carhagizians , 
with various ſucceſs, but ſoon after a truce 
was concluded npon, and Dionyſus died ci- 
ther through hard drinking, or by the 
Treachery of his Eldeſt S1n, after he had 
reign'd in Syacuſe 53 years, in the feſt 
year of the 103 Olympiad, 346 before 
Chriſt, A. M. 3637. 

29. This was that famons Tyrant, who 
committed his perſon, not to Friends but 
to Strangers, and to the moſt cruel and 
barbarous Men ;who taught his own Diagh- 
ters to Shave, in order to avoid the danger 
of truſting his Throat to a Barter ; who 
took the Razour from them when "they 

T 4 came 
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Came to be of age, and ordered them to 
burn off his hair with burning Walnut-ſhells ; 
who came to his Wives at night, in ſuch a 
manner that he try'd and fearch'd eyery 
thing before-hand; who did not dare to ha- 
rangne the people from the ordinary Desk, 
but made uſe of a Tower for the purpoſe ; 
and who ſhewed Democles the Parafit, the 
true nature of the felicity he bad ſpoke of ,by 
ing him with all forts of Plenty, and 
ents of Luxury and Pleaſure, a glit- 
tering Sword being at the ſame time hung 
by a Borſe-hair juſt over his Head, 

30. Dionyſins marri'd two Wives, on one 
and the ſame day, namely, Doris a Locrian 
and Ariſtomache Daughter to Hipparinus, and 
Siſter to Dijon. Dyon was about to ſolicit the 
Tyrant, when a dying, on the behalf of his 
Nephews, that is, that they might ſucceed 
to part of the Kingdom ; but D:onyſins his 
Son by the former Wife, being then of age, 
ſmell'd the deſign, and, as the ſtory goes, ob- 
lig'd the Phyſicians to give his Father a Me- 
dicine, which ſet him a leeping, ſo that he 
never waked, By this means Dionyſius 
ſucceeded to his Father, 

31. At firſt he made a ſhew of Virtue, and 
was the objet of all mens hopes: among 
other Philoſophers he ſent for Plato twice. 
Afterwards he gradually degenerated to 
Loxury and Lazineſs, and became an enemy 
to Virtue ; he treated Plato with horrid in- 
dignities, and baniſh'd Dion, Dion drew to- 
gether a body of hir'd Troops at Corinth 

an 
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2nd with them invaded *Sjcily : when he 
came there, his Forccs were dayly enlar- 
ged, inſomuch that he ſaon exnell'd the 
Tyrant, But the rg made an un- 
grateful retorn to the aſſerter of; their li- 
berty, and defrauded the Soldiers of their 
Pay. Afterwards it happened that the Gar- 
riſon which Dionyſus left in the Caſtle, fal- 
lied out upon the Town, and maul'd them 
ſadly ; whereupon Dijon was called in to 
their aſſiſtance, who came and fuppreſYd 
their Enemies, and then was made General. 
But he was always engag'd in mgrtal ſeuds 
with his rivals, ard at laſt was circum- 
vented by one Calicrites a moſt perkidi- 
ous and villainous Man, and was murder'd 
by ſeveral aſſaſſins, in the 55 year of his age, 
and the fourth atter his return from Fel2- 
ponneſus, 

32. After the Death of Dion, (Calticr ates 
made himſelf Tyrant, but after thirteen 
months was expell'd ty AHippac:mns Son to 
Dionyſius the Elder by Ariſftomachs, Hip- 
pacirins governd two years, and then was 
follow'd by one Naſers,, whom Dionyſins 
outted in the midit of his ſecurity, and {o 
recover'd the Government of Syracuſe in 
the 10th year cf his Exile, Inthat interval 
of time he had made himſelf maſter of the 
Locrians upon the Sea Coaſt in /raly, and had 
mightily oppreſſed the Citizens, for 6 y cars 
with murders and rapes. *Twas the Repab- 
lick of theſe Locrians that Paleucn; the famous 
Legiſlator modelld, of whom elſewhere. 

23. When 
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33. When — retrieved the King- 
dom, the Syracuſans were more inclin'd 
for Feetas the Governour of Leontinmn : 
However the former retain'd the power. 
The Carthaginians took occaſion to attack 
the Syracuſars at a time when they were 
haraſſed by Seditions. The Syracuſan; find- 
Ing themſelves in great ſtraits, implor'd 
the aſliſtance of Corinth, who ſent Timoleon 
to them, a Man that was an inveterate 
enemy to Tyranny, and had ſuffer'd his 
own Brother to be put to death for aſpi- 
ring at it. When he came to Syracy/e he 
repuls'd the Carthaginians, and with eaſe 
expelPd ceras and Dionyſins ;, the latter of 
whom came to Corinth, where he taught a 
School, and liv'd in great want. When 
Philip of Macedonia askd why he did not 
keep up the Power that his Father left 
him , "tis ſaid he made anſwer, that 
his Father indeed left him his Principa- 
lity, but not his Fortune, This was the 
exit of the Tyranny of the Dionyſus, after 
it had laſted 6, years, in the ſecond year 
of the 100 Olympiad, 4. A. 366r. 

34. However Jcetas having, a deſign upon 
Syracuſa , brought back the Cartbagimans, 
in order to attack the Town, 1 mole on 
firſt rais'd the Siege, and cut 'em almoſt 
all off;and when Icera: and Mamercas Tyrant 
of Catans, had brought them back to the 
Iſland, he routed their joynt Forces, took 
and kill'd Jcera: and his Son, and obliged 
the Carthaginias to ſollicit for Peace, 

Ala- 
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XMamerews indeed fled, but afterwards ſur- 
rendered himſelf and was put to death, 
T\ moleon reſcu'd all the reſt of the Cities 
out of the hands of their Tyrants, and 
in regard that Syracuſa was almoſt ex- 
hauſted with the bloody War, took care to 
have it publickly proclaim'd in Greece by 
a Herald, that the Syracuſans ofter'd grounds 
and houſes ro any that would live among 
them, whereupon many repair'd thither , 
and the Inhabitants of the City became very 
numerous. 

35- Timoleon being, free from War, ap- 
plyed himſelf wholly to ſettle the ſtate of 
the Republick, and reviv'd the Democratical 
form of Government, having employ'd one 
Cephalus and Dionyſins at Corinth to interpret 
the Laws of Diocles, He order'd the peo- 
ple to chuſe a new Magiſtrate every year, 
who ſhowd be Ril'd Servant ro Jupiter O- 
lympins, in memory of the reſtoration of 
their liberty. Afterwards he became blind, 
but ſtill was not wanting in ſerving the Fe- 
publick. Art laſt he was worn out with old 
Age, and ſolemnly Inter'd by an unverſal 
confluence of the Sicilians, He died in the 
38 year of his Government, the laſt of the 
110 Olympiad, the laſt of Fhilep of Aacedo- 
nia, the 2 of Arſe: the Perſian, the 9b be- 
force the Commencement of the Aſacedonien 
Empire, 4.

2. At firſt the Conſular power was <qual 
to that of the Kings ; for Cicero gives it the 
title of Regia Poreftar, or Reginm Imperium 1 
and the Grecian: call'd the ſuls Srarc,

that one of 'em ſhould have the Axes, and 
the other the Rods carried before 'em. In 
the mean time a great Conſpiracy was car- 
ried on, in order to reſtore Targuinias ;

The King was fo aſtoniſh'd at his Courage, 
having heard at the ſame time that 300 
more had combin'd to kill him, that he not 
only pardon'd the Crime, but made Peace 
with the Romans, broke up the Siege, and 
refreſh'd 'em with plenty of all neceſſaries.

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12. In the heat of the War, Afi Clare 
ſur, the Greateſt of all the Subineas Noble- 
men, came to Rowe with $000 Families, 
after he had employ'd his intereſt with his 
Countrymen, to diſlwade 'em from the 
War, but could not prevail. This Man 
was the original of the INoſtrious Family 
of the Clauſfsi or Clandii. In the fame year 
that Poplicels died, the Sabines came up to 
the very Walls, and Poftham: the 
ſul, who oppor'd 'em, loſt a great number 
of his Men, But afterwards the two Con- 
fouls joyn'd their Forces, and carried an 
ample Victory, which would tave ended 
in corting off the whole Army of the E- 
nemics, had not the night interpor'd. 

i3, Honoors were decreed for the Con- 
fuls, opon the Account of their Noble Ar- 
chievements : Aſcmenias indeed had a Tri- 
vmph, but Poſthumizs had only an Overio, 
by reaſon of a defeat he had lately nnder- 
one. Now Fiſts: derives the word Ovario 
om the lerter 0, which the Soldiers vy'd 
to redouble upon that ocrafion : But Diowy- 
ſiar derives it from the Corroption of E- 
var! the Greek Word. It differ'd from 
a Triumph in this, that the General 
entered « oy at the head of the Ar- 
my on foot, and not on Horſeback ; that 
he lad only a Porple Gown upon him, 
but nor s Garment, with Bars of Gold; 
that he had a Lawrel opon his head, bar 
no Scepter in his hand ; and if the War 
was either not declar'd, or put up with- 
V 2 out 
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out Blood, he was Crown'd with Myrtles 
Next year the Sabizes being routed again, 
defir d a Peace. Camarize was likewiſe ta- 
ken and levell'd with the ground. 

14. In the 1 year of the 50 Olympiad, 
in which Niceas Opuntias was Vitor, in the 
Archonſhip of Afyr«:, and the Confulſhip of 
Pofthumins Cominias and Tits Largins, or 
rather Lartia/, Cid 30 Latin Cities conſpire 
og the Romans, vpon the follicitation 
of Manilias Oftaviar, Son-in-Law to King 
Tarquin. The Reman: thought fit to ſe- 
cure themſelves by bcheging and taking Fi- 
dens ; which ok'd the Latines to engage 
more readily i theWar. At the ſame time 
the Romans were troubled with Commoti- 
ons at home, occaſiou'd by the hard con- 
dition of poor Debtors, whom their Cre- 
ditors treated as flaves. 

is. ln the midſt of theſe Commotions, 
ſeveral were debauch'd by Bribes, and en- 

'din a Conſpiracy for the King Re- 
Kovocion. Notwithſtanding that a timely 
diſcovery was made, and the Criminals

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16. This head Magiſtrate was calld 
Diftater, cither becauſe he was Dif#us, or 
nominated, by the Conſul z or becauſe he 
diftated and gave the word of Command. He 
ws nominated by the Conſal by the Senate's 
orders, without the Content of the Com- 
mons, for carrying on a War, faſtening a nail 
for a memorial in che time of a Plague, 
calling the Comirtis Conſalaria, celebrating 
Games, chookng Senator s, or upon any 0- 
ther important occalion, Upon the no- 
mination of the DiiFaror, the Power of all 
the other Magiſtrates, bating the Tribunes, 
was ſuperſeded. He nominated one of a 
Conſular or Pretorian Dignity to be Mas 
vifler Equitum, with an equal power over 
the E qui re: and Arcenfi, The Diftator him- 
ſelf had a full power over the People, and 
therefore was called AMagifter Popals : And 
all the other iaferiour Othcers were call'd 
Magi Prat and not Magſtr: 2 much afrer 
the me manner as Ferro derives Albatus 
from Alb»; Bnt afterwards Appeals were 
brought in from him to the People. 

17. T. Largics was the firſt DifFator, 
and Sp. Cafins, Magifter Equitum. The Di- 
Autor frighted the People with his Maces 
and Axes, and having furvey'd the Peo- 
_ raiv'd a moſt numerous Army, which 
e led into the Field, and then made a 
Truce with the Enemy for one year. This 
done, the Latines took up Arms once more, 
upon the follicitation of Tarwiniu and Ma- 
milias ; but were ſadly routed by Aulas Poft-

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bumizs, the ſecond Dittator, at the Lake 

Rbegilins, —_— they deſir'd a Peace, 
ty 


and with difficulty obtain'd it. Art laſt 
T. ar quimins having loſt all, and being aban- 
don'd by the Latines, Errurians, and other 
free Cities, went to Cama, to the Court of 
Ariſtodemus the Tyrant, where he died ſoon 
after, in the go year of his Age. 

18. The Romans being freed from War, 
fell in with new diſorders occaſion'd by 
the ExaCtions of Creditors, and the cries 
of the Poor, who ſaid they were not a- 
ble to pay. This gave riſe to ſuch heats, 
that the Plebeians refus'd to take the Oath 
againſt the Sabines, and threaten'd to re- 
linquiſh their Country. And tho? at laſt 
they ſuffer'd themſelves to be led out a» 
gainſt the Enemy, yet finding they had got 
no relief, they return'd home ; and tho” 
the obligation of their Oath mov'd 'em not 
to flie from thelr Colours, yet they re- 
tir'd in their Arms to the Sacred Moun- 
tain, Then the Town was in a great per- 
turbation, and the Senators were divided 
in their ſentiments. At laſt, when they 
ſaw that a great number of Deſecrters went 
off to the Army, Menenins Agrippa prevail'd 
ſo far, that Ambaſſadors were ſent with a 
power to treat without being accountable 
to the Senate, 

19. A promiſe was made to the Plebei- 
ans, that thoſe who were not able to pay 
their debts, ſhould be forgiven, and that 
hereafter things ſhould be manag'd by the

The Elements of Fhiſtory, 315 
joint conſeat of the Senate and Commons. 
Then the People were very chearful and 
1cady to reruoril, when Sicmius and L. Jar

ing that a bulineſs of the laſt importance, 
remitted it to the Senate, where after a vi- 
gorous and hot oppoſition, the requeſt was 
granted and ſolemnly confirm'd by an At of 
the Senate, Accordingly the Comitia Curiata 
were calld, and they elected ZZ. Junius 
Brurns (that being the firname he defir'd) 
and L. Sicinixzs Bellulus, to whom they ad- 
ded C. and P. Licinixs and Spurixs Icilins Rug 4. 
They enter'd upon their new Office on the 
13 of December, in the 16 year after the 
expelling of T arquinias, according to the 
Computation of Ds myſins Hal:carnaſſcus. 

20, Theſe Magiſtrates (if I may fo call 
'em) were entituled Tribuncs of the People, 
becauſe they were choſen from among the 
Tribunes or general Officers in the Army. ln 
the 297 year of Kome, their number was en- 
larged to 10, 1 hey were all Plebeians, tho” 
Livy excepts two. At firſt they were in- 
veſted with the power of defending the 
Commons : And with an incredible mea- 
ſure of boldneſs, they enlarg'd the power 
they had received, They put a ſtop to 
the Senates Acts, and the Magiſtrates E- 
dias, in pronouncing only the word Fo. 
Afterwards they were made Sacro-Saxcti, 
and took the liberty to call a Senate, con- 
V 4 yocate 
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vocate the People, make Laws, and haul 
the Magiſtrates themſelves to Priſon. The 
only relief againſt them was this, that one 
thwarted another : For their remonſtran- 
ces did not avail unleſs the whole Society 
conſented, 

21. Turbulent Men being inveſted with 
ſo much Authority rais'd ſach Diſorders 
and Commotions, that inſtead of vindica- 
ting rights, which was the end of their 
Inſtitution, Lucan juſtly calls 'em rwrbantes 
jura, diſturbers of rights. Sylla cramp'd their 
Power ; but after his death their full Au- 
thority was fully reſtor'd by the Laws of 
Aurelius Cotta, Pompey and Craſſus, and con- 
tinued ſuch till the Government came in- 
to the hands of Emperors, under whom 
they had only an empty inſignificant name, 
They had” neither the Purple Robe nor 
Serjeants, nor the Chair of State. They 
did not enter upon their Office in the be. 
ginning of the year, neither were they 

uperſeded by the nomination of a DiQa- 
tor, from whence ſome have conjectured 
that they were not Magiſtrates. Beſides 
the Tribunes of the People, and thoſe of 
the Celeres, there were likewiſeTribuni Milij- 
tum,andTribuni eAfraritin the time of the Re- 
publick. And under the Emperors, Tribun: 
Voluptatum, Tribuni Matrimonierum, Char- 
-—— Provinciarum, and Scholarum, of 


which ſce Caſſodors/s Epiſtles, 


22. The 
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22, The Commons obtain'd this further 
privilege, that two ſhould be choſen out 
of their number to ſerve the Tribunes, as 
it were; 4.e. to take Cogniſance of ſome 
Cauſes, and to take care of the Buildings 
and Corn, They were firſt called Miniftri 
Tribunorum, and afterwards eadiles, from 
taking care of the «Ages or Houſes, in 
which the Plebiſcita or Decrees of the Coms+ 
mons were lodg'd. To theſe two «Adiles 
Plebi/, a long time after there were two 
added from the Noblemen, calld Curzles 
from the Chair of State that was allow'd 
'em. In the 710 year after the building of 
Rome, Julius Ceſar added two more from the 
Patritij, call'd Cereales, becauſe they took 
care of the Proviſions. Now all theſe fix 
continued to the time of Conſtantine. The 
Adiles, ſays Cicero, are thoſe who take care of 
the City, of Proviſions, and of ſolemn Games. 
It ſeems they inſpeted the Fables before 
they were Atted, and examin'd other Wri- 
tings, After any Victory, the Provifions 
were deliver'd by the Generals to them 
1s the Priſoners were to the Pretor, and 
the Money to the (ro Livy adds, 
that 'rwas the buſineſs of the «files to ſee 
that none but Roman Gods were worſhipd, 
and thoſe in the Roman way. 

23. After theſe Tranſaftions, the Plebei- 
ans willingly liſted themſelves under the 
Conſuls, and fought againg the Folſci, They 
took Longula and Poluſtia with caſe, as well 
as Coriol; the Metropolis, by the Valour of 
Marci.

«4 
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Marcius, a Nobleman, that from thence 
was firnam'd Coriolanus. This year the 
League with the Latize: was renew'd, up- 
on the account of their faithfulneſs, when 
the Romans were haraſs d by Domeſtick 
Feuds and this War, The Senate decrecd 
that Supplications ſhould be made, and a 
third fair was added to the two Ls 
tine ones, one of which was inſtituted by 
T arquinins ater the Conqueſt of Erruria, 
and the other by Fopuliws in the time of 
Targuinixs's Exile. At this time a review 
was made, and 110000 Heads were aſle(s'd. 
24. Next year a great Famine prevail'd 
in the Town which was occaſion'd by the 
late Seditions, That made a heavy ſtir a- 
mong the Commons ; and the animoſities 
of the Poor cou'd not be pacified, notwith- 
ſtanding that a Law was made in the Con- 
vention, prohibiting the contradifting of 
the Tribunes when they harangu'd to the 
People. Ambaſſadors were ſent to S'cily 
to buy Corn, and when they return'd with 
a conliderable quantity, ſome were of opi- 
nion that it ſhould be fold to the poor at 
los rates, others were more harſh and 
thought it more proper to treat the Common 
People ſome what roughly,in regard that idle. 
neſs and too great indulyence had puſF*d 'em 
vp. Among thoſe of this opinion, Marius 
Coriolann: ſpoke molt freely; who was a great 
Aſertor of the digaity of the Noblemen, 
and was diſoblig'd by the refuſal he met 
with in the Comiias Conſularia, He alledg*d 
that 
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that they ſhould not only cramp the Commons 
in allowing them no « orn, but likewiſe 
aboliſh the Ofhce of the Tribunes, 

25. Preſently the Tribunes Indited him, 
and cited him to his Tryal b-tore the Com- 
mons. Indeed the Noblemen were very loath 
to ſuffer one of their number to be try*d by 
the Commons, but when theT ribanes gave 'em 
to know that they charg*d him with afﬀecting 
aT yranny, and would make gocd the charge; 
he offcr'd of his own accord to ſtand Try- 
al, He eahily clear'd himſelf of that im- 
puration, and ſeveral Perſons, whom he 
fav'd in the War, gave fuch Icud Enco- 
nivms of his good Offices, both to them 
and their Country, that 'twas plainiy ap- 
parent, he would quickly be acquitted. 

26, The Tribunes finding things in that 
poſture, deſigned to attack bim under-hand, 
whom they could not openly reach ; and 
accordingly blam'd him for not giving the 
ſpoils he took in War to the Treaſurer, 
according to the Injunction of the Laws, 
nor bringing the Money into the Treafn- 
ry, but diſtributing it among the Soldiers. 
They put fuch a conſtrvction wpon his 0- 
miſſion, as it he delign'dt to curry favour 
with the Army, s obtain a Lite-guard ; 
And tho' "twas certzin what he did was 
to ſecure and encourage the Soldiers, and 
alleviate the common Calamity, at a time 
when his Country was funk vunder Sediti- 
ons and Divikons, yet fuch was the Fury 
of the People, that of 21 Tribes 1: fen- 

tenc'd him to perpetual boniſhment. 
27, This 
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275, This was the firſt time that the 
Commons paſs'd Sentence upon a No- 
bleman. And after this precedent, the 
Tribunes kept up the Cnſtom of Ar- 
raigning whom they pleaſed ; and the 
power of the Commons encreasd every 
day, while that of the Senators dwindl-d 
apace, till at laſt the Commons were ad- 
mitted to the Senate, Magiſtracies and 
Priefthoods ; the Noblemen being induc'd 
to comply with their demands, partly ont 
of Neceſſity, and partly from a principle 
of Prudence. In the mean time Coriolanus 
fled to the FYolſci,, and raivd a heavy War 
againſt his ungrateful Country, and took 
ſeveral Places, infomuch that he threaten- 
ed vtter ruin to it, And no Embaſſies 
could prevail with him ; ill at laſt he 
yielded with great difficulty to the inter - 
ceſſion and tears of his Mother and Wife, 
Then he return'd to Antian and was kill'd 
by Tallias his Rival. Thus died a Man 
that out-ſtrip'd all his Contenporaries in 
Warlike Glory, but by an unflexible RifF- 
neſs brought his Country into great dan- 
ger, and at laſt ruin'd himſelf, 

238. Coriolans being kill'd, the Folſci were 
oblig'd to ſuc for Peace, and the Hernict 
were ger'd, and obtain'd a Leagne, 
the inons of which were left to the 
determination of Caſſizs, the General. Caſ- 
ſins allow'd 'em the freedom of the City, and 
endeavour'd by all means to ingratiate the 
Plebs, in order to make his way for Ty- 

ranny 
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ranny. He propord the Lex Agraris for 
diſtributing the Lands equally among the 
People ; but the Noblemen joyn'd together 
and prevented him, and condemn'd him 
to be thrown headlong over the Tarpon 
Rock : Which accordingly was done in the 
t year of the 74 Olympiad, in which 4- 
flylus the Syracuſan was Vittor, in the Ar- 
chanſhip of Leoftratus,+ and the 1 year of 
Aerxet;, ). Fabins, and S$. Cornelinz being 
Conſuls. 

29. After the death of Caſins, the Noe 
blemen became higher, but the Plebians at 
the fame- time encreas'd their boldneſs. 
When the War broke out again, the Tri- 
bunes aſſiſted thoſe who refus'd to take 
the Oath ; but in order to fruſtrate their 
interceſſion the Conſuls tranſlated their Bench 
to the Campers AMartixs, for without the 
bounds of the City they could afliſt none. 
Then they came to fiſlty blows and heayy 
threats; and a Dictator was nominated to 
appeaſe the Commotion, namely, Sp. Lar- 
i«s, who in ſome meaſure alleviated their 

meſtick Evils by making Conſuls that 
were acceptable both to the Commons and 
Nobility. 

30. Next year being the 1 of the 9g 
Olympiad, in which Xerxe: crol&'d over to 
Greece, Calias being Archon, and Caſo Fabi- 
ws and Sp. Furias, the former the ſecond time 
and the latter the firſt time Conſul, di 
the T5 and Feienres rife up in Arms a+ 
gaiaſt the People of Rome. The Fiientes 


7; 
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indoc'd all Hetraria to rebel, and defeated 
the Conſuls ofrner than oace ; making Ex- 
curſions even to the City. Then the Se- 
nate thought it neceſſary to ſecure their 
Territories by Garrifons : But at the ſame 
time the Treaſury was exhauſted, and 
the Taxes were not equal to the publick 
Charges ; beſides 'twas not to be expetted 
that many woold voluntarily liſt themſelves 
in ſervice for ſo tedioos a War. Things 
being at this paſs, the Conſul mov'd that 
the whole concern ſhould Le committed to 
the care of the Family of the Fabii ; ac- 
cordingly theſe accepted the Commiſſion, 
and fortified Cremers a Caſtle upon the 
out-lying Territories. 

31, FViientes being beaten had ob- 
tain'd a Peace : But now they reviv'd the 
War, and cut off all the Fabii, to the num. 
ber of 206. The ſtory goes that all the 
Family and Kindred was cut off, except- 
ing one young Boy, who farviv'd that di- 
aſter, and propagated the deſolate Fami- 
ly : But I PR proves that to 
be falſe. Avt are divided upon the 
time of this defeat. AMfacrobias ſays it hap- 

'd on the 16 of Jaly; Platarch fays it 
_— after the Summer Solitice, in the 
month of Cainrilis, about the New moon ; 
Livias and Tacits: aſſign the 18 of July, 
and Ovid caſts it oa the 13 of Febraary. 


32. After 
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32. After the overthrow of the Fabii, 
the Feiewes were much animated, and pe- 
nerrated to the Tancalan t but in a vear 
or twols time were fo often defeated, that 
they again defird a Peace. This War 
was but a flight one in compariſoa to the 
Civil Wars. Tre City was in great 
want of Provifions by reaſon that in the 
prececding year while the Faexres beheg'd 
the Camel, the Roman could neither ma- 
nure the ground nor Keep up any Com- 
merce, TI his gave occaſion to great ty- 
mults. Conriar, Tribune of the Commons, 
made 2a heavy ſtir about the Lex Agraris, 
and Fekero, his Succeſſor, propos d another 
Law, enjoymng theT ribunes to be created in 
the Comiria Tribets, Now the Comiias Tributs 
differ'd from the Cariers, in this,that.in theſe 
the Carts or Wards only confirmed what 
the Senate had luckily Enacted ; but in thoſe, 
every thing was tranfated without the in- 
tervention of any decree of the Senate, 
merely by the ſeparate Votes of the 
Tribes. 

33. The States had a heavy debate con- 
cerning the making of this Law. I he 
Noblemen were mightily offended by the 
impudence of the Tribune 5 and their re- 
fenrment was further infam'd, in regard 
that he requir'd the «ds honld hike- 
wile be nominated by the Comitie Tribats, 
and that all things relating to Phboaa, 
ſhould be tranſatted there. Now the 6- 
pen tendency of this was to transfer the

Appias, the Conſul, was one of the 
io bay of his Family 
always againſt the Pleb: ; he interlin'd 
his publick harangues with all manner of 
railing and opprobrious Invettives : and by 
that means put all again in confuſion, when 
his T_—_— = his meek and 
ſmooth compos'd the dif. 
The Tribune: order'd the Conſal 


34. Quintizs, who was all for moderati- 
on, got the Tribanes to conſent that the 
be remitted to the Senarcy 
the People being then poſ- 


met with ſuch 
wintia;'s Ar- 
ildneſs, to ba 
id of their own accord 
in order to pur- 
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loudly demanded to march out of their 
Enemy's Country. 

35. Appics being oblig'd to tate his Men 
our of the Enemy's Country, before he re- 
turn'd to his own, exercis'd the utmoſt ſe- 
verities ypon the diſonedient. For the Come 
tariens, whoſe Companies had fled, and 
the Standard bearers that had loſt their 
Standards, were either beheaded or whip» 
ped to death. And as for the reſt, every 
tenth Man in the Army was drawn out 
by Lot, and put to death. That being the 
uſual way among the Romans, of puniſhing 
Deſerters, and thoſe who loſt or threw a- 
way the Standards 

z6, Next year the Senate went opon the 
Lex aria, which the Coatuls and Tri- 
bunes laid before theni. But 4ppizr being 
againſt it, wheedled almoſt all the Sena» 
tors to fGide with him. Wherey the 
Tribunes cited him to ſtand tryal for his 
Life. The Parricis were ready to employ 
their intereſt for faving the Criminal, and 
intreated Appinr to humour the times, and 
take upon lim s habit more ſuitable to 
his preſent Circumſtances. But «s ſaid 
he would not condeſcend to any thing that 
was fordid or- below his Dignity. He did 
not abate any thing of hs wonted Mag- 
nanimity ; and when he ſaw that the w 
City expeted his Condemnation, laid vio- 
lent hands on himſelf, a f:w days before 
the Tryal, Notwithſtanding the Remon- 
Rrances of the Tribunes, the i . 

x ow' 
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meeting of the Comiria ; and among other 
young Neblomen, one Caſo Cuintins, Son 
to L. Caintizs Cincinnats', made a great 
figure. He ſpar'd{ no opprovious laveflives 
in railing againſt the Plbeions, and was 
thereupon Indicted by the Tribunes. His 
Father defended him but forrily, for the 
Tribones foreſecing that the boldneſs of 
laſulent youths would grow ts an unſuf- 
ferable heighth, if he got off with impu- 
nity, arraiga'd him of a feignd Crime ; 
the Tryal ing pur off he got out upon 
Bail, and fled from his Bail to Taſcany, 
but the Tributes oblig'd the Bail to P3Y 
the Money they had engag'd for. he 
Father fold moſt of his Eftate and Goods, 
and 'd to the Bail the Money the 
had faig out for his Son, and retir'd wit 
a few Servants to the Country, to # little 
Farm that was alt he had fav'd of his E- 
ſtate, upon which he had « little forry 
Cortage, and there manur'd the Land in 
a laborious and miſerable condition. Grief 
and Want oblig'd him neither to fee the 
City nor to entertain his Friends, nor ce 
lebrate Feſtival days, nor to be preſeac 
at any publick Solemniry. 

39. However the Tribddes were very 
much diſappointed ; for Cavs diſtreſs was 
fo far from checking the infolence of the 

oung men, that they became more info- 
nt and haughty, azd oppos'd the Law 

both in words and deeds, The Tribunes 
ſeeing they could got get the Law to bear,

made a noiſe of a5 great 
the Commons ; Claudia, Conſul, 
made it appear to be a Fiftion. The Do- 
meſtick Evils were further enflam'd by one 
Herdonis: Sabinur, who at the had of 4000 
men poſſeſs'd himſelf of the Ca and 
invited the Servants to take their free- 
dom, The Tribunes would not ſuffer the 
diſorder to be redreſs'd, till Falerias one 
of the Corfuls, bound himſelf by an Oath 
to fatizfe the demands of the Plebeians. 
Valcorizs was KilPd in the Siege of the Ca- 
pitol, and Claudix; would not reſt till Z. 
Ouintizs, Father of the baniſh's Caſo, ſuc- 
ceeded the deceas'd Conſul. 

40. "Twas with difficulty that Z. Quintin 
Cincinnatus was induc'd to part from his 
try retreat; however he at length accep+ 
ted the Poſt, and by his Authority re- 
ſrain'd the Sedition, and oblig'd the Peo-

reat 
Men bound in Chains. Then he tred 
his and refuyd all the honours 


proffer'd him by the Senate, and retir'd 
again to his Country Seat, Thos did he 


prefer 
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prefer a laborious Life to that of a Prince, 
and was prouder of his poverty than 6+ 
thers are of their riches. 

4t. Next year the Plebeians refuv'd to 
hight againſt the Sabines and «£qui, nnlets 
the number of the Tribanes were cenlarg'd 
to that of ten ; which accordingly was 
granted. But even that did not Grivhe 
them, for the Tribunes made a new ſtir 
by encroaching on the Authority of the 
Conſals for the next year, For whereas 
formerly the Tribunes were only allow- 
el to harangne to the People, bur did not 
pretend to call the Senate, or give their 
own Votes ; that honour beirg peculiar to 
the Confuls ; yet one /crlinr, an Activeand 
Eloquent Man, Induc'd the Tribunes for 
that year to call a Senate, Jeilins hikewile 
mov'd, that the Averrize Hill, which was 
no leſs than 22 Furlongs in Circamterence, 
and belong & to the Publick, together with 
the Wood which grew very pleatifully up- 
on it, ſhould be given to the Fl:bs to build 
Houſes vpon 

42. The Trihnune defird that his mo. 
tion ſhould bs confirm'd by a Decree of 
the Senate; and finding that the Confuls 
put it off, orderd an Officer to follow 
them to the College and call a Senate, and 
was not far from throwing headlong over 
the Rock one of the Serjeants that repols'd 
the Officer, by the Conſuls orders, For 
the Conſuls could neither offer violence 


nor reſcue the Serjcanr, tho” at the fame 
X 3 time 
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time they were highly ſenſible of the Af- 
front. Then they implor'd the aſſiſtance 
of the other Tribunes; but they had all 
combin'd ro carry on the deſign with joynt 
force, When the Confuls call'd a Senate, 
Icilius appear'd and excug'd all that was 
done, and made it out that his Law was 
very uſeful for preventing the inſurreQi- 
ons of the poor, who were mov'd to Se- 
dition by the Patririi, their encroaching 
on the publick grounds. So that he got 
a Decree paſs'd on that behalf. 

43- Tho” theſe Civil Commotions ſeem'd 
to be thus laid aſleep, yet next year the Tri- 
bunes reviv'd 'em, and then Wars broke out 
which did not at all injure the Republick ; 
for this was a certain rule, that when they 
were engagd in Wars, they were free 
from Domeſtick Quarrels, and when the 
enjoy'd Peace Civil diſſenſions prevail” 
The Conſuls indeed were in, the right of 
it, in propcſing that the Mob ſhould be 
kept under by Foreign Wars ; but they 
were out in uſing the extremity of ſere- 
rity, and admitting of no excuſe in levy- 
ing Men. Upon this the Tribunes took 
occalion to raiſe the Plebs, and inveigh'd 
againſt he Conſuls for ordering Roman Ci- 
tizens that implor'd relief from the Tri- 
bunes to be put in priſon, The tumult 
encreas'd every day till at laſt they came 
to blows, and the Conſuls were cited to 
their Tryal ; for the Tribunes cry'd that 
not only their Authority was _— 

ut

but their ſacred perſons affronted and vio- 
lated. 
44. The People were io furious and diſ- 
ofed to Civil Wars, that if the Tribunes 
ad propoy'd any thing againſt the Conſuls 
or the Senate, the City had certainly rnin- 
ed it felf : But at laſt the Tribnnes call'd 
together the People, and told 'em that 
out of reſpe&t to ſeveral good and wor- 
thy Men, they forgave the Aﬀront given 
to themſelves, but would PR_ and 
revenge the injury done to the People, and 
promis'd to promote the Lex Agraria, 
which had lain by above 3o years. A- 
mong many who egg?d on the People in 
their Convention, none made more noiſe 
than LZ. Siccius Dentatus, a Man of a won- 
derfal AſpeQ, and 5$ years of Age, who 
by recounting a great many Exploits done 
by him, put the People in ſach a ferment 
that they would not ſo much as hear 
thoſe who offer'd to ſpeak againſt him. 
45. This man had ferv'd in all Mill- 
tary Poſts, and receiv'd all the degrees of 
Honour in that Capacity. He was ſtrong 
to a Miracle, and in the time of 40 years 
continual ſervice had fooght in 120 En- 
1gements. He had 45 Wounds upon the 
ore-part of his body, but none on the 
hinder ; and 12 of thoſe were receiv'd that 
day that Herdinins Sabinus took the Capli- 
tol. From the ſeveral Bartels he had been 
in, he got ſeveral badges of honour. He 
had 14 City Crowns, which were put upon him 
X 4 by 
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by the Citizens that he preſery'd : aud 
one Sjege Crown, with three Walt ones, me- 
rited by ſcaling the Walls firſt and ta- 
king poſſeſſion of *em ; and 8 other Crowns 
which the Emperors preſented him with for 
his extraordinary ſervice in the Field, beſides 
73 Gold Chains, 60 Gold Bracelets, 18 
Spears, and 25 great Harneſſes, 9g of which 
were taken from Enemies that challeng'd 
the Romans to particular duels. This is 
Dionyſius's Liſt, to which Gellizs adds ano- 
ther Siege Crown, as many Bracelets as make 
in all 160, 4 Spears, and as many Har- 
neſſes, He calls him L. Sicinius Dentatus, 
and ſays he was firnam'd the Roman 4- 
chilles. 

46. Siccins told 'em he had ſerv'd the 


Republick in ſo many great Exploits, but 


the reward of his labours was anticipated 
by the Noblemen, who poſſeſs d the Con- 
uu grounds ; and added ſeveral other 

rguments for making the Law, and re- 
jecuing all ſuggeſtions to the contrary. 

e Aſſembly was preſently in ſuch a fer- 
ment, that one would haye thought they 
would have run on in a Current , when 
Icilius the Tribune roſe, and ſpoke much 
to the advantage of Sicciar, bt rold 'em 
'twas a Very unjuſt thing for any to charge 
others with Crimes that they themſelves 
were guilty off : And in regard "twas 
highly juſt that eyery Man ſhould have the 
liberty of ſpeaking his mind, he _—_ 


| 
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ed the Conyention to another day, on 
which every man might be in readineſs. 

47. The Patric finding their requeſts 
ineffectual, delignd to oppoſe the Law by 
open force. They hinder d the People to 
inect inthcirTribes,tcok away their pitchers 
and ballotes, and ſparing the Tribunes 
who made a heavy no:le and crowded in 
among 'em, reliſted their followers, and fo 
render'd their Offices of no effett, A- 
mong theſe, the young Gentlemen of rhe 
Families of the Poſthumin,*s, Sempropins's and 
C lelini's, made the greateſt ſtir, and hin+ 
der'd the Lex Agraria to be ratify'd by a 
Plebijeritum. 

48. Tho? the Tribunes were mightily 
enrag'd, yer they refolvd to Indite none 
but them, and put up the Qyarrel by re- 
deeming the Eſtates from the Noblemen, 
and reſtoring them to their proper own» 
ers. And were juſt going to ratihe the 
Law, when the «£qui penetrated to the 
Tuſculnm, and oblig'd the People to drown 
their Domeſtick Feuds in a_ Foreign War, 
Among others, S:iccixs march'd out againſt 
the Enemy, at the hcad of $00 Yererans, 
who follow'd him by way of Compliment, 
The Conſuls had a mind he ſhould be loſt, 
becauſe the Nobility hated him for the 
Glory he had purchas'd by his Atchieve- 
ments. Accordingly they employ'd him 
to attack the Enemy's Camp, in ſuch a 
manner as would certainly have ended in 
his ruin. But he ſtorm'd their Camp a- 
nother 
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nother way, and then return'd to the field 

of Battle, where he contributed mnch to 

the obtaining of the Vidtory. After all 

was over he return'd to Rome, and laid 

the whole ſtory ro the People, and

49. Siccius having celebrated the initia- 
tory rites on the firſt day of his Iſtra- 
cy, endited T;, Romulia: the Conſul for the 

eceding year, before the meeting, before 

entred upon any publick Adminiſtra- 
tion. Fomwulins had a haughty ſpeech that 
was not ſuited to the occaſi>n, wherenp- 
on the Tribes Voted againſt him ; and his 
puniſhment was a fine of 1co00 N 
== Siecins had — advis'd. A few 

$ after FVenturins his e was like- 
wiſe fin'd in 150c0 + ya 

40. So that the Conſals for this year 
were ſadly afraid that when they laid down 
their Conſulſhip, the Commons would treat 
them at the ſame rate. Upon which ac- 
count they openly favour'd the Plebeians, 
and in the meeting of the Centuries made 
a Law allowing all Magiſtrates to fine thoſe 
who were guilty of any miſdemeanor with 
reference to their Authority, contrary to 
the Diſcipline and Laws of the Repub- 
lick. Now in former times none but the 
Conſuls had that power, However the 

meaſure

meaſure of the fige was not left to their 
diſcretion, but 'rwas provided by a Statute 
that the largeſt fine ſhould not exceed the 
value of 2 Oxen and 30 Sheep, and that 
Law was long obſerv'd by the Romans. 

Fi. Then the Confuls remitted to the 
Senate the cognifance of the Laws, which 
the Tribunes labour'd mightily ro have 
writ for the common uſe of the People, 
and for a perpetual memorial. In this 
affair the opinion of T, Remulixs prevail'd, 
who alter'd his tune and alledg'd that the 
Commons ſhauld be hamour'd : To prevent 
their amazement at his turning, he faid 
he was as much againſt 'em as before, 
but only fince matters were come to that 
paſs, that the power of the Nobility did 
plainly decline, he thought "twas their du- 
ty to aft conformably to their preſent Cir- 
cumſtances. So that he advis'd 'em to fend 
Commiſhoners, ſome to the Grecian Cities 
in Jraly, and ſome to Athens, in order to 
fetch from thence the beſt Laws and ſuch 
as were moſt ſuitable to the Komen Coſtoms 
and Statotes. And when they return'd, 
to leave it to the Senate to nominate Le- 
giſlators and to determine what ſhould be 
the extent of their power, and how long 
it ſhould endure, and, in fine, ta do in 
all the other Circumſtances of that affair 
as they thought fir. 


$2. The 
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$2. The Jain part of the Senators 
approv'd Romuliz/'s motion. And in 
nce of the ſame, by vertue of an A&t 
paſs'd in the Senate, and ratif'd by a 
Plebiſcitum, Sp. Poſthumins, Servins Sulpiciar, 
and A. Mania: were made Commiſſioners 
for fetching Laws from” Greece ; and were 
furniſh'd upon the lick coſt with Gal- 
leys adorn'd with all the Enſigns of the 
Greatneſs of the Romer Empire. Af- 
ter three years they return'd, and the 
Tribunes preſf®d the Conſuls to leave 
the Aﬀeair of the Laws to the Sc» 
nate, But the Conſuls being unwilling to 
ſink the power of the Nob lity, put it 
off till the Comiria, in which they choſe 
. Clandins and T. Gentius Corfuls, mach 
ſooner than uſually. And then laid aſide 
all care of the publick, as being thus com» , 
mitted to others, and gave no car to the 
Tribunes, meaning to paſs the reſt of 
their Conſulſhip without doing any thing, 
$3- The Tribunes being oblig'd to have 
recourſe to the Conſuls elet, inveigled 
= by the promiſes of new honours to 
e with the Plebeians, Appinr: brought his 
Collegue wn of the ſame fide, and did 
ſo on the people with his harangues, 
ar P. Seftins the Conſul was oblig'd to 
call a Senate by himſelf, and remit the af- 
fair of the Laws to the Senate, for his 
Collegue Z. Aencrias was then a dying. 
Claudins the Conſul cleft, being firſt 
according to the cuſtom, gave his 
opinioa, 
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inion, that ten men of the nobleſt rank 
of Senators ſhould be choſen, and inveſted 
with an annual Authority, as being entit- 
led to the Adminiſtration of Afﬀairs, to- 
gether with the Conſolar Authority, which 
the Kings had formerly ; and that all other 
Magiſtrates ſhould be broke till they were 
reſtor'd again by the Laws ; and that theſe 
Decemviri ſhould take cognifance of pri- 
vate contrafts, and manage the publick 
Aﬀairs. This was the opinion of the two 
eleted Confſuls; and was carrie#. 

$4. When day of Comitia came, the 2 
elefted Conſuls refgn'd their Conſulſhip ; 
and then the people cryd "em up, and 
elcted them firſt, to whom they added 
P. Seftizs Conſul for that year, and the 3 
Commiſſioners P. Poſtbumias, Servias Sulpict 
us and A. Manlias, together with T. Ro* 
mulius, who was the propoſer of the po- 

lar opinion, notwithſtanding that the 

mmons had caſt him before, beſides C. 
Talia, T, Vuuria: and P. Horatizs,, in whoſe 
room Livy puts P. Cariatias : Theſe were 
all Senators and of the Conſular dignity. 
And then the Tribunes, Ediles and Quz- 


ſtores, and all other Magiſtrates were 
broke.

Bur the 
Father foreſeeing that his Daughter was 
about to be expos'd to the Tyrant's Luft, 
cut her throat with a knife, and went 
ſtraight to the Camp, where he induc'd 
the Army to revolr. 

6. By this means the Decemvorr; came to 
be outred by the Senate, for the Army de- 
chard for it and the Republick. And 
the Conſulſhip fell to Faleris Potitus and 
M. Hwattcs, who were very much ad- 
dicted to the Commons, as it appear'd by 
the Laws they made. One of which pro- 
vided that Laws cnatted in the Camiris 
Tributes, (hould be univerſal, and have the 
ſame power with thoſe made by the Co- 
mitia Cemtariata Now in the Tributs the 
Noblemen were out vored by the Plbei- 
ans and poor Members ; bot in the Cea#- 
twiats the former always prevail'd, tho? the 
latrer were much ſuperior in number. A 
Capital puniſhment and the forfeiture of 
Eſtates, was provided againſt thoſe who 
wy offer to violate or abrogate that

7. Virginia: Tribune of the People In- 
dicted Appiar, and others did the ſame to 
the other Decemviri- But Appicr either 
murder'd himſelf, or was kill'd by the Tri- 
bunes, in Priſon, my = tryal, Oppicr 

like- 
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likewiſe laid violent hands on himſelf ; 
the other $ were baniſh'd, and Clandins 
who laid claim to Figin as his Servant, 
was likewiſe fentencd to baniſh- 
ment. All the reſt who ferv'd the Decens- 
viri in their unjuſt deſigns were pardon'd. 
Then the Conſuls fought ſacce rely a- 
gainſt the ,fqw, Folſc: and Sabins ;, but 
when they put in for a Trium ph, their 
demand was rejxted by the Senate. The 
Conſuls took the refuſal for a heavy Aﬀront, 
and having calld a meeting of the Peo- 
ple, accvs'd the Senate in a ——_, 
and were back'd yy the Tribunes, who 

ſed their Bill, fo that the People gave *em 
the liberty of # Triumph, and they were 
that firſt of all the Fomars that introduc'd 
the cuſtom. 

8. From what has been faid, ma 
rent how the Commons of Xeme hook'sd the 
Authority into their own hands, and al- 
moſt turn'd the Nobility out of any ſhare 


gud, Sabini, Veiewe! Ardeates threaten'd 
'm with a heavy War, the Tribunes reſ- 
cu'd all thoſe whom the Confals were about 
to liſt in the ſervice, and would not fuf- 
fer 'em to puniſh thoſe who Rood out. Nay, 
they threaten'd to thwart the Senate in 
every thing elſe, and bo calls as of ©

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the Senate whatſoever, unleſs the Senate 
firſt made an At in Confirmation of the 
Law they had promulgated to that effe&. 
But Claudia, a Senator, found out a way 
of Gatisfying the Ambition of the Plebes- 
a1, and at the ſame time keeping up the 
dignity of the Parritii. 

g. He perſwaded the Senators, when they 
were reduc'd to neceſſity, to allow the Plebe- 
ian: a ſhare of the the greateſt power and dig- 
nity, and for that end to create Magiſtrates 
who ſhould be calld rmribari muilitam, and con- 
ſt of as many Noblemen as Plebeians, This 
projet was firſt ſtarted privately ; then 
the Tribunes and others bugg'd it, and 
liberty was given to as many Plebeians 3s 
pleas'd to pat in for the Magiſtracy _ 
with the Parritii. But Deſire is a thing o 
ſo much levity, eſpecially when jode'd in 
2 Mob, that thoſe very Men who but now 
were unſpeakably cager to be in the Ma- 
gitracy, and, if the Noblemen had not 
granted their demand, would cither have 
deſerted the Town as before, or maſter'd 
it by force of Arms : That Crew, I ſay, 
when they had compaſs'd their end, remov'd 
their defire from what they coveted be- 
fore, and bended it npon a contrary thing. 

10, For when many of the Plebeian: put 
in with all their might for the Office of 
tribund milieam ; the Senate thought none 
of *tm worthy of that Poſt, and having the 
Votes in their own power, prefer'd the 
Noble and IMNuftrious men that ſfollicited for

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it, namely, A.Sempronia: Atratinus, L., Artilias 
Lingus, and T. Clelins Siculas, Thele were the | 
firſt that. got the Proconſular dignity, in the *

on of others in the 1 year of that Olympiad, 
the 310 after the building of Rome, and the 
21 of Artaxerxes Longimanis, M. Genmiar, 
and C. Quintins, or L, Papyrias and L. Sem- 
pronia:, being then Conſuls. 

t1, Art firſt there were 3 tribum: mulitum, 
afterwards 6 and at laſt 8. Indeed Pomponia: 
Tus ſays there was once 20 or above, but 
either he is miſtaken, or the word is corrup- 
ted from Seri to Yiceni., When the number 
encreas'd and the Plebeians crept in among 
them, tho” they had a Conſular er, and 
wereentitled to all the badges of their Au- 
thority, yet the Dignity was ſill reckon'd to 
beof an inferiour degree, and Proconſular, as 
"twere, Sometimes they, and ſometimes Con- 
ſuls were choſen, till the year 3$$ after the 
building of the City, that ©. Sexrius, a Fle- 
beian, was eleted Conſul, and fo they came 
into diſuſe, The firſt three retain'd their 
Government only 73 days, by reaſon of the 
appearance of ſome ſigns. And then the 
Feople choſe Z. Papyrins Mugalinns, and L. 
Sempronins Atratinus to be Confuls, 

12. Next year the Peoplelikewiſethought 
it fir to ele& Conſuls ; and accordingly A. 
GeganiusMac eres, and T, Cumin: Capitolimus 
enter'd _ their Conſulſhipon the 1 3 of De- 
vember ; the former being then twice and the

ſecond five times Conſul. In their Confulſhip 
the Cen/ores were inſtituted, whoſe office had 
been better known, had not the injuries of 
time rob'd us of a part of Diozyſins Halicar- 
naſeur his account of the ſame. The Confſuls 
remonſtrarted to the Senate, that the corti- 
nual Expeditions of the Conſuls occaſion'd 
the negle&t of ſeveral uſetul things, par- 
ticularly of the valuation of Eſtates, by 
which they knew both the number of thoſe 
who were fit for Military Service, and the 
proportion of every Man's Eſtate, by which 
the publick Taxes were to be adjuſted - For 
there had been no ſurvey or aſſeſſment for 15 
years, from the Conſulſhip of L.Corne'ins and 
Fabin: ; by which means many good and uſe- 
full Men were aſſeſs'd and employ'd upon Ex- 
peditions, when the idle and profligate fort 
were left unminded, and remov'd from one 
place to another, where they liv'd as they 
pleas'd. 

13. Upon which account the Senators e- 
lefted twoof their Members, whom they cal- 
led Cenſores,cither becauſe the People was ſur- 
vey'd and aſle(s'd (cenſus) by them, as Yarro 
will have it ; or elſe becauſe, as Feſtus ſays, 
every man's Eſtate was valu'd according to 
their Judgment or report (quanti illi cenſuiſ- 
ſent.) At firſt they were created for 5 years, 
afterwards ia the 320 year after the building 
of Rome, the term of their ſervice was redu- 
ced to a year and a half. At firſt they only 
ſurvey'd and aſleſy'd the People ; but after- 
wards they were employ*d to inſpect into the 

Y 3 manners 
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manners and converſations of the Citizen 
ſo that it was in their power to cut off tho 
whom they found Criminal from any right 
to fit in the Senate or in the Tribes, and re- 
duce them adeArarior, fo call'd becauſe they 
were only reckon'd Citizens in ſo far as they 
pay'd era, by way of aTax for their heads. 
In proceſs of time the Cenſors likewiſe farm'd 
the publick Revenues, and took care of the 
publick Buildings, and the High-Roads, and 
regulated the charges of the publick Sacrifices. 
There were alſo Deputy Cenfors in the Co- 
lonies, who ſent them an account of the num- 
ber and the eſtates of the Inhabitants, to be 
inſerted in the publick Tables. After the 
ſecond Pwnick War, the Cenſors were in- 
veſted with a Conſular Dignity, and wore the 
Enſigns of that office, and indeed were reck- 
on'd a degree better than they, 

14. In the mean time the Plebeians being 
puſt'd on by theTribunes,took it very il] that 
they were not allow'd inter-marriages with 
the Nobility,and laid claim toan equal right. 
This ſtir'd up Sp. Melizs to aſpire at the King- 
dom by diſtributing Corn in the time of a fa- 
mine; but L. Quintin: Cincinnatus being made 
Di&atoy in the 80 year of his Age, employ'd 
C. Servilius Hala, Major General of Horſe to 
kill him, and pull down his Houſe, inthe 31 5 
year after the building of the City, The 
T ribunes reſented his death, and mov'd tha: 
they ſhould chooſe the rribuni militum next year, 
that ſo the Plebeians might then creep into that 
Poſt ; but they were diſappointed. In this 

year,

year, Fidene a Roman Colony ſurrender'd it 
ſelf to Tolunmins, K. of the Vejentes, and vpon 
his advice maltraited the Roman Legates. 
Upon the War againſt them Mamercns e/Emi- 
lixzs was made Dictator, and vnder his Com- 
mand Corn. Caſſus kill'd Tolumnius, and was 
the ſecond that obtain'd the opima ſpolia. 

15. Yarro derives opima, ab opibus;, but Plu- 
tarch, ab opere, They were Conſecrated tn 
Jupiter Feretrins, ſo call'd becauſe the ſpoils 
were carried in a feretrnm,or 4 feriendo. There 
were but three dignified with that honour 
before Plutarch's time ; namely, Rowulzs who 
kilPd and pillag'd Acron, K. of Cerina; Caſſius 
who did the ſame to Tolummins, K. of the Ve» 
ienter, and Marcellus who obtain'd the like 
ſucceſs over Britomartus or Virdumarus, K. of 
the Gauls, Fidene was ſoon taken, but revol- 
ted again, and the rribuni militum were ſentto 
ſubdue *em, but being all inveſted with equal 
power,and diſſenting from one another, they 
made but an ill hand of it. Whereupon A#- 
milins was made Dictator a third time, and 
Caſſus, Maſter of the Horſe:and theſe twode- 
feated the Errurians, and took Fidene. 

16, The Conſuls and Tribunes of the Army 
ſucceeded mutually, according as the People 
pleas'd. Soon after the Tribunes got three 
neſtores and one Tribunus malitum, C oſen out 
of the Commons. The Feientes havingaperſwa- 
ded the Fidenatians to revolt, continued fill 
in War with them, and the iege of Yei; laſt- 
ed 10 years. ln the 10 year of that ſiege Fu- 
rin Camillus (who had been twice Tribune of 
SY the 


by 
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the Army, and Cenſor) wis choſen Difator. 
Camilins ealily carried Veit, and returned to 
Rome in Triumph, riding in a Coach drawn 
by 4 white Horſes, which honour was reck- 
oned peculiar to Jupiter, and he was the firſt 
of all the Roman: that arrogated it to himſelf, 
By this aQtion he drew an od» upon himſelf, 
which was muchenflam'd by his hindring the 
Commons to return to Yejz, when they ſepa- 
rated from the Nobility. Upon which the 
Commons were {o incens'd againſt him that 
they baniſt'd him, as if he had cheated the 
Treaſury of the ſpoil taken in the Errurian 
War,and fin'd himin 1 5000 (or rather 1 500) 
era, which were then only in uſe among 
the Romans. . 

17, Camillss being baniſh'd, extended his 
hands towards the Capitol, and pray'd that if 
he was injur'd his ungratefulComnrrymen might 
have occaſion to repent, that it might be ſeen 
how much the Romans would miſs him in his 
abſence. Which happen'd not long after, 
The Galli Celte bring confin'd in too narrow 
bounds, ſent out ſeveral Colonies in queſt of 
new ſeats. The Poſterity of thoſe who ſet- 
led between the Pyrenean Mountains and the 
Alps, having taſted the /ralian Wine, had a 
mighty itch to ſubdue the Country that pro- 
duc'd ſuch noble liquor; and accordingly 
croſs'd the Alps, and remov'd to that part of 
Italy which the Herruſci were formerly poſ- 
ſeffd of ; ardafterwards being call'd Senomes, 


came under the Command of their K. Brexnus, 
and bclieg'd Cluſumm, a City of Tuſcary. The 
Cluſrans 
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Cluſians implor'd the aſſiſtance of the Xo- 
mans, and they ſent three Ambaſſadors all of 
'em of the Family of the Fatins's, to bring 
the Aﬀair to an Accomodation. The Am- 
baſſadors finding that the Gals could by no 
means be perſwaded into Peace,without they 
ot part of the grounds, were angry and 
march'd out of the Town to hght. As ſoon 
2s Brennus was inform'd of their motion, he 
cry'd out, that they violated the Law of 
Nations, and march'd towards Rome. 

13. He demanded that the Ambaſſadors 
ſhould be deliver'd up to him, but 'twas re- 
fug%d. This he took for an Aﬀront, and in 
reſentment of the ſame, deteated the I rj- 
bunes of the Army, upon the River Alia. 
Finding Rome abandon'd by moſt of the Ci- 
tizens, he ſack'd ir, and belieg'd the Capitol. 
Canilzs being then at Yi, was choſen Gene- 
ral by the baniſh'd Roman: : and heing confir- 
med by thoſe who kept the Capitol, routed 
the Gazxls and pur 'em to flight. And thus 
Rome, which had been ſurpris'd and taken by 
the Gazls on the 15 of July, was recover d a- 
7ain on the 13 of February, in the 365 year 
after the building of the City, and the 16 of 
Artaxerxes Mnemon. 

19. The Tribunes of the People made a 
noiſe again 2bout ſeparating and removing to 
Veit, and in order to remedy that evil, the Se- 
nators defir'd Camilla: to retain the Ditators 
place for the whole year, tho' that was un- 
precedented, Camilln: detain'd the Com- 
mons and induc'd 'em to rebuild the City ; 
which 
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which being done in a harry, it ſeem'd rather 
to be a heap of houſes one upon another than 
a regular City; and the Conduits which before 
were plac'd in the ſtreets were then put un- 
der ground. Next year Camilla: was made 
DiQator a ſecond _ and Conquer'd the 


equi and Herruſci, and oblig'd the Yolſci to 
{brrender after they had continued the War 
70 years. 

20, Three years after that Camilla; being 
made Tribune of the Army defeated 'em a- 
gain, as alſo the Latines who had continued 
true to the Reman; from the Battel at Rhbe- 


gilm to that time, - Theſe things inflam'd 


the envy of AM. Manlizs who had purchagd 
great glory by defending the Capitol, and en- 
larged it by liberal Preſents to the People, in 
order to win their Aﬀettions, and make his 
way for Tyranny. But Corr. Cafſs; the Di- 
Qtator, or elſe Quintins Capitolinus, who, Livy 
ſays, was ſtill Major General of the Horſc, 
kill'd him ; upon which the Commons were 
much incenvd. 

21, Afterwards the War was carired on 
ſucceſsfully againſt the Larins and the Yolſes ; 
but the Commons complain'd heavily of the 
debts. The Tribunecs animated 'em, but Fu 
bins Ambuſts:,a Nobleman, enflam'd their am- 
bition much more; for having married one 
Daughter to a Nobleman, and another to a 
Commoner,the latter took it ill that ſhe wan- 
ted the honours that her Siſter had, and he 
made anſwer that her Family would in time 
be likewiſe honourable, He likewiſe —_ 
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ted meaſures with Licinizs Srolo, his Son-1n- 
Law, and L.Seftias, about giving the Plebeians 
a right to be Conſu!s, Theſe two men being 
made Tribunes,rai?d ſuch tumults,that for 5 
years there was no head Magiſtrate Indeed the 
Sedition laſted 9 years, and it had come to z- 
nother ſeparation, had not CamillzsSAutho- 
rity weigh'd in ſome meaſore with both ſides. 
Then Camillzs was made Diftator a $th, time, 
and routed the Gaxls again, upon the River 
Amen. 

22. But vpon his return to Rome he encoun- 
ter'd great difficulties, for the Commons were 
up again about the Conſulſhip, and were not 
far from doing violence to his Perſon, when 
dignified -L. higheſt Magiſtracy, and ſhi- 
ning with the Glory of his great Atchierments. 
$0 he perſwaded the Senators to humopr the 
times, and to make a Plebeian one of the Con- 
ſuls. But at the ſame time the Parriris were 
allow'd to chooſe a Prearor to judge Canſes 
within the City, out of their own number. 
Matters being thus accomodated, a Temple 
was dedicated to Concord, which Camilla; had 
formerly vow'd. A 46. day was added to 
the Latin-fair, and the greater games were 
celebrated, two noblemen being appointed 
to ſerve in the room of the «£dilesr, who re- 
tus'd to execute their office vpon that occaſi- 
on, and theſe Noblemen were call'd Carzles 
from their Chair of State, Some will have 
that Chair to be call'd Cxrali: from the Coach 
vpon which it Rood ; but others derive the 
occaſion from Care: a Sabine City. The = 
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of ir, as "tis tamp'd upon medals and Coins, 
reſembles the «pariſh Chairs, which at this 
day great men make uſe of. |thad crooked feet, 
and ſteps toget up by z; and was cover'd with 
Ivory, with ſeveral things Eugrav'd vpan it. 

23. The Pretor was 5 call'd 1 preendo,and 
at firſt the Conſuls and moſt Magiſtrates went 
by the ſame name, The Contuls being for 
the molt part taken up with military bulnefs 
a Prator was appointed to fit as Judge. And 
about 1 1 2 years after the firſt initicution, a* 
bout the 50oo year after the building of Rome, 
another was added, who was call'd Peregrinas, 
from taking cogmiſance of foreign Cauſes. 
Afterwards when Sardinia, Sicily and Spaix 
became Provinces, the number of the Prerors 
was made equa] to that of the Provinces, till 
it came to 18 and above. Afterwards it de- 
creay'd again as theEmpire declin'd, and by a 
Law made by Faloninians: and Marcian's was 
reduc'd to three, The Town Prater was ke 
wiſe calld Governor, becauſe in the abſence of 
the Conſuls he executcd their Office, and took 
care of the Games, Sacrifices, and deciſions of 
Cauſes. They had the ſame badges of honour 
with the Conſul, bating that there were only 
ſix rods carry'd before 'em.By reaſon of their 
power and dignity and the ſolemnity of their 
inſtitution, Levy calls 'em Collegues to the 
Conſuls, 

24. The firſt Plabeian Conſul was L. Sex- 
rims; The firſt Protor was Sp. Farins, Son to 
Camilla: : The firſt «Ediler Caruler were Cn. 
Quamtins C apuolings and P. Corn. Scipio, L. 
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ef milins Alamercns was Collegue with Sexti- 
us, for the Nobility. And thus the Conful- 
ſhip return'd to its former courſe after an in- 
terval of 23 years; and 'twas then the $$ in 
number from the Expulſion of the Kings. 
But the Tribanes of the Army were for ever 
kept out,after they had govern'd the —_— 
lick 4$ times, and the ad miniſtration of affairs 
had been 1 5 times devolr'd from Conſuls vp- 
on them, and from them upon Conſuls. Be- 
ſides theſe alterations, the Government was 
tofs'd from the Kings to the Confols, from 
the Conſuls to the Decemvorri, and from them 
to the Conſuls again,and 20 Diftatorſhips in- 
terven'd, belides an infinity of ioterregnums, 
doring which the Regents govern'd with a 
Conſular power for hve days. So many were 
the changes and alterations that happen'd af- 
ter the baniſhing of T arquintas their King, 
the ſpace of 1 34 years, 

15. The Noblemen were fo difoblig'd by 
the Plebeians their invading the Conſulſhip, 
that the Senate made no preparations a- 
gainſt the Gauli, The Pleberans on the other 
hand were angry that the Noblemen had z 
Magiſtracies in their power, and look'd with 
an envious eye upon the power of the Pretor. 
W herenupon the Commons were allow'd to 
be capable of the place of «£dilis Curatir. 
Next year a grievous plague rag'd, by 
which Camila; and many others were 
ſwept off, And no remedy being found, 
the Stage Plays were Inftitcuted, and Ators 
were brought from Erraria, who were call'd 


Hiſtri 
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— whence the word Hiftrio takes ity 
riſe. So0n after M. Cartia/ threw himſelf head- 
long, at a time that they fought ſucceſfully 
againſt the Hernici, Gali, Herrnſei and Latin:. 

26, After the Plebeiars had enjoyed the 
Conſulſhip g years, the Noblemen —_— 
ill that C. Afartias Ratilias had been made Di- 
Qtator in the preceding year, tranſlated him 
to their rank. And this was ſo far refented 
by the Commons that the Nobility was obli. 
ged both to reſtore the Conſoulſhip, and to 
pay the debts of the poor out of the Treafu- 
ry. And in the very next year a Plebrian was 
made one of their Cenfors. 

29, Hitherto the Romans had not carried 
their Arms far ; but now they began to reach 
beyond their wonted bounds, being ſolicited 
to aſſiſt the C an; againſt the Semmitian: 
whom Falcria: the Conſul defeated and forc'd 
to make Peace, They likewiſe made War 
with the Latives for aſliting the Enemies of 
the Sanmitians, who had thus become their 
Allies. ln this War Decias Af: ſacrificed 
himſelf for the good of the Roman Army, by 
crouding in amongſt the thickeſt ranks of the 
Enemics, who cut him to pieces. T. Maeve: 
alſo(whbo was firnam'dTorquarar, fromdefeat- 
ting qe | a Chain from a Gaul in a 
Duel) his own Son for fighting 
without his Command, notwithſtanding that 
he came off with the Victory. From thence 
hard precepts were call'd Manlians; but when 
Aſanlixs retarn'd after the defeat of the Ls- 
rine;,the young men would not go ont to meet 
him. 18, The 
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18. The Conſuls for the next year mauld 
the Latize: gain, who had revolted upon the 
taking of ſome grounds from them, The Se- 
nate being at that time ſomewhat unjut to 
«A milins, one of the Conſuls, and defiring 
ts have a Dictator, he nominated ©, Paublias 
Phils for bis Collegue, whoſe Magiſtracy 
zall'd the Senators ſufficiently, eſpecially up- 
on the ſcore of three Laws which he made. 
The firſt of which ſrem'd to alter the whole 
form of Government, for its tenor was that 
the Flebiſcrre were obligatory v the Oa- 
rice. The ſecond provided that whatever 
was cnatted by the Comris Centuriats fhould 
be propos'd by the Senators. The third ap- 


pointed one of the Cenfors at beaſt to be a 


Plbrian, Theſe Laws were made in the 416 
year afrer the building of the City, in the 1 
of Arſe; King of Perſia, and the 23 of Philip of 
AMacedoma, 

29. Next year all Latians was ſubdu'd, 
and the Ships belonging to the Anriare: were 
taken from "em, the beaks of which were put 
up in the Church where the harangues were 
made, from wheace it was call d Roftre. 
Next year after that, @. Publias Philo, a Ple- 
brian, was made Pretor, and the Nobility 
made but little refiſtance, having at that 
time loſt all their priviledges 2nd the badges 
of their dignity. Soon after the S:dicins and 
Auſone; were Conquer'd and upon a new fur- 
vey of the Citizens two new Tribes were 
made, vie. the Aeris and the Scaptta, for re- 
ceiving new Citizens. 

36. Ar 
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30. Ar the ſame time 130 Women were 
convicted of Wirch-craft, and put to death ; 
and in regard that was reckon'd a Prodigy, 
a DiQtator was nominated to faſten a nail for 
a memorial of the fame. Then a War 
| broke out with the Privernares, who had beer 

puſh'd on by Firravia: Gallus, a great Man a- 
mong the Faxdexi. In the firſt year they 
were worſted, in the next Firravias was ts» 
ken, and Privermm came into the hands of 
the Romans, Vitravias and bis Complices 
were beheaded ; and the other Citizens 
were allow'd the freedom of the City. 
Now the firſt year of this War happen'd to 
be the laſt of Darizs: Codomannsas, the laſt of 
the Perſian Kings, the 424 after the build- 
ing of Rome, in the Confulſhip of I. Payy- 
ria: Craſſus for the ſecond time, and L. Plans 
tins Vewox or Yenon.

From the beginning of the Macedonian 
Empire, to the Death of Alexander rhe 
Great: The Space of Six Tears and Ten 
Months, 


t, HEN Aletandey look'd upon the 

Corpa of Derw, he wept over them. 

Having purſu'd Beſſus to no pur- 
pole, he return'd tro Hecatempelis, a C ity in 
Parthis. where he ercouragd- the Soldiers ta 
go 0a ; handing ther very eager to return co 
their own Cocntry, og he march'd _ 
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the Mardians, and forc'd them to give up Buce- 
thals, which Daneraus, the Coriathian, had 
rif.ed them. When he carne to Zadracarts, the 
Metropoluan of Fyrcams, the Story has it, 
That be embrac'd 7 baieſlris, QQocen of the A- 
Prat 1 but nemnther r—_ the Son of La- 
£4, nor any creditable Writer of thoſe crimes, 
mentions that Adventure i and Alexander him 
ſelt never mention'd it in his Letters, or other 
laterviews with Aniparer. 

2, From theace he march d into the Coun- 
try of the Arii and Sarangei, where a Conſpi- 
racy againſt him was diſcovrer'd: And Phrlotes, 
the Son of Parmenio, laſt his Head, cither for 
declining or delaying to Reveal it. And 7+ 
menio himſelf, Goyernour of Media, who was 
then 970 Years O'd, and had done the King 
many 120d Scryices, underwent the ſame 
Fate ; becavſe he was ſuſpefted, cither to be 
Guilry, or to deſign the Revenge of his Son's 
Death, At that time, Beſſas at Baftra had ta- 
ken upon bm the TI ifle of Artererxcs, King of 
Perſra ; wherenpon, Alexaader fet out,” and 
ring paſſed over the Mountain Paropumfes 
came to Aaflrs, where Reſſus was betray'd, an 
deliver'd into tis Hands ; and he gave him op to 
Oxzartes, Danai's Brother, to be Tortur's to 
Death, 

3} About this time, he Deſtroy'd the City 
of the Braechids, with all the Inhabitaats ; as 
a Puniſkoicar lo the Crime comm.nre! 7 their 
Anceſtors 150 Years before, in giving the 
Treaſace of ApoB, Didymeus to - 51x23 vpon his 
fight, and following kim-ro this Place where 
they trettihed, Having paſled over the _ 
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Tomes, which falls from the Mountain Cavcs- 

into the Caſpues Sea, he receivd a Worad 
i his Thigh ,; but after all, the Seythians were 
corſtrain'd tro Surrender themfelves by an Em- 
baſly, and he poſſe, 4d himſelf of Mcands, of 
which the People of Jer had formerly made 
themiclves Maſters, by cutring off the Mare- 
dnign Garriton, At this place, being Drunk 
with Wine, te killd Ciytur, who bad check'd 
him for ſhghting the Adtrmns of Philip his Fa- 
ther, and with fome warmth had fpoke of his 
Glory in a leſſening way. 

4. Next Spring, in the beginning of the 
toth Year of his Keign, he mude imfelft Ma- 
ſter of the higheſt Rock in Sogdiang, where 
Ozyerter, (a Lord of that Connery ) livd x 
whoſe Daeghter Rex he fell fo deeply in 
Love with, that he marry'd her ove of hand. 
Having thus advanc'd the Condition of his -f- 
fairs. and reduc'd his Enemies, be arrogated 
to himſelf divine Honours, which C -D:fbener, 
the Philoſopher, Son to Ariffetie's Nerce, re- 
fuſed to pay him, and thereupon loſt his Head. 
Afterwards. he march'd rowrwd+ FJedis, and 
made h.mfclt Maſter of the Hill fdornes. which 
only Hercules before him was able to crofe. 

F: In the rith Year of his Reign, which was 
the 4th after the Death of Darrus, be paiſed 
over the River /4dw, and invaded Indic On- 
pow, or Mirbis, the Ring of this Country. pre- 
fently orrender'd himſelf, and Alex cinder als 
low'd bim to go by the name of T axiles. © Abi- 
ſens alfo, King of the Highlanders, by Em- 
bally ſurrender d himſelf and his Kingdom. 
Then Mexander march'd agaizſt Pur, who 
Az 2 reign 4 
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reign'd beyond the River Hydaſper. He crofsd 
the River without much difficulty ; and ſoon 
after came to a Batcle, in which the dion King 
was mounted upon an Flephant, and made a 
terrible Figure z; and Alexander had his Horſe 
ſhor, loſt many of his Men, and was ſav'd by 
his Officers, Porus did not give over fighting 
till all his Men forſook him. T he Conqueror 
admir'd his Valor, retorn'd him his Kingdom, 
and enlarg'd it with the Addition of other 
Covntrics. Alexander gave Orders for build- 
ing two Cities, one calld Nicea, in the very 
place where he defeated Porus ; the other near 
to the River call'd Bucephales, in memory of 
the Horſe Bucephalus, who dy'd at this place, 
being 39 Years Old, 

6, Having Conquer'd many Nations, he came 
to the River Hyphaſs: or Hyparss, the utmolt 
limits of his Victories : - For he could not by any 
means perſuade his Men to croſs it. At th's 
place he order'd rhe Camp to be made three 
times larger than uſually ; he caus'd Beds to be 
made five Cubits wide; and Mangers, Arms, 
Bridles, and other Accoutrements of a prodigi- 
ons largeneſs. Hereturn'd co the River Hydaſ- 
pis, and ſail'd towards the Ocean z his Men be- 
ing divided on the two ſides of the River, He 
ſer out in the beginning of November, receiv'd 
Homape from the Sibori, kill'd ſeveral others 
that retus'd to ſubmit, and march'd _ 
Malli and Oxydr«ce, with whom he had a b:oo- 
dy Battle, that put him in great danger of his 
Life : For he himſelf ſcal'd the Walls of the 
Caſtle of Malli, and leapd down on the 
inſide , Whereupon the Barbarians ſhot Darts 
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at him upon all hands, and he receiv'd a 
Wound in his Lungs ; And by the loſs of his 
Blood and  _ fell into a ſwoon, which 
ſtopt che Bleeding, 

7. After the recovery of his Wound he fail'd 
to the place where the Rivers Hydras'is and 
Aceſines meet, and from thence to the /ndus. 
Together with the other /edians, he ſubdu'd 
the Brachmans,and propos'd hard queſtions to 
them. After Ten Months ſailing he came to the 
[land Pattalena, where the Indus is divided into 
two Channels : From thence he ſet forward,and 
after Encountring ſeveral Storms, arriv'd at 
lenzth in the Ocean, where he ſacrificd Bulls 
and perform'd other Aſs of Devotion to Nep- 
tune, in order to procure a happy Voyage to 
the Fleet, which he order'd Nearchus to fail 
with thro* the Ocean and Perſian Bay as far as 
to Euphrates aud the Tigris. Having left his 
navy at Pattala, he paſsd thro' the mens 
of the Arabite, Orite, and Gedroſti, 

8. He Encounter'd Greater Difficulties in the 
Country of the Gedroſi, than in all his Pro= 
greſs in Aſia : For thro' the ſcarcity of Water, 
Violence of heat and want of Proviſions, he 
did not bring home one quarter of the forces 
he Tranſported to Aſia, *Tis faid, he was 
forewarn'd of thoſe Difficulties 4 For he was 
inform'd that Semiramis eſcap'd out of this 
Country only with 30, and Cyrw only with 57 
Men, after they had ofter'd to invade it. But 
that only whetred his Ambitious defires of 
outdoing their Glory. Having ſurmounted theſe 
Incredible Diffica'ties he arriy'd at Caramania. 
la the mean time, Nearchus being beatea by 
A a 3 the 
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the Patalenians, made his way thro a Rock to 
bring his Fleer inro the Ocean, paſſd thro? 
the Countrys of the Arabite, Orite, Gedroſis and 
Ithtbyophacs, came into the Perſian Yay, and 
arriv? ! :t Ormus. There he hal advice that 
the King was abont five Days Journey off from 
that place : ſo he fer out, and gave the King 
an account of hs expedition, and then re- 
turn'd to the Navy with Orders rocontinue his 
courſe to the morth of the River Euphrates 
and from thence to Bubylog, 

9, The King ſent his Army into Perſez, by 
Sea, under the Command of Hepheftion : and 
vent himſc'f over Land : Upon the Road as he 
came 19 Chaljuera he diſtributed Money to the 
W-men, according to the Cuſtom of the Per- 
fi2n Kings and repair d Cyrus*s Tomb. During 
his abode ia Perfta, ..& puniſh'd 1:any Criminals; 
he Mrrryed Stariva the Daug ter of Darius, 
pay'd the Micedeonians Debts, which did ſcarce 
amoun* to 10000 Talents ; and beſtow'd gifts 
npon every Man, in proportion to his 
Merir 

10, But his own $1di-rs were nor at all atiſ- 
fi-d for after he had Suid down the River 
Eulew into the Ocean, and tetarn'd along Ti- 
gris as far as Oprs, he call'd together all his 
Soldiers, and allow*'d the invalids to return 
home, and prounicd migh y things to thoſe 
that wou'd continue with him to finiſh the 
War : N- w this they look'd vpon as a con- 
tempt and ſlightin.: of them. They confider*d 
that he inur'd himſelf to the Perſian Cuſtoms, 
and por on their h.bir ; thic the Barbarians, 
were liſted jato the Compeny of —__ 
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that 30 young Men were pitched upon in the 
Provinces and bred to the Macedonian difci- 
pline, whom he call*d Epigoni. Upon theſe con- 
ſiderations they conjefur*'d that their Country 
and Cuſtoms were ſlighrecd, and defirid to be 
diſmiſſd, intreating the King to carry on the 
War with the ſole aſſiſtance of Zupiter Hammon 
his Father. 

1s. The King was mightily diſturb'd upon 
thisOccurrence.He gave Orders that 13 of the 
Soldiers who were preſently taken up, ſhou'd 
be thrown headlong into the River. The 
reſt he overlook'd, and ſhut himſclt up in the 
Tent for two Days without ſecing any Body. 
On the third day, having Ordered the Mace- 
donians to keep within their Trenches, be fill'd 
the beſt Poſts of the Army with Barbarians ; 
which gall*d the Macedonians fo ſenſibly, that 
for three days together they imploy'd the hea- 
vieſt lamentations in ſuing for aPardon;which at 
length with great difficulty they obtain'd. Then 
he diſmiſſed all thoſe who were not fit forWar, 
and not only paid down their Arrears, but 
furniſhed them wich Proviſions for their Jours 
ney, and diſtributed a Talent to every Man, 
He likewiſe ſent Cratervs to Govern Medonis, 
as ſuccefſor to Antipeter, who was to bring up 
the Auxiliary Troops, Ar length he arriv'd 
at Fehatana the Metropolitan of Media, where 
Hepheſſion thro” drinking was feis'd with a Fea- 
ver, and got complying with a thin ſpare Dier, 
dyed in 7 duys time. The King was to afflited 
with his Death, that he Crncifted Glanens his 
Phyſician, and appointed an nniverſal Mourn- 
ing, in which the City partak'd by removing 
the Ornaments off from their Walls,

After long 
diſpur cs «bout the Eleftion of a Succeſſor, the 
Officers at laſt agreed, that Aridews ſhou'd be 
declard King; and that Perdiccas. ro whom 
Alirzander gave his Ring when he Dyed, ſhou'd 
be Guardian to the King, whoſe Intelleuals 
were but weak, 

2. The the Provinces were divided amonsg 
the Officers, and Prolomews the Son of Lagus 
made himſelf Maſter of Ezypt without any dit- 
ficulry. Perdiccas, envying his poſſeſſion of fo 
Lrge a Corarry, gave the command of Cappa- 
docia and the other Provinces ro Eumenes, and 
March'd at the Head of an Army towards Fe yp, 
carrying Aridew and Alezander along with him. 
In croſling the Nile he rook no care of his 
Soldiers, fo that ſome of them were ſwallowed 
up by the Waves, and others devoured by 
Crocodiles ; upon which he was kill'd by ſome 
Horſemen, at the end of a 3 Years Regency. 
By the intereſt of Prolomes, Prithon and Arideus 
were Elected to ferve in his room : but Pirbon 
was (0 diſt urbed with the Calumnies of Euridice 
Wite to Aridew, that he refign'd his Govera- 
ment, and Antipeter ſucceeded him. 

I. Antipater gave Antigonus the Command of 
the Army, to make Head againſt the Eumenes, 
who bcing left in Af by Perdiccas, had kill'd 
Cratorus 1 the Field and was declar'd an Enemy 
by the Army, Antigone Conquer'd Eum:nes

him in the Caſtle of Nora. But Antipater being 
Dead, and Polyſperchon the Antienteſt of Alex-

4+ Polyſperchon, in Order to make a ſtronger 
intereſt agaiuſt Caſſander , makes Eumenes his 
Friend, whom Olyarpias had frequently intreat- 
ed by Letters, to ſtand by the Royal Family, 
Eumenes enlarg'd the number of his Forces, by 
Marching into the upper provinces, where the 
Governours joyn'd him with an Army of 18 709 
Foot and 4609 Horle, Antigens purſu'd him 
and came to an Engagement in the Conntry of 
the Partecen, aad loſt ſeveral of his Men ;

A ce.4 over Ptolemy to entertain the hopes 
of turning him out of E-ype. According; y be 
drew together ſome Troops at Aantipenis. 3 
— hos ſtanding »pon the River Orontes, 
and 'd with'em to the Mouth of the 


. 
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Nile ; Bot finding no Ford for the paſlage of 
his Army, and that his Men were ia Danger 
of being Corrupted by the Enemy, he was ob» 
lig*d to return. Neither did be faccced berter 
in his Expedition againſt the Xhodignr. But 
Demetrms being lene into Greece, reſcu*'d the 
Cities from the Yoke of Poyſperchon and Caf- 
ſander : The latter of whom was fo Rruck 
with fear that he fent Ambaſſadors to fue for 
Peace, but finding that Ant og ornns wou'd Kcepe 
of no I erms, but that of delivering him- 
felf and all he poflefs'd upon Diſcretion, he 
Feg'd on Lyſimachasr, Fralomaus and Scirucus, 
to Reprels the Boldacfs of the Tyrant. 

2. Next Spring the Forces of theſe Princes 
were led forth to a fatal battle. Aura ap» 
pear'd at the Head of an Army of 7c000 foor, 
10600 Horſe, and 75 Elephanes. The Confede- 
ite Army conkited of 64000 Foot, 1 500 Horſe;

" own defire. In this League, the King in 
cluded Prufſtar, King of Bithynia, the Achatars 
Reeotians, Theſſalians, Acarnanians, and thoſe <1 
Epirus : The Romans, upon their de, included 
the Trojans, Attalns King of Fergarus, Pleura- 
tus King of Thracia, the Eleans, Af ſ[enians, and 
Muchanidas, Succelfor to Nabrs, the Lacedemo- 
man Tyrant. For the latter was killed in Bat- 
tel by Philipemenes, who then began to Cetend 
his Country vigorouſly. 
+; 
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and fond of Glory, was uneaſy under Peace. 
He envy'd the Fame of Philipemenes fo much, 
that he ſent Aſſaſſins to take away his Life ; by 
which Attempt, he procured to himſclt many 
Enemies. He entered into a League with An- 
trochus Magnus, and both of them conſpired to 
turn young Ptolomy out of his Kingdom; bur, 
es Polybius writes, they were ſcar'd by the Ro- 
mans from purſuing their Deſign, and were af- 
terwards puniſhed for it. Being in Friendſhip 
with the Etolzans, he ſcrupled not to ſnatch L 
famachia and Chalcedon out of their hands, wich- 
our the leaſt colour of Juſtice : He likewiſe ſub- 
dued the Town of the Cauntj, which the Khz- 
dians took {© ill, that, from that time, they he- 


came his Enemies, and jyned in with Attalr, . 
Notwithſtanding the multitude of Projedts he 7 
was engaged in, and the heavy Diſaſters he had : 


mer with; yet he kept up an invincible Spirit, 
fall of great hopes, and had the Conrage to 
wage War with the Romans, wh:ch they de-

13. The Romans charged him with the Vi- 
olati-n of the League, in injuring the Etolians, 
and oxlicr Confederates, and ſaccduriag Har- 
nib.at and the Carthaginians in Africa, The 
Athenians being Beſicged by the King, begyed 
the Aſliſtance of the Romans ; Artalus 2nd rhe 
Rhodians compluined that he attacked the Gre- 
cian Catics in Ajus, P. Sulpicncs Galba was cot 
ito Manrefowe, while Fulip invzled the Cher-

12. Philip being always accuſtomed to AFon | 
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ſus of Thratia, where the Aydians did a 
y memorable Attion in ſtanding out to the 
laſt Extremity. 'T he King did not ſucceed in 
atracking 4thens, In the mean time he endea- 
youred to make the Etclians his Friends, and 
made uſe of all Means to win their Favour ; 
but they, whoat firſt were dovubrful, were ea» 
fily determined to fide with the Romans, when 
they aw the King twice routed by the Conful. 

14. The next Year, Tapſulne being Conſul, 
nothing was done. But Ties Quintius Flamini- 
aus his Sacceffor, after an Interview tv no pur- 
poſe, defeated him, and took ſeveral Places in 
Theſſaly. At length, Phidp finding that the 
Acbajans deſerted him, and f1Jed with the Ro- 
nexus, and that the Conſul went on in torming 
and taking Towns, obrain'd a Truce of Two 
Months, and ſent Ambaſſadors to Komr to 
treat of Peace, The Grecrans likewiſe fent their 
Ambaſſadors to complain, That the King 
would noe deliver Chakis, Demetrias and Co 
finth, which Towns he called the Ferrers of 
Greece, Upon theſe Remonſtrances, the Se- 
nate would not grane him Peace ; but ordered 
Quintius to carry on the War. Q@uintins rout- 
ed him at Cynocepbate +: Upon which Diſaſter, 
he defired a Truce of four Months, in order to 
ſend an Ambaſſidor once more to Reoixe, 

15. Arhaſt, the Senate and People of Feng 
gave him Peace upon theſe Terms, vir. Thet 
be ſhevdd reftore all Greece to its abſolute [iterty ; 
delimer all the Priſoners and Deferters ; give wp 1H 
Dect'd Ships, bating frve and 2 great One ;, od 
pay belf the Sum of one Fhundred T alents that Tear, 
and the reſt withis Ter Trars, Tea Mrn were 
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ſeat along with Flomininus into Greece, to ad- 
Ret che dann, coating one 
over) with t 100, Eto- 
liens, who cenſured the Decree, and cry'd our, 
That Grecee had oaly chang'd her Maſters, fince 
Corinth, Demetrias and were in the R« 
_—___e himſelf pinch'd by Neceſſity 
\6. Phil ing ki pinch! 
a#nd hard Timcs, was very uncaſy under his 
Condition ; eſpecially conkdering, that he had 
not the Liberry of puniſhing the Rebels ; that 
he was oblig'd to reſtore the Towns he had 
taken to their rightful Propriccars ; and thit 
he was forced to yield to the querulous Re- 
monſtrances of the Theſſaloxians, of the Afthe- 
manians, and of Fumenes King in Aft. He 
was mightily incenſed, that the Romans were 
Þ very favourable to his Son Demeirins, whom 
he had ſent thither as an Hoſtage ; as if they 
had valued the Son's Friendſhip more than the 
Father's, This Jealouſy was inflamed by Per 
ſeus, the elder Son, who ſuggeſted, that Deme- 
trius aſpired to the Crown, and by ſuborn'd 
Wirnelles, carried che Charge fo far, that the 
jnagocent Youch was put ts h, by the com- 
mand of the jealous and credulous Father. A- 
bout a Year or two after, the King fell into a 
fit of Mclancholly and Grief tor the want of 
lis Son ; up2a which occaſion, the whole Con- 
{piracy was brought to light, by the Care and 
Diligeace of Antizoans his Kin Wherc- 
upon he was fo oppreſied with Grief and Sor» 
row, that he recommended Astigoaur to the 
Miedou mas, and curſed Perſevs, aud then dicd

17, Had Philip lived longer, he had fettled 
Antigneus on, his Throne, But Perſeus being 
acquainted with his Father's approaching Fate 
by his Phyſician, took timely care to cruſh his 
Enemies, and polleiſed himſelf of the Govern- 
ment. His Father left every thing in readineſs 
for carrying on a War agaialt the Romans, fo 
that Perſeur was engaged in it by way of Heri- 
tage : And inderd, he made it his only Buſi- 
neſs to provide for it, making uſe of all C 

rtunities to keep under the Romans Allies: 
Bur when they appeared in Arms, he quickly 
recanted, and fned for Pexce ; but could not ob- 
tain it, the War being already derrecd, 

18. He engaged Genthins, King of the Ihri- 
#13 on bis ide 4 but murder'd the Opportunity 
of doing Things to the purpoſe, by denying 
him Mony, of which he had great fore, to car 
ry on the War, It had been an caſy matter to 
rour Marcin: Philippus the Conſul, who then 
made head againſt im, by reaſon of the difh- 
culty of his Paſſage, and want of all manner 
of Prqvifions, But Perſeus ſeemed to be 
—_—_— before they came to Fight, and 
reſolving to flee, deſerted all the narrow 
Paſſes, and gave his Enertty liberty to advance. 
He gave Orders for burning his Fleet at 7he/ſ4- 
kmcs, and throwing his Treafure at Palos into 
the Sea. PMarcius was focceeded by L. Amila 
P:wa', a ſecond time Conful, who routed the 
King and his Army, coaliſting of 4g0co Foot 
and gooo Horſe, not for from /ydzs; and 
wok che King Priſfoaer, together with hi: Mo- 
we 
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ther aad Children, and carried him to Rome i 
Triumph. He died at Rome, after he had 
been rwwo Years Priſoner having reigned 13 
Years. Then the M ans were made free, 
and this was the end of that Kingdom, in the 
156 Year aſter the death wer the 2d 
Year of the 153 Olympiad, A. M. 3837.

He gave his Daughter Ape 
ms in Marriage £0 Alaga, King of Cyrenc, and 
Brother to Fiolomens Fiiiadelphus , Upon whoſe 
Solicitation, he violated the Treaty of Alli- 
ance with the _ of «A g1/t ; bur was pre- 
vented in accompliſhing his defigned Invation, 
by the Forces which Prolomy ſent into Afis. He 
likewiſe waged War with Eamences, King of 
Pergamus, but with little Socceſs. 

3. This Exmenes was Nephew to Philo 'erus 
the Ennuch, who was Keeper of Iyſmackus's 
Treaſure at Porgamus, and revoled from him 
at the time when he ordered *his Son Agatbecles 
(0 be put to Death, and poſſels'd himielf both 
ef the Place and the Mony, while the Kings 
were worrying one another, Afterwards, he 
converted bis Lordſhip into a Kingdom, and 
leſt it to his Nephew.

They ſerved Eumenes, Amigens and Seleucus, 
and continued Obedient to the Succeſſors of Se 
I:pcns, till now, that they Rebelled, being Hea- 
ded by Arfaces ; and flew Agatbeeles, the Go- 
vernour of theſe Countries, for offering Sodo- 
my to Tiridates, the Brother of Arſaces; and 
expelled the Macedonians. About the fame 
time, Theodorus, Governour of 1000 Baftrian 
Cixies, likewiſe Revolted, and in Imitation of 
kis Example, the People of the Eaſt withdrew 
themſelves from the Macedonian Yoke, 

5. He waged War with Prolomars Philad-! 
pbus, whoſe Daughter Berenice he married, ha- 
ving Divorced his Wite Laodice, by whom he 
had ewo Sons, namely, Selcucus and Antiochus, 
[r is chought, chat the Prophecy of Daniel poin- 
ted to this Marriage, _ That the Daughter 
of a Southern King ſhould come to a King of 
the North for Peace, but ſhould not retain the 
Strength of her Arm, neither ſhould che firſt, 
or bis Arm ſtand, For when Philadelphus died, 
Amtiochus took in Laodice again, who, fearing 
the Levity and Inconſtancy of her Husband, 
poiſoned him in the 1 5th Year of his Reign.

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Siſter 3 but ſhe unfortunately ſurrender'd before 
the Relief came up, and was perfidiouſly mur- 
der'd together with her Son. The Cities de- 
teſting ſuch a Barbarous Attion Revolted and 
ſided with Projomy, who marched furrhcr into 
Sris, kill'd Laodice, made himſelf Maſter of 
Celoſyria, Syria and Seleucia, overrun almoſt 
all Nis as far as Baffra; and had certaihly 
poſſeis'd himſelt of all Sclewcws's Dominions, 
had not a Domeltick Sedition diverted him 
from ſo great an Enterpriſe. Seleucws had fits 
td out a Flcet in order to Retrieve tis Cities, 
but it was all loſt by Shipwrack : By which 
misfortune the Cities were fo much influenc'd, 
that of their own accord they ſurrender d thenys 
ſelves. :

10. He leit two Sons, Seleucus and Antiochus. 
The former (call'd Ceraumnus) ſucceeded his Fae 
ther in the + Year of Antigouwus Doſon. He 
indeavour'd to recover that part of A/7a on 
this ſide of the Taurus which Eumen's K. of 
Pereamus poſleſs'd, bur was poyſon'd by Apa- 
turius of Galatia, and Nicanor, when he had 
ſcarce Govern'd Three Years, Achers his 
General, Nephew to Queen Laodice, puniſh'd 
the Parricides, and manag'd affairs fo dexte- 
rouſly that he reduc'd all Afta to Obedience, and 
was ſo well beloy'd by the People, that he 
might have poſſe(s'd himſclt of the Kingdom 
with caſe, bur he would not chear Antrochus 
Seleucus's Brother of his Right. "This Antio- 
chus was afterwards Sirnam'd rhe Great. While 
his Brother liv'd he reſided in the upper Pro- 
vinces ; But now he was calld to Babylon 
in the 15 Year of hs-Agpe, ro take upon him 
the Adminiſtration of Aﬀairs ; Accordingly 
he came, and made Aeheus Governour of the 
Country he had lately Recoverd, Molon Go» 
vernour of Media, and Alexander Governour of 
Perla. 

1. Antiochus was quickly pinch'd withgreat 
Troubles, upon the Account of the overgrown 
power of one Hermias, a Court-favonrite, which 
Molon and Alexander, his Brethren, took fo ill, 
that they alienated the upper Provinces from 
their Allegiance, The King deſigned to march 
againſt them ; but Hermias over perſwaded 

Cc2 him 
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him to turn his Arms againſt Prolomens Phils. 
pator, who thinking himſelf Secvre upon the 
account of Antiochus's Yourh, was entirely wra- 
p'd up in his Pleaſures. But that War procee- 


ded but heavily ; and in the mean time Molon | 


carried on his rebellious Deſigns, ſo-that the 
King was obliged to return. W hereupon, he 
quaſked the Rebels without any Difficulty, and 
took timely care to put Hermias to Death, 
bonding him engaged in Seditions Deſigns. At 
the ſamc time 2cheus, having laid by his for- 
mer Modeſty, rook upon him the Diadem and 
regal Title. However, Antiochus renewed the 
War with Ptolomy, upon the account of Cels 
ſyria, which the Agyptians continned Maſters 
of, from the time that it was taken by Euergete; 
when he went to reſcue his Siſter Berenice, 

12. He got Seleucia by Treachery, and made 
himſelf Maſter of ſeveral other Places z but up- 
on Advice of Acheus his Advances, he agreed 
to a Truce, in order to an Interview Ccncern- 
ing Peace. But many ObjeRions being ſtarted 
on both ſides, neither Prince would yield to 
the other ; ſo that the War broke out again 
next Spring, and Antior bus reduced ſeveral Ci- 
ties, After one Year, P:olomy advanced to Ga- 
4 with 70200 Foor, 5000 Horſe, and 73 Ele- 
phants, Anticchus made Head againſt him with 
72000 Foor, 6500 Horſe, and 102 Elephants: 
And defeated the Enemy ; bur, out of a juvenile 
Ardor, purſued him too far, and when 
he returned, fonnd his whole Army rout- 
ed, and was fain to retire to Kapbia and go 
Home. Ail Celoſria ſurrendered it ſelf to 
Ptolomy the V;Qor. Antivobus, fearing he your 
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purſue the ViRory, ſent Ambaſſadors with 
Propoſals of Peace. The Embaſſy found Pto- 
lomy very inclinable ro Peace, and entirely de- 
voted to his Luxury and other Vices, notwith- 
ſtanding the Opportunity he was then preſented 
with,of turning Antiochus out of his Kingdom. 

17. Antiochus, being rid of all Fears upon 
that hand, marched againſt Acheus, and block- 
ed him up in Sardes, Acheus being deceived 
by the hopes of Fayour, and betrayed, fell into 
the hands of the King, and was brought to con- 
dign Paviſhment for his Rebellion. About a 
Year or two after that, Antrochus made a Pro» 
greſs into the upper Provinces, reduced ſeveral 
Countries, and maſtered ſome Towns and Prin- 
cipalities on this fide of the Mountain Taurus, 
He managed the Adminiſtration of Afﬀairs with 
ſo much Prudence, that his SubjeQts had a great 
Opinion of him and by that means were more 
eaſily kept in their Duty, When Ptolomeus 
Phrlopator died, he and Philip K of Macedonia, 
conſpired againſt the young King, polleſled 
themſelyes of Judea, and quickly lolt it again: 
He likewiſe invaded the Territories of Ar-alus 
K. of Pergamus, but the Romans commanded 
him Home. 

14. He was reſolved at this tire to obey the 
P eople of Rom, becauſe he found himſelf nor 
able to coap with them : But ſoon after, there 
prevailed ſuch Jealouſies between him and 
them, as at laſt broke out into a War. For 
aſter the Conqueſt of Celoſyri 1, he attacked the 
Grecian Cities in A/ia, which the Romans took 
vnder theirProteti- n,and order | himto d-fift; 
thinking, that it he ſucceeded in Aſt, he would 
Cc 3 extend 
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extend his Conqueſts to Europe ;, eſpecially con- 
ſidering that Hannibal, whom he had enter- 
tained, ſollicited him to invade [tely. Antiochus 
in order to Fortify himſelf by Alliances, gave 
his Daughter Cleopatra in marriage to Prolomy, 
with Celoſyria as her Dowry ; and his other 
Daughter An'icchis to Ariathres King of the 
Cappadocians, The Roman Ambaſſadors ha- 
ving preſled for Peace in vain, he joyn'd in 
with the Etolians, who, atter the Conqueſt of * 
Philip, fell out with the Romans about the Di- 
viſion of the Spoil, and departed from their [7 
Alliance, and now ſtiri'd up all the Neighbor» | 
ring Princes againſt them, 

15. When he pallcd into Greece, he married 
a Woman of a mean Birth, and ſuffer'd his | 
Army to be enervated by the Softneſs of the | 
Place. At the Streights of Thermepvle he was 
routed by Glabrio, the Roman Conſul, and fled 
to Epheſus, The Conſul maſtered Phorts, Be- | 
otia and Eubea. Then Antiochus, applying his Þ 
mind to Sea Aﬀairs, was often beaten at Sea, Þ 
and oblig'd to hreak up the Siege ot Fereame, 
without doing any thing to the purpoſe. Upon Þ 
the approach of Scipio with a great Army, he Þ 
marched his Garriſons out of Ly/imachia, which 
might have given the Romans a great deal of 
Trouble, and, like a Mad-man, ſuflcred the 
Conſul to have a free Paſſage into 4/9. 

15. Anticcbus ſent Ambaſſadors to the Con- 
ſul with Propoſals of Peace; but the Con'ul de- 
manded, T hut he ſhould reinburſe the Charges 
of the War, and not only part with Folia and 
Jenia, but with all Afca belides, on this ſide oi 
the Mountain Tawwas, He look'd npon theſc 

Terms 
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Terms as too hard, and therefore reſolved to 
try the Fortune of a Battel ; but being over- 
come, was forc'd to (ubmit ro Terms that 
were much the ſame with thoſe above-mentio- 
ned. After that Diſaſter, he was wont, as 
Cicero tells us, to ſay, That he was obliged to 
the People of Rome, for freeing him of too great 
a Obarge, & leaving him the moderate Compaſs 
of his own Kingdom. Two years aſter, he 
made a Progreſs tato the upper Provinces, and 
Sack'd the Temple of Jupiter Belus in Elymais ; 
which Wickedaeſs did fo incenſe the Inhabi- 
tants, that they ſlew him and his whole Army, 
Some ſay, that after he crofſed the Tawrw, he 
was killed by his own Companions, for beat- 
ing them in his Drink. He Died in the 36th 
year of his Reign, the 2d year of the 148 O- 
lympiad, 18g years before Chriſt, A. M. 3418, 
in the Conſulſhip of M. AZmilius Lepidus, and 
C. Flaminius. 

17. Anticchus Magnus being Dead, his Soh 
Seleucus Philopator ſucceeded, in the 35th year 
of Philip King of Macedonia. He kept cloſe at 
Home for fear of the Romaty, and after 12 
years, was killed by Heliodorus, He left one 
Son, a Child, called Demetrius, whom he had 
ſ-nt to Rome as an Hoſtage, in the room of his 
Brother Antiochus; for ſometimes the Romans 
oblig'd 'em to ſhift their Hoſtages, Antrcchus, 
vpon his return, poſſeſſed himſelf of the King- 
dom. He was called Epiphanes by the Syrians, 
becauſe he recovered the Kingdom of the Selew- 
cde from Hiliodorus. Others call'd him Epima- 
N25, with allvſion to his phanatical Ge'lures. But 
the Angel of the Lord ſtil'd him a mean Mon. 
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18. Antiochur Fpirbanes, being the Uncle of 
Ptolomens Philometr, who had lately ſucceeded 
his deceaſe.| Father, declared himſelf Guardian 
to the young Prince: And in order to make 
away with him, and to ferch the Adminiſtrati- 
on of Affairs into his own hands, made four 
ſeveral Journeys iato egypt. But the Plot 
being di'covercd, the Romans, upon the Solli- 


citation of the Egyptians, ſent C. Fofilius I e+ © 


nas, with two others, as Ambaſſadors to him, 
When they came to an interview, he demand- 
ed, in the name of the People of Rome, that 


Antteebus ſhould depart from Alexandria, which | 


he was juſt going to block up. Anticcbus re- 
quired time to conſider of the Propoſal , but 
Lenas made a Circle of Sprigs round about 
him as he ſtood, and told Fim | vue th that 
he mult give his Anſwer before he ſRtep'd out of 
thit Compaſs, He being well acquainted with 
the Power of the Romans, was thus frighted in 
to a Promiſe of Peace. 

19. As ſoon as he returned from AEzypt, he 
h:ſicged Jeruſalem, and carried it, and pui 
89270 Jews to the Sword, and fold as many, it 
Reſenrment of the Joy they had expreſſed upon 
the Sham-News of his Death Having pillog4 
the Temple, and carricd off 1805 Talents. bt 
te't fowe Tyrannical Miniſters behind bir, 
who heavily oppreſſed the People. Two yeais 
after, hc ſent thither one Apollonius, a very crt- 
el Man, with Orders to pat to death all the Men 
that were of Age, and to expoſe the Women 
and Children to Sale, Ar laſt, being repulſcd 
from eApy?t, he iſſued forth an Edift, enjoy"s 
18g a!) tus dcbjeRts, under the pain of Death, (1 
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obſerve the Religion of the Greeks ; and fent 
ſome Men up and down the Countries, to oblige 
them to perform that ſort of Worſhip. lato 
Jude he lent an old Arhenian, with Orders to 
coaſecrate their pillaged Temple to Jupiter O- 
lympis, and the other Temple built on Moont 
Gerrym, to Jupiter Hoſpitalis ; and to prohibit 
the Inhabirants to uſe the Moſaick Law. Accord» 
ingly. the Idol of Jupiter Olympins was ſer up ig 
the] emple, and the holy Scriptures commit- 
ted to the Flames, which all the Inhabitants 
_ prohibited ro keep by them, or to approve 
of. 

25, But many of the Inhabitants refuſing to 
comply with his impious Demands, cheartully 
ſuffered Death ; and o hers followed Aattathi- 
as the Prieſt, who drew together a Company 
of Men, oppos'd the King's Tyranny, pulled 
down their Altars, and circumciſed the Jewiſh 
C hildren. But a Year was ſcarceelapf d, when 
Mattathas died, He was the Son of Jubn, 
the Grand-Child of Simeon, the great Grand- 
Child of Aſamneus or Haſmaeneus, whoſe Poſle- 
rity were called Hoſmonei after him. Davit 
the Plalmiſt, King, aud Prophet, by H.ſmannim 
means Ambaſladors or Princes, And the Mo- 
dern Jews call the Roman Cardinals Haſm innin 
or Haſmonei. 

21. Mattathias was follow'd by his Son 2nd 
Succe;Jor Judas Maccabens, who conquered and 
killed Apolonius, Governour of Saaria ; wholr 
Death the King reſented ſo mnch, that when he 
could not perform his deſigned Jom ney himſelf, 
he ſent ſeveralOfficers againſt him with a nome- 
rousBody of Forces ; Bur Jadas,by Virtue of the 
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DivineAſſiſtance,ronted them all,march'd to 7e- 
ruſalem, purged the Temple, which the Hea- 
thens had poſſefs'd for three years, offered $a- 
crifice opon a new Altar, and celebrated an An- 
niverſary Feaſt of Dedication for $ Days, 

22. Antiochus having made a Progreſs into 
the upper Provinces in order to raiſe Mony, 
conquer'd Artaxias King of Armeniz, and took 
him Priſoner. But vpon the News of the de- 
ſeat of his Men in Jades, being full of Wrath 
and Revenge, he made all poſſible Preparations 
for a ſpeedy retern, Bur it pleav'd the Divine 
Majeſty, to Puniſh him with ſuch a horrible 
diſtemper, that the Worms grew out of his 
Jody while he was yet alive, and his purtrificd 
Body became ſuch a Noſeance that the Army 
cou'd not bear the ſmell on't. Some ſay that 
he Repented out of a Senſe of the Joſt Judg- 
wene of God, and wrote very Civil Letters 
to the Jews. He Nominated Philip h s School- 
tellow as Guzrdian to his Son, and dy'd in the 
12 Year of his Reign, the 149 of the Seleucide, 
che x Year of the 154 Olympiad, A 47, 
3341, 

23. Antixchus Epiph mes was follow d by his 
$-1n and Snccefſor Artiochus, a Child of g Years 
of Age, whom the Syrims Chritten'd Enpatcr, 
with Kegard to his Father's Virtne, Lyſrze, 
wil formerly had the charge of his Education 
rora'd out Philp, and manag'd all as he pleas 'd. 
In the mean Time Judes fought Snccefsfull; 
azaiaſt the Neighbouring Princes and Gorver- 
nours.l 1ſizs envying his Glory Murch'd acain? 
him at te Head of a Nemerons Army, think- 
ing to V4 ou: the I2nominy that the for 
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mer Diſaſter had drawn vpon ++®- But the 
adventure proving Succ»G4c15, he made Peace 
with the Jews: which was afterwards Violat- 
ed by Tiw«cby and ſome other Captains, who 
renew'd the war;bot were routted, together with 
the Arabs, Nomades, Edomits and Philiffines. 

24. Theſe adventures did fo provoke Anti- 
echus Exupator, that he drew together a moſt 
Numerous Army, invaded Zudes, took Beth- 
fwo, and beſirg'd Jeruſalem, but the Warlike 
P.eparations of Philip who defign'd to make 

his Right to the Regency with force of 
Arms, recall d him and oblig'd him to make 
Peace with the belicg'd. Indeed he quickly 
croſh'd Plalip ; bur ſoon after he himſelf was 
forc'd to undergo the fame fate by Demetrizs 
the Son of Selevcws Flilopator, who fled from 
Rome in order to poſſeſs himſelf of the King- 
dom. Demetrius having gain'd the Kingdom 
was Chriſten d Sater, and endeavour'd by all 
means to get into Favour with the Romuns. 
He ſent Pachides to make head againſt the Jews, 
and after tim Nicanor, who at firſt Treated 
Judas with all manner of Civility, but after- 
wards being check'd by the King prov'd Trex» 
cherous to him. He caſt forth many Impious 
Expreſſions in the Temple, but being kill'd in 
batrel was puniſk'd for his Blaſphemy. The 
Jews Confecrated the 13 Day of the Month 
Adar to the Memory of io great a Vietory, as 
the Author ct the laſt Book of the Afgcrabees 
miorms vs, who in Kecounting that Stour» 
Comprehends an Epitome of the £ Books of 
Jaſon a Jew of Cyreae- 
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25. Upou ve News of the Death of Nics- 
"er, Demetrius ſeat Rachides to Judes, toge- 
ther with Alcimus, who was willing to Enter- 
prize any thing againſt his Country, in hopes 
to obrain the Prieſthood. The Army « 
brought with 'em was very Numerous ; wh 
Judas Engaging with a Diſproportion'd force, 
was kill'd, after he had Govern'd the People 6 
Years, in the 2 Year of Peretrim Souter, the 
152 of the Seleucide, A. AM. 3344. FJonc 
than his Brother being Elected in his Room, 
Repuls'd the Heathens and gave Laws to the 
People. In the mean Time Demetriw gave 
himſelf alrogether to Luxury, and, by that 
Means, drew opon himſelf the Hatred of his 
People ; wh ch, affiſted by the Intereſt of Art: + 
las, Ana athres and Prolomy, fuborn'd a young 
Man of an obſcure Birth, who pretended to be 
the Son of Aat:ochus Epiphaner, and aſpired to 
the Crown. 

26, His Name was Belas or Ralles ; bot his 
honorary Name was -/lexander. Heraclider, 
whom rhe King had turned our of his place ot 
being Maſter oi the Babylonian Treaſury, cat» 
ries him to Reme, and procures a Decree of the 
Scante, for aſliſting him and Laxdice, Davg!- 
ter to the ſame Antiochus, in the Recovery of 
their Father's Kingdom. BFalzs drew together 
an Army, aad routed Demerriar, who dicd va- 
liantly in the Field, ia the 12th year of his 
Reign, the 161 of the Seleucide, the 2d of the 
157 Olympiad, A. M. 3854 

27. While theEvent ot the War was yer nnde- 
termined, bathof 'e:n courted Jonatban's Friend 
ſhip, promiſing ſeveral Priviledges to the Jew- 
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i Nation. Put Alzeander promiled him the 
Office of High-Prieſt, with the purple Dignity 
and a Crown of Gold. Accordingly, in the 
2th Month of the 261 year of the Selencide, 
and 9 years after che death of Tudas Maccabew, 
the Chair having remain'd vacant 7 years from 
the Death of Alcimw, was Joratban inveſted with 
the ſicredRobes. He was the firſt of the Aſmenet, 
deſrtnded of a prieftly Family, tho” not of that 
of the High-Priefſt ; the immedute Heir where- 
of was Omes, who,being deveRted of the Dignity 
of his Anceſtors, cauſed a Temple to be 
built in the Agyptian Province of Heliopoltr 

i158. Alezander Salas, having lertled hiabielt 
vpon the T hrone, marrice Cleopatra, the Devugh- 
tier of Picdomates Fhilomitor, But his diffolute 
ind loxurioes Way of Living, furniſhed De- 
wetrius Seater with an opportunity of a'piring to 
hy» tather's K ingdom. Jonathan the Jewiſh 
High Prick made Head again Demetrins, with 
ſome Forces brought from Arelonra, and roured 
dim in a bloody Battel. But Frehmy, who at 
(04; time was poſſeſſed of a great part of Syris 
took away his Daughter from Alexander, and 
married her to Demerries ; and re-ctabliſhed 
mm in the Kingdom of his Forefathers, Atxz- 
ener being routed in the Field, fied ro Abe, 
where hs Head was cut ct, a: d tent to Frey, 
alter he had reigned 6 years. Frolemy received 
toe Complement with a great deal of Joy. but 
Gied abour thrice Cavs atter of a Wound in his 
vic id. 

29 Demetriw, having recovered hi ancient 
Ningdom, was firramed Auanr or Niacator. 
ri6 cltabliſbed Jonathan in the Prieſthood, and 
Pigtticd 
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lighted all che Charges given in againſt him, 
HE Cebended his Troops, thinking that Syria 
was peaccable, but ſoon after, one Diodotws 
T one of Bala's Captains brought Anti. 
ht the Son of Bala, out of Arabia, and de- 
clared him King ; and having routed Deme riu 
and his*Army, obliged him to retire to Seleucia, 
But Trypbon,afrer he had worſted Demetrius,took 
up a Reſolution of transferring the Kingdom 
to himſelf z and in order to compaſs that end 
with lc{s Oppoſition, pur to Death all that were 
of contrary Sentiments,cook Jonathan Priſoner, 
and killed him, and at laſt made away with the 
Child Anti.chus by the help of his Phyſicians, 
He courted many Allies all about, but obtain- 
ed none. TJenathan being dead, his Brother $ 
mon ſucceeded, who took the Caſtle of Jeruſi- 
lem by Storm, feat an Embaſſy to Rome, and af- 
ter he had officiated as Prieſt three years, was 
by a public Writ dec'ared High-Pricſt, and 
Prince of the Jews (till ſuch time as God ſhould 
raiſe up a true Prophet) and inyeſtcd with the 
regal Power and Dignity, 

30. Demetrius, _—_y fled to Seleucia, and 
having no mind to fit Idle, made War with 
the Parthians, by whom he was taken. During 
his Exile, Tryphon's Army matiny'd and fided 
with Cleopatra his Wite, She, having received 
Advice, That her Husband was married to 
Rhedogana, the Parthian King's Daughter, offe- 
red herſelf in Marriage, together with the 
Kingdom, to Antiochus, the Brother of Deme- 
trius, This Anticchus was firnamed Sedetes, 
He was glad of the Opportunity of Reigaing, 
and with that view married C{copatra, and tur- 

nec

ned out Tryphon, who Bed into Afames his own 
Country, and was there murder'd; Anticchus 
ſent Cendebews into Judes ; whom Tobn,the Son 
of fimon, defeated. Soon after, Simon was per- 
fidiouſlly murdered by Prolomy, the Son of Abub, 
whom he had made his Son in Law, and Gover- 
nour of the Province of Jericho. Upon theſe 
News, Anticehus came to Jeruſalem itn 
it fo vigorouſly, that, in a Sabbatick Year, 
the Belieged were reduced to extream Want. 
Ar laſt, they petitioned for Peace, and had it 
upon theſe Terms, viz. That they ſhould lay 
down their Arms, level che Walls with the 
Ground, and ſhould pay 55co Taleats, together 
with Tribute for Joppa ace the other outlying 
T owns. 

31. Anticchins waned War with the Parthi- 
1ns, and obtaincd icvcral Vietorics, and redu- 
£4 ſeveral Provinces, which the Jnfolence of 
his Soldiers provoked to Revoit z after which, 
himſelf was killed in an Engagement with Ar- 
faces. Arſaces, in order to divert him from 
Parthia, had ſct at liberty Demetrius his Bro- 
ther ; and after the Vitory, endeavoured to 
recall him, but found it too late : For he 
made the beſt of his Way to Syris, and wich 
zale maſtered the Kingdom, But the Annochi- 
ans took it ill, and follicited Prolomarts Phyſcos 
to ſead ſome Prince co take Pollcflion of 
Sria, Ptcdomy fuborn'd one Zabinus or Zaki 
#43, Son to one Protarchur a Merchanr, who 
rave himfclt out to be the Son of Alxmder 
Balas. This Youth, who was namd Alczas- 
Cer, defeared Demetrius near to Damaſcus. De» 
wetrias being Rejeftced by bis Wite Cl-opatre and 
her 
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her Sons,fled to Tyr, where he 
ſhelter in the Temple as being a Y, bur 
was kill'd by the Intreagues or Cleopatra or Za 
bina, in the 189 Year of the Seleucide, the j 
Year of the 164 Olympiad, A. M. 388:. 
32. Demetrius had two Sons by Cleopatra; 
Namely. Seleucus whom his Mother put to 
Death, for a ſpiring to the Crown without her 
leave, and Antiochus who was Siruam'd Gryjw 
trom his hooked Noſe. Alexander demean'd 
himſelf meckly towards his Subjefts, and by 
tha: means ingratiated himſelf with the Peo- 
ple ; but Ptolomy being touch'd with his Irgra- 
titude,gave his Daughter Tryphena in Marria;e 
to Aniochis his Siſters Son, and lent him Ar- 
xiliary Troops with which he Routed ard ſlew 
Alexander. Cleopatra was not pleas'd with her 
Son's Vitory, becauſe it thwarted her deſizn 
of Engrofling the Government to her ſelf , up- 
64 which accouut ſhe offer'd him a Poyſon'd 
Draught, but upon the diſcovery of the de- 
flign, was obligd to drink it vp her gf, As- 
tiochus Reign'd-peaceably for 8 Years after h1z 
Mothers Death, till Anttochus Cyzicenus, his 
own Mother's Son by Anticchus Sedetes, turn'd 
him out of Syria, Butthe next Year he returny'd, 
and poſſeſs'd himſelf of half the Kingdom, 
and continn'd Poſſeſlor notwithſtanding the 
Perpetual War between the two Erethren. At 
laſt Grypus was kill'd by the means of one He- 
racleon. in the 45 Year of his Age, and the 
a6 of his Reign, 15 of which he Reign'd Joint- 
ly with his Brother, 
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3. Antioehus Grypus left 5 Sons z The El- 
Jef of whom, Namely Sefercus, cur off his 
Uncle Cyzicenes, after he had Reigu'd 1 5 Years, 
But Antiochus Prius Son to Cyzicens, turn'd Se+ 
leucns out of Syria, and oblig'd him to retire to 
Cilicia, where he was burnt alive by the XMopſe- 
ate, for demanding Morey of them, Antiochus 
and Philip his Sons, who were T wins, Reſent- 
ed their Father's Death, in levcllios Afopſuc- 
i/tia with the Ground, but were afterwards de- 
feated by Artiochus Pius, Antio:bas was drown'd 
in the River Orontes. vpon his fight, Flip 
put in for the Crown ; But Prolomygarve it to 
Demetrigs the Fourth Frother; with whom he 
waz'd a Bloody \War, both upon the account 
of Syria aud Damaſcas, T he Syrians finding 
themſelves gall'd by the Wars of the Seleucide, 
calld in Tigranes King of Zrmeniga, who pollefs d 
Syn1z for 18 Years. 

4. Antiochus Pius being expell'dSyriaglurkd in 
Cilcra.Selene his Wite with 2 Sons,is Faid ro have 
Reignd in Phenicia and ſome part of the lower 
Syria, till ſhe was taken and put to Death by 
Tigranes. Tigranes govern'd Syria for 14 Years 
by the Miniſtry of Magadates, whom he was 
oblig'd ta recall when Luculus the Roman de- 
teated him, notwithſtanding the Aſſiſtance he 
had frony his Father in Law Mithridates King of 
Pontus. Upon this JunQure, Auticchus A/ſratt- 
us, the SO5n of Fivs, was by Univerſal content 
iaveſted wich the Gaveramecat of Syria for 4 
Years ; at the end of which Pompey the Great, 
having conquer'd it, Tig-anes,outted him of his 
Heritage, notwithſtanding the Good Services 
ne had done to the People of Rowe, and ts 
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fin'd him to Commagena. Thus was Syriareducd 
to the form of a Roman Province,in the 2 Yea! 
cf the 17y Olympiad, the 250 of the Seleucide, 
270 aſter the battel at Iſus, by which it was ad- 
ded to the Dominions of Alezander the Great, 
61 before the Chriſtian Date, A, 4. 3942, in 
the Conſulſhip of M. Tullins Cicero ang C, 4n- 
01 us Nepos

1: T Ho! Ftolomy had ſeveral Children by his 

Wife Euridice, the Davghter of Anti- 
pater ;,, Yet, he left the Kingdom to Ptoloman: 
his Son by Berenice who waited upcn Enurydace, 
and while he was yet alive took him in for 
ſhare of the Government, This Ptolomens, 
who was Sirnam'd Philadelphus for j being in 
Love with his Siſter Arſinoe, ontſtripp'd his Fa- 
ther in Riches and Greatneſs, He was a Man 
of Learning, and EreQted a Library of 30cco* 
Volumes, among which were the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which Eleazar the High- Prieſt, purſuant to 
the King's Orders, ſent to him, together with 
the 72 Interpreters, who are ſaid to have tranſ. 
lated it into Greek in 72 days without any diffe- 
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2. Ptolomeus Philadelphus flew 2 of his Bre- 
threy, He had likewiſe a quarrel wich Mag®> 
his Mother's Son by ne Philip of Afacedeana, 
whom his Mother had preferr'd to the Go+ 
vernment of Cyrene, He wag'd War with An- 
tiochus Theus, which ar laſt was put to an 
end by the Marriage of Zerenice to Antiochus, 
as 1 intimated aboye. T hen he gave himſelf 
up to a diſſolute life, and entertain'd the vain 
hopes of Immortalicy : But Death diſappoint- 
ed him, after he had Reign'd 38 Years by 
himſelf, and one more Jointly with his Father, 
in the 2 Year of the 133 Olympiad, A. M. 


8, 
a In the 16th Year of Anticchus Theus, Ptc- 
lomeus Euergetes Son to Ptolomeus Philadelphus 
by Arſince the Daughter of Iyſimachus, ſuc- 
ceeded his Father. This Prince invaded Syris, 
in order to Relieve his Siſter then block'd u 
by a ſiege, and Maſter'd all 4/ia, but, as I tol 
you above, was obligd to return home to quell 
ſome Domeſtick Mutiniess While he was in 
Aſia, Berenice his Wife Daughter to Maga his 
Uncle, made a vow of giving her hair to the 
Gods if he returnd ſafe, which Conon a Mathe- 
matician that flouriſh'd at that time Fabulouſly 
gave Out to be Tranflated to Heaven, and to 
Countenance the Fiftion invented the Star that 
tothis day goes by their Name. In this Prince's 
Reign Pheniz is ſaid to have come to Heliopolis. 
Cleomenes King of L acedemon being Roured and 
put to flight by Artigonus Doſen, fied to him, 
and receiv'd from him a promiſe of Auxiliary 
Troops in order to the Recovery of his King- 
dom ; But the Death of Ptalomy preyerted the 
D 4d 2 p2r- 
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performance of his promiſe, when he had 
Reignd 24 Years, in the 2 Year of the 139 0- 
Iympiad, A. M. 3783. 
4+ Ptolomeus Euergetes was follow'd by Pto- 
lomeus Philopator, ironically fo call'd, if we cre- 
dit Juſtm, who ſays he flew both his Parents. 
T his Prince was ſo drown'd in Pleaſure that he 
NezlefQed the Republick, and from thence was 
Chriſtea'd Tryphon, Finding that his Brother 
Mig had obcain'd a Great Intereſt in the Ar- 
my by his Mother's Iatreagues, he made away 
bo'h one and the other. He defeated Antiocbus 
Magnus in battel and recoyer'd Celo-Syria, Up- 
on h's reture he Viſited the Temple of Jeru- 
ſalem, and had the boldneſs to approach to the 
Inner Places of Sanftity, where, by the Divine 
Vengeance, he was ſeiz'd with ſuch Horrour © 
and Con'ulion, that it. was with much difficulty | 
that he came to himſelf again. When he re- | 
turn'd to his Kingdom he perſecuted the Jews | 
who dwelt there, and flew Eurydice his Siſter 
that he mighc have the treer uſe of Agathocles 
his Concubine. He laid aſide all the badges ® 
of Majeſty. and liſted himſelf a drudge to all 
manner of Vice, while Apathoclea, together | 
with Agatbocles |:er Brother and Fugnthe het þ 
Mother, manag'd the Government and diſpos'dF 
of every thing as they pleas'd. | 
5. Ptolomews had always the Good Fortune t 
farmount all difficulties. Cleomenes the Spartal, 
having eſcap'd oat of Priſon ſtirr'd up the Pev: 
ple to retrieve their Liberty, but finding U! 
attempt Succeſsleſs ſlew himſelf, which, ac 
cording to Polybins, was a cuſtom among tt 


Lacedemonians, Afterwards the People Re 
yolted 
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volted, but werequickly reduc'd to their wont- 
ed Obedience, fo that the King retaind his 
Dignity. He perſecuted the Jews, and in or- 
der to bring *em off from the Worſhip of 
God, cortur'd feveral and put many to Death ; 
and exposd the reſt to be devour'd by 5605 
Elephants, who were reſcu'd from the Clut- 
ches of the Beaſts by the Miniſtry of 2 Angels, 
Then the King alter'd his mind, and endea- 
vourd to oblige them. He died in the 18 
Year of his Reign, the x Year of the 1 44 Olym- 
plad, A, M. 3801, 

6. In the 20 Year of Antiochus Magnus, Pto- 
lmaus Epipbanes Son to Ptolomens Fhilopater 
by h's Siſcer, being then 5 Years Old, ſucceeded 
his Father. The Veople put to Death Agatbo- 
cles with his Siſter and Mother, and made A- 
nftomenes Acarnanes Guardian to the King, 
who was very happy in the Adminiſtration 
of Aﬀairs. Philip King of Macedonia and 
Anticchus Magnus King ot Aſia conſpir'd roge- 
ther againſt Prolomy, Antiochus poſſeſs'd him. 
ſelf of Judea, Catoſyria, Phenicia, and ſeveral 
other places in Cilicia and Carta: But beiog 
afterwards engag'd in a War with the Kamans, 
he gave his Daughter Cleopatra in Mirriage to 
Prolomy, with Judea and Ce'ofyriaas her dow- 
ry ; deſigning thereby to ſecure an eaſy pillage 
into Egypt, and to avoid the Inconvenience 
of leaving an Enemy behind him, 

7. Scopas an E'olian, General to Ptolomy's 
forces, did likewiſe coaſpire againſt him, bur 
he and his Complices were quickly cur off. At 
firſt he ated up to the CharaQter of a Good 
Prince ; But afterwards the flattery of 
Dd 3 Wicked 
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Wicked Courtiers prevail'd ſo far upon him, 
that he poyſon'd Ariſtomenes, aſter all the 
Good Services he had done to him and the Re- 
publick, and by ſo doing incurr*d the hatred of 
his People, Ar laſt, in order to carry on a 
War with Seleucus Philopator, he enter'd into a 
league with the Achaians ; But his Miniſters 
fan-ying that the Charges of the War wou'd 
Rob them of their profits, took him off by 
poiſon, after he had Reign'd 24 Years, in the 
1 Year of the 150 Olympiad, A. M,

8. He left 2 Sons and as many Daughters. 
The Eldeſt of the Sons, Nam'd Philometor , ſuc- 
ceeded the Father inthe 18 Year of Seleucus Phi 
lopater. When this Prince was about to make 
good his claim to Celoſyria by force of Arms,his 
Uncle Antiochus Epiphanes prevented him, by 
making a deſcen! upon Egypt, and turning 
him ot of his Kingdom, Philometor being 
expelld, the Alexandrians declar'd his Brother 
King, and Chriſten'd him Euerpetes, which 
Name was afterwards turn'd to Cacergetes b 
Reaſon of his Wicked Life. He was likewiſe 
ſNil'd Phyſcon, with Alluſfion to his big belly. 
Afterwards Philometor 1eturn'd, but the Citi- 
zens expell'd him, Antiochus, under the pre- 
terce of reſtoring him, continucd the War, 
but finding himſelt not able to carry A4lexand- ia, 
went off to Syria ; and left all Egypt to Phile- 
metcy, excepting Peluſuum, which he reſerv'd as 
a door for him to enter by when the 2 Bre- 
thren ſhou'd have exhauſted their ſtrength up- 
on one another, But they pack'd vp the Mat- 
zer, and reignd together Peaceably, _— 
t00 
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took this & ill, that he made another deſcene 
upon Egypt, bat was orderd by the Roman 
Ambaſſadors to quit both Egypt and Cy- 


us 
- 9. But the Brethrea ſoon fell out, and Pbhi- 
Iymetor being, expell'd by the other, repair's to 
Rome, where he obtain'd from the Senate an 
order for his Reſtoration. Energet.s finding 
the Komans kind to a'l Suppliants, went in 
Perſon to Rome, aud obtain'd the Addition of 
Cyprus to his Dominions. And evn that did 
not ſatisfy him, for he afterwards undertook a 
Second Journey, but what the Reſult of it was 
we do not know. While Philometor Reign'd, 
Onas a Jew Son ta Onies the 3 Prieſt, 
finding his Family turn'd out of the Pricſt- 
hood, obtain'd a Decree for building a Tem- 
ple in the Province of Heliopolis, which Reſem- 
bled that of Zeruſalem in every thing, bating 
that, inſtead of a Candleſtick, it had a Lamp 
hung upon a Gold Wire, which darted its 
beams all about in Imitation of the Sun. The 
Jews and Samaritans diſputed the antiquity 
of their Temples in the preſence of Ptolomy ; 
And the Samaritan Oracors being worlted, 
were Puniſh'd with the loſs of their Heads, 
purſuant to the Contraft mutually agreed to be- 
fore hand. Ar laſt Philometor receiv'd a wound 
in his head, ina battel with Alexander King of 
Syria, of which he dy'd, after he had Reign'd 
34 Years, in the 3 Year of the x58 Olym- 
piad, A. M. 3859.

10. After his Death the Method of Succeſi- 
on in Egype was alterd. Whereas formerly 
the Son ſucceeded the Father, Phyſcon obligd 
Cleopatra his Brothers Widdow to marry him, 
and few his own little Son in the Arms of it's 
Mcther the very day of the Marriage, The 
progreſs of his Reign was all of a piece with 
che beginning z cruelty and barbarity ſhind 
thro* every part of it , every Place was fill d 
with detcſtable Murders, and Mercy was ſhown 
to none. The Alezandrians took his Wicked 
Aftions ſo much to heart, that moſt of 'em 
deſerte.! the City, which he afterwards fill'd 


with New Ci:izens, But he quickly render'd 


himſelt ſo odious to them, that they ſet his 


Palace onFire,and baniſh'd him,and put theKing- 


dom into the hands of Cleopatra his Siſter. Burt 
afterwards he made Friends with his Siſter and 
Repolleſs'd the Kingdom. He dy'd, when he 
had Reign'd 29 Years by himſelf, in the 
w_ ou of the 156 Olywpiad : A. M. 
3 

11. He left 3 Sons and as many Daughters, 
By his latter will he gave Cyprus in Legacy to 
Apion his baſtard, and left t to his Wite 
to bediſpos'd of to which of his Sons ſhe thought 
fit. She fancying that Alexander the Youngeſt 
would be moſt Obedient to her, deſign'd to 
give him a ſhare in the Goverament ; but 
the People being againſt it, ſhe ſent for 
Lathurus, whom ſhe afterwards expell'd, and 
purſu'd with that Ardour, that all his Jaterpri- 
jes in Zudea and Celofyria were render'd abor- 
tive, She made jr her buſineſs for ſome Years 
to undermine 4lexander ; but he ſmelling the 
gehgn 
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defign kill'd het, and was afterwards puniſh'd 
for his parricide in being baniſhd by the .4- 
lexandriemms, The Citizens of Aezandria rc- 
call'd Lathurus, from whom the Egyptian 7 he 
bes Revolted, but was afterwards Redoc'd in 
the 3 Year of his Reign. Soon after that he 
* dyd, about 37 Years after his Father's Death, 
* in the x Ycar of the 275 Olympiad, 4. M.

12. "Tis not certain who ſuccecded 
Latburus. *Tis probable Alexander the Youn- 
ger Son to the other Alexander, Married his 
Davghter Cleopatre, and Reign'd along with 
her 18 days,but, having Kkill'd her on the rgth, 
was expell'd by the A4lexandrians. and fied to 
Tyre, where he ended his days after 15 Years 
exile, baving left the People of Rome his heir, 
in the Conſulſhip of 24 Tullus Cicero and C, 
Antonius Nepos, After Alexander was ex- 
pell'd, the Alezandrians declar'd the Son of 
Lathurus their King, who was call'd Dionyſus 
and Auletes, becauſe he was addifted to the 
Rires of Bacbws, and to the Flute, This Aule- 
tes was a baſtard, as well as his Brother the 
King of Cyprus; For Pauſanizs tells us that 
Lathurus lett no Legitimate children, excepr- 
ing one Daughter. After a few Years his 
Sobjetts outted him of the Kingdom, becarie 
be would not attempt the Recovery of Cypras, 
which the Roman: had taken from his Brother ; 
or rather, becaule he exatted a great Sum of 
Money from them, with which he purchas'd the 
Friendſhip and Alliance of the Romans, 


13. Au- 
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13. Auletes being ontred of Mexandria came 
to Rome, but all his Solicitations for Afliſtance 
were Rejefted, by Reaſon that the Sibylline 
books did not feem to Countenance it. From 
thence he went to Fpbeſus, and with a goodly 
Sum of Talents enzag'd Gabinius Governour of 

is to Reſtore him. After his Reſtoration 
he did no Memorable Ation; bating, that 
after Four Years he died in the 2 Year of the 
182 Olympiad, A. M. 3054. He had two 
Sons and as many Daughters, and order'd the 
Elder of both Sexes, who were joyn'd in Marri- 
age, to Reign together, After Three Years, 
this Prince, who was call'd Prrlomeus Dionyſus, 
torn'd out his Siſter Cleopatrs ; bur ſhe returnd 
from _”= at the head of an Army, and he 
march'd out to make head againſt her, and 
pitch'd his Camp at the Mountain Caſtum, and 
the Peluſian Mouth of the Nile, at which 
Time Pompey being Routted by Ceſar in the 
plains of Pharſalia, fled to him. Bur he, by the 
advice of Theodatus his Preceptor, receiv'd 
Pompey into a Boat, and flew him ; Thinking 
thereby to win Caeſar's good will, 

I4. But Cefer, by demanding the Money 
that Auletes owd to the Romans, igcurr'd the 
hatred of the Arxrandriens, and while he 
made it his buſinels to bring the King and his 
Siſter to a good underſtanding, Pothinug carried 
on a War againſt him. For Cleopatra's ſake he 
Encounter'd many - difficulties. Art laſt, the 
Mexandrians _— worn out by many Succeſlive 
Diſaſters, he er'd their Cimp ; and their 
King himſelf retiring into a little boat. was 
drown'd in the River, by the Crouds of w_ 
Pp 
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Ple that pour'd into the boat + lunkit. Ce- 
far carried Alexandria with wit any difficulty,for 
the Citizens ſurren4-» 4 themſelves upon Diſ- 
cretion. HoweVEr he did not annex Egypt 
ro the Rowan Dominions, but return'd it to 
Cloapatra his Mifs. She Married her Brother, 
who was then 14 Years Old, and after 4 Years 
poyſon'd him, in order to engroſs the Govern- 
ment to her ſelf. 

x5. She was mightily given to Amours; not 

only with Ceſar to whom the bare a Son, name- 
ly Ceſario ; but after his departure with Pom 
the Son of Pompey the Great. When Coſtus 
and Brutus the Murderers of Ceſor were cut 
off by the Triumpiri, Antonius went into Syria; 
where ſhe mer with him, and perſwaded him 
to go with her to Egypt, where they were both 
entirely wrap'd vp in Lechery and Debavche- 
ry- Antonius was fo —_— bewitch'd that 
he divorced his own Wite, and was not a- 
ſharvd ro beſtow the Roman Provinces upon 
Cleopatrs and the Children ſhe bore to him ; 
And requir'd that the Senate ſhou'd Ratifie the 
gifts, The Senate juſtly receiv'd his Demands 
with Contempt and Deriſion, and at laſt re 
folv'd upon a War againſt them under the 
Condut of Oftavius Cafar. Cleotatrs would 
needs be preſent at the Sea Engagement at 
Aftium ; And was the firſt that turn'd her back 
and fied, 

16. Upon this Diſaſter ſhe order'd her Ships 
to be carried over into the Bay of 4rabia, de- 
ſigning by the help of them to avoid Caprivity, 
when ſhe came to be outted of her Kingdom. 
Put 4n:08i47, not haying received the News of 

the 
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evolt ot 4.» Land Forces, diſwaded her 
from that Projet, Then they return'd to 
their wonted Luxury, »-4 jnvited all that 
were fearleſs of Death ro enjoy themſelves in 
the | uſe of all agreeable Pleaferes, But 
ſhe did not fail to Court the Favour of Caſe, 
by berraying into his hands Peluſwa with the 
Navy and Cavalry, Antonius indeed ful 
her Treachery, but was wheedled by the fair 
Infinvations of a Flattering Woman. When 
Ceſar was juſt upon the borders of , ſhe 
ſuborn'd People ro tell Antory as if ſhe had laid 
Violent Hands on her ſelf, for fear of the 
Conquerour : Upon which News Antony 
ſab'd himſelf in the Belly. Then ſhe bewaild 
his Death with mavy moans and heavy Lamen- 
tations. 

17. Ceſar had a wrong mind to take Cleops- 
tra alive; Which would have prov'd an un- 
heard of Acceſſion to his Triumph, And in- 
deed ſhe came into his hands alive, but as ſoon 
as ſhe found that all her Artifices, which had 
ſubdued fo many great Men before, could not 

ail with the Conquerour ; and that he de- 
ign'd in a ſhort Time to ſend her into /taly ; 
She concerted a way to bereave him of his prey, 
and to avoid the ſnffering of any thing unwor- 
thy of h-r Crown and Kingdom : That is, 
ſhe diced by the Application of Serpents to 
her Breaſts, as if ſhe had Nepe her Life away. 
She was a Woman of a Maſculine Spirit, and 
richly endow'd with the Gifts ofNatnre.Ske liv'd 
39 Years, and Reign'd 22 Years afrer her Fa- 
ther's Death, and kept company with Antony 
14 Years, Her Exit concludes the ——_— 
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Frolomy's, Which was then reduc'd to 
hy i= - fy nn Province. Thus was 
the Macedonian Empire quite Extinguilt'd, a» 
bout 3co Years after the Death of Darius 
, and the Commencement of the 
Monarchy under Mexander the Great 3 293 
Years after Egypt was poſlelsd by Ptolomess 
the Son of Lagws, in the 34 Year of the 187 
Olympiad, 28 before the Chriſtian date, 4. 
A. 3975. in the Conſulſhip of Af, Licinms 
Craſſus, and Oftavius Caſer, who was then Con- 
ſul che Fourth 1 ime.

The State of the Kingdom of the Jews, or 
the Principality of the Aſmonai. From the 
departure of Antiochus Sidetes out of 
Jeruſalem to the beginning of Herod” 
Reign. The Space of 98 Tears, 


t. A Ntiochus Sidetes march'd from Jeruſales 

againſt the Parthiazs; and when he 
came to batrel, receiv'd a wound of which he 
dicd. John the Prince and High Prieſt of 
the Jews accompanied him, and was firnam'd 
Hyremus from defeating the Hyrcanions. At 
this time the Seleacide were ſtill diſputing their 
right to the Kingdom ; from whence he took 
occaſion to ſettle himſe.f in the Government 
and maſter'd ſeyeral Cities in Syria, and _ 
os 
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duced the 1damei whom he obligd to comply 
with the Circumciſion. He recew'd the League 
which Judas Maccabeus made with the Romans, 
and took and deſtroy'd Samaria. He had great 
debates with the Phariſees; and was much 
more Fayourable to the Sadduces 3 W hereup- 
on the People Revolted, but were quickly re- 
duc'd to Obedience. He is faid ro have Pro- 
_ that his two Elder Sons would quickly 

poſſeſs'd of the Government. He was Ce- 
lebrated, for being at once a Prince, a Prieſt, 
and a Prophet. He died in the 31 Year of his 
Reign, 1ag Years before Chriſt, the laſt Year 
of the 160 Olympiad, A. 2. 3899. 

2, Since I haye mention'd the Phariſees, | 
reckon 'twill not be improper to give ſome ac- 
count of the different Sets of the Jews. The 
firſt mention chat Joſephus makes of the Phari- 
ſes, is in the gth Chap. of the 13 Book of his 
Archeologia. "Tis not to be doubted, but that 
thoſe Secs were reviv'd after their return from 
Babylon. Some were of the Opinion, that 
they ought not to depart from the Letter of 
the Law ; Thoſe were call'd Karraim. Others 
thought it their Duty to add other Volunta 
Performances, and were therefore call'd Haf- 
dim or Saints. Out of this Se, there Roſe 
yet another, that were reckond much holyer 
than the other Haſideans, and by Reaſon of 
their Separation were call'd Peruſchim or Phe- 
ruſchim, and by the Grecians Phariſees. Now, 
as the Phariſees ſprung from the Haſidim, fo 
the Sadduces ow'd their Original to the Karres, 
and took their Name from Sadoc. Antigonus 
the preceptor of Sadoc, and the Diſciple of Si- 


mes 
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meon Juſlus, Tavght, that we ought not to 
ſerve God, like Mercenary Servants that work 
for a Reward ; meaning, that the Principle of 
our Duty ſhould be Love, and not the hopes 
of a Reward. 

3. But Sadec (or Saiduc) and Paithus wreſted 
this Pious Opinion to an ill meaning, as if 
they expeted no Future Reward, and denicd 
a Future State, This was the Original of that 
hereſy, according to the K abbs Abrabam. But 
Montacutius our Countryman brands that ac- 
count as Fabulous, and derives the word $S:d- 
duces from Sader, Juſtitia, There was a Third 
Set that took riſe from the Phariſ. es, call'd 
Eſſ«i or Eſſeni , but we are at a loſs where to 
fix its firſt date, Some are of the Opinion; 
they were call'd Eſſ=: from ,00ax/z;, or from 
the Sywian word Heſt, from whence the Greek 
word is derivd, Now the Hebrew word ſig- 
nifies thoſe who live retird from all Noiſe, 
which quadrates admirably with the Ez, who 
affeted a Pythagorean Silence, and retreated to 
remote Solitary Villages. Others derive their 
Name from 4/a, a Hebrew word that ſignifies 
to beal, becauſe they ſtudied Phyſick- Howe- 
ver this Set was Poſteriour to the Phariſees, 
and accounted holyer ; and ſeems to have ta- 
ken its riſe about this Time, when the Hyrcs- 
man Sadduces retir'd to a deſert, in order to 
avoid the anger and envy of the Fhari- 


ees, 

4 However Hyrcarus lcſt 5 Sons; the EL 
deſt of whom was ſfirnam'd 4riſlobu'us Philel- 
len, and Succeeded his Father, He converted 
the Principality into a Kingdom, and put on 
the 
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the Regal Diadem, about 481 Years after the F 
return of the Jews from Babylon. He ftarv'q 
his Mother to Death, who was ſharer with him 

in the Government, and flew one of his Bre. | 
thren, the reſt being kept up by his Wife, He 
ſubdued the Jture;, and oblig'd 'em to comply | 
with the Jewiſh Rites ; and in the ſpace of f 
one Year ended his days in great Trouble of | 
Mind. TFanneus or Alexander his Brother ſuc- 
ceeded him, and flew one of his Brethren tor 
railing Sedition. Having ſettled his Afﬀairs at 
home, he. beſieg'd Ptolomats, but was routted 
by Ptolomeus Lathurus, who invaded Jadea. But 
after all, Cleopatra oblig'd her Son Ptolomy, to 
make Peace with Alezander, and proceed 
no further. 

"5. After the departure of Zathurus, Alexar- 
der invaded Calſyria once more, and carryed 
ſeveral Places, and levelld Gaza with the 
Ground,which was betray'd into his hands. In a 
fight with the Arabs, he loſt almoſt his whole 
Army, and narrowly eſcapd to Jeruſalem; 
where his Subjets Rebell'd and made War 
with him ; but at laſt were maſter's and Se. 
verely yuniſh'd. He enlarged his Dominions 
by confiderable acceſſions in Syria, Phenicia, 
1dumea, and other Countries; Where he poſ- 
ſeſs'd himſelf of a great Number of Cities 
molt of which are mention'4 by Joſephus. At 
laſt by a fir of drinking he was thrown into 
a Quartan feaver, which continued upon him 
Three Years ; but notwithſtanding his illneb 
he did not Neglef& his concerns, till at the BY | 
fiege of Ragolain the Country of the Geraſeni, it I | 
maſter'd him and pur an end to his days, in the 
7 
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27 Year of his Reign, the 49 of his Age, the 
3 of the 173 Olympiad, 75 Years detore the 
Birth of Chrilt, A M. 3927. 
6. When he was upon the point of Death, 
he adv 's'd his Wife AJzzandra not to publiſh 
his Death, till ſhe had raken the Caltle ; and 
after that to return in Triomph to Teruſa. 
lem, and deliver his Corpſe to the Phariſes to 
bs treated with what ladignities they plead , 
and to give ear to their Counſel ; becauſe he 
and his Fath:r had 1 ſt the good will of their 
People by quarreling with the Phariſees, Alez- 
anlra following this S:heme Ingrariated her 
ſelf with the Phariſees. Her Husband left her 
the Kingdom, notwithſranding that he had 
two Sons by her, namely Hyrcanus and Ariſtoe 
bulus, Bur the Phariſess were fo indifcreet 
and over-forward in perfecuring their adverſa- 
ries, that a Rebellion enſued, and Ariſtobulus 
made uſe of the Opportunity of aſpiriag to the 
Crown, and acordinzly took upon him the re- 
gal Ticle, his Mother being then fick. The 
i|tneſs ſhe was then under. quickly took her off 
ncheg Year of her reign and 73 of he: age. 
She was a Woman of matchleſs Wiſdom, Cou: 
rage, and Applica 101. 

7. Hyrcanus was inveſted wich the Prieſthood 
Inthe 3 Year of the 177 Olympiad, in the 
Conſulſhip of Q& Mortenſius and Q, Metellus 
Cretteus, But was routed and outted of his 
Kingdom by his Brother in a batce! fought near 
Jordan Then he retreated to a Private Lite, 
and oblig'd himſelt by an Oath to lye fall ; 
but Antipater, Governour of /dumea, rous'd 
him from his lazyneſ, and for fear of Alexe 
Ee/ ander's 
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ander's Power, perſwaded him to flee to Ayers 
King of Arabia. Aretas was eaſily induc'd to 
invade Judeaz and accordingly laid ſiege to 
Jeruſalem, but was repulsd by Scaurus the 
Treaſurer of Pompey the Great, whom -riſto- 
_ had brib'd for that purpoſe with 400 Ta- 
ents. 

8. Soon after, each of 'em ſent Ambaſladors 
to Pompey, who was then at Damaſcus ; but the 
Jews wanted to be rid of the Kingly Govern- 
ment, * and laid heavy charges againſt 'em 
both. Pompey was Favourable ro Hyrcanus, be- 
ing Gciſoblig'd by the Violent Meaſures of 
Anſtcbulus , and by reaſon that he found him 
carrying on his Projefs after the interview, 
purſued him to Jeruſalem, and laid a ſiege tg 
the Temple where his Friends tcok Shclter, 
tho Ariſtobulus himſelf rewurn'd to Pompey, 
The Temple was taken by Pompey in the Third 
Month, on the Day of the faſt Celebrated in Þ 
Memory of the Wheel which Jebojakim burnt, F 
in the 179 Olympiad, 62 Years before Chriſt, Þ 
A. M. 3942, in the Conſulſhip of C. Antonius Þ 
and M. Tulhus Cicero. 

9. Pompey Reinſtated Hyrcanus in the Prieſt 
hood and Principality ; but upon Conditon, f 
that he ſhould not meddle with the Regalia, Ht F 
put to Death the Authors of the Rebellion, Þ 
ard made the Jews Tributary to the People & F 
Rome. He took from 'em the Cities they pol- Þ 
ſeſs'd in Celofyria, and fet a Governor over 
them, and carried off Ariſichulus, Thus wa Þ 
that Nation confin'd within its own Boundaries, F 
which had been ſo lately Tranſported with their 
Victories. Vpon the Journey to Rome, —_y 
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der the Son of Ariſtobu'us gave his keepers the 
ſlip and return'd to Judea ; Where he drew 
together a body of Menp and attack'd Gabi- ius 
who deicated him and took him priſoner, Nay, 
Ariſtobulus himſelf fled from Rome, and retir'd 
to Judea, where he reviv'd the ſame War ; 
but was equally unfortunate, for Gabinius took 
him Priſ.ner and ſent him back to Rome. A- 
lexind:y £ot his Liberty, and in another battel 
loſt his Army. Craſſus ſucceeded Gahinius ; 
And as he ou thro Judea on his Journey to 
Parthia Robd the Temple of 26009 Talents ; 
bur was ſoon after puniſh'd for his Sacrilege by 
the Circumvention of his Enemies. 

19, Ceſar, having drove Pompey and the 
S. nate our of Jraly, ſent Ariſtobulus at the head 
of two Legions to ſubdue Syzza : But Pompey's 
faftion got him poyſon'd on his Journey, and 
his Corpſc lay lo:-g above Ground. Soon after 
Alexander was beheaded by Pompey's Orders. 
About this Time Antipater Governour of {/s- 
mes was*much Redoubted and Fortited by 
Alliances with ſeveral Priaces. He had 4 Sons 
by Cypri: a Noble Arabian Lady, Namely, 
Phaſaclus, Herod, Joſephus, and Pherorah ; and 
ſeat 'em all into Arabia, while he wag'd War 
with 4riſtobr{ugs. 

1. /ntiparer aſſiſted Ceſar who was then en- 
gapg'd in the Al:zxandrian War. Ceſarrewarded 
him with conliderable gifts, befides that of the 
Stewardſhip . of Judea. - He confirm'd the 
Preiſthood to Hyrcanus who had done him 
Good Services, and overlook'd all the charges 
laid againſt him by Astigonss the Son of Ariſtes 
bulus , And allow'd he Walls of Jeruſalem -

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be repait'd. ay” nag finding Hyrcanvs to be 
a dull unzttive Man, made Phaſac{as his Son 
Governour of Jeruſagm, and ſet rod over 
Gal l:e, who at that Time according to 7oſepbus 
was not above 17 (or rather 27) Years 
Old. 

12, Firrod, wio from his Infancy grv* prodt 
of a Noble Spirit, flew Ezrkizs a Famons 
Robber that {nfeſted Syria, for which the Jews 
cali'd him to acconnt : Fe appeai'd, but with 
a'guard oi Soldiers, and was abſolv'd by Air 
eanus, But he took their bringing him to a tri- 
al ſo very ill, thac he would have Revenzed 
himſelf vpon the Jrdges, had not his Father 
and Brethren diſlwaded him. Soon att'r 
Caſſuus being engag'd ia a War with the 5riu!- 
Giri, came tov Judca; Where he. exafted 
a .Sum of Money, About that time An- 
tipater was poyſon'd by one Malichus; and his 
S ns conccald Moalichuy'; Crime, till the 
Criminal aſpiring to the Principality cf Judez, 
was, by the order of Caſſius, brought to con- 
dign Puniſhment, both for his Ambition and 
Parricide. 

13. Herod was the Perſon that put Malichus 
to Death : For which the Jews Arraign'd him 
before Antonius; but he with a Sum of Money 
got off, and turn every thing to the advan- 
tage of his Aﬀairs. The Parthians having 
then made themſelves Maſters of Syrzz ; An- 
gonus the Son of Ariſto/ulus hir'd fem to Effect 
his Reſtoration, for 2000 Talents and 500 
Women. Accordingly they laid ſiege to Teru- 
| folem, and when Hyrcanus and Pheſaelus weie 
ſenr to them upon an Embaſſy, keep'd *em Pri- 
ſoners, 14. But 
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14 But Herod eſcap'd cur of Ferufalem and 
fled ro 7..bia, where he indeavor'd to pro- 
cure Succor ; but finding his Sollicications ins 
effetual, boldly went to Fome, and Repre» 
ſented his deploralle cale to Antomus. Art9» 
ny, our of Reſpect to his Father's Memcry, 
but chiefly in Regard of the Money that was 
teader'd, p rſwaded the Senate ro pive him 
the Kingdom ; And was bac}'4 by Ota 
Ceſar, Thus was he declar'd King to the 
Conſternation of all, w ho before was (o ſenft- 
ble of his own Incapacity for the Pct, tha: he 
had reſulv'd to petition tor the Crown oa the 
behalf of Alexander the Son of Ariſtobulus, 
and brother to Afartamna his Wite, In Seven 
Days Time he fer out from [aly, in the x 
Year cf the 185 Olympizd, 37 Years before 
Chriſt. A. 04. 3965. in the Conſulſhip of 
C. Aſinius Follio, and Demitius Calvinus, who 
was then a fe:ond Time Contal, 

15. $41 aud Yen idtus were order'd to aſſiſt 
Herod in procuring the Kingdom. He firſt 
laid f1ege io Jeruſalem, but upon the approach 
of the Winter lodg'd his forces in their Win- 
ter Quarters 3 and being diftdent of Ventiding, 
vent to wait upon Antony, who at that Time 
was at Samoſata upon the Euphrates, Antony 
gave him an Hon urable Reception, and Re- 
commended him to the care of Sofrus, So that 
about Five Months aiter Teruſclem was taken 
by er Legions and £000 Horle, Antizonts be: 
ing taken p:iforcer, Antony, upon the Sollict- 
tation of Xero1, order'd him to be beheaded at 
Antiochia, T his was the exit of the 4ſmoner, 
aout g9S Years after Judea's freedom from the 
Ee 3 SYI L+ 
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Syrian Yoak ; and the Adminiſtration © 
Affairs was put into the hands of Herod a 
Forreigner. Jeruſalem was taken in the Third 
Month, on the ſame faſt day on which the 
Temple had been taken by Pomrey about 27 
Years before, the laſt Year of the 18; Olym- 


Piad, in the Conſulſhip of 44 Agrpps, and C4 
mains Gallus. ;

The Aﬀairs of Sicily, Contemporary to 
the Macedonian Monarchy. From: the 
Death of Timoleon to the Wars of Si- 
cily; or to the firſt Punick War. The 
Space of 73 Tears. 


Imolem's Laws and Corſtitutions tended 

ſo much to Encourage D. mocracy, that 
the Commonalty Fenwann, a boundleſs Liber» 
ty ; and Sicily did got long enjoy the Advan- 
tages of Peace; For when the due Avthority 
of Princes was taken away, the Kingdom was 
expcsd to the Impoſitions of Tyrants, among 
whom Azathocies ſtands higheſt in the Roll, 
both upon the account of his Sagacity. and 
(Cruelty, and the GreatneG6 of his Afions. 
His Father was one Corcinus a Porter who 
laid him out in his Inſancy, by Reaſon that 
the Oracle had foreto!ld he would be the Au- 
thor of Greay Calamity in Carthage and Sicily: 
But his Mother favd him. He was fo heed 
ome 
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ſome a Youth , that Dymas the Gene» 
ral of the forces kept him, and at laſt 
made him Adjutant General ; After that, he 
Married Dymas's Widdow, He attempted to 
ſtorm Cyoto an lralian Ciry ; bur being difap» 
pointed came to Syracuſe, where he ſeem'd to 
indeavour to make himſelf Tyrant, and was 
thereupon baniſh'd, Bat ſoon after he drew 
together an Army ; wh'ch frighted the Ciri- 
zens ſo that they Recall'd him, and oblig'd 
him by an Oath co offer at no Infringement up- 
on the People's Power. 

2. After his return he Wheedled the Vul- 
gar People by his Harangues, which breath'd 
nothing but downright Democracy; and was 
preſently made General, Then he march'd 
his Army into the City, and flew a Great 
Number of the Noble Men, charging them 
with the AﬀeQtation of Ariſtocracy. Ar this 
Rate 4500 were killd, and thereupon 6200 
f:d, and the unruly Mob Elefted Aga'bocies 
to be Sole Commander. By this intreague 
he got the Power into his hands, and pre- 
tended to a great deal of Humanity and 
Meekneſs. Burt having drawn together a moſt 
Numerous Army, overrun all Scily, and de- 
clard War againſt the Carthaginians ; aad find - 
ing himſelf Worſted ia the Iſland invaded A- 
frie4 as being naked and expoy'd, and as foon as 
he arriv'd fet his Ships on Fire, deſigning 
thereby to cut off from his Men all poſlibilicy 
of fleeing, and oblige 'em to be brave upon 
the foot of deſpair. 
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3- The Caribgimans were aſtoniſhed by 
his boldneſs ; and he maul'd 'em often, for 
now their Afﬀairs went crof, in Sicily it (elf, 
For Amilcar their General was taken and 
kill d before Syracuſe, and his Army ſplit into 
ewo Faftions Whereas Azathot 5 ſcifficd all 
the Mntinies in bis Army, and frequently 
went off with the Viftory ; and pertidioully 
murder'd one of th: Officers of Ajezand r the 
Great, who had pofleſsd himſclf of Cyrene, 
and Improv'd all Opportnnitics of inlarging 
his Dominions ; avd whom he had Whee'1:d 
ed come over to him vpoa the Proſp<tt of ſhar 
ing in the Common Spoil, Then he declar'd 
himſelf King, and having lett /rcbrgathus 
his Son in /frica return'd to Sicily, 2nd re- 
duc'd the Cities which had Revolced and Fn- 
tertain'd the baniſh'd Reb. ls, But ſoon after 
his Aﬀairs took anotier C ourſe, 

, For Dimocrates appear'd in \rcaly at the 
head of ſo Numerous an Army, that he durſt 
not Engage him. And in Africa the Carthyt 
nians cut olf Bomilcar who uſurp'd the Tyrac- 
n7; and defeated Arch:-athus and Recover'd 
ſeve:al Places, Wherevpon Ae athocles was re- 
call'd by his $on ; but bcforc be left the Iſland, 
he pre to Death moſt of thoſe whom he {ul- 
petted, in orcer to prevent their Future Inſur: 
reclions. As lcon as he arriv'd in Africa, ht 
fouad the © rthagmians much too hard tor him, 
and Reſolvd to flee, Bur Archagathus ſmel- 
ling the dclign, and ſecing himlelf upon he 
point of being lefr in the Jurch, puſt'd on 
the A1my to mutiny, fo that they took hol 
et ile ]yTant, 2nd bound bim with Chains :

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But afterwards he fot 'em taken off, and 
made his eſcape to a Ship.ia which he fled away. 
Upon the News of his Flight, the Soldicrs 
flew both his Sons 
5. Upon hs return to Say, he dilplay'd 

all manncr of cruelty upon the People gi 
eA:e/ta ; And among other Contrivances far 
Torturing, 1inveaced a Machine ia which he 
burat Men alive, as Thalaris 'had done before 
in his Bull. But foon after the found himſelf 
ſo pinch'd by Unſurmountable Difficulties 
that he deligad to reſign the Tyrati ay ; bot 
when Dinecr ates oferd to Ulbr» is he 
made hea! agaiaſt him anal defeated kim, 
He expeil'd Caſſarder King of 1Micedoniz ont 
of Corryra ; He tock and deſlroy'd Creato 
and killd a great many of the Citizens ; 
but was fearfully maul'd by the Brutii. He 
entcrd into a Contederacy with Demctriia 
Puliorcetes, who was tlen Governour of Ms 
cedonia ;, and was Juſt an ning another Ex- 
pedition to Aﬀf ica, when Arcrigathrs his 
Grand Son kili'd » Wy as taking it ill that 
Azathecles the Tyrant's Son was preferd 
to him, whom he likewiſe made drenk and 


Killd, Agathocles was not quite cxpir'd 
when Ozythemus Demetriis s Amballidor laid 
mim in his Grave, I'1 the 7@72 Year cf his 
Age. the 28 of his Reign, (according, to his 


own Biother Antander, as well as other Ans 
thors) in the 2 . Year of tlc 1:3 Olympi- 


ad, A. M. 3718, 
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G. Agathocles being taken out of the 
way, the Syracuſans Retriev'd their Liber- 
ty : Which Megom Arccſthors, who Execu- 
ed the Parricide, inJeavourd to invade and 
to Uſurp the Tyranny ; and likewiſe 
killd Archagathus : But his Meaſures were 
broke by the Concluſion of a Peace berween 
rhe Citizens of Syracuſa, and the Carthaginians 
with whom he joyn'd. The Mercenary 
Troops were diſcarded by the Citizens, and 
thereupon overpower'd the Inhabitants of ſ- 
ſeve and pofſeis'd themſelves of the Ciry 1 
which in their own Campanian Language was 
call d Mamertma from Mars. This happend 
when a Campanim Roman Legion being 
ſent to aſſiſt the Rbegians in the time of the 
War between the Romans and Tarentines, did 
with equal perfidy poſſeſs themſelves of Rhe- 
gium. Not long after the Syracuſans being 
engagd in a War with the Africa 
call'd in Pyrrhbus King of Epirus from [taly: 
Who at firſt manag'd Matters happily ; bur at 
laſt grew cruel, and by that means was diſap- 
pointed in his M-aſures and (© return'd to 

Ntaty, 
£4 Afcer the return of Pyrrbus to Ttaly, the 
Syracuſan Army, without any precedent, choſe 
two Prtors out of their own body, Namely 
Artemidorus and Hiero- Whereupon the Peo- 
ple were much incensd, as taking it very ill 
that the Army ſhould Ufurp their Power. 
But at the ſame time confirm'd the Magiſtracy 
to Hiero the Son of Hierecles, out of Regard 
to his Humanity and other Virrnes. He ex- 
pos'd the T urbulent Mercenary Forces ” che 
cur- 
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xcurſions of the MMaomertins, and by that 

means infeebl'd them fo that he afterwards 
Reignd in Security, After a few Years he 
Vigorovuſly attack'd the Mamertins, and de- 
feated them to that degree, that they were 
thinking to ſurrender, when Hamibal the Cor- 
thagiman, envying Hiere's Proſperity, cunning 
ly diverted him from «carrying on the ſiege, 
and at the ſame time gull'd the Mamertins. 

3. However # wo, opon his retura to 
Sywatuſe was declar'd King, as a Reward for his 
Valor. But Harnba/ poſleſs'd himfelf of the 
Caſtle of Mamertini ; and Join'd with Hier in 
attacking the Ciry. Upon this Combination 
the Mamertines implor'd relief from the Fomens : 
But the Senate having lately Reſented the Per- 
fidiouſneſs of the Campanien Legion by putting 
them all to Death, Refus'd to aſſiſt them who 
were guilry of the fame Crime; But the Peo- 
ple, whoſe Authority then prevaild, being 
advisd by the Pretor, that it was their interelt 
to rolleſs themſelves of Sicily, in order to Gall 
the Corthaginians more ſenſibly and Enlarge the 
bounds of their Empire ; and that the Soldi- 
ers whom theTarentizWar had quite Exhavſted, 
wou'd be conliderable gainers by this War; 
Upon theſe Suggeſtions, 1 ſay, the People 
gave orders for levying an Army, and ſending 
'em Auxiliary Troops 

9. This was the firſt Original of the firſt 
Sicilig” or Punick War, the account of which 
will come in under that of the Roman Afﬀeairs,

CHAP. IX. 


The Reman Afﬀairs Contemporary with the 
Macedonian Empire. 


Sea. I. 


Reaching from the War with the People of Priver- 
pum jo the 1 Punice War, which was their 
Firſt attem;t out of Italy. The ſpace of 6; 
Tears. 


x After the taking of Priv.rnum, the Rc- 

mans declar'd War againſt the Palzpo. 
[itzii. It; was one and the ſame Chalcidenſi- 
an Colony thurt [nhabired both Palepolzs and 
Neapolt;, upon the Maritim fide of Zoly. T he 
People of Pal-pilis truſted in their own 
ſtrength join'd to that of the Samnites ; and 
were further Encourag'd, by a Plague that 
raz'l among the Remans. Accordingiy they 
attack'd the Romans who liv'd about Falernua, 
and trequently g2li'd them : But were after- 
wards conquer'd an4 oblig'd to ſurrender, an 
the Samnites loſt 3 Towns. Bur the Ta rntin 
ſtood out longer, and in the War with them 
£. Papyrius Curſor bving made Dittatar, mov 4 
that Fabius Ru'ilinw, Major of the _ 
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ſhould be beheaded for Engaging the E- 
nemy without orders, tho he came off ſoc- 
ceſsfully ; and it was with difficulty that the 
latreatics of the People diſwaded the DiRator 
from puw'ting the delign in Execution. 

2. Papyrius Cetcated the Samnites ; whereup- 
on they deſir'd a Peace, bnt met with a Refu- 
ſal. But not long aner they ſorpris,d the Ro- 
man Army at the ſtraits of Caudivm, and ob- 
lig'd 'em to accept of ſuch Terms, as were 
unworthy of the Pcople of Rome ; infomuch 
that the Senate Refus 4 to Ratife 'em, and re- 
new*d the War, in which the People of Seam. 
nts were often worked ; and £. Diecins Mns, 
being made Conſul a 4th time, and being 
Engagd in a>batrel with them and the Gafi 
Senones, facrific'd himſelf for the Army, by 
Ruſhing in among, the thickeſt files of his 
Enemies, about 44 Years aficr his Father ia 
the War with the S2bins had by his owa Con- 
trivance undergone the ſame fate. 

?. ſis ro be Remark'd that the Remans 
had Jo Triumphs upon the War with the 
Sanites 3 That 1s, the Conſuls had 26; L. 
Patyrius the Diftator 2, P. Philo the Procon- 
ſul one, Fabiue another Proconſul one, the 
Family of the Fabit 4, and that of the Papyrus 
5, New this War commenc'd in the 410 
Year a ter the building of the City, and 
was put to an end in the 481; So that ;t con- 
tinu'd 71 Years ;- and the Aman never En- 
gag'd with an Enemy that ſtood ovt longer 
ogainſt them, and with more vigour. 


4. In 
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4. In the mean time, while the Romans are 
Engag'd in forreign Wars, Domeltick FaQi- 
ons prevail at home, which were at laſt ap- 
peasd by allowing the Plebs a ſhare in the 
Prieſthood and the AuguralDigaity: And then 
the Lex Provocationis was Renew a 3 Time. 
But ſoon after the People mutiny'd upon the 
account of the Debts, and Separated from the 
Patricis, retiring to Jatticulum. Q. Hortenſuus 
the DiQtator in order to bring back the Peo- 
ple EnaQted a Law,inveſting the Plebiſcta with 
a Legal Force Capable to Control the Qurites. 
Now this Conceſſion had been ewice Granted 
defore, viz. in the 305 Year of the City whea 
L. Valerins and M, Horatius were Conſuls, 
and in the 416 when £, Publius Philo was 
Diftator, F. is certainly out upon this 
head, in ſaying that the 34 Separation of the 
Plebs was occalion'd upon the account of Ma- 
rrimony. 

5. After a Few Years the Romans Engag'd 
in a War with the Tarentinss The Torentins 
were deſcended of the Partbenii who ſettled 
in that Country when they were expell'd Spar: 
ta, They Roll'd in Luxury and Pride : they 
attack'd the Roman Fleet, they kill'd I. Paleri- 
us the Duumvir and offer'd Indignities to L. 
Poſhhumius their Ambaſſador. Wherevupon 
the Romans declar'd War againſt them, and 
chey call'd in Pyrrhas King of Epirus to their 
Aſlſtance, This Pyrrbus was the firſt that 
brought 'Elephants to Lucania, from whence 
the Romans call'd them Lucanian oxen. By 
the help of which he routed Levinus the 
Conſul, took 1800 Romans priſoners, and 
having 


- 
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having drawn together ſome Avriliary 
Troops March'd towards Rome, putting all 
to Fire and Sword, as far az Preneſte within 
18 Miles of the City, But when he weigh'd 
the Matter ſeriouſly, he confider'd thar the 
conqueſt of the Romans was a very difficult at» 
tempt, and thereupon in the nexe Year ſent 
Cmeas (a Man oft Extraordinary Eloquence) as 
Ambaſador ro Soliicit the Senate to make 
Peace, and center into a Cenfedceracy with 
him. 

6. The Senate was not apainſt the Peace, 
til Aprins Claudius, who was then blind and 
decrepit thro' Age, and had been Conſul a 
Second Time 17 Ycars before, came into the 
Court, and Frighted them ovt of the thoughts 
of a Confederacy: So great was the Con- 
ſtancy and Vigovr of that Man's Mind, that 
upon that occaſion he was not wantipg either 
in Publick or Private Officers: At the ſame 
Time C. Fabricius Luſcinus, whom Cicero com- 
pares to Ariſtides the Athenian, did his Coun» 
try very good Service, He was ſnt to 
Pyrrbus to Treat about the Ranſoming of 
the Priſoners, and was Sollicited to Treache- 
ry by very large Offers and Promiſes ; but 
Generouſly lighted 'em all. Nor was this 
all, A Deſerter came to him. and told 
him he could poyſon the King. but he ſence 
him back priſoner to his Maſter. Pyrrbus 
obtain'd ſome Victories over the Romans ; but 
they did not avail him, for the Remany were 
ſtill the more animated by their loſſes, Ar 
laſt the Sicilians implor*d his Aſſiſtance againſt 
the Carthaginians, and he willingly Crofed 
over 
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over to the Iſle, thinking there to meet 


with a Fairer Opportunity ®t carrying or his. 


deſigns. - | 
7. But finding himſelf difappointed, he re. 
thrn'd to It ity, where Maximus Cufius Denta. 


tus Routed him entirely and oblig'd hitn' to 


Retire to his own Kingdom. The Romans 
purchagd ſuch Great and Extenſive Glory, 
hy the Noiſe of this Viſtory, which fpread 
it ſelf far and Wide, that Prolomens Phulad:l- 
:bus ſear Ambaſſadors to deſire a Confederaz 
cy with them. The Tarentins finding them: 
flves vnable to carry the Caſtle in which 
Pyrrbus had left a Gwrriſan; or to obtain 
P=ace from the Romans ; did, in the 3d Year 
after Pyrrbu,'s departure, Court the Aſſiſtance 
of the Carthaginians z but that did not-avail 
them {© much as to prevent their being con- 
quer'd. For the Caſtle firſt ſurrenderid it 
felf, and ſoon after the Town came into the 
hands of the Romans, who allow/d the Ci- 
tizeas to live in Peace, and LevelVd -the 
Walls with the Ground; in*the'482 Year

8. The Romans having lately ſubdu'd the 
Litcanians and Etrurigts, were” now Maſters 
of alrhoſt all 7taly.

Rheguum,ws raken,and put to Deith. The Picen- 
rerwereconquer'd and alfow'd to liven Peace.

x. After the Conqueſt of Pyrrbus and the 

Tarentins, the Romans became ſo formi- 
dable, that they Maſter'd all Ptgly and Sicily. 
They had lately ſubdued the Umbri and Saten- 
tins, and the Number of their Treaſurers 
was thereupon Enlarg'd to the Rate of 8. 
. Then Applus Claudius Crofs'd over with an 
Army to Sicily, and firſt Roured Hiero and 
then the Catthaginiens, and ſo raisd the ſiege 
of Mamier:ini. Next Year Hiero was {© ftight- 
ed by the Roman Preparations, that he made 
Peace with ther upon theſe Terms, that he 
ſhould deliver up the Captives and Pay 109 
Talents of Silver. 

2. Marcas Valerius Maximus who was Cott 
ſul along with Meanlius Ofacilias, took Meſſans, 
and from thence got. the Sirname of Meſſala. 
Helikewiſe brought __ Clock from Catans 

F td 
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to Rome, about 3o Years after Papyrius Curſor 
was DiQator in the City. The People made 
ule of this, tho' very Imperfet, for g9 Years, 
till the Time that 9, Philippus che Cenfor 
brought another Compleat one and plac it 
jult by it, much about the ſame Time that 
Scipio Naſica divided the day into. hours, by 
the help of Water Glaſſes. Flinins tells us, 
from Parrs, that Barbers were Firſt brought 
from Sicily to Kome, by P. Sicinius Menas, 
about the 45 4 Year after the building of the 
City ; and that before that Time the Romans 
never ſhavd their Beards. Scipio Afric anus 
was the Firſt that Countenanc'd the Cuſtom 
by ſhaving himlſelt every day, and afterwards 
in Imitation of him, no Man ugd a Razour 
oftner than Auguſtus, 

3. Next Year che Roman Generals took 
Agrigentum after a long ficge, L. Pofthumins 
and &.. Mamilins being then Conſuls. T his 
ſucceſs did fo puff them up that they, Re- 
ſolv'd to apply themſelves co Sea Aﬀeairs; 
for hitherto they had never touch'd upon 
the Sea. And at firft indeed the ſucceſs that 
attended their Deſcents upon Sardinia and 
Corſica favor'd the deſign : and at.the ſame 
Time, their Arms were Vittorious by Land. 
But when Africa was made the ſcat of the 
War ; Notwithſtanding that. the Conſuls 
in their paſſage defeated the Enemies Fleet, 
and that one of 'em, Marcus, Attilius Rrgvlus, 
Routted the Carthaginian ' Army. and took 
T unis., yet the fame Conſul was ſoon after 

Ronted- and taken Priſoner .by Xantippw the 
Lacedemonian who Terv'd the Corthaginions 
an 
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and of his 30000 Men very few eſcap'd, 
And the Conſuls for the next Year, upon 
their return from Africa would needs mike 
a ſhew of their ſpoil and expoſe the Signs 
of Victory, and in gratifying that humour 
Counteratted the Meaſures of their Pilots ; 
infomuch that a ſtorm ariſing Reduc'd 
the Number to 464 Ships to that of 8s, 
And after all, thoſe who were Conſuls about 
2 Years after, failing towards Africa, un- 
derwent the ſame fate, and loſt 150 Ships, 
upon an and call'd Meninge not far from the 

leſſer $yrtis. 
4a. After ſo many and fo Great Diſaſters 
at Sea, the Senatc Reſoly'd not to attempt a- 
ny thing further that way. The next Year 
L, Cacilms Metellus and Cn. Furius Pacilus the 
Confuls, were ſent at the head of the Legions : 
And the firſt of the two Routed the Carthagt- 
nians in a bloody battel and killd 20000 
of their Men, ſo that they were obligd to 
ſue for Peace. Accordingly the Carthagini- 
ans ſent Ambaſſadors to Treat of Peace and 
the Ranſom of the Priſoners 3 among whom 
was 17, Attiltus, who was doom'd to this 
Sentence, that if he did not obtain their De- 
mands, he ſhoul4 retarn to be laid in Chains, 
But when he came to Rome he advisd the Se- 
nate to the contrary, and ſhew'd them that 
it was athing unprecedented among the Ro» 
mans : And after that, in order to make 
good his promiſe to the Enemy, retnrn'd 
to Carthage, where he was quarter'd and 
tortar'd to the laſt degree. Some ſay he was 
Crucified ; Eutropius __ they us'd all _ 
Fiz | 
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of Puniſhments upon him ; and others fay 
he was put to Death by being kept a- 
wake with various Inſtruments of Tor- 
ment. | 
$+ The Romans fitted out a Fleet, and 
belieg'd Lilhbeum ; but their Navy was ſoon 
after ſhatter'd, and Amilcar Barcas the Car- 
thaginian plunder'd Iraly, Atter that the Ro- 
mans did not meddle at Sea for Seven Years, 
till Amilcar provok'd 'em to fit out a New 
Fleet, and try the laſt turn of Fortune. In 
this their forlorn attempt, they defeated 
the Enemy at the «gates Iſlands ſo that 
they were obliged to ſue for Peace, and 
accept of ir upon theſe Terms ; viz. that 
that they ſhould quit Sicily and all the Iſles 
between it and Jtaly , that they ſhould not 
make War with the Syracuſans or their Al- 
lies, that all the Priſoners ſhould be deli- 
verd vp, and 2300 Talents pay'd in a cer- 
rain ſpace of Time, This was the end of 
the firſt Ponick War after it had laſted 
24 Years, 5 Years after Lilybeum was firſt 
beſiegd, inthe 513 Year after the building 
of Fome, the 4 of the 134 Olympiad, the 6 
of Seleucus Caltinicus, the 6 of Ptolomens Ever- 
getes, the 239 before Chriſt, A. M. 3764, 
when 4. Manlius Torquatus was Conſul for 
the Second Time together with O. Lutatius 
Cerco, ; 
.' 6. The Carthaginians deſird a Peace, 0n- 
ly in order to make further Proviſions for 
War ; but they quickly fell in wich Greater 
Dangers, than any that the War with the 
Romans could haye occaſion'd. For the hird 
Soldiers 
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Soldiers gather'd. into a body, and before 
they would Separate requird mor- Arrears 
than the whole Republick was able to pay, 
They were puſhd on by the Suggeſtions 
of ſome Profligate Fellows who raivd Trou- 
bles in order to get off with Impunity - 
And a heavy War enſued which - they 
call'd the Lybian and African ; and which 
they could not get clear off, cill after Three 
Years, and that with difficulty. "Twas then 
that Expcrience convinc'd 'emy that no+ truſt 
ſhould be Repogd in Mercenary Soldiers 
drawn up into one body, and that their 
own SubjeAts ſhould not be fo Cruelly 
Treated, as they had been formerly. 

7. In the nextYear after the PunickWar,be- 
ing the 514 after the building of the City, 
the Year preceeding the birth of Ennius, 
C. Claudius Centon and M. Sempronius Tudita» 
nus being then Conſuls, 'the firſt Comedies 
and Tragedies were made by Andronicus a 
Greek Poet, who was call'd Zzvins, from Li- 
vius Salinator, in 160th Year after the Death 
of Sophocles and Enrypedes. Before the inven- 
tion of Comedies and Tragedies Satyrs were 
in uſe among the Romans, aud before the 
Introduftion of Satyrs the Verſes uſual among 
them were thoſe call'd Feſcennini, In the 4 
Year after this, the Secular Games were Ce- 
lebratedra Third Time ; they were call'd the 
Great and Terentine Games from -Terentum a 
place in the Campus Martius where Manins 
Valeſius did firſt Celebrate the ſame. In 
the mean time it is obſery'd that all Seculoy 
Games were call'd Terentin/, but all the Teren- 
Ff3g Lien 
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tint were not Secular or elſe there were two 
ſorts of Secular Games, one the Greater which 
were { clebrated every 11oYears,and the other 
the Leſſer, which were Celebrated every 1co 
Years. of which more at large in our larger 
Hiſtory, 

S. In the 6th Year after the Punick War 
the Temple of Janus was ſhut a Second 
Time, for Titus Mgalius Torquatus had lately 
conquer'd Sardinia, and the Romans were alto- 

ether free from War. The next Year, be- 
ing the 520 after the building of the City, 
Sp. Carvilius Ruga divorc'd his Wife which * 
was the firſt divorce that happen'd in Rome. 
Carmius pleaded that he did it in order to have 
Children by another Woman ; but notwith- 
ſtanding the Plauſible Plea, the People Re- 
ſented it with a great deal of Diſpleaſure 
and Hatred, In the ſame Year M. Porciw 
was born in the confines of Tiſculum ; he 
was call'd Catus and dimiautively Catufus with 
Alluſion to his Sagacity and Parts. The 
ſame Year, Cn Naevius, who wrote the 
firſt Punick War in Saturnias Verſes, Pub- 
liſh'd Fables to the People, 30 Years after 
that, he died having made his own Epicaph 
himſelf, with Arrogance enough , which 
Gelhus takes notice of together . with thoe 
of Plautus and Pacuvius. 

9, After 6 Years a War broke out with 
the Illyrians, and the Temple of Janus was 
oxen'd, Teuta the Queen of the I1llyrians, 
and Widow of Agron who had thrown h.m- 
ſelf into a Mortal Pleuriſie by hard Driok- 
ng, gave her Subjefts the Liberty of Pirat- 

ing ;

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ing ; accordingly they took Phenice a Tow® 
of Epirus, and Robb'd the /talian Merchant*- 
Now the Queen was fo far from Remedyins 
the Diſorder, that ſhe order'd one of theit 
Ambaſladors to be kill'd for diſcourſing the 
point freely with her. Whereupon War 
was declar'd againſt her, which Fulvius the 
Confol carried on ſo Dexteroully, that the 
Cities of /[yric»m 'were either ſurrender'd or 
ſtorm'd, and Teuts was put t9 flight, who ſued 
for Peace, and obtain'd it upon theſe Terms, 
viz, that ſhe ſhould pay a Yearly Tribute, 
that ſhe ſhoold quit all {Hricum excepting 
a few Placcs, and tht ſhe ſhould not fail be- 
yond the River Oriſus with more than 2 
barks and thoſe unarm'd. 

10, The Hhyrians continu'd their allegiance 
for 9 Years, till the 535th Year after the 
Building of the City; in which they revolted, 
and were ſubdu'd by Amilius Pauls and Marcus 
Livicus then ' conſuls, and . Demetrius Phoarizs, 
who had ofurpd the Kingdom, was ontted, 
and a certain Surn of Mony was laid upon 
the People to be payd Yearly to Pmes the 
ſon of . Agron. This was the end-of the Wat 
with Teuts, which Florus purſoant to his uſual 
cuſtom miſplaces in bringing it 1a after the 
"Gallick Ciſalpine War. For in the very Year 
in which Peace was concluded upon, with 
Teuta ;, C, Flaminius the tribune of the People 
moy'd that a Law ſhould be made adjudging, 
the Land of the Ciſalpime Gauls to be diſtribu- 
ted among the People; upon which they 
were {> incens'd that they refolv'd to under- 
goe alt extremities, rather than be outed of 
E t 4 then 
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their ſeats and baniſh'd their Country. This 
War happen'd, in the 526th Year after the 
Building of the City (not the 522d as Polybi 
writes) when 2 Fabiuu. AMoximus a 
Carvilins Maximw, were both of 'em a Second 
time conſuls. | 

14. The Gaul call'd in the Inſubres to their 
aſſiſtance, who brought in ghe other Tran/al- 
pre Gauls upon the Rhboſne, who were call'd 
Geſate, upon the Foot of a national War, 
Preſently 5co000 Foot and 2co00 Horſe made 
an irruption into Tuſcany, Upon theiNews of 
the invaſion, Rome was Thunderſtruck with 
fear and grief. for they look'd upon the Gauls 
as their fatal Enemies, Then . Liſts were 
taken of all thoſe that were fit for War, and 
all the J7talians made ſuch preparations for 
the War in which not only the Romas 
Empire, but their own Houſes and Families 
were in Danger; that with incredible cx- 
pedition they drew together an Army of 
700800 Foot and 70500 Horſe, Thus writes 
Polybrus ; but Fabins Piltor who was then pre- 
ſeat ſays the Romans had 880000 Men inArms. 

12. The Roman Generals ſurprisd the 
Gauls when they were gm all co Fire and 
Sword in Tuſcany, and engag'd them on all 
ſides, And the Geſate, whoſe Bodies were 
Naked and expos'd, immediately fied and 
diforder'd the reſt, In this encounter 
there were 40900 Gauls kill'd and 10000 taken 
Priſoners, among whom was Concolitanus the 
King, the other King, namely Averceſſus, 
_ laid Violent hands on himſelf, Upon 
this diſaſter the Gawls deſired a Peace 3 = 
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M. Claudius Marcellus and Cu. Cornelius Scipio, 
being conſuls for the next Year,oppovyd them, 
as deſigning to reſerve to themſelves the 
Glory of carrying the War further. 

13. Accordingly the conſuls beſieg'd Acerre 
in the Country of the In/ubres, and the Gauls 
laid hege to Claſftidium, where they came to 
a Hot Engagement, and were ſadly mayld 
Marcellus having kill d Dardomaras the Geſatian 
King was the Third Man that brought off 
the Opime Spelia, which he conſecrated to 
Jupiter Feretrius, notwithſtanding that Numa 
had ordered them to be conſecrated to 
Swirinus, The triumphal motto imply'd that 
the Germans together with the Galli Inſubres 
were co 'd, fo that it ſeems the Geſate 
were call'd Germani by ſome miſtake. Some 
alledge they were call dGeſate,from a particular 
fort of Dart us'd among them, becauſe in the 
Teutonich Language, their Name was Gaeſts, 
that is Geuſts, for they ſerv'd upon Pay. Thus 
was chat War brought to an end after 6 Years. 

14. The Second Punick War begun 3 
Years after theGaffict War. Hannibal the Son of 
Amilcar Barcas was made Cartbeginian General. 
When he- was g Years of age his Father took 
him along with him into Spais, and bound 
him by an Oath vpon a Sacrifice never to be- 
friend the Romans. Hamiba! fubdu'd all Spais 
on the other ſide of the River Jher excep- 
ting Saguntum. The Saguntiavs acquainted 
their Ales the Romans with the Progreſs he 
he had made; and chereupong Ambaſſadors 
were ſent but they cou'd not diſwade him 
from attacking Sqgwntuee, For he ſaw very 
wel 


well thro' their deſign,vx. that they hop'd to 
make that place the Seat of he Wee? and 
ſo keep it at forme diſtance, to the end that 
Haly , might be ſecur'd, and they might have 
[eiſure to get clear of the {llyrians. 

5. The Saguntiats enfurd all fort of 
extremities, aud ſhew'd in themſelves a Noble 
inſtance of valor and conftancy ; but at laſt 
it was taken. Then the Romans ſent Ambal- 
ſadors to Carthage. to demand Hannibal as 
being Guilty of Violating the league, and in 
caſe the demand was not ſatisfied, to declare 
War, which accordingly was declar'd and 
accepted, So that the 2d Punch War com- 
menc'd in the 536th Year after the building 
of the City, the 6th of Antiocbus Magnus, 
the 5th of Ptolomews Philopater, in the 24th 
Year after the concluſion of the Peace, in the' 
Conſulſhip of P. Cornelius Scipio, and Til. 
Sempronius Longus. This War is deſcribd 
by Polybius, from whom Livy Copied ovt the 
oy of his Hiſtory, almoſt word for 
word, 

16. Hanmbat in the 26th Year of his Aze, 
having ſubdued all Spain, March'd thro 
France at the Head of 50050 Foot and 9g00o 
Horſe, and croſs'd the a and in the $th 
Month arriv'd in 7aly, having left F:nno to 
Guard the upper C ountries, Upon his Jour- 
ney he loſt a great part of his Army,the number 
being reducd to 18200 Foot and 60:0 Horſe. 
He routed Scipio and Se us the Conſuls 
opon the Ticinus and Trebbias, and afterwards 
Flaminius at the Lake Thrafimenus, Theſe 
diſaſters put the People of Rome into - con- 

ernt 
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ſternation, whereopon they nominated © 
Fabins Maximus to be Vice-ditator, the 
conſul being then abſent ſo that a ditator 
could not be nominated, - Fabivzs by his de- 
laying and putting off, put a ſtop to the 
Violence and fury of the Enemy, but upon his 
return met with a forry reception from the 
Tribunes and ſome others, who were Angry 
with him for protrafting the War. Where- 
upon they took occaſion to make Terentins 
Yarro Conful ; Who was an imprudent for- 
ward Man, and in Spite of the remon- 
ſtrances of the Wiſe LZ. c/Emilius Panlus his 
colleague, would needs engage Hannibal at 
Canne, where the Roman Army was almoſt ro- 
tally cut off, 

17. This defeat occaſiond ſuch a conſter- 
nation in the City, that the richer Citizens 
thought of Fleeing and departing Ztaty, bur 
P. Cornelins Scipio, Son to P. a Youth of a 
brave Spirit, who was then ſcarce 24 Years 
of Age, encouragd *em to ſtay. Nay all 
the efſates gather'd into a Body,and went out 
to meet Yarro the Author of the defeat, and 
thaak'd him for gathering up the ſcatter'd 
remnant of the forces, _ not deſpairing of 
the ſlate of the Republick. 

18, Had Hannibat march'd ſtraight to Rome, 
he might eaſily have ſtorm'd the Caftle of 
the War, and ſo made an end of his buſineſs. 
But, as Maberbal the General Major of the 
Horſe did not ſtand to tel] bim, he knew how 
to obtain a Victory but did not know how 

touſe it. For he led his Army to Capns, 
where he ſuffer'd *em to be debauch'd and 
encryated 
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enervated by Luxury and the redu 

of all neceſſaries : inſomuch that the ſaying 
was not a miſs, viz. Capua was a Cann 
to Hannibal. 

19. While Hannibal! was thus negligent of 
his concerns, the Romans took courage, and 
the Carthaginian intereſt began to decline, 
Hannibal himſelf was oblig'd to break up the 
Sicge of Cume, and to retire from before 
Nola. The Romans afted ſucceſsfully jn Spain, 
Sicily and Sardinia, In Sicily M, Claudiu 
Marcellus Beſieged Syracuſe ; for after Hier, 
died in the goth Year of hisAge,the Syrcacuſans 
had revolrted from the Xomans. However they 
ſtood out a long while by Vere of the 
Machines which Archimedes the Famous 
Mathematician made to keep off the Enemy. 
At laſt after a 3 Years Siege the Roman 
maſter'd the City at a time when the Citi- 
zens were careleſs; and 2mong others Archi- 
medes himlelf was Kkilld, who was fo taken 
up with writing ſome things in the ſand, 
that he was not ſenſible that his ' country 
was in the hands of its Enemy. 

20. Marcellus lamented his Death fo ſoon 
as he knew of it, and orderd him to be 
bury'd. Cicero ſays he not only ſpar'd the 
Town, but adorn'd it, iafomuch that he left ic 
at once a Monument of . his Vitory Mcekneſs 
and Clemency : -but Livy fays that he afted 
a great many ugly things,as being inſtances of 
exrreme Anger and Peeviſhneſs. Ar the ſame 
time the Scipio's, deſigning unſeaſonably to put 
an end to the Spansb War, divided _ their 
forces ; and weree cut off, together with alnok 

the 
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the whole Army by the Celtberi, But their 
Death was handſomely reſented by L. Martius 
the General, who took the like occaſion of 
| attacking the Carthaginians when they were 
| divided and ſecure, and routed 'em to that 
| Cegree, that 37000 of 'em were kilkd, 1830 
_ priſoners, and a great booty carried 
Oil. 

21. In 7taly the Romans beſig'd Capua, and 
Hannibal fruitlesſly attack'd the Caſtle of 
Tarentum ; but finding himſelf unable to raiſe 
the Siege of Capua, march'd towards Roms 
it ſelf, where Thunder and Lightning pre- 
vented an Engagement ; ſo that he Com 
plain'd much of himſelf and his hard For- 
tune and return'd to Rhegium. By this means 
the Campaniays were depriv'd of all. hopes 
of relief, and Capus was ſurrender'd to the 
Romans, 

22. It was Warmly and Tediouſly diſput* 
ed, whether the Town ſhould be deſtroyed 
or not : But after a long debate they agreed 
to _ it : but in order to prevent any 
poſſibility of their Future Rebellion , they 
were deprivd of their Land, Magiſtrates, 
Senare, and Publick Coundls, without leav- 
ing it the Face of a Republick ; and 'cwas 
appointed to be a place for buying and pre- 
ſerving of Fruits, a Recepracle of Husband- 
men, and a Magazine for the produQ of the 
Campanian Ground. This Misfortune hap- 
pev'd ro Capus, after it had ſtood ahout 260 
Years, in the 8th Year of the War, the 
54} of Rome, the 13th of Antiochus Magnus, 
the 12th of Prolomeus Philopator, in the Con- 
| ſalſhip 
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ſulſhip of P.- Sulpicius Galba and Cn, Fulvius 
Centumalus. 

23. Abont the came Time P. Corn. Scipio 
was appointed Succeſſor to Claudius New 
who had ſufter'd himſelf to be overreach'd 
by Afdrubal. When every body elſe de. 
clin'd the Office of Proconſul by Reaſon of 
its Weight and importance, Scipio. of his 
own accord Liſted himſelf a Candidate for 
it in the 24 Year of his Age, Next Year 
Leuinus the Conſul took Agrigentum and 
ſubdued all Sicily, but his Colleague Marcel 
{as was afterwards ſurprisd and killPd by 
the Carthaginians. 

24. Soon after Aſdrubal Hannibals Bro- 
ther, March'd at the head of Auxiliary 
Troops from Spain to Italy, and was beaten 
and kil'd upon the Road by MM. Livius Ss 
linator and C. Claudius Nero at the River 
Aetaurus, But Hannibal was Ignorant of 
what happen'd : For tho' Nero was Encamp'd 
juſt over againſt him, yet he was not ſenli- 
ble that he had march'd off, co the Aſiſt- 
ance ot his Colleague, till the Conſul Return'l 
and threw Marghat? Head into the Cartha- 
gmian Camp. 

25- In the mean Time P. Scipio went on 
ſucceſsfully in Spain, where his Father and 
Uncle had loſt their Lives before. After 
he had Recoverd the whole Province he 
Return'd to Rome, and being made Conſul 
delir'd of the Senate that Africa ſhoold be 
allotted to him for his Province, to the End 
that he might carry the War iato their 


own Territories Q, Fabius Maximus,an An- 
cy cient 
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cient-, Gentleman, was mightily againſt 
the mation ;' his Opinion was that it was 
not proper to go to Africe but to fight 
Hannibal where he was. On the other hand 
Scipio's Plea was, that if the Carthaginians 
were attack'd within their own Territories, 
they wou'd be oblig'd to recall Hannibal from 
haly, ſince their hopes and Security were 
founded upon, him. After a long Debatc 
the S:nate allots Sicily to Scigzo, and allows 
him to Croſs over to Africa, if the Intereſt 
ot the Republick requir'd it, 

26. Next Year Scipio went from &icily 
into Africa, and made good his promiſe to 
the Senate; for he defeated the Carthagini- 
ons ſeveral Timcs, and mavl'd 'em fo much, 
that they Recall'd Hanniba!. So that he who 
had Rang'd over J/taly full 26 Years, ard 
had pitch'd his Camp under the Walls of 
Rome, was oblig'd to return home, tho* un- 
willing and full of forrow ; and afterwards 
being routed by Scijio advisd the Carthagi- 
nians to ask a Peace, Scipio was very much 
concern'd for Fear the Conſuls of this Year, 
who had an Fye vpyon Africa, ſhould rob 
him of the Glory of concluding the War. 

27. A Peace - Each was concluded up- 
on, by the Conſent of the Senate, upon rhcic 
Terms ; viz. that the Carthagizians ſhould 
enjoy their Liberty and their African Vans ; 
but ſhould quit Spain ard all the Iſles of 
the Mediterranean Sea that ever were Gif- 
puted ; that they ſhould deliver vp al! the 
Deſerters, all their Ships bating 10 Galleys, 
all their Tame Elephants, and ſhoud Tame 
no 
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no Elephants for the Future ; that they 
ſhould Wage War with none without the 
conſent of the People of Rome ; that they 
ſhou'd reſtore all to — King of Num- 
dia, and enter into a Confederacy with him ; 
that in the ſpace of 50 Years they ſhould 
pay 1000 Talents of Silyer, and pawn 100 
oftages for Security, Thus was the Se- 
cond Punick War brought to an end after 
18 Years, and from thence Scipio was Sirnam'd 
anus. 

28, Peace being concluded with the Car- 
thaginians, the Romans not only carried on 
their Wars in /taly, Iſtria and Luſitania ; 
bur were likewiſe Engag'd in a heavy War 
with Philip King of Aacedonia, being call 
into the Aſſiſtance of the Grecians, whom 
he oppreſs'd : Beſides, Philip bad given the 
Romans occaſion to be angry 10 Years before 
by entring into a League with Hannibal 
Galba and Tappulus the Conſuls were firſt ſent 
againſt him ; and after them Buintius Fla 
mininus, who at the End of his Conſulſhip 
had his Command continn'd to him, for 
the Tribuni Plebis did juſtly alledge that the 
ſhifting of Generals every Year was a great 
obſtacle to the ſucceſs of their Aﬀairs. Fla- 
mininus defeated Philip at Cynocephales, where- 
upon he ask'd for Peace, and upon the Sen» 
= deſire the Liberty of Greece was 16- 
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| Lett. 3, | 
from the War with An iochus to the overthrow 
of Carthage ; from which Tim? the Romans 
thinking themſelues ſecure began to Degene- 
rate. The ſpace of 45 Years. 


A Niioehus King of Afia and Syria had invad- 

ed the Kingdom of Attalus the Roman 
Allie 3 he had attack'd Egypt and aſſaulted 
the Grecian Cities upon the Pretence thar 
they were onc? Subjet to the Aſiatick 
Kings. The Komans taking theſe rftotions 
into their Conſideration, began to entertain 
fome Jealouſies of him, which were further 
Enflamd by Hannibals's proceedings, For; 
he Viſited the King, and egg'd him onto the 
War. Beſides, the Etolians had a great Hand 
in puſhing on Antiocbus, for when Philip was 
beaten they and the Romans had ſome diſpute 
about the Spoil, and finding their avarice 
banlk'd, were found of an opportunity of 
reſenting it. 

24. M. Acilius being ſeat againſt Antiochus 
defeated him at Thermoyyle : bur the Honour 
of putting an end to the War was reſerved 
for L. Cornelius Scipio 5 who was chofen con- 
ſul, and cho' his colleague C. 1 elius Nepos, did 
earneſtly deſire the province of Greece, 
yet he obtain'd ir, and withal, leave to 
go into A/ia 5, by the intereſt of © Wis 
Brother - Africanus, who promis4 to go 
along with him in the qualiry of Lieutenant 
General, Scipio having conquer'd Marius, de- 
feated the King in Aſi:, and oblig'd him ro 

T7 Vp as 
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as& for Peace, as 1 Intimated at large above. 
He likewiſe ſubdued the Ftolians and made 
Peace with them, About that time the 
the Romans wagd War with the Galats under 
the condut ot Marlins the conſol, and his 
Army upon their return brought home the 
firſt ſeeds of Luxury to the City. 

3. After 3 Years Scipio Africanus was ar- 
raign'd of cheating the State, by impropriating 
the ſpoil taken in War; and the Tribunes 
appointed a day for his Trial. This great 
Man who had done ſo many and ſuch great 
ſervices to the publick, was afraid to ſtand 
Trial, and having forbid the Court, went up 
to the Capitol to return thanks to the Gods for 
his Victory; and then retir'd to Linternun, 
where he dy'd inthe 4thYear of his exile,in the 
ſamcYear that Philopemenes the AchaianGeneral 
died, as alſo Hannibal himſelf who had fled to 
PruſuasKing of Bithynia. For Philopemenes being 
taken by theMeſſenians was conſtrain to take a 
Dravght of Poylon: and Hannibal finding 
that 2uintius demanded him; and that it 
was nor poſlible for him to eſcape, kill'd 
kimicif with Poyſon that he carried in his 
Ring, 

yy About the ſame time Z. Scipio (who 
from his Victory over Antiochus was Sirnam'd 
Aſtaticus) was likewiſe charg'd with cheating 
the State. Next Year the wicked miſteries 
of the Bxcchanalia were brought to light, by 
Which many were offcr'd up. as ſacrifices, and 
ſeveral other. Monſtrous Crimes were co- 
_—_ Afterwards a War broke ont with 


the Lizuri.ms, and Carfics was ſubdved. * Foot 
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after,the Second 1Macedontan War or that with 
Perſeus, commenc'd in the 583th Year of the 
City, 24 Years after the concluſion of the 
Peace with Phzlip, and 17 after that. with 
Antiochus. 

5. Philip King Macedonia had taken it very 
ill that the Romans ſhou'd pinch him ſo much, 
and deſign'd to revive the War : but Death 
prevented him, and Perſeus his Son ſucceeded. 
Perſeus had formerly been d.ſobligd by the 
Romars and willingly embracd the War, as 
part of his heritage. But L:; AEmilius Paulus 
in his Second Conſulſhip, defeated him and 
took him Priſoner, together with his Wife, 
Mother, and Children; and led them in 
triumph, from whence he was Sirnam'd Mae 
tedonicus, At that time Macedonia became a 
Roman Province, as I intimated above, in the 
586th Year of the City, in the Conſul-+ 
ſhip of IL. AEmilius Paulus and L; Licinius 
Craſſus. | 

6. Soon after, one Andriſcur, of a meart 
deſcent, gave himſelf out for the Son of 
Perſeus and declar'4 War againſt the Romans, 
but being roated by 2. Metrellus the Pretor, 
fled to Byzus King of Thrace, who deliver 
him up. Ae laſt the 3d Punick War broke 
our ; tor the Romans took hold of any oc- 
calion of Quarrelling with the Carthaginians. 
Indeed the Carthaginians cou'd not fit 
with Idleneſs, but ſtarted diſputes concerning 
the property of fome Neighbouring Lands, 
and had thereupon declar'd War againſt a'moſt 
all their Neighoeurs,eſpecially Muſaniſſa King 
of Numidia, who was an Abbe of the People 
G8 2 of

of Rome. The Romang being choſen Arbitr4 
tors were partial to the King, and upon 
Maſſaniſſa's follicitation declar'd War againſt 
Carthage, Bur were divided in their 
Opinions, whether the City ſhould be de- 
ſtroy'd or preſerv'd, 

7. Some were of Opinion that they ſhou'd 
not deſtroy it, by reaſon that if Carthage 
were out of the way, civil and domeſtick 
tcuds, woud prevail amongſt them. But M. 
Poruius Cato was of another Opinion, viz. that 
the Republick of Rome wou'd ever be nn 
Danger, if that City were not totally de- 
ſtroy'd ; and this Opinion was moſt approved 
of. Bot Cato himſelf being then 85 Yeu'rs 
of Age dy'd while they were yet debating 
the point. Cicero liſts him among the An- 
cient oratorsgand places him next to. Corne- 
las Cethegus, who, he ſays, is cry'd up by 
E nmws. | 

8. Among many other injunQions, given 
by the Remans to the Carthaginians, this was 
one that they ſhou'd abandon the Ciry, and 
build ar other if they pleasd at 1o Miles 
diſtance from the Sea, The Carthaginian: 
were reſolr'd to undergo the laſt extremity 
tarher than comply with i hard a precept, 
Several conſuls were imploy'd againſt 'em; 
ar laſt the buſineſs of deſtroying Carthage was 
commirted to the care of P:-Seipzo Aim ianus, 
Son"to P. Amil us Micedotiieus, and Grand- 
ſon to Scipis Africanus.”' This Scipio having 
reſtor'd the military diſciplin laid a cloſe Siege 
to the City. and wheft he had-rakea it fer it 
oa kre, and Jeveld' it w th the _ 
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This exploit gave him the Sirname of Afre- 
canus, in the 3th Year of the War, afrer Car- 
thage had ſtood 900 Years, in the 608 Year 
after the Building of Rome, the 3d of the 
158th Olympiad, the 1 of Ptolomens Phyſcon, 
A. M. 3859,inthe Conſulſhip of Cn. Cornelius 
Lentulus and L. Mummins Nepos,

From the overthrow of Carthage to the War with 
Mithridates, which gave occa/ron to the firſt 
civil War. The Space of 58 Tears, 


1. A Bont the ſame Time, the Romans de- 
clar'd War againſt the /chaians, be- 
cauſe they offer'd Indignities to the Legates 
that were ſent to diſſolve theRepublick of the 
Cities, Aﬀeteilus being then in Macedonia was 
the firſt that artack'd them After him L. 
Mummius the Conſul came, and being Con- 
queror in a batrel, had all Achaia furren- 
der'd to him, and by Virtue of an order 
from the Senate burnt and Razd the City 
of Corinth, which Cicero calld the Glory of 
Greece. About the ſame Time Pirtztus pot- 
ſeſs'd himſelf of Luſitanio, This Man from 
a Shepherd was made a Huntſman, from a 
Huntſman a Robber, and from a Robber a 
Commander of a Gallant Army, with which 
he wagd War with the Romans for ſome 
Years, and on fore occaſions very ſucceſsfyl- 
ly : But at Laſt was kil'd'by e/epio the Conſul, 
and after that D. Junius Brutus Reduc't all 
Luſitania as far zs to the Sex, 
Gg3 2. 
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2. In the mean Time the Romans were 
ſadly maul'd by the Numantines who Rejefted 
the Articles of Peace given in by Mancinus 
their Conſul as being Ignominious. Where- 
upon the Romans made P, Scipio Amilianus A- 
fricanus Extraordinary Conſul, and Commit. 
ted the charge of the War to him. He 
went to the Army. and finding them ſoftned 
by Luxury and averſe to hardſhips, revivd 
the Ancient Severity of their Diſcipline; and 
- x means took Numantia and raz'd it, 
after it had ſuſtain'd the Shock of 40000 
Romans for 26 Years together, and had ex- 
pos'd both themſelves and their City to the 
Flames,in the 14th Year after the DeſtruRion 
of Carthage, the 621 after the bailding of 
the City, A. M. 3872, in the Conſulſhip of 
P. Mutius Scawolaand UL, Calpurnius Fiſo. 

3. About the ſame time the Slaves in Sicily 
revolted, and gather'd a great body of forces, 
and itwas with ſome difficulty that P. Rutilus 
Nepos the Conſul quell'd 'em, Hitherto the 
ſingular Modeſty and Vertue of the Roman 
Generals, and the Formidable Power of the 
Carthaginians, had ſo over-aw'd the People,that 
all their feuds and Differences never went to 
the height ot blood or Slaughter. But now the 
Afiatick Triumphs tainted them with ſo much 
Security and Luxury, that envy,feuds,faftions, 
and privat Hatred gradually prevail'd vpon 
them, and at length broke out into civil 
Wars, 

4- For in the foremention'd Year, at the 
ſame time that Numentia was ſubdoed by 
Scipio, Tib, Sempronius, Tribune of the People, 

occaſion C 
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occaſion'd great diforders in the City by mak- 
ing a Law prohibiting any Man to poſlefs 
above 5-0 Acres of publick Land, and ad- 
judging the overplus to be equally diſtributed 
among the Poor. The Noblemen were 
mightily incens'd at this Law;bur he proposg'd 
yet another, adjudving all the Mony left by 
Attalus King ot Peroamus, by way of Les 
eacy to the People of Rome, to bediſtribured 
in like manner. This JanQture ſtagger'd the 
Senate, inſomuch that they did not ſee how to 
get rid of the difficulties that attended it. Burt 
$crpio Naſica calling, upon every one that ten- 
der'd the good of the Republick to follow 
him, went up to the Capitol, and flew Grac- 
cus when haranguing to the People, together 
with many others, This was the firſt Blood 
that was ſhed in Kome thro* Sedition, and 
the ſource of their Civil Wars. 

s. At the ſame Time the Romans were En: 
gaiged in a War with Ariftobulus in Ava, who 
being the Baſtard Brother of Attalus the King 
ot Pergamus, that left the People of Rome 
his heir, polſeſs'd himſelf of the Kingdom, 
and Defrauded the Romans of their Legacy. 
But M. Perpenna the Conſul Defexrred him,and 
having block'd him up in Srratouice, took him 
Priſoner ; and 4quilus carry'd him to Rome, 
where he was ſtrangrd in Priſon. Next 
Year being the 626 after the building of 
the City, Paulus Scipio Africanus minor having 
ſeem'd to Rub hard upon the People in the 
Lex Agraria, was kill'd in the night rime as he 
lay a bed in his own Houſe, and that by his 
own Relations; as it was belicv'd ; and was 
G6, 4 privatly 
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privatly buried ; and notwithſtanding the 
Greatneſs of his CharaQer there was no in» 
quiry made into the manner of his Death. 
Cicero entitles him to Eloquence and fingular 
INLegritys 

6. About 12 Years after the Murder of 
Ttherius Gracchus,his Brother Caius underwent 
the ſame fate, For being made Tribune of 
the People, be not only Juſtify'd the Lex 4 
graria with a great deal of Warmth, bur 
Transferr'd the right of Publick Judgment from 
the Senators to the Equites,who now began to 
appear in a Diſtiat Rank, which was after. 
wards brightned by the care and glory of 
Cicero, Beſides Caius being fruſtrated in his 
deſign of carrying a Colony to Carthage, 
Return'd to the Ciiy and Endeavor'd to ſow 
a New Sedition among the People ; bv! 
Opimius the Conſul with nis Friends fell up- 
on him ard kill'd him in the attempt. But 
his head was not at all ſacred as Flow 
writes, for he had laid down the Tribune- 
ſhip before he was kill'd. Crcero crys vp both 
the Brethren for Eloquence, bur eſpecially 
Caius, whom he gives out for the molt Jage- 
ni2as and Eloquent of all the Romans, and 
whole Orations he adviſes the Youth - to 
peruſe, as being proper not only to what, but 
to feed an1 nouriſh their Minds, 

7. About the ſame Time Fabius Miximas 
Grandi cn to Pauly; /Emilms by a Son of his 
that was adopted. into, the Family of the F- 
bii, ſfubdue1 the Allobroces, Arverni and Re- 
tens in Gaule ; and Metellus together with 
Ai wutius Triump':''d over the Sco-diſci, a 
People 
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People that were Originally Gauls and inha- 
bited Thrace, and had Rourcd the Romer 
Army Commanded by Cato. Bur ſoon after 
a heavy War broke out with 7ugurths King 
of Numidia, who had kill'd Adberbal his Cou- 
ſin after he had taken him in to be partner 
in the Kingdom. [ugurtha gaind both the 
Senatours and many of the Generals by is 
Mony ; L. Cecalius Metellns made ihead a- 
gainſt him, and when the War was almoſt 
brought to an end, Caius Marius his Le- 
gate cunningly got himſelf made Conſul, 
and Numidia alloted to him for his Pro- 
vince, and ſo made an End of that affair. 
Bocchus King of Mauritania, being Father 
in Law and an Ally co Jugwtha, was firſt 
Conquer'd. Then Jugrths was taken by 
Strata;em and led in T:iumph, and by the 
Senate's orders was kill'd in Priſon, after he 
had carry'd on the War 59 Years. 

8. Inthe time of this War with Jugwtbs, 
the «-Cimbrſs who inhabited the Cherſoneſus 
Cimbrica or Heſſatia,joyn'd in with theGermans 
who were call'd Teutones from Teuton or 
Tuiſcon the Patriarch and Native God of their 
Country. Theſe Two Nations joyn'd to- 
gether, made up a body of incredible force, 
which made incurſions into /lyricam, [tay ahd 
Spain, and gall'd the Komans mightily. But 
after they had defeated ſomtimes the procon- 
ſuls, and ſomtimes the Legates, they were at 
laſt cut off by C. Marius who was then a 5th 
time Conſul. And ſuch was theend of the 
C mbrian War after it had laſted 12 Years, in 
the 3d Day of Auguſt, in the 653d Year - 
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of the City in the Conſulſkip of C. Marius 
and M. Aquilius Nepos. 

9. About the ſame time Z. Apuleing 
Saturninus,whom the Senat had remov'd from 
being Treaſurer, took occaſion to reſent the 
affront, (being made Tribune of the People) 
by ſtarting new Mutinies upon the Lex Agraria, 
But the Conſuls took him Priſoner, and the 
Equites fell upon him and his complices,in the 
very Court, and kill'd 'em. About 8 Years 
after that, Druſus the Tribune, indeavoring to 
oblige both che Senators and the Equites, by 
making a new Law giving to either ſtats the 
Power of paſſing Judgments. incur'd the 
hatred of chem both ; and when he endeavor'd 
to promote theLex 4graria and Five the/talians 
the Freedom of the City, was Marder'd by 
an unknown Hand in the entry of his own 
Houſe, 

19. The Italians had undergone many 
difficulties, and done conſiderable ſervices to 
the Empire of Rome; for which they were con- 
tinually fed with the hopes of being admitred 
into the City, but the execution of it was 
ſtill put off, This gave riſe co ſuch animo- 
fities, that a heavy War brore out, which 
they call'd Sociale, Mrſicum and Ttalicurs. The 
War continued 2 Years with Various ſucceſs; 
eill at laſt the Jtalians were reducd and con- 
ney by Sy the Conſul, and allow'd the 

reedom of the City, in the 666 Year 

after the building of Rome, in the Conſul- 
ſhip of L. Cornelius Sylla and Q. Pompeius 
Rufus.

From the War with Mithridates, and the firſt 
civil War, to the conſpracy of Pompey,Crailus 
and Czſar, which ſunt the Popular form of 
Government. The ſpace of 28 Tears. 


I. Ithridate; was King of Pontus, a Coun- 

try in Aſza ſo call'd from the Euxine 
Sea, upon which it was adjacent. This Prince 
is faid to be deſended of one of the 7 Perſians, 
that cut off the Magicians who vuforp'd the 
Kingdom after the Death of Cambyſes. He 
was Sirnam'd —_— and Dionyſus He flew 
his Brother, and his Mother that was left par- 
tner in the Government, When the Romans 
were engag'd in the Cimbrian and Italian 
War, he did not ſtand to affeft the Empire of 
Afia, He firſt poſle(sd himſelf of Papblogenia, 
and then of Cappadocia, having kill'd Ariarathes 
their King, and put one of his own Sons 
in his place. 

2, Bur the Cappadectans could not brook the 
yoke, and therefore call'd in 4riarathes Son to 
the late Anarathes; but he was ſoon after ex- 
pell'd by Nicome1es King of Bithynia and there- 
upon dy'd. Nicomedes fuborn'd a Youth that 
gave himſelf out to be Ariarathes's Brother : 
and ſent his Wife (who was Ariarathes's Mo- 
ther) to Rome to be evidence that ſhe bore 3 
Sons to Ariarathes. Upon theſe News Ms. 
thridates likewiſe ſent People to Rome, to make 
It out that the Youngman who had lately 

goyera'd Coppadecia was the Son of Ariarathes. 


3- 
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3. The Senate of R:me, thought it fit to in- 
terpoſe in theſe matters, and accordingly 
reſtor'd the Kings that Mithridates had outted, 
But he continu'd to carry on his deſign, poſſef- 
ſing himſ-l1f of Bithynis, Phrygia, Myſia, Lycia 
and Pampbylia and the other provinces, as far 
Jonia, He took Oppius and Aquilius the Roman 
Legates, the latter of whom he put to Death 
by pouring melted Gold down his Throar, 
for he took all occaſions to twit the Romans 
with their avarice. The Romans were {© 
incens'd ar this action, that they declar'd 
War againſt him, under the condu@& of 9. 
Conelius Sylla ,, but SyBba being then engag'd in 
putting the /talian War toanend, C. Marius, 
who was the 6th Time GConſu), ob- 
tain'd another AR, commiting the War to 
his care. Upon the News of this, Syllz came to 
Rome, and got Marw expell'd the City and 
declar'd an Enemy. Mara lurk'd for ſome 
time in the Marſhes about Mimtu ne, and after- 
wards croſsd over to Africa in a little ſorry 
Boat, in great Danger of his Li'e. 

4. While Sy{L: was abſent in Aſia, I. Cor- 
nels Cinna the Conſul began to make a ſtir, 
and carry on feditious deſigns. But Cn. 
Ofavius his collegue turnd him our, and 
expell'd him the City. However Cinna after 
he was expell'd ſtrengthned his party, and 
joyn'd in with C. Marims who upon that occa- 
fion had return'd from Africa. Inſfomuch that 
with joint forces they befieged Rome upon 
the ſide of the /aniculum, and by reaſon that 
the Citizens were both Lazy and treacherous, 


got into the City, and filPd the ſtreets with 
blood 
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blood and rapine, Then they declar'd them- 
{elves Conſuls, and diſplay'd a great deal of 
cruelty in the execution of that Magiſtracy. 
Cinna gave orders for the Death of M, Antor- 
145 an excellent orator ; and Marius ſerv'd 9, 
Catulus at the ſame rate 3 bur after all, he dy'd, 
about a Month after the commencement of 
his Magiſtracy. 

5. In the mean Time Mibridates flew 
80000 Romans and Ttalians in one Day, and 
made all Neceſſary Preparations for War. 
But Sy{la came into Greece, and took Athens 
together with the Pirewn, and obtaind 2 
Victories over Archbelaus the King's Gene- 
ral, ſo that ithridates was under a Neceſſi- 
ty of deſiring a Peace, Accordingly Sy#a 
made Peace with the. King and fo put an 
End ro the War. Then he Returnd iato 
ltaly, but, a little befote his Return, Marius 
being Conſul a 7th Time dy'd. After the 
Death of Marius. Cr. Papyrius Carbo ſtood 
by Cinna : And both of 'em Join'd in 'with 
the adoptedSon of Marius in order to thwart 
Sylla, bur they were, all of 'em, put to 
flight, 

6. Sy: having compaſsd his End purſued 
his Fnemies with a great deal cf Warmth; 
and after he had expos'd to Publick view 
the Liſt of the baniſh'd Perſoas, ſold their 
Eſtates, and deprivd their Chilurea of avy 
Right to Places of honor and truſt. Thea 
he was made perpetual Difta:'or, and dif- 
pos d of every thing at Pleaſure, and clipp'd 
the Power of the Frivunes. When he fold 
the Citizens Eſtates, he ſai4 in the Pap. 
Jic 
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lick Meeting that it was his own ſpoil that 
he ſold. He was fo Inveterate againit C. Ma- 
rius, that he order'd the remains of his 
Corps that lay by cheRiver 4nio to be ſcatter'd, 
and after that was the firſt of all rhe Patrici 
that order'd his own Body to be burnt, per- 
haps out of fear that the like affronc might bs 
done to himſelt after Death. Afrer ſo many 
and fo great exploits, he reſign'd the Magi- 
{tracy and ſaid that he was ready to anſwer 
for all he had done. Then he retir'd to the 
Country to lead an unattive Life, and dy'd 
at Puteolj of the Louſy diſtepmer. 

7. ©. Sertorius was one of thoſe who were 
baniſh'd ; a Man Famous for his Steddyneſs and 
Knowledge of War. This Man raisd a heavy 
War in upper Spaix, and defeated ſeveral Ro- 
man Generals, and maſter'd ſeveral Cities. 
After the deteat of Me-tel/us, the Adminiſtra- 
tioa of the War was committed to Cn. Pom- 
perus, a Youth of a brave Spirit : Aſter ſeve- 
al dubions encounters, Sertorius was perfidi- 
ouſly Murther'd by Perpenna his own General, 
and Pompey became Maſter of Spain in the zoth 
Year after the commencement of the War,the 
68: afcr the building of theCity,in theConſol- 
ſhip of C.CaſusVarus,andM.Terentus Varro the 
moſt learned of all the Grecians and Romans 

8. la the mean time Murena being left in 


44/2, and covering a Triumph, renew'd the 


War with Mithridates upon {lender grounds ; 
bar was order'd by Sy{z to forbear,and there- 
vpon Peace was concluded for 3 Years with the 
Kinggand his Son of 4. Years of Age was given 
as aa hoſtage, and part of Cappadotia was a 
» Oftc 
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otted him. #5 Years after that were ſcarce 
elapsd, when the War broke out afreſh, and 
that upon this occaſion. MAſitbridates had 
often delir'd of the FRemans that their league 
with him ſhould be engroſs'd, but finding 
that his Sollicitations 'were not regarded, 
perſwaded 7 igrates King of Armenia his Son 
in Law to invade Capjadecia,who carried off 
30occo Men from thence and builtTigranocerta 
the Metropolis of that Country; and when 
he found that he cou'd not obrain a Pardon 

enter d into a league wirh Sertorius, and poſ- 
ſels'd himſelf of Bubynia, whoſe King N# 
comedes had made the People of Rome his 
Hey, 

_ 9. In the 680th Year of the City, while 
Licinius Lucullus and M; Aurelius Cotta were 
Conſuls, Lucullus fell vpon the King who 
was then belieging Cyzicum, and having cut 
off his Army turn'd him out of Bithynia and 
Paphlagonia,and oblig'd him to retire to Pentus, 
from whence he fled to Tigranes. Lucullus 
continuing to purſue his Enemy, defeated 
the joint forces of both the Kings in feveral 
Battels ; but the Mutinies that were cunningly 
Fomented in his Army, hinder'd him to put 
an end co the War. For he was recalld, and 
the War committed to the care of Glabrio. 
The next Year being the gth after Lucullus had 
come to that province, it was devoly'd 
upon Pompey, he being ſtrengthen'd by Cie 
cerfs intereſt, who made a Noble ha- 
rangue to the People fin praiſe of 
Im 
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16. While Lucullus was carrying on the 
War in Portus, one Spartacus a Thracian, a 
fencer, being joyn'd by-70 more of his own 
Station, poſleſs'd himſelf of Yeſuvius a Hill in 
Campania, and gave a Free reception to all 
fugitives, and commited Robberies * in the 
Neigbouring places. He routed Claudins the 
Pretor and P. Parinus, and having drawn 
xogerher ati Army of 7coo0 Men, had ſome 
thoughts of ſtorming Rome it ſelf ; bur M. 
Licinius Craſſus the Prator defeated him in a 
Barrel, and brought him,to condign Puniſh- 
ment for his ambition, Pompey ſappreſs'd the 
remainder of his forces, when they were be- 
ginning to make head again, in the 3d Year 
before he engag'd in the Piratick War. 

tr. A great company of Pirates did ſo in- 
feſt the Mediterranean Sea, that neither Sailers 
nor thoſe who dwelt on the Sea-ſide were fafe. 
Theſe Pirats were firſt ſer up by Mithridates; 
but when Peace was firſt made with him, the 
advantage they made by their way of Living 
mov'd them to continue in it. They conſiſted of 
Syrians, Cyprians Pamphyhans and others, 
who were call'd Cilices beecauſe they ſculk'd 
it ſome Creeks of Cilicia. Murenz and Servilius 
had appear'd agaiaſt 'em,but to little purpoſe; 
for cheir impudeuce grew to that height, that 
they made a deſcent upon Italy, and carry'd 
off ſeveral Noble Ladyes., and, what was yer 
more Diſgraceſul to the Romans, two Armies 
rogerther with the Scandards. | 

12. Then Gabimns Tribune of the People 
made a Law appointing Pompey to make Head 
a32ainft 'exx wich fall power for 3 Years. And 
alowins 
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allowing him 500 Ships, 120900 Foot, 5026 
Horſe,25 Legars,z Treaſurers,:nd 6000 Attick 
Talents. Pompey did ſo cover the whole Sea, 
thit when one Legate gave chale to the Pirats, 
the others fell in with 'em (© that they cou'd 
not eſcape ; and himſelf ſail'd up and down 
like an Emperour of ſo many Kings, over- 
ſeeing the whole work, By his tingular 
diligence and application, he clear'd the Sea 
in 40 days, and oblig'd all the Pirats to put in 
to Cilicta, where he ſtorm'd their forts, and 
took almoſt 400 Ships and 129 Caſtles, and 
ſlew 10000 Men, and ſo made an end of the 
War in leſs than 3 Months time. He carry'd 
himſelf civilly enough to the conquer'd, Priſo- 
ners who were Tranſlated to other ſeats at a 
conſiderable diſtance from the Sea, But ®. 
Metellus was very cruel to thoſe who lurk' 
in Creet; for Mtellus ſubdued that INland,which 
boaſted before that ir was never conquer'd ; 
and thereupon got the Sirname of Creticus. 

1}. When this War was almoſt at an End, 
C. Manilius Tribune of the People, made a 
Law, giving to Pompey the Command- of all 
the Roman Armys, the Province of Aſda, 
and the Management of the War with Mz- 
thridates and Tigranes 3 Notwithſtanding all 
the Grudges of the Noble Men, who took 
it very ill that the whole Roman Empire 
ſhou'd without any Precedent be put into the 
hands of one Man. However Pompey put Mz- 
thridates to Flight, and took Tigranes King 
of Armenia, whom he rais'd from a ſupplianc 
and dejeted Condition, and ſet the Diadem 
upon his heal afcer he hat laid it down, 
H h aidiaa 
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ding ſome few Injunftions for him to ob- 
ſerve, He likewiſe check'd his Villainous 
Son that had conſpir'd againſt hisFather's life, 
and at laſt put him to Death. Then he con- 
quer'd the /tureans and Arabians, and rednc'd 
© wa to the form of a Roman Province. 

14. Mribridates fled to Colchis and at laſt 
to Scythia. But at the ſame Time that he 
was projefting great things, and making a 
deſcent vpon Jtaly, Pharnaces his Son whom 
he doated much upon debauched the Army 
from him. When he found himſelf beſer 
with Unſurmountable Difficulties, and that 
he cou'd not Reclaim his Son, he Jaid Vio: 
lent hands on himſelf. Cicero ſays he was the 
Greateſt King ſince Alexander. The War 
with him commenc'd about 20 Years before, 
when Cn. Fowpeius Strabo and L. Porcius Gato 
vere Conſuls ; and was put to an end when 
M. Tullinus Cicero and C, Antonius Nepos were 
Eonſuls, in the 69x Year of the City, the 
2 of the 179 Olympiad, the G1 before 
Chrilt, and the 3942 of the World, 

15.\ The News of his Death were brought 
to Poindeyy upon his March towards Jeru/a- 
lem againſt Ariſtobulus. When Pompey had 
adjuſted the Aﬀairs of Judes, Pontw, and 
the other places in the Eaſt, 5 Years being 
ſpent in the Expedition, he retutnd to Rome 
Crown'd with Glory, and Triemph'd for 2 
Days together. L., Catiling and ſeveral others 
enter'd into a great conſpiracy againſt the 
Republick ; inthe ſame Year that Mithridates 
dy'd, and the Temple of Jeruſalem was takell. 
This Catilina was a Profligate Noblemas, 

chat 
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that had ſpent all his Eſtate in gratif-/ing hs 
luſt, and follow'd this new way of xlocting in 
order to repair his Fo tune. 

16. Cicero pump'd the account of the whole 
Afﬀair out of Fulvia, with whom Catilina kept 


' Company. Afﬀter the Crime came to Light 


by Crcero's Si::gular Incultry, Catilina was 
expell'd the Ciry ; then he drew tozerher 
a body of Profligate Fellows in Etruria, and 
was Routed by C. Antonius Crcero's Collegue 
ia a battel, wherein he fought ſtonrtly and 
was kill d. Poblick thanks were rewrg'd to 
Cicero for his Diligence and Service in that 
Aﬀair, and by Cato's intereſt he was frſt $4- 
luted Pater Patrie, Cicero in his Writings 
frequently crys up the Service he did to his 
Country on this occaſion ; but when he ſpeaks 
of Catilina's Genius, he ſays there never was 
ſuch a Monſter upon Earth, patch'd up of 
ſuck contrary Humors and Appetites. 

17. 2 Years afterwards C, Julins Ceſar 
was ſent as Pretor to Upper Spain, This 7uti- 
us was born, in the 654 Year of the City, 
on the 12th Day of July, in the Conſulſhip of 
C. Marius and L. Valerius Flaccus. He Marry'd 
the Danghter of Cinna by whom he had Julia, 
which mightily diſoblig'd Sy infomuch thar 
he ſcarce ever forgave him, He fock'd in his 
firſt knowledge of War under M. Thermus 
the Pretor, by whom he was ſent to Bitbynia 
to fir out a Navy, and is ſaid to have been 
overfamiliar with Nicomedes the King. Hav- 
mg made a Confiderable Progreſs in the art 
bf War he went to Spain in the quality of 
Treaſurer ; and as he went round the Coua- 

Hh 4 rey 
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try in the Execution of his Office, cameto 
Cadiz,, where he met with the Statue of 4- 
lexander in Herculey's Temple, and after he 
had viewed it, was much troubl'd that he 
had cone no Memorable Attion at that Ape 
in which Alexander had made himſelf Maſter 
of almoſt the whole World, After this hz 
long'd extreamly to return to his own Coun- 
try, thinking to have the Opportunity of 
advancing his Fortune in Rome, 

18, When he return'd to Rome, he kept 
company with ſeditious men; but finding 
that their projets did not take, got himſel! 
made ZEdilzs, and put in for the Poſt of being 
ſent ro Compoſe the affairs of Zpypt : but the 
Noble Men oppoy'd him, and baulk'd his de- 
ſign. Soon atter,by Virtue of his liberal pre- 
ſents he got in to be Pontifex.In his Pretorſhip, 
tis thought he favor'd Catilins,and afliſtedCeci- 
lius Metellus in making of ſeditious Laws. Being 
burthen'd with Debt, he gave ſecurity and got 
away to Spain; where he ſpent his time, not in 
adjuſting the Aﬀairs of the Country, but in 
extending hiz —_— and purchaſing 0 
himſelf a large Field of Triumph. Bur his 
itch for Honour was fo precipitant, that he 
wanted mightily to be made Conſul ; and for 
ſo much as the Seſſions of the Conſular Con- 
vention approach'd,* defir'd leave to return to 
the City before his trivmph, But that cou'd 
not be granted to one that deſird a triumph ; 
ſo that he preferr'd the Conſulſhip to ir, and 
came to the City, and put himſelf up for 
Candidate. 


19. After 
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19 After many Debates, and FaQtions ad- 
vances, he obtaind the Conſulſhip by Pompey 's 
laterelt, For Pompey, mortally hated the 
Maznates, who favour'd Luculſus jn every 
thing. Lucallus cry'd out, that he was injur'd, 
and cenſur'd Pompey's aftions, deliring a ratt- 
fication of what himſelf had done in the 
Province, Things being at this paſs, Pompey 
was ſorry that he had diſmilsd his Army, bur 
ſince his repentance was too late, ſtruck up 
with Ceſar, and aſlifted him in procuring the 
Conſulſhip, upon condition that if he com- 
| —_y his end, he ſhould ratify what Pomrey had 

one, 

30. Pompey and Craſſus had been at odds 
trom the time of their joint Confulſhip : bur 
Ceſar reconcil'd them, and all the 3} conſpir'd 
together to ſuffer nothing to be done in the 
Requblick, that they did not agree to. Yarrs 
wrote a Book upon the conſpiracy, and ſtil'd 
it conſpiratio tricxpitang. This was the original 
of the Civil Wars, for as much as it ſunk the 
Authority of the Senate and Noblemen, Acinmes 
Pollic. begins his Book of che Civil Feuds, and 
Diodorus Siculus dates the original of Czſar's 


' greatneſs from this Year, which was the

39045, when Herod was Ar- 
chon,and &. Cecilins Metelhs and M. Afranius 
Conſuls.

Frem the commencement of the firſt Triumvirate 
to the perp*tual diffatorſhip of Julius Czfar, 
The ſpace of 16 Tears, 


1g efar being wade conſul by Pompey's in- 
4 terclt, and his preſents of Mony, cx- 
pos'd the alliance and Kingdoms of the People 
of Fome, to Sale, To appeaſe the Flebs, he 
diſtributed the Publick : rounds in Campania 
&mong them; and by force introduc'd aLaw for 
che purpoſe obliging every one to ſwear to the 
obſcrvation of the ſame upon pain of Death He 
ſe!d-mm conſulted the Senat upon any thing ; 
bet apply 'd himſe'f for the moſt part to the 
People, and endeayor'd by all means to oblige 
them, infomuch that he obtain'd the Province 
of Gar! for 5 Years. In order to unite Por 
i, more firmly to his intereſts, be married 
iis Davghter Julza io him. ZE. Ca/purnine Pip 
and A, Gabrmns who were choſen Conſuls for 
the next Year,were entirely devored to his in- 
tereſt, Vatmus and Clod us were made tribunes. 
Tho Clodius had debauch'd Ceſar's Wife, he not 
only forgave the aduirerer, but aſſiſted him in 
procuring the tribuneſhip,out of ſpite to Cicero, 
who inccſlantly rail'd againſt the Triumviral 
conſpiracy, and by way of a thankfoll rauro, 
for the good f:rvices he had done hiat in 
precuring the province of Frazce. 
2. Clodins | e'ng a Nobleman could not be 
» candidat for the trbuneſhip; till, in ordcr 
0 te rcveug'd vponr Cicero, who airaign'd him 
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of adultery with Ceſar's Wife, he got him- 
{-If adopted by a Plebeian ; and being by that 
means made tribune, enafted a Law, entailing 
baniſhment upon whoever had given orders for 
theDeath of any Roman Citizen,beforc he was 
Tried. Then he arraign'd Cicero, who by 
the Senat's conſent had kilV'd Cethepus Lentulus 
and Catiling's other complices, in priſon; fo 
that Cicero being forſaken by Pompey was ban- 
iſh'd ; but before he went off made a harar- 
gue £5 the People and the FEquites, in which, 
tis ſaid, he recommended his Family to their 
care; but that Oration which commonly paſſes 
under Ciceros's Name, is a taudry impertinent 
diſcourſe and ſcarce ſuited to the Spirit of the 
Latin Linguage, Accordingly Getbofredws 
thinks,that whoever attributes that Harangue 
to Cicero, do's, as if he puta coarſe and ragged 
Garment upon the Shoulders of a rich K'ng. 

3. Cicero being baniſ'd, Clodius had like- 
wile a ſpite againſt Cato, and by vertue of a 
Law for the purpoſe, ſent him to turn Prolemy 
King of Cyprus out of his Kingdom. Cato 
made a large treaſure of Mony out of the Eſtate 
ot the King, who upon approach of the 
Roman General laid violent hands upon 
himſelf, However Clodius began to twitt the 
Noblemen, and then Pempey repented of his 
deferting Cicero; and follicited for h's return. 
After 16 Months baniſhment, Cicero was re- 
call'4 with an univerſal joy, and made a Har- 
angue to the Ouirites, in which he retyrad 
thanksto his Friends. Then he charg'd L.Piſo 
and A. Gabinius with his A and 


made it out that they betray'd him; and pro- 
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nounCcd two Harangues againſt them, in one 
of which he advis'd the Senate to take the 
provinces of Syria and Macedonis ovt 
of their hands; and withall, not to re- 
call Ceſar who was then riding at the Head of 
ſucceſs in France 3 but to offer him the Empire, 
in order to enable him to put the War to a 
happy end. 

4. For Ceſar had engag'd and rovted the 
Helvetians who had ſhifted the place of 
their reſidence, and planted in Frence, as being 
a more fertile Soil : after that he defeeted 
Arioviſlus King of the Germans in a Battle not 
far tom the Rhine ;, For that Prince was very 
troubleſome, not only to Gafſia Celtica, but to 
the Hedui who were the Roman Allies. - Hav- 
ing reduc'd all Galli, he croſs'd the Sea, and 
inyaded Brittain:for when the firlt 5 Years were 
expir'd, Pompey and _— having by a mu- 
tval Compatt poſſeſs d themſelves of the Con- 
ſulſhip, enlarg'd his time to other 5 Years. 
Craſſus had Syria and the management of the 
Parthian War allotted him; and Pompey -had 
Africa and Spain with the 4 Legions. 

5. the Iſland of Brittain, was call'd by the 
Latins Albion and Komaniz, by the Gre- 
cians BerTavic , BerTanh, Boeraxils, AAP! , 
and &Aoviav, It was known to the Phe- 
nictans who us'd to export great quantities 
of Tinn from thence, whereupon among the 
Grecians, the B itanick I{lands went by the 
Name of Caſſterides ; and among the Pheni- 
cians Barat Anac, or the Land of Tinn, Ceſar 
gave out this for the cavſe of the War ; that 
the Brittons had ſent afliſtance to the _

He firſt oblig'd them to ſurrender, and engage 
to pay a Yearly Tribute; but next Year they 
rebell'd, and he returnd and reduc'd *em to 
obedience. Cicero ſays, Ceſar ſent him Letters 
from Brittain dated the 1ſt of Septr.,wh'ich came 
to his Hands on the 27 of that inſtant. Ceſar's 
firſt Expedition into Brittain happen'd in the 
6ggth Year after the building of the City, the 
53th before the Birth of Chriſt, the 3950 
ot the Warld, when Cn. Pomperus Magnus 
and M. Licinius Craſſus were, both of 'em, a 
ſecond time Conſuls, 

6. When Craſſus march'd againſt the Par» 
thians, the People expreſs'd a great deal of 
anger, and their Tribunes curs'd him, Upon 
the Road he pillag'd the Temple of Jeruſalem, 
and committed a great many hainous Crimes : 
but when he croſsd the Euphrates he was 
beaten, and perfidiouſly kill'd in an intervew; 
thus was he bronght to condign puniſhment 
for his Sacrilege, Twas this Craſus who was 
wont to ſay, that no Man was rich but he that 
could maintain an Army of 4 Legious upon 
his own Incomes. While he waged War 
with the Parthians, Ptolomeus Auletes King of 
Egypt being forced out of his Kingdom by his 
own Subjetts, came to Rome, where he ſtay 
a long while, but could not obtain aſliſtance, 
becanſe the Sibylline Books ſeem'd to prohibir 
the Romans to make War in Fgypr, Then he 
return'd to Epheſus, and with a round Sum of 
Mony engag'd Gabinius Under.Conſul of Syria 
to effeft his Reſtoration, Gabininus fav'd his 
Life by bribing the Judges ; but was arraign'd 

of cheating the State, and baniſh'd, 
7. The 
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7. The Romans, at this timz, were arriy'd 
at that height of Avaric? and Wickedneſs, 
chat th y had quite departed from the meaſures 
of their Anceltors; and all their Magiſtracies 
citheir ſold, or come ar: by the means of Scold- 
inz, Cudgell:, Stones, Daggers or Swords, 
T he Conſuls were eclyps'd by the Heads of 
the triumviral Conſpiracy; Both the Pro- 
virces ard the Adminiſfation of Aﬀairs were 
out of their Hands; ſo they &en minded no- 
thing but enlarging their Eſtates by ſelling the 
Republick. Upon a warm Debate among the 
Candidates for the Conſulſhip, T. Annius flo, 
who was one of the Number, flew Clodius as 
he-met him npon the Road, Pompey was not 
mov'd with all this: He hop'd ro be made 
D Aator ; and Cato obſcrving that all their 
Eyes were fix'd upon him, got him made ſole 
Conſul : defg,ning thereby to bring him in 
as accountable for his Aftions. 

8. In his preſence Cicero pleaded for Milo, 
or rather would had plead for him; for 'tis 

faid that he was fo over-aw'd by Pompry's 
Soldiers and Clodius's Friends, that he wrote 
tat Oration afterwards, which is now extant. 
However Milo was baniſh'd, The Gauls who 
but lately had been redvcd, took occaſion to 
rebell apain, upon the news of theſe Com- 
morions in the City, and the hopes that Ceſar 
would be detain'd in /taly ; bnt Ceſer puniſh'd 
**m azain for their boldneſs. After the 
conclvſton of the Galkck War, which hap- 
pen'd in the 8th Year, the Civil War between 
C, Caſar and Pomy-y broke out, 
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9. Juliathe Wife of Pompey, and the Bond 
of Peace, if not of Friendſhip, died in Child- 
bed together with her Child.C/a was hated 
by the Senat for carrying things by violence ; 
but Pompey gain'd a great Intereſt among them 
by bis Humility and civil Carriage. Ceſar 
apprehending what c:rcumſtances his Affairs 
were in, defir'd leave to purin for the Conſul- 
ſhip : but that could nor be Granted, withour 
he diſmis'd his Forces. He thovght he was 
not ſafe if he quitted the Army ; however he 
made this propoſal, that both he and Pompey 
ſhould give up their Armies together ; but 
that being rejected, he march'd with incredible 
expedition at the Head of his Forces from 
France to Italy, and maſter'd ſeveral Towns in 
Flaminia, partly by fayor, and partly by 
ſtorm. 

10 Upon the News of this, Pompey, togze- 
ther with C. Marcelizes and L. Lentulus, ficd 
from Rome to Bruncuſtum a Town of Apulia, 
upon the Seaſide. Cejar march'd thither ; but 
before he came up, the Conſuls had croſs'd the 
Sea to Dyrrhachium , and ſoon a'ter ſompcy 
tollow'd them. Caeſar conſidering that he had 
not a fleet fit for purſuing them, came to Rome, 
and call'd together the Senate, to whom he 
complain'd of his Enemies, and proposd 
terms of Peace. The Senat beiog a little 
lack on the matter, he went to Maſſlia, 
where the Gates were ſhut vpon him. Where- 
rPon he fitted out a Fleer and belieg'd it by Sea 
and Land and baying left Deputy Generals 
to manage the Siege, march'd himſelf into 

Spain where Peutreius Afranins and Parrs 


7ompey's . 
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Pompey's Generals ſurrender'd themſelves togs- 
ther with the whole Army, 

rt. Then he return'd to Maſſilia, which 
was then reduc'd to a deſperat Condition, and 
ſurrenderd it ſelf, In his abſence , 
M. Lepidus the Pretor made him Di@- 
ator, whereupon he weat to Rome, 
call'd a Convention, and was made Conſul 
along with P, Servilius Iſauricus. Then, 
having ſettled his Afﬀairs in the City, he 
croſs'd over to Greece, and at laſt gave Pompey 
a ſignal overthrow in the Pharſalian Plains in 
Theſſaly, and torn'd him out of his Camp, 
natwithſtanding that Pompey's Forces did much 
out-number his. Pomp-y fle1 to Egypt, to 
Ptolomcus Dionyſus the Son of Auletes, the 
Guardianſhip of whom had been allotted to 
him by the Senat, He hop'd to find affiſtance 
in that Kingdom, upon tne ſcore of his 

vardianſhip; but the King being under age, his 
Relations were influencd by Theodorus, his 
Preceptor, to receive him into a Boat and kill 
him, either becauſe they dreaded ſame Com- 
motion might enſue upon aſſiſting, him, or 
ciſe becauſe they contemn'd his mean Con- 
dition, 

12. Ceſar purſuing Pompey, came to Alex- 
endria with 3200 Men; where he receiv'd the 
firſt News of Pompey's Death. Ptolomy was 
at that time engagd in a War with Cleopatra, 
his Siſter. Ceſar being at Alezandria fell in 
Love with Cleopatra, and advis'd her and her 
Brother not to diſpute by force of Arms, but 
to remit their Differences to his determinati- 
on, upon the conſideration that he _— 

| nſu 
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Conſul for 5 Years, Di&ator for one whole 
Year, and Tribune for Life, and that in for- 
mer times an alliance had been contrafted with 
Auletes the King's Father, with the Authority 
of a Law and a Decree of the Senate. 

13.But the Kings Favorites diflik'd the Mo- 
tion mightily. They cry'd ovt, that it was 
unworthy of the King's Majeſty to plead his 
cauſe at another Tribunal. Infomuch that 
War was declar'd againſt Ceſar under the 
Name of the Alexandrian-War : but Ceſar 
after ſeveral Encounters obtain'd the Victory, 
and did not indeed turn Feypt into a Province, 
but gave it to Cleopatra (who bore Ceſario to 
him) in conjunQtion with her Younger Bro» 
ther, for the King was drown'd in the 
River vpon his flight. 

14. From thence he march'd into Syria, and 
after that to Pontwus, where he routed Pharn: 
aces the Son of Mithridates, and paciſy'd Cappa- 
decta, Armenia,Gallogr xcia, Pontus,and Bithyma. 
Then he return'd to Fm, and at the next 
W inter ſolſtice croſy'd over from Lilybaum to 
Africa , notwithſtanding that the Head 
Sooth-ſayer had advis'd him notto go before 
the middle of Winter. After the Pharſalian 
battle, Scipio and Cato, Great-Grand-Son to 
A. Porcius Cato, had fled thither,and drawn to« 
gether a conſiderable body of Horſe, and en» 
gag'd Juba the King in their Quarrel ; Upon 
which account Ceſar, went upon this Expedi- 
tion, and cut them all off, 

15. But Cats laid violent Hands upon 
himſelf, in order to avoid his being taken 
Priſoner. Cicero Cefends the Attivn, and 
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in regard that Nature had given him an in- 
credible meaſure of gravity, ſays, 'twas better 
for him to do fo than look a Tyrant in the face. 
Cato was a ſtoick, and ſometimes defended 
very akward Opinions in the Senate, as if, ſays 
Cicero, he had been bred up nor vpon' the 
dregs of Komaits but upon Plato's Politicks, 
Afterwards Ceſar came to Rome, and had a 
ttiumphal Proceſſion vpon his Conqueſts of 
France, Egypt, Potus, and Africa, "Then he 
engazd inthe War againſt S. Porepeius, and 
marching to Spain defeated him. 

16, But before he went into Spain, he took: 
care to have the model of the Year corrected, 
which from him was call'd Julian, When he re- 
rurn'd from Spain to Rome, he dimitted his 
Conſulſhip a third time, and appointed Con- 
ſuls ele&t for 3 Months. The firſt were 2. 
Fabius /\/azimus and C. Trebonis ; the latter 
of whom dy'd on the laſt day of the Year, 
andCeniniusRebilus ſucceeded for the fewHoars 
that remain'd, whom Cicero jeſtingly calls a 
moſt watchfull Conſul, becauſe he did not 
ſleep during the whole time of his Conſulſhip. 
Then the Senators indeed appointed Ceſar to 
be perpetual Di&ator, and Emperor indeed, in 
ſo far as that word implies the greatelt power 
in the Common wealth. For the military 
Afﬀairs and the raiſing of Mony depended in- 
tirely up2a him, and all the Magiltrats were 
at his beck, and oblig'd by Oath not eo oppoſe 
tis Decrees,

to affeRt the title of King, ard tochanee 
the form of the Republick, and take the admi- 
niſtration of Afﬀairs wholly into his own 
han 's ; Conſpiracies broke out againſt him, and 
in the 5th Month after his return to Rome, on 
the 15th day of Aarch, was he kill'd ip Pcm- 
peys Court, by thoſe very Men whom he had 
lately oblig'd by his favor, and pardon'd for 
appearing againſt him in the War with Fom- 
pey; namely Marcus and Decimus Brutus, C, 
Caſſius, Cn. Domwius, C, Treborus © Tullius 
Cimber, the 2 Servilw's, Caſca, Hala, and ſeve- 
ral others. 

2. Cicero giving a Charatter of Ceſer 3nd 
Pompey delivers his Opinion chus 2 In the late 
War, had Pompey relented ſomewhat of hig 
gravity, and Ceſar a great deal of his ambiti- 
on, we might have had a folid Peace and the 
form of a Republick : All agree that Caſar was 
juſtly ioticl'd to Clemency ; and Crzers himſelf 
(tho? upon this pojat be is very wavering and 
I!1COP 
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inconſtant) allots him the qualities of a ready 
Wit, a good Memory, Literature, thought 
and application. However when the caſe of 
his Murder came before the Senate, Cicers took 
care that all were pardon'd, and Province; 
giv'n to the Aſſaſſins. 

3. When Ceſar's latrer will was open, 
was found that Drcimus Brutus was nomi- 
nated among, his Heirs of the 3d Form, pro- 
viding the reſt did not Adminiſter, and that 
he leic a vaſt Sum of Mony*to be diſtributed 
equally among the People. He left Oavins 
the fon of C. Ofavius who had marryd the 
Daughter of M. Attilius Balbus by Juli: 
Czſar's Siſter ; this Oftavius, I ſay, was left 
Heir to the thirds of his Eſtate. He was born 
when Cicero was Conſul, and loſt his Father 
when he was 4 Years of Age. He ſtudy 
Philoſophy at Apollonia, and was about to be 
call'd home by Ceſar in order to go upon the 
Parthian War, when he got notice of 
his Death, and the Heritage that was left 
him. When he came to Rome, he expetted 
that Anthony wou'd aſſiſt him in reſeating the 
Murther of his Father ; but when he went to 
wait of him, met with a diſdainful reception ; 
and when he found that he wou'd not advance 
bim the Mony to be givn to the People ac- 
cording to Cxfar's Will, fold his own Heri- 
tage, and by ſo doing did mightily ingratiate 
himſelf with the People. 

4. 'Twas apparent that Antony minded 
nothing, but promoting his own Intereſt and 
making himſelt King : upon which Conſider- 
ation the Seat loaded OF rvins Ceſar _ 
marks 
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marks of Honour and Reipe, Celignirg to 
mate uſe of him in oppoſition to the Tyrant ; 
bur when Antony was worlted, !highred and 
affronted him, molt of the Senators being of 
Pompey's faftion. Caf wr reſented this affront 
{o nach, that he ſhar'd the Governmere with 
Antony and M. Lepidus, and erected a Tri- 
vmvirate, in which it was mutually agreed 
upon, that t'r y ſhou'l! ruine their Enemies. 
1he greatelt (cruple was upon the murder of 
Cicero ;, for dutbony wou'd do nothing unleſs 
that were agree'd ro in regard that Cicero had 
tail d agai nt him in In> Hiraag1es in a 
very provo:ing manner; and Cz/ar indeed 
ſtood ort for two Jays, but at laſt'conſented to 
/lnton,'s motion, 

5- The Triumviri baniſh'd 305 Senators 
and Fquites under the prerence of reſenting Ce 
far's death: and among the reſt Cicero,t'1e greats 
eſt Pattern and Glory cf the Roma: Wit and 
Eloquence, was put to death, when he had 
liv'd 63 Yearsen Months and 5 days He was 
born at Arp num the 2d day cf January, the 
G64*th Year a'ter the building of the City, in 
the Conſulſhip of C. Arviivs Seranus. and a 
Servilius Cepio, Pempey being, bern on the 1ſt © 
Ottober in the fame Year His Father was a 
Gentleman defcended of Tullius Attius King, 
«f the Polſci, Many others were cruelly mur- 
der'd, aud their Eſtates worried by the Trium- 
vin ; and in regard the Men's Eſtates, did not 
ſitisfy 'em, they fell upon the Women's. 
Is the mean time Caſſius and Brutus, who 
ſeem'd to ſtand for the Republick againſt chem, 
were worrying _ I in A,

6. Atlaſt,the ewo Armies engag'd at Philippi, 
a Town of Macedonia. Caſſius fought unfor- 
tunately, and ſtood upon a Hill attending the 
event of the Day, but having ſear a Meſſenger 
to ſee how things were, and he not returning 
ſo ſpeedily as he expetel, he apprehended 
that his Colleague was likewiſe defeated, and 
order'd one of his own Servants that he had 
made Free, to cut off his Head : but was ſcarce 
expird, when the M:ſſenger return'd with 
the News that Brutus was Conqueror. Brutus 
orde:r'd his Corpſe to be interc'd, for fear his 
men ſhou'd be diſcourag'd by ſuch a SpeQacle ; 
and being caſt down him'elf, refolv'd to 
farve out the Enemy, whom he then be- 
lieg'd. 

7. Bat Antony, who was reduc'd to great 
Want, was vader a neceſſity of fighting, and 
challenz'd him to Battle. Brutus cou'd not 
in Honour decline Batrle, fo that they came to 
an Engagement, ia which they were ſo eager, 
that they laid alide their Darts, and diſputes! 
the point wich their Swords, Brutus ſeeing his 
Army ronted and put to flight, kill'd himſelf, 
and with him fell the popular form of Govern- 
meat,which ſeem'd to have yet a Being while 
and he Coſſins did not deſpair of the ViQtory, as 
being polſe(s'd of the whole Roman Emp're 
from Macedonia to the Euphbrares, with 20 
Legions of Foot. 20009 Horſe, aco long 
Ships, and an infinite Sam of Money. 

8 Afrer the Triumvirs had carry'd this 
Victory, Ceſor being lickly return'd to /taly ; 

Antony 
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Antony being met by Cleopatra in Cilicia went 
along with her to Feypr.Ceſar being in Faly di- 
ſtributed Grounds to the Soldiers : but Fulvia 
Antony's Witeand Lucius herBrother being thea 
Conſul,were touch'd withEnyy tpon his iagrati- 
ating A ra ſo much with the Soldiers, and de- 
clard a War againft him, which was call'd Pey- 
unſium from Peruſia the Seat of the ſame However 
Ceſar got over this Difficulty, and bein 
Jealous of Antony, polleſs'd himſelf of Spain an 
Gaul; which were his Provinces, and the Feuds 
were inflaned by daily Emergencies, till by the 
interceſſion of Folio and M#cemnas they were 
either remov'd or laida ſleep. 
g. For Antcny having enter'd into 4 new 
Leaguegmarry'd Offavia, Ceſar's Siſter ; where- 
n there cnſu's a new diviſion of the Roman 
Empire, by which, Ceſar  poſſeſs'd all the 
Weltern parts 0n;that ide of Codropotis a City 
of  [lyricum; and. Antony got all from thente 
to the Eaſtward, | Antony engag'd in a War 
with the Parthians, and Cefar in another with 
9. Pompeins who wis maſter of Sicily and a 
gallant Fleer, 'by” Virtue of a Law made by 
Antony, which ingratiated him much with the 
People. Aﬀrics was allotred to Lepidur, but 
in regard he had offended Ceſar, he was 
conlin'd £o the boundaries of that Province, 
10. Sexrus Pampeins infeſted the $23, and 
did fo ſtraiten the Tyuwa for Proviſions, that 
the People were in 4 great ferment, and the 
Triumwiri were oblizd ro make Peace with 
him, in the ſame Year that Hero was declar'd 
King of Jewry. But ſoon after that Treaty 
came £0 nothing, —_ Antony's keeping the 
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Peloponneſus which by right belong'd ro Pom- 
pry: aad the Fends between Antony and 
Ceſar broke out a-freſh, but by Ofavid's in- 
terceſſion were compos'd for that junfture, 
Ceſar mtack'd Pompey ſeveral times to no pur- 
p« ſe,but at laſt defeated him and turn'd him our 
of Sicily, Wherenpon Pompey fled to Phrygia, 
and was kill d by Antonys Friends. Pompey 
being out of the way, Lepidus endeavor'd to 
make himſelt Maſter of the Army and the 
whole Iſland ; but his own Men betray'd him 
into the hands of Ceſar, who diveſted him of 
all Authority: and thus was one of the 
26 of the Triumviral Conſpiracy lop'd 
off. 

11, In the mean time Antony had pre- 
ſented Cleopatra (whom he had fetch'd into 
Sy14)with Phenicia,C eloſyria,Cyprus,a great part 
of Cilicia, Arabia. Nabathea, and that parto! 
Tudea which brings forth Balm $3 and he was 
falln in'o foch' a luxurious way of livine. 
that the People were mightily incens'd againſ: 
him, and Ceſar did nor fail to inflame their 
indignation, efpecially conſidering that he 
deſir'd the Senate to ratify his Gifts to Cleopatra. 
Whereupon War was declar'd againſt Cleo- 

a, but not againſt Antony himſelf, for fear 
eaſt the Romans who were along, with him, 
being redvc'd to deſperate Circomſtances, 
ſhou'd attempr any thing againſt the Fepublict. 
After ſeveral Defeats, - Antony was ruin'd in 
a Sea-bghr at Aftium, vpon the. News of 
which, the Land Forces ſeeing no body to head 
them, went over to Ceſar, 


12. An- 
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12. Antony was Oppreſs'd with ſorrow for 
ſom reime, but ſoon after got over it, and re 
tari'd\ ro his former Luxury. Ac laſt when 
he found that Ceſe rezeQed all propoſals of 
Peace, and that Cleopatra had betray'd the 
Cavalry, cogether with the Fleetz and that 
Cſar was approaching to Alexandria; he laid 
Violent Hands on himſelf; and afterwards 
when Cleopatra underſtood that Ceſar was 
proof againſt all her Charms, ard detign'd to 
carry her to Rome in triomph, ſhe fhaiſt'd her 
das in like manner. By this means Egype became 
2 Province of Kome, and was commirrted to the 
Goverament of Cornelius Gallus, Authors 
cell us, that in the Reign of Prolomens Auletey, 
the Yearly produce of this Province a- 
mounted to 12050 Talents; but when it 
came into the hands of the Romans, it 
was reckon'd to be yet more fertile, by 
reaſOn of their Commerce with [ndia, and 
Aithiopia, 

13. Caeſario, Son to Julius Ceſar and Cleo- 
patra, was put to Death upcn the advice of 
Arius "a Philoſopher, who thoughe it nor 
lafe to have more Caeſar's than one. 
Ceſar took in M. Tulſus Cicero, Son to the 
Orator, as Collegue to him in the Conſulſhip, 
deſigning thereby to ſtifle the reſentment of 
hisFathersDeath.Cicero expos'd to publick view 
Ceſar's Letters concerning his Victory over 
Antony, in the ſame place where his Fathers 
Head 2nd Hands had been exposd. How: 
ever the Macedonias Empire funk with 
Cleopatrzs, and therefore the Afﬀeairs con- 
li3 tempo» 
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temporary to that, end at this Period, viz 
in the 294th Year after the Death of Alx- 
ender the Great, the 3d of the 187 Olym- 
piad, the 724 after the bvilding of the 
City, the 14th after the Death of TJalius

From the Monarchy of O@tavius to the 
Death of Tiberius. The ſpace of Six- 
ty Six Tears. 


1.”T He Foman Empire had now ſ{wallow'd vp 
the 1/acedontan,together with all theKing- 
doms, Kepublicks andPrincipalities, Contempo- 
raty to it, _ the Parthian Kingdom, 
which had not yet ſubjected it ſeif ; but when 
its domeltick] Divifions brought it under, 
they, d1d nor long continue in obedience. Rome 
was now oppreſs'd with it's own weight, and 
. beingy of a full rank complexion, ſtood ex- 
pos'd to flanger ; every one made a noiſe of 
Liberty, but no body injoy'd it. Every mag 
endeavor:d-to procure a Principality to him- 
ſelf, according as his Wit, Power, or Riches 
cou'd carry him ove. In their Councils and 
Conventions, every thing was exposd to 
Sale ; their Magiſtracies were obtain'd cither 
by Money or open Force, Now there was 
| I i 4 no 
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no way of remedying thoſe Evils, but only 
a Monarchy, whi:h could curb the boundle $ 
Power of the Mob, aad the aſpiring temper of 
ſeditious Men 

2. Ceſar Ot 91anus had weighed all theſe 
things with himielt 5 and was very anxious 
for his own Safety and Honour. When he 
return'd to Xome he conſulted Agrippa and 
A\ecenas upon the form of the Government, 
Agrippa alledg,d that the foll Authority ought 
to be put into the hands of the People; that 
whoever invaded thz Populir Power had been 
puniſh'd for their Ambition, and that it was 
a very con(iderable Argument, that the Gre- 
cians and Reman*, under a popular form of 
Government, had done ſuch mighty things. 
But Macenrs plainly made jt out that the 
ſhapeleſs form of Democracy had lately deriv'd 
diſgrace vpon the Republick ; that all their 
domeltick Loſſes and civil Wars, were only 
owing to the overgrown Power of the Peo- 
ple, which Ambitious and Turbulent Men 
} ad made uſe of for their own ends; and by 
that means all were debauch'd by FaQtion, 
Partiality and Bribes. 

3. And after all, this was the true ſlate of 
the matter,with reference bh to the G--cians 
and Rom2ns : For after the Grectans diſclaim'd 
Monarchy, they never knew where to fix. 
The Harangves of Faftious Men toſs'd *em to 
and again, as the Winds do the Sea; and the 
Conſtitutions of all their Cities were ſuch, rhat 
Ariſlotle approv'd of none of *em. © For now 
and then Innovations ſtill prevail'd, and 
Barbarous Murders - were committed, while 


One 
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cne Party ſtood for Oligarchy,and the other for 
Democracy, Belides, while they butcker'd one 
another in Civil Wars, they never did any 
thing of moment abroad, till at laſt Aclzan- 
der's Yoke united them. 
4.1a like manner theRomans had no ſooner ex- 
pell'd rhcir King but Sedition prevaild among 
them, and grew to that height, that the Com» 
monalty ſeparated thrice from the Nobility ; 
and in the ſpace of 134 Years there happen'd 
37 Innovations, and for 5 Years together there 
were no Magiltrats, All their great Atchieye- 
ments were accompliſh'd by Generals that 
were intruſted wholly with the charge of the 
War, and a full Authority ; who were not 
thwarted by Colleagues of difterent Sentiments, 
but usd rather to give then receive Laws. In 
the beginning, the Government was ſtill in 
the hands of Kings, till Ambition and 
Seditious Heats invented other ways of liv- 
ing. So that Monarchy ſcems juſtly to be deriv'd 
from the Power of Governors, and that from 
the paternal Authority, 
5J- Ofavius was not very cager in taking 
the Government iato his hand ; but Macenas 
puſh'd him oa ; proving by the Inſtances of 
Pompey, Marius, SyIla, and others, that if he 
quitted the Goverament, his Perſon was not 
ſafe. He added many Arguments, which 
contain'd a lively deſcription of the enſving 
Adminiſtration.Ceſar ſebſcrib'd to his Opinion, 
and inveſted himſelf with the, Tizle of Fm- 
peror, which ſignifies the ſuprem Puwer, and in 
that ſence was giv'n to his Father and all his 
Puſterity, He was made Cenſor along with 


Agnipa : 
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Aegrippa z .and in his 6th Conſulſhip made a 
review of the People, in which the number 
of the Citizens was reckond 4063000. He 
endeavourd, by all means. to ingratia'e him- 
ſelf with the People, and in regard that 
ſeveral unjuſt and harſh things had been 
enated in the Civil Wars, eſpecially in the 
time ot the Triumvirate, repeal'd them all 
in one Edi. 

6. Being made Covuſul a 7th time, he ac- 
quainted all the Senators of his Party, with 
his Deſign, and came into the* Senate- Houſe, 
where he recited a Harangue from his Papers, 
and pretended to lay alide all manner of 
Authority : Wherenpon all the $ nators 
preſs'd him to continne ir, and at laſt, 
with great difficulty, he ſeem'd ro comply with 
their earneſt Demands» By this artifice he 
eſtabliſh'd himſelf in the Government, and 
then diſtribured moſt of the Provinces, reſerv- 
ing the ſtrongeſt and beſt fortified to himſelf, 
"Twas mov'd in the Senate, that a more ho- 
norable Title than that of Ceſar, ſhould be 
thought of for him; and Manacrus Plancys 
pirch'd upon Auguſtus, which all of 'em ap- 
prov'd of, Then they made a Law, which 
the Laywers call Lex Regia, transferring the 
whole Authoricy of the Senate and People to 
him. The Provinces were diſtributed on the 
23th day of January; and upon the fourth 
day after that,was he Sirnam'd Ceſar Auguſtus; 
Bnt the Remans date the Epocha of the Auguſt: 
uss from the 1ft day of that January, in the 
7th Conſulſhip of Ofavianus Ceſar, the 727th 


Year afrer the building of the City, the 2d > 
tae 
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the 188th Olympiad, the 13th of Herod the 
Great, the 25th before the Birth of Chriſt, 
A. M. 3978. Oftavius Ceſar and M. Vip- 
fanins Agrippa being then Co1:ſuls, 

7. Auguſius being thus encruſted with the 
Government by the conſent of the People, 
apply'd himſelf much to the modelling of the 
State, and made ſeveral new Laws, He often 
imparted his deſigns to others, and in ſome 
things follow'd their Advice. But he chiefly 
conſulted the Conſuls ; or his Colleague, when 
he was Confal himſelt. He p'tcl'd vpon one 
Man from each Magiſtracy, and by Lo: drew 
15 of the Seng'ors, to affiſt him for 6 Months 
in the adminiſtration of Aﬀairs, Some things 
indeed, he laid before the Senate: but he choſe 
to communicate the Difficulties and Myſteries 
of State, only to a few. Some Cauſes were 
remitted to the Senate, who gave their re- 
ſponſe by Legates, but the greater number 
was left to his Privy Council. Sometimes he 
calld a Common Council, but his Will was 
there a Law, He nominated ſome Mageſtrates 
himſelf, and left the nomination of others to 
the People 3 but only took care that none 
crept into Offices by Fraud and Circumven- 
tion. 

8. Next Year pr yo pacify'd Spain, and 
ſhut the Temple of 7anus the ſecond time; 
but the commorions of Zgypt quickly open'd 
it again. After that, he march'd into Greece, 
_ then into Syria, and recover'd the Stan- 
dards from the Parthians which Craſſus and 
Antony had loſt, and likewiſs obrain'd the 
delivery of the Legates from Pandion and 
Porus 
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Porus King of the Iadians. While uguſtus 
ſtayd at Athens, he met with Ywgil 
the Poer,who had retir'd to Greece,to perfet his 
FEneids. Auguſtus brought him back with him; 
bur in raking a view of Aegara, ina very hot 
Seaſon, he was ſeiz'd with an Illneſs, which che 
navigation inflam'd, ſo that he di'd at 
Brund'fizum, on the 2:d day of September in 

2d Year of his age, the 735th after the 
poilding of Rome, in the Conſulſhip of C. 
$entius and © Lucretins, 

9. Auguſtus had a Danghter namd Julia, 
by Scribania his Wife. He divorc'd Scribonia, 
and too kin [ita Druſilla, Wite to Claudins Nero 
ia her Room,tho at the ſame time ſhe was big- 
belly'd; for within threeMoaths after theMar- 
riage, he brought forth Druſus, having formerly 
born Tiberius to Nero, Auguſtus had no Iſſue by 
Livia that liv'd any conſiderable time. He 
gave his Daughter Julia in marriage to My- 
cellus Son to YAavia his Siſter ; and after his 
Death, to Agrippa, to whom ſhe bare three 
Sons, namely Cams, Lucas, and Agrippa Poſt- 
_ beſides Agrippina and tpn 34 
ters. Azgrippa had a part of the Authority 
of a Tribune, and goveern'd Syria tca Years; 
and after he had pacify'd Pannonia, return'd to 
Campania, where he died. | Then Tiberius 
was ord-r'd to marry Jula, and to divorce 
his Wife Agrippma Daughter to Agrippa. 

Io. Tiberius and Druſus (two brechren) 
ſubdued the Rbeti and Vindelici in Germany, 
as alſo the Pannonians and Frifianus, But 
Druſus having penetrated a great way into 
Germany, and juſt enter'd upon his Gralatiep 

along 
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along with Z.- Quintius, Criſpinus, ſell off 
from his Horſe and- dy'd in the 745 Year 
after the building of Rome. He left rwo Sons 
namely Germanicus and Claudius. In the ſame 
Year, Auguſtus reform'd the Modcl of the 
Year given by his Father Julius, and choſe 
rather to have the mouth Sextilzs in which 
his firſt Conſelſhip- commenc'd, to go by his 
name ; than September, in which he was born. 
Soon after, Tiberius conquer'd the Germans by 
Stratagem, and retir'd to *ho/es, upon the 
account of his Wite Julizs wantonneſs, 
which was then arrivd at foch a pitch of 
Impudence, that her Father baniſh'd her to the 
Iſle Pandataria; for he was ſ» much our of 
humour upon her Debauchery, that he im- 
prudently expovy'd it tothe Senar. Indeed he 
was afterwards conſcious of his Error in fo 
doing, and usd to ſay, that, had Mecenas or 
Agrippa been alive,he had ne" e been gvilty of 
fuch an overſight. Now Mecenas bad died,about 
4 Years afrer the Death of Agrippa. 

11. Auguſtu: had juſt pacify'd all the Na- 
tions abour, an1 ſhut the Temple of Jan a 
third time, and made a review o! the People 
within his Empire, when Jeſus Chriſt, Lord of 
al things, came to the Wor'd. Authors are 
not agreed vpon the time of his Incarnation, 
by reaſon of the great difficulties that ariſe 
from the various verfions of the Scripture, 
the uncertain ſucceſſion of the Judges, the 
different forms of Years, and various com- 
putation of thoſe periods of Years mention'd 
in the Scripture, However, the Evangeliſt 
teaches us, that Chriſt was about Jo Years of 
age in the x5th Year of Tiberis. S0 that 


Ca 
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Ceſar Auguſtus liv'd 15 Years after the birth 
of Chriſt ; and if we date the Commencement 
of his Empire from the Death of Fulius 
Ceſar, he reigned in all 57 Years,and our Lord 
was born in the 42 of his Reign; but if we 
date it from the Death of Antony and Cleopatre, 
the Birth of ou. Lord mult be caſt into che 
28th of his Reign, that is, the 4003 Year 
of the World, the 752 oft Rome, the 3d of 
the 194 Olympiad, in the Conſulſhip of 
Ceſar Auguſtus (tor the 13th time) and M1, 
Plautius Stlanus. 

12, Herod who had then reigad about 37 
Years, delignd to inake away with Chrilt, 
by giving orders t9 kill all the Children in the 
Neighbourhood, under two Years of age; 
bur miſs'd his Aim. Now to carry down the 
thread of the lewilh Hiſtory after this iater- 
ruption ; Herod had poſleſsd himſelf of the 
Kingdom, and took care-to have Ariſtobulu; 
fliia as he was a ſwimming. This Ariftobulus 
was brother to Martamne his \Wite, and Heir 
to the Kiagdom oft Jewry, whom Herod had 
turn'd ont of the Prieſthood, Tho' Herod 
ſided with Antony, yet after his defeat and 
Death, he gain'd Ceſars. favor by his 
magnificeace. Soon after he murder'd Mari- 
amne his beloved Wite; and repentcd of the 
Afton too late ; upon which occaſion he be- 
came Mad, and ated unſpeakable cruelty. 

18. In the 7th or $th Year before the 
birth of Chriſt, he repait'd the Temple of 
Jeruſalem very magnificently. He lixewiſe 


raz'd Davids Tomb, after which time his 
. Intereſt 
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Intereſt began to Cecline, He put his Bre- 
thren Ariſtobu'rs and Alexander to death, upon 
their being arraign'd of a ( onſfiracy, by thoſe 
who m:an'd to riſe upon their ruine, After 
their Death, Antipater the Son of another 
Wife, and Pheruras the King's Brother, con- 
ſpir'd againſt him. Not long aſter the King 
was ſciz'd with a horrid Diſtemper of which 
he died, after he had given orders for the 
Death of /ntipater, and attempted to lay 
violent hands on himſelf. He died in the 
72d Year of his age, the 27th of his Reign, 
about 2 Years after the birth of Chriſt, in the 
iſt Year of the 195 Olympiad, the 754th 
after the building of the City, Caius Ceſar 
and L. /Emilins Paulus being then Con- 
ſuls; 

14 He left his Kingdom to his Son Archelaug, 
Burt Auguſlus gave him only the half of it, 
and adjudgd the other halt to Antipas and 
Philip, his brethren. So that Archelaus poſ- 
ſeſs'd Idumea, Judes, and Samaria, toge- 
ther with the Cities of Caſarea, Sebafte 
and Joppa z; out of which heraisd a yearly 
tribute of goo. Talents. Antipzs pollels'd 
the Country beyond Jordane and Galilee, 
which ferch'd him 2co Talents a Year. And 
Philip got Bathaneza and Trachonitis,with r00 
Talents. While things were thus concerted at 
Rome; the Jews being deſtitute of a King, 
were mightly diforderd by Seditions and 
Tumults, which were afterwards put down 
by the arrival of Yarus from Anticcha. 
There was a Young Man, that gave himſelf 
out for Alexander the Son of Herod by Mart- 


:121-* 
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amne ; but Auguſius diſcover'd the Cheat. 
After ten Years Archelaus was baniſh'{ to 
Vienna in Gaul, upon the account of his 
Tyranny ; and his whoie Eſtate was conkiſ- 
cated : Then Cyrenius being ſent into Syria 
poſleſs'd himſelf of the fame; and from thence 
one Jad. a Gaulonite, and Sodee a Phariſees, 
rook occalion to rebell. At this junQture the 
Princes of Judca fail'd, and it began to be 
govern'd by Procuratores ; the firſt of whom 
was Coponius,to whom ſucceeded M. Ambariotus, 
and after him Annius Rufus, 

15. ugsſtus adopred Cuus and Lucius his 
Grand-Sons, and gave 'em the Tit'e of Princes 
of the Touth, But Lucus being feat into Spain 
died there ; and about 18 Months after, the 
like fate happend to Caius upon his return 
from Armenia in Jraly. Then Tiberius and 
Agrippa Poſthumus were aJlopted in their 
room, The former of whom was order'd to 
adopt Germanicus the Son of Druſus, in orcer 
co prevent his ambitions Atrempts. Tiberius 
conquer'd theGermans,and reduc'd the Panonians 
and Dalmatian ; but was denied a Triumph, 
by reaſon that the Legions were almoſt all cur 
off in Germany by [4rominis General of the 
Cheruſci, under the conduQt of Quintihus Varus, 
which Auguſtus took ſo much ro heart that 
among, other marks of his Grief, he ns'd to 
daſh his head againſt the Gate, and Cry out, 
Redde Legiones Quintili Vare, 

16. Tiberius was then ſent to put things to 
rights in Germany, and after 3 Years, Germa- 
nicus Ceſar ſucceeded him. Tiberius Triumph'd 
thrice, and was inveſted with a power ou 

the 
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the Provinces and Armies, equal to that of 
Auguſtus ; and :ifter he hid exercis'd that 
Power three Years, obtaina'd the Monarchy 
it ſelf, upon the Death of Auguſits, which 
happen'd on the 19th Day of the Month of 
Auguſt, (the fame Day that gave date to his 
firſt Conſulſhip) in the 76th Year of his age, 
the 767th of the City, the 2d of the 19$th 
Olympiad, the 57th atter the Death of Flius 
Ceſ.ir, the 15 atter the Birth of Chriſt, wacn 
Sextus Pomperus and Sextus Apulenus were 

Confuls 
17. Notwithſtanding that Tiberius had 
ſufficiently fortit'y'd this Government, by the 
iatreſt of his Mother Lizia, who by fome 
was charg'd with Poyſoning her Husband 3 
yer he ſeem'd to be very unwilling to take 
the Government upon him, and 'twas afrer 
the repeated intreatics of the Sexate, that he 
at length comply'd. Ar firſt, he made a ſhew 
of Modeſty and Singular Temperance z and 
did nothing upon his own bottom, bue had 
recourſe to the Senate, upon things of any im- 
portance. He envy'd Germanicus mightily ; 
who had purchas'd much Glory by his At- 
chievements ; ani baniſid him under the pre- 
rence of ſending him tocompoſe ſome Tumulrs 
in the Eaſt; and afterwar:!3 made away with 
him by the Miniſtry of Prjo, Germanicus was 
an excellent May, and the Darling, not only 
of the Romans, but of the Barbarians them- 
ſelves, He had three S$:ns by Agrippina the 
Daughter of -/er7ppa and Julia, namely, Nero, 
Druſus and Catus, with as many Daughters, 
He dicd in the 34th Year of his age, the 
K k act 
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next after that of his Conſulſhip, M. Junius 
Silanus and CG. Narbanus Flaccus being then 
Conſuls. 

t8. After a few Years, Tiberius was puniſh'd 
for ti:is his Pairic'de. in the Death of his Son 
Druſus, of which Scjanur was the Author. 
Now he hid raisd this Soa of his to an in» 
diſcreet pitch of greatneſs, and Loaded him 
wich uaripe and unſcaſonable Dignities. Art 
1a? he laid aſide his Mask, and took up his 
undiſguis'd temper ; and without minding the 
Government of the Repalick, gave bimſelf 
wholly to cruel and voluptuous meaſures ; and 
in a word, behav'd himſelf fo, that, 'twas ap- 
parent Theodortes Gadareus his Preceptor, had 
not ſpoke amiſs,when he ſaid that hisPupill was 
TWA.'  &pali wp ghdpor, that is, a Lump of 
Clay ſtee;'d in Blood. . 

19. In the 1ath Year of Tiberius, Pontius 
Filat ſucceeded Yalerius Gratus the fourth Ge « 
vernor of Judezz who by expoſing the 
Image of Ceſar in the Pub ick places, occa- 
fion'd much Sedition in Judea, that he 
could not appeaſe ir, rill he ſznrt away the 
Images to Geſarza. In the beginning of the 
t5th Year of Tiberias's Reizn, Pontius Pilat 
being then Governor, did Jobs the Baptiſt 
begin to preach in the Spirit of Elias,and be- 
ſides many other deeds, baptis'd «ww Lord 
F-ſus Chriſt, who being tyll of the Holy Ghoſt, 
enter'd immedicatly upon the office of our 
Saviow. Having three Paſſovers in the 
courſe of his Miniſtry, he was facrific'd at 
the fourth, and ſo became our true Paſſover. 


20, Upon 
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20. Upon the death of Chriſt, the Sun 
was darken'd, either by the interpolition of 
the Moon, (tho' indeed the Pafſloyer vas 
always ſolemaiz'd at Full Moon) or clſe-by 
the Impriſonmert of ics own Light. This 
Eclipſe is mentior'd in the Heathen Kalen- 
dars, and among cther Hiſtorians by Phlegon 
1rallianus, Adzidnut's ſervant made Free. Joſe- 
__ noble Jewiſh Hiſtorian , gives a 

emorable Teſtimony of Chriſt ; and ſere- 
ral Heathen Authors write of him. Upon 
his comiag into the World, the Oracles were 
filenc'd ; and in regard that, according to Plus 
tarch, the great Pan was ſaid to dye in the 
time of Tiberius, by bim weareto underſtand 
Chriſt, our great Shepherd, The Sybils ſpoke 
of Chriſt ; and Pilat acquainted Tiberins with 
his Miracles. 

21, After our Lords Aſcenſion, the A- 
poltics,among other things, appainted 7 Dea- 
con. , James the brother of our Lord, Sir- 
nam'd the Juſt, was firſt made Biſhop of 7e- 
ruſalem, ard Saul,who perſccured the Chritti- 
ans with extream cruelty,was converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith. Then Filat- was ſent to 
Rome to be try'd upon the diſaſter of the 
Samaritans. And the Jews were baniſh'd Kome by 
reaſon of their unſufferable avarice. 

22. About 2 Years after the Death of 
Chriſt, Philip the Tetrarch (a modeſt fort of 
Man) ied without Ive; and his Principality 
was added to Syrig. Tho Aartabanus King 
of Parthia contemn'd and derided Tiberius, 
et Yiellus was order'd to make peace with 
lim. /itelius came to Jeruſalem and turn'd 
Kks3a Tolephus, 
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Joſepbus, who was Sirnam'd Caiphas,out of the 
Preſthood; to whom Jonathas. the Son of 
Aninas, ſucceeded. Artabanus ſent Darius his 
Son to Rome, as an Hoſtage : but before his 
arrival Tiberius dy'd, to the great ſatisfation 
of all the People, who triumph'd as much 
vpon his Death. as upon the conqueſt of an 

nemy, His Death happen'd on the 16th 
day of March ; after he hadreign'd 22 Years, 
7 Months, and ſome days; in the 78th Year 
of his age, and the 7goth after the building 
of Rome, Cn. Acerrimus Proculus and C. Pon» 
tius Nigrinus being then Conſuls, |

From the Death af Tiberius to the Death 
of Nero, the laſt Emperor of the Family 
of the Cxſars. The Space of 20 Tears. 


1. Iberius left one Grand-Son, nam'd Tibe- 

rius, by his Son Druſus: but prefer'd 
Caits the Son of Germanicws, Either for (ome 
Aſtrotogical Reaſon (for that Prince was much 
ziven to Aſtrology) or elſe thro' the intereſt of 
Macro his Libertus, with whom Caius had 
ingratiated himſelf; tho' at the ſame times 
'twas thought, that Tiberius was took off by 
Macro's aſſiſtance. 

2. Some alledge that Tiberius cunningly no- 
minated Caius as Sncceſſor, to the end that his 
own wickedneſs might be drown'd in the Mon- 
ſtrous Crimes of his Succeſſor, The Army 
were 
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were very ready to receive their new Prince, 
as being come of a Family, which they Pitied 
upon the account. of the injuries and affronts 
put upon it by Tiberius, for indeed Caius had 
only avoided the EffeRts of Tiberws'sCruelty by 
diſſembling his anger, and tamely ſitting with 
affronts; ſo that 'twasa very true ſaying, 
that was bandy'd abour, wiz. That there never 
was a b:tter Servant, nor a worſe Maſter than 
Calignla, 

3. Caius made Aerippa Son to _Ariſtobulus 
and Grandſon to Herod the Great, King of 
that Country which Philip the Tetrarch poſe 
ſeſfs'd. He baniſh'd Antipas together with his 
Wife Herodias, to Lions ;, and Pontius Pilat to 
Vienna, where he laid violent hands on himſelf 
after two Years exile. Ar firſt Caius behav'd 
himſelf meckly ; but afterwards he became a 
downright Monſter. In the very firſt Year, 
he ſpent all that infinite Sum of Gold, thar 
Tiberius had gather'd in the 23 Years that he 
reign'd : He arrogated to himſelf divine Ho» 
nours, and diſplay'd-incredible cuelrty. 

4+ When he ſentencd Perſons co dye, he 
order'd *em to be put to Death gradually, that 
they might be ſealible they were dying ; 
and wiſh'd that all the People had bur one 
neck, that he might cur it off, Many had de- 
fign'd to kill the Tyrant ; bur at laſt Caftur 
Cbereas,Captain of the Life-guards,put the de- 
ſign in execution on the 23d of January, after 
he had reign'd 3 Years, two Months and $ 
Days, and liv'd 29g Years» in the 794th Year 
after the Building of the Ciry, the 42 after 
the Birth of Chriſt, when himſelf was Conſul 
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a 4th time along wich C. Sentius Saturninus. 
5s. After the Death of Caligula, the Senators 
indeavor'd to revive the Power of the Perple 
and Senate ; every one deligning to make him- 
jclt great, by throwing the Republick into its 
former difficulties. But the Army was of another 
wind, and were in the right of it, in alſerting 
that a Monarchical Gorernment was condu- 
cive to the intereſt of the Republick, tho at 
the ſame time, all of 'em had an Eye to their 
y ivate Intereſts. However the [retorian 
adiers had a mighty itch to diſpoſe of the 
Empire, and accordingly gave it to Tiberixe 
Claudius Druſus, Brother to Germanicss Ceſar, 
and Son to Dryſus, who had deſpair'd fo much 
of his Life, that he kept himſelf imcognito. 

6. Clavdins beheaded Chereas, and enlarg'd 
the dominions of Agrippa, who put the Apoſtle 
James to Death, and died bimſel miſerably 
by the Hand of an Angel. He reſtor'd ſome 
Princes, and took the right of Freedom from 
the Rbodians, and Lycians, In his Reign the 
Brittons Rebell'd, and he went upon an Expe- 
dition againſt them, and after he had maſter'd 
part of the Iſland, return'd in Pomp to Rome, 
and had amoſt ſplendid Triumph. He ins 
flifted juſt Puniſhment upon Meſſelina his 
Wife, and the Leudeſt Woman that ever was; 
and married Agripfina his Grandcbhild, who 
had born Domi:1us Nero to Domitius /Enobardus 
her former Husband. Afterwards, upon his 
Wife's ſollicitation, he adopted this Domitins 
whom he had made i1is Son in Law ; notwith- 
ſtanding that he had a Son-of his own, name- 
ly Sritanmicus, about 2 Years Younger m_ 
| ero, 
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Nero, The Britons, after his departure, Re- 
bell'l, oftner than once , bue were ſoon con-+ 
= and Caratacus the greateſt of the 

rictiſh Kings,was broughe Priſoner to Rome. 

7. Claudius, in the 12 Year of his Reign 
Gitted the Provinces of 7hitip and Lyſanias to 
Aegrippa junior ,, and took Chalczs from him, 
after he had poſſeſs d it 4 Years. He reſtor'd the 
Rhodians to their former Freedom, and Free'd 
the Trojans of all Taxes, as being the origi» 
nal of the Roman Nation, Notlong afrer, his 
Wife poy ſoa'd him. He was a dull fooliſh 
Man, always afraid when alone z and a down« 
right Slave to his Servants that he made Free, 

pecially to Narciſſus and Pallas. And this 
was the exit of a Prince, thit in a narrow com- 
paſs of time, put to Death 35 Senators and 30q 
Gentlemen. He dicd atter he had reign'd x 3 
Years, 8 Months, and 20days, in the 8o7r 
Year of the City, the $5th after the Birth of 
Chriſt, M. Acilnu Afmius Mar:eus, and M. 
Acilins Aviola being then Conſnls. 

8. Claudius's Succeſſor was Domitius Nero, 
whoſe Mother Agrippina had conceal d che Death 
of her Husband, till ſhe confirm'd the Empire 
to her Son, The beginning of his Reign was at- 
tended with ſuch high Panegyricks upon him, 
that Trajan the Emperor ſaid that none had 
come up to the due meaſure of Praiſe that Nerg 
merited in the firſt 5 Years of his Reign. Bur 
at length his Mother endeavor'd to engroſs 
the Empire to herſelf, whereupon he embar- 
qued in a Quarrel with herz an4{ laid aſide 
; his Mask. He Poyſon'd his Brother Britannicus, 
as beinga Rival, He tell in Love with Poppea 
, KK4 Sabing 
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SabinaDaughter toP.Olſis,and upon her deſir© 
order'd his own Mother to be kill'd ; and ſuch 
was the mecanneſs of the Roman Spirits at 
that time, that both the Senate and People ap- 
prov'd of the Execrable Murder, 

g. Atrer this piece of wickedneſs, he ſtood 
at nothing. He ſent Curbulo to Armenia, where 
his Arms were ſucceſsful; and he ſet upon 
the Throne Trgrancs Grandſon to Archelaus 
the Cappadorian, Next Year the Brittons rc- 
volted, and Threw down Camaledunum a Ro: 
man Colony, and Yerulam one of their Free 
Towns; and *twas with difficulty that Suetonins 
reduc'd 'em, Turpilianus ſucceeded after Sue- 
toni, and cloak'd his own Lazyneſs with the 
ſpecious Name of a Peace. Next Year 4l- 
branus ſucceeded Feſtus Governor of Judea who 
follow'd Felix, About the ſame time Agrippa gave 
thePricſt-hood to Ananus theSon of that Arnas, 
who nor only ſerv'd in that Office himſelf, bur 
left 5 Sons that ſucceeded, in order,to the ſame 
poſt; tho” ſuch a thing was never precedented 

fore. This Anans Junior, put to Death 
Zames the Juff, the Brother of our Lord , 
and by ſo doing diſoblig'd all good Men, 
as Joſephus teſtifies; and in conſideration 
that the Pricſts had no Power ot Life and 
Death, Agrippa turn'd him out of his Office. 

10. Not long after, Nero married Poppea, 
and addifted himſelf to ſuch wicked Luſts,thar 
he ſerv'd Pythagoras as aWite,andMarriedSporus 
2nother of his filthy Companiqns, as it ſhe 
h:d been a Woman. He ſet Rome on fre, and 
in the habit of an Aftor ſung the deſtruQtion of 
Troy about Streets; and raisd the firſt perſe- 

. cution

cution againſt the Chriſtians, having arraign'd 
'em of all Criminal AQions. W hile the Prince 
went on in this faſhon like a Monſtrous Beaſt, 
a Conſpiracy was carried on againſt him by 
Ca. Piſo; but the Conſpiracy being deteQed, 
the Author of it was put to Death, rogether 
with the Poct Lucanus and his Father 
Mela; wtih his two Uncles namely Annew 
Novatus or Junius Gallio, fo call'd from his a- 
dopting Father, and L. Anneus Seneca, Nerc's 
Przceptor, the Hitlory of whoſe Life is more 
credibly given by Lipſzus than by Din the 
Hiſtorian. 

11. Nero being derided by his Wife Foppea 
for Acting kick'd her to Death tho* Big- 
belly'ds, He wanted neither Luxury nor 
Vice ſufficient to verifie that ſaying of Domiti- 
us, when he receiv'd the news of his Son's 
Birth, viz, Thet nothing could ſpring from him 
and Agrippina but what would be Execrabl- an1 
Monſtrous, and pernicious to the Republick ; for 
one weuld think that he was a compound, nor 
only of the Vices of his Family, bur of all the 
Vices of his Nation. He built a Noble and 
Magnificeat Houſe, and laid ont a prodigious 
Sum of Money vpon it. He begun likewiſe 
to dig thro? the /ſthmus of the Peloponneſus, 

12. As he paſs'd thro? Attica upon his return 
from the Olympians Games, in which he gave 
the Grecians proof of his being a ſtrong Singer 
aud a good Coachman ; herecciv'd advice from 
Ceſtins Gallus Governour of Syria of the Re- 
bellion of the 7ews, who lying under the gni't 
of Chrilt's blood, were almoſt cruſt'd by the 
Tyranny of their Governors, eſpecially of 
Florus

Florut, who arriv'd to that Pitchof Impudence 
and Impicty, that he order'd a Herald to pro- 
claim chroughour the Country, that any 
might Freely Rob and Murder with impuniry : 
deſigning thereby, to puſh the Jews to a Re- 
belliongia which he might becter cover his own 
Crimes, 

13. By this means the Jews were provok'd 
to Kebell, and were kill'd in ſeveral places ; 
and thoſe of Jeruſalem choſe Generals io them- 
ſclves in order toan open War, Nero was 
long undetermin'd who to ſend againſt them, 
bur at laſt pirch'd upon Yeſraſtan who had been 
brought up among military Aﬀairs from 
his Infancy, and whom he had bur lately re» 
mov'd from his preſenc-, {or cenſuring the 
Prince's Ad&iag, as being unworthy of the 
Majeſty of Naro. But after two Years ſtay in 
Greece, as Nero was returning to /taly a Conſpi- 
racy was Hatch'd againit him by C. Fulius 
Dindes, originally 3 Gaul, of the rank of a Se- 
xator, and Ser. Sulpicius Galba, who Govern'd 
the Province of Tarracoza in Spain. Galha ac- 
cepted of the Imperial dignity offer'd him by 
tne Soldiers, and march'd ſtraight ta Rome, 
In the mean time Nero was declar'd an Enemy 
by theSex zte,and wich great difficulty comiply'd 
withthe Advice of his Friends, in ordering 
Epaphrocitus his Libertusto be his executioner., 
This was the fatal exit of one that had plainly 
iatimated that one day he would fink the'whole 
rank of Senators, He kill'd himſelf on the roth 
of 7une,when he had reign'd13 Years,7 Months 
and 28 Cays,inthe 32 Year of his Age,theS21 
#fxer tie buiiding of the Ciry, the Ggth of 
Chriſt, 
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Chriſt, in the Conſulip of C. Silazs /talicus the: 
Poet, and A. Yalerius Tracbalus. 

14. Nero being the Author of the firſt per- 
fecution of Chriſtians, Paul the Apoſtle was 
Beheaded at Rome in his reign ; and Petry was 
bruc fied. Linus is faid to have ſucceeded 
Peter in the Chair of Rome. And Simon Cleo- 
pas to James the Juſt Biſhop of Jeruſalem. 
After the Apoſtles, Euodius was the firſt thar 
Govern'd theChurch of Anticchia,co whom ſuc- 
ceeded Tenatius the Diſciple of Jobn the Apoſtle. 
In the Chair of Alexandria, Anianus ſucceeded 
Mark the Evangeliſt,in the Sth or gth Year of 


Nero's reign. | 
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CHAP. III. 
Frem the Death of Nero, to the Death of 
' Domitian, zhe aff of the Veſpalian Fa- 
mily. The Space of 27 Tears, 


1. A Frer the Death of Claudius, the Roman 

Empire was reduc'd to ſuch wretched 
Circumſtances, that 'twas in the Army's Pow- 
er to nominate the Emperor. From whence 
by an odd Caraſtrophe the credit and Glory of 
the imperial Station was Transfer'd from the 
Ancient Roman Families to Strangers ; and Fel- 
lows of a Scandalous rank were perfer'd to that 
dignity. Some of 'em were Spaniards, ſomes 
deriv'd their Original from Pannonia, Dacia, 
Darlama, Da'matia, Gallts, Thracia, and ſome 
fram C:pparecia, 


2 Beſides, 
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2. Beſides, the Emperors themſelves were 
in a dondrfull condition, for their dignity 
and ſafety depended upon the Legions and 
che Army,and not upon the Senate and People. 
Inſomuch that it may be reckon'd a Wonder, 
that any were found to engage in ſo Hazardous 
and uncertain a poſt, For between the Death 
of Caius Ceſar who was Murder'd in the pre: 
ſence. of the Senate, and the reign of Charle- 
maigne, there were about Jo Emperors kill'd, 
and 4 more laid violent Hands on themſelves, 
The Soldiers h:d always ſomething to charge 
vpon them ; they were equally uneaſy under 
the e£ood ind the bad ; and upon the leaſt oc- 
caſjon gather'd into a Body and cut the Throats 
of thoſe whom they themſelves had ford to 
accevt the Diadem againſt their Wills. Indeed 
the Serate dreaded the Emperor, but the Em- 
peror himſelf was altogether at the beck of a 
hecdleſs Army. 

3. This maſterly Humor did chiefly preyai! 
after the. Death of Ceſar, in thoſe Veteran 
Legions which he made uſe of in Gaul, Spain, 
and Africa: And Cic:ro regreating the caſe, 
ſays,Tis true,theſs Legions are brave;but the ſenſe 
of the ſervices they've 4ne in enſuring the Liberty 
of the People of Rome, and enlarging the Honor 
of the State, has made 'em too preſuming, and in» 
Jpir'd 'em with a humor of Levelling all our Coun- 
fels to their forco, But Galbazgwho by this method 
was prefer'd to be Emperor, did not make 
good the hopes that were conceiv'd of him, 
when in a private Station, Indeed had he ne- 
ver reign'd, he had bren reckon'd worthy of a: 
Empire: for he ſecm'd rather 'to be Free from 
Vice 
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Vice, than to be entitled to Vertue. His 
ſeverity procur'd him the Odium of the Army; 
ſo that bibs took care to have him (lain on the 
14th day of January.in the 73 Year of his Age, 
after he had reign'd 7 Months, 
4. Galba being kill'd, 34. Salvins Otho was 
declar'd Emperor by his Soldiers ; and in re- 
ard that Pitelſus was at the ſame time cholen 
mperor by his Army, laid violent hands on 
himſelf, in order to prevent the Dammage that 
might accrue to the State from their mutual 
Contention, Fitellius ulurp'd the Empire, and 
minded nothing but gratitying his Appetite , 
he cry'd up Nero in all his Actions, and imita- 
ted him as his Pattern. He was fo drown'd 
in his Pleaſures,that he would neither ſpeak,nor 
hear any Perſon ſpeak of War; Nay, he prohibi- 
red the ſpreading about of any Reports ro thay 
purpoſe ; till at laſt he was frighred cur of thar 
humor by the arrival of Veſpaſtan, who upon 
the delire of the Legions in Judea, had made 
himſelf Emperor. T his Yeſpa/tan, had maul'd 
the 7ews in ſeveral Encounters, who were 
miſerably divided into many Faſtions ; Nay, 
he had ſabdu'd the whole Country, excepting 
three Caſtles and Feruſalem. After that, the 
Armies of ſeveral Provinces invited him to 
take upon himthe Government of the Empire, 
and at laſt he comply'd with their Requeſts, 
and march'd towards /taly, W hereupon Fi- 
tellius was affronred, kiltd, and Thrown into 
the Tiber, in the 57h Year of his Age, after 
he had reign'd 8 Mt and 5 Days, 
5. In the mean time ſome Commotions hap- 
pen'd in Germany and Gazl, which at length were 
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compos'd by the conduRt of Petilius Cerealts. 
The Sarmatians alſo had croſs'd the der, and 
put the Roman Provinces to fire and Sword ; but 
Rubrius Gollus beat 'em off, and kill'd many of 
'em, Titus, the Son of Yaſpaſian, being left by 
his Father —_ continued ro carry on the 
War, and after a long Siege took Jeruſalem, 
Joſephus, who was an Eye-witneſs, gives vs 
ſtrange Accounts of the Div.fhons of that miſer- 
able People; and the Calamity and Extream 
want they were-in. The City and Temple 
. were ſe: 1n a Flame, on the $th of September, in 
the 2d Year of /eſpaſtan, he and his Son Titus 
being then Conſuls ; 38 Years after the Death 
. of Chriſt, whoſe blood Jay heavily upon ther. 
Now. Jeruſalem was taken fix times. viz. by 
Aſecheus the Fpyptian, Nebuchadnezar, Antio- 
chus Fpiphanes, Pompey, Herod and Sofius, and 


at laſt by Titus : and it was twice _ —_— 


once.by Nebuchadneyar, and at laſt by Titus. 
Between this 'its laſt oyerthrow, and David's 
firlt caking the City from the Jebuſites, there 
interven'd 117g Years, but the City -was of 
2177 Years ſtanding, 
©. - T he number of the Jewiſh Priſoners a- 
mounted to g70co, and 1190000 beſides died 
in the time of the Siege. Yeſpaſizn ſold the 
Ground, and laid vpon the Peop'e a Yearly 
Tribute to be pay'd to the Capitol inſtcad of 
the Temple. - At length the War was put to 
an end by P. Sylva, who took the Caſtle of 
Meſjada , and when the Jews in Egypt and Cyrene 
rebell'd, their Temple, which Omas had built, 
was ſhut up, and the Rebels were preſeatly 
craſh'4,Jorathan their General being taken, who 
among 
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among, others laid a faiſe Accufation againſt 70- 
fephus the Hiſtorian, aud thereupon was whip'd 
and burnt alive. Z7oſepbus has carried down the 
thread of their Wars to this time, and had a 
Statue ereQted for himyhis Books being thought 
worthy to be kept in the publick Library at 
Rome, At laſt he finiſh'd his Volumes of Jewiſh, 
Antiquities is the 15th Year of Domi-1an, and 
the 56th of his Age, according to his 6wn re» 
lation in thecloſe of that work 
7. The Lex Regia was renew'd on the behalf 
of Yeſpaſian,by which the Power of the People 
was transfer'd to Auguſtus, and his Succeſſors- 
He made Achais, Lyci:, Rhodes, Byzantium, 
Samecs, Cilicra and Comagene, Provinces of the 
People of Rome. He was entitled co Modera- 
tion andClemency,but reckor?d a little gretdy 
he was a great Promoter of Liberal Sciences, 
and was the firſt that ordered Plublick Sallarzes 
the Teachers. He died of. a bloody-flux in 
the Gg Year of his Age,the 10th of his Reign, 
the 832 after the building of Rome,and the 79th 
of Chriſt, Tus being theaConſul.toperther with 
hisFather, who had breenConſul fix times before, 
8. Titus ſucceeded his Father on the 23th of 
May, having b:en educated along with britan- 
nicus. In his privat capacity he was ſuſpected 
ot .Ambition, Luxury, and other Vices; 
and in a word was look'd vpon as another Nero, 
But when he became Emperor he diſpell'd all 
their Jealouſies by the agreeablenels of his Con- 
verſation, and bya Lucky Turn became the 
Darling of Human kind. He dic4 to the infoite 
loſs and Grief of the whole Empire, atter he 
had reign'd two Years and 29 days, in the _ 
car

Year of his Age, the 834th after the building 
of the City, aud the 81ſt of our Lord, A. 
Flautius Sylvanus and 24. Annius Perus being 
then Conſuls. 

9. Afﬀter Titu-, Domitian his Brother ſacceed- 
ed,who was deem'd for killing him,tho' he had 
formerly obtain'd a Pardon for defigning 
the ſame Crime. He reſembled rath r Nero, 
Caligula,orTiberius, than his Father an4Brother. 
Art firſt his cruelty was only diſplay'd rpon the 
Fliees which he us'd to run throughwith aBod- 
kin, bur afrerwards he laid alide his modeſty 
and became very cruel;and Antony bLeing fretted 
by his Aﬀronts and Vices, rebeld in up- 
per Germany. Domitian fought fuccelsfullly with 
the Chatttans, Dacians, and Sarmatians, and tri- 
umph'd over them. Ar laſt being hated by all, 
he was kill'd by his own Servants, on the 17th 
of September, in ihe 55 Year of his Age ; the 
15thot his Reign, the 849th after the building 
ot the City, and the g5 of our Lord, T. Ful- 
wins Palens and C. Antiflius Vetus being then 
Conſuls, In his time, Statius Juvenal, and 
Martial, the Poets, flouriſh'd, 

Io Dionyſics the Areopigite was made firſt 
Biſhop of Athens by the Apoſtle Paul. After 
Linus the Martyr, Cletus or Anacletus and Cl-- 
mens ſucceeded in the See of Fome; Abilius 
lvcceeded Amianus firſt Biſhop of Alex- 
a1:dria; then Andrew the Apoltle, Stachys,One- 
jt;nus, Polycarpus and Elerthcrius,who was choſen 
in the 2d Year of Domitian, Domitian was the 
Author of the 2d Perſecution of the Chriſti- 
ans in which Jobn the Apoſtle was banilh'd to 
the Ifle of Patoros, where he writ his Revela-

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tions; and in that Book makes mention of 
the N:zcolaites ; for many herefies prevail'd in 
the Church at thattime. Euſebivs would have 
Simon Magus to be the firſt Head of the He- 
reticks However not only the Nicolaites, but 
the Cerinthians, Menander, Baſiile:, and their 
Diſciples, and Carpocrates with the Gnoſticks, 
his Retainers; and the Ebtonites, did then 
diſturb the Church of God, 
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CHAP IV. 


From the Death of Domitian to the Death 
of Pertinax and the Sale of the Roman 
Empire. The ſpace of 97 Tears. 


I.5'T 1s ſaid that Domitian Dream'd that a 

Golden Head and Neck grew out cf 
His Shoulders; which was plainly yerificd 
by the Virtue and modeſty of the ſucceeding 
Princes, tho' they were Forreigners, Next 
to -Domitian was Co:ceius Nervwa who joyn'd 
the People's Liverty to his Government, which 
none had done before him. He adopted. M. 
Uipius Trajanus and ſcarce livd 3 Months 
after, for by a violent fit of Paſſion he was 
thrown into a Feyer, of which he died on 
the 2Gih of January, after he had liv'd 65 
Years, and reign'd one Year 4 Months and 
9 Days; inthe 851 Year, after the building of 
the City, and the g$ of our Lord ; Trajan 
Delng thena 2d time, and he a gth time Con- 
ul. 

2. The Emperor Trajan reduc'd the Dacians 
twice, He went upon an Expedition into 
Armenia and Parthia; and the Parthians 
{urrender'd themſelves to him, from whence hz: 
was Sirnam'd Parthicus, He extended the 


Limits 
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Limits of the Roman Empire very far. Bur 
when he wag'd War with tkeChurch of Chriſt, 
his Intere't began to decline, and moſt of the 
People he had ſubdned, rebell'd againſt him,ef- 
pecially in Armenia and Meſopotamia. The Parthi- 
ans alſo rejefed the King he gave 'em. Upon 
his return to /taly, the Jews rebell'd in ſeveral 
Places, and committed horrid Murders, and 
great Exrthquates happend, Ar laſt, hedied 
in Cilicia of a Bloodyflux, afrer he had reign'd 
19 Years, 6 Months, and 15 Days, in the 
870 Year of the City, and the 117 of our 
Lord. In his Reign Plutarch, Lucian, Pliny the 
2d, Suctomus, L. Flori:s and Cor.Tactus flouriſh'd, 
3. Trajan was foilow'd by Flins Adrianus 
Son to his Cuſin German, who was perfer'd 
by the IJatereſt of Plotina the Empercſs. He 
conquer'd the Jews, who had rebelld upon 
the account of a Temp/le built ro Jupiter 
Olympius at Jeruſalem, which he had allow'd 
to be inhabited, He viſited Gaul, Germany, 
Brittain, and Spain ;, then Mawitania, Parthia, 
Aſia and Greece, and return'd by Sicily to Rome, 
Then he went the 2d time to Africa ord 
return'd to Rome; and after that went thro' 
Greece and Aſia to Arabia and from thence 
to Egypt. In Adrian's time the Church undere 
went ſome perſecution, which was after» 
wards taken away upon the Remonſtrances 
of Puadratus and Ariftides, by Letters ſent 
from the Emperor to Minutius Fundanus pros 
conſul of Aſa, which are publiſh'd by Juſtin 
Martyr in his 2d Apology. This Emperor 
L12 was 
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was extream curious, and a great purſuer of 
Knowledge, but very illraturd to Men 
of betrer Learning, tHe died of a drophie 
which th1ew him into a violeat fit of Anger, 
on the 11th of July, atter he had reign'd 2 
Years and 11 Months, and liv'd G2 Years, 
in tle g8tſt Year after the building cf 
Kem", and the 138 of Chriſt, Sulpitues 
Camerinus and Quintius Magni:s being then 
Conluls, 

4. There flouriſh'd in his time Ptulomers 
of Alexandria the Prince of Aſtronomers, 
A. Gellus or Agelius, Tuſtinus the Epitomiler 
of Tregus, ana ſeveral other Learned Men. 
The Lawyers in his time were Alburnius 
Vol:n', Tuſcanus, Vindius Verus, Uipius Mar- 
cellvs, Arrianiss, Tertullianus, Salvius Tulianus, 
L- Voluſuus Metianus, Adrian did firſt adopt 
L. Yervs whodied in che Year preceding his 
Neath, on the firſt of January, being the firſt 
Day cf his 2d Conſulſhip, L. Perus had a 
Son calld Lucius, and was order'd to adopt. 
Mia cu: : but theſe two being very Young, 
Adrian himſelf adopted Antoninus whom he 
order'd to adopt Lucius and Marcus, So he 
calld a Seaate, and recommended Antoninus to 
them, 

5. Antoninus was Sirnam'd Pius, with re- 
ference to his regular conyerſation. He 
courted Peace, and endeavor'd to oblige eve- 
ry ones and by the means of his humanity 
and letcers kept the forreiga Kings and Peo- 
ple in order, He was au excelent Philoſo- 


pher, 
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pher, infomuch that he was call'd Cymni 
Sedor, He was kind to the Chriſtians vpon 
the remonſtrances of Zuſtin Martyr and ſome 
others ; and Tubliſh'd an Edit on their be- 
half, He died on the 7th of March, having 
reign'd 22 Years 7 Mouthsand 26 Days, in 
the x Year of the 235 Oympriad, the grgth 
aſter the tuilding of XK«me, and the 161 of 
out Lord. In tis time, beſides ſeveral Law- 
yers and Juſtin a Chriltian Philoſopher, there 
flouriſh'd Folycarpus Bilbop of Smyrna, Galen 2 
Phyſician of Fergamus, aud Aliarus the 
Hiſtorian. 

6 AntuninusPius was tollow'd by Marcus the 
Son of Annius Virus, who was Sirnam'd the 
Fhiloſopher, and rook in Z, Aurelius Verus his 
Coulin, to be Partner with him in the Empire, 
This was the firſt time that two with cqual 
and joynt Authority Governd the Romans : 
But they were of very differeat tempers. 
Lucius carried on tne Parthian War with 
ſucceſs. Marcus manag'd things at home : But at 
laſt upon the Death of Yerus, got the whole 
Emp.re to himſelf, and Fougit ſucceſsfully 
againſt the Germans. He likewiſe deteated the 
Marcomanni, Sarmate, VYandali and Quadt, who 
invaded Pannoniz, For at that rime moſt of 
the Nations trom I{yricum to Gau! had con- 
ſpir'd againſt the Romans, The 4th Perſect- 
tion of the Chriſtians was rather owing to 
Verus than to Marcus, When the Roman 
Army was almoſt choavV'd with Thirſt in an 
expedition againſt the Quadi, the Legio

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M:litina which conſiſted of Chriſtians, ob- 
tain'd rain by Vertue of their Prayers, and 
carried the Victory by the Thunder and 
Lightning that Heaven pour'd down upon 
their Enemy, from whence they were Sirnam'd 
Fulminatrize 

7. This movd Marcus to favor the Chriſt- 
ians; and to write Letters to the Senat and 
People, vouching tor the truth of the Story. 
Aurelius Vittor wrices that this Emperor gave 
the Free 'om of the City to all the SubjeRs 
of the Empire; but others attribute that 
Aftion to Antoniaus Pins. Now the Romans 
us'd to preſent their SubjeAs with 4 Degrees 
of Privilege, 21%, 7us Lait), Jus Colonie, Jus 
Municigij, and Jus Givitatts, of which ſee 
our Inſtitution of Hiſtory. However Marcus died 
at Vendibona on the 17 of March, in the 58 
Year of his age, and the 19th of his Reign, 
the 9224 after the building of the City, and 
the 180th of our Lord ; Arrius Preſens being 
then a 24 time, and /Elins Gordianus the firl 
time, Conſul, 

8. Aﬀer Marcus Aurelius an excellent 
Prince, Commodus /'nt ninus his profligat ſon 
ſacceeded, upon whoſe ſolicitation fome allege 
the Father was kil'd by his Phyftcians. For 
fome time he made uſe of the Counſellors 
that his Father had recommended to him, 
bur ſoon aſter Liſten'd -to Flatterers, and fell 
in with ſcandalous and Naughty Meaſures. 
He employ'd Generals to conquer the Mores 
2nd Dacians; nl to Pacifie Pannoniay, Ger- 

many 
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many and Britrain, while himſelf ſpent his 
Life in all manner of Filthyneſs and cruelty. 
At laſt a liſt of the Names of thoſe whom 
he had prick'd down for to be pur to Death, 
tell into the Hands of ſome, who kill'd him 
on the laſt Day of the Zulian Year, in the 
23d Year of his aze, the 13 of his reign, the 

5th atrer the bailding of Rome, and the 
192d of Chrift ; himſelf being then a 
7th time, and #Zelvins Pertinax a Third time 
Conlul, 

9. After Commodus, his Son Fflelvius Per- 
tinax ſuccceed, whom the 4ſſaſſins had cho- 
ſen, before the pnblication of the Emperor's 
Death, Helvius was unwilling to take te Em- 
pire upon him, He gave great hopes of an ex- 
cellent Prince. Bur by diſcouraging the Raps 
and Violence committed by the Soldiers, in- 
currd their diſpleaſure; and they calling, to 
mind the Liberty that was indulg'd 'em under 
Commodus, tell upon him and ilew him, on 
the 85th Day of his reign, in the 6g Year 
of his age, 2. Sofius Falceen and C. Julitis 
Erucius Clarss being then Conſuls. 

19. John the Apoſtle died at Zphb-ſes in 
the reizn of Trajas. Simeon Cleophas being 
crucified, was follow'd by Juſtus Fuders, 
Zacheus, Tobias, Benjamin, and Jubn, In the 
ttth Year ot Trajan, Alezander ſucceeded 
Euariſtus Biſhop of Rome, who ſuffer 'd Mar: 
tyrdom ; and when Alezander underwent the 
ſame fate Ciftus ſucceeded him; then fol- 
low'd 11 order Teleſphorus, Hyginus, 75's and 

4 Anicetus. 
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Anicetus, From the Death of Chriſt, to the 
18th Year of Adrian, there were .18 Biſhops 
in the Sce of Jeruſalem, and all of 'em Jews, 
Marcus was the fiutt Centile Biſhop, After 
Abilius, Cerdo began to (overn the Church 
of Alexandria in the firſt Year of Trajan, 
who was tollow'd by Primus, Ju/tus, Eumenes, 
Marcus, Celadwon, 4erippas, Talianus and De- 
metrius, In , x See ot Antwch Tpnatius the 
Martyr was tyiiow'd by Heros, and he by 
_— in thy 12 Year of Adrian. 

. About the 2110 Year of Chriſt, The- 
bulls was the firſt Patron of Hereſy in the 
Charch of - J-ruſalem. Art the ſame time, the 
Church was difturb'd by theOphites,then by the 
Caini, Cerdon, Valentmus. Marcion, Marcei- 
as, AMontanus ; the Secundiani, Ptolome:, 

Marcoſij tj, Colobaſij tj, Heracleonite, Archontic:, 
Encratite, Severiant, Marcionite, Pepuziam, 
Artotyrite, Aiogi, Adamite, Theodotus, Arte- 
mon, Marciantts and Neetws. 


CHAF. V. 
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CHAP. V. 


From the Death of Pertinax, and the expoſing 
of the Kingdom to ſale, to the Murder of 
Maximinus, the firſt Emperor that was con- 
firm'd without the conſent of the Senate. 
The ſpace of 45 Tears. 


——_ being ſlain, the Soldiers expos'd 
the Kingdom to ſale, and one Vidines Fult- 
anus, a Lawyer of the Conſular Dignity and a 
very rich Man, putchas'd it at a great rate. Ar 
the ſame time L. Seprimizss Severus reign'd in 
Pannoma; he-was originally an African, an attive 
Sagacious Man. Upon the news of the Murder 
of Pertinax he was ſaluted Emperour by his own 
Soldiers, and invaded [raly. Then the Senate be- 
ing call'd, adjudg'd the Empire to him, and death 
to Fultan, after he had reign'd 7 Months and 
pay'd an over-pur chaſe for his Death. 

2, Severus being made Emperor reſolv'd tocruſh 
Niger Governour of Syr:2 his Rival : And in or- 
order to avoid the inconvenience of leaving an E- 
nemy behind him, wheedled Clodias Albinus with 
the Title of Cz/ar ; this was a Perſon of noble de- 
ſcent, who govern'd Brittain and aftefted the Prin- 
cipality : However Severus pleasd him with that 
Title rill ſuch time as he had routed Nzger in the 
Eaſt, and upon his return defeated him likewile. 
He invaded Arab:4 but did not compals his end ; 
but upon his return march'd into Parih'z and 
took Creſiphontes the Metropolis. He ſubdu'd 
the Zews in Syria and conquer'd Abagats King of 
the Per/rans. He fortity'd Britain by m_—_ a 

L 1 Wall 
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Wall a croſs the Iſland to the Sea; and having 
ſubdued the People of that Country , at laſt en- 
ded his Days at Tork. This Emperor was ad- 
mirably well vers'd in Military Afﬀairs and ſeem'd 
to match the moſt renowned Atchievements of 
the —y Emperours. He rais'd himſelf from 
the loweſt degree to the higheſt pitch of Ho- 
nour, and upon his Death-Bed was wont to have 
this Expreſſion in his Mouth, I have been all 
things and nothing avails me, He dy'd on the 
fourth of February, after he had reign'd 18 Years 
and liv'd 66, in the 964th Year of the City, and 
the 211th of Chriſt, in the Conſulſhip of £. E- 
pidizs Rufizs and Pomponus Baſſis. 

3. Severus left 2 Sons, as Joynt Succeflors, 
namely, Antoninws Baſhanus who was call'd Ci 
racalla from a Barbarian Habit that he gitred ro 
the Peaple, and Gera. But Antonin kill d his 
Brother in the Boſom of his Mother, tor he had 
always been at variance with him ev'n in his Fa- 
ther's Lite-rime. Then he diſplay'd his cruelty 
au all the reſt, and made War againſt the Par- 
thians and Armenians, and is ſaid to have kill'd 
Papimanus preſident to the Pretorium, becauſe 
he wou'd not juſtify the Parricide. About this 
time there flouriſh'd ſeveral Lawyers, moſt of *em 
Papinianws's Scholars. At length = Macri- 
71, being afraid that Antoninus had a deſign up- 
on him,made ING the Emperour on the 9th 
Day of April, after he had reign'd 6 Years and 


2 Months, in 1ſt Year of the 249th Olympiad, 
the 970th after the building of the City, the 2 17th 
of Chriſt, Brutius Preſens and Extricatus being 
then Conſuls. 


4. Afﬀrer 
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4. After the Death of By/runus the Throne 
was vacant for 2 Days ; then the Empire was 
giv'n to Macrinus, who made Peace with the 
Parthians, and wrap'd himlclt up in Luxury and 
Softneſs at Aniochiu, infomuch that the Soldiers 
contemn'd him, and were induc'd by the promiſes 
of Meſa Siſter to Julia Severus's Wite to give the 
Empire to Baſhanus his Grandſon by Soemis his 
Daughter. This B2/ſians was Prieſt of the Sun, 
and from his God was Sirnam'd Heliogabalus, but 
was the worſt of all the Emperours. Upon the 
Sollicitation of his Grandmother he adopted A/e- 
x1anius, his Couſin, and when he had reignd 5 
Years and livd 18, was lain tor his Scandalous 
way of living. 

5. Alcxianus or Alexinder, being modeſtly e- 
ducated by his Grandmother 1I.r/2 and his Mo- 
ther Mammes, became a ftout Man. In the 4th 
Year of his Reign, Artuxerxcs the King of Perſia 
outred the Parih:ans of their Kingdom, and made 
as if he wou'd recover the ancient Empire. Bur 
Alextanus routed him in a Bloody Bartel, and 
likewiſe recover d Me/oporamiz which Heliogabalus 
had loſt. He carried on a War in Mauritena, 1/y- 
ricum and Armenma, by Deputies. Then he 
march'd in Perſon again(t the Grecrans who were 
laying Ga//zz wall, and was Kkill'd by his own 
Soldiers at Merz on the 4th of October, atrer 
he had liv'd 29 Years and reign'd 13, in the 9 '$ 
Year of the City and the 235 ot Chriſt. in the 
Conſulthip of L. Cari/ivs Severus and L. Rogen 
us Dumntianus. 

6. Alexander was follow'd by 1Muix:mmus the 
Thracian, by whoſe contrivance he was kill'd. This 
Man was firſt a Rs then a Soldier, and at 
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laſt was declar'd Emperour by his own Soldiers. 
He was a prodigious big Man, and took care to 
cram his Belly accordingly. He bended all his 
torce againli Germany, where he burnt the Villa- 
ges far and near, cut oft a great number of his EF. 
nemies, and took a great many more, and en- 
rich'd his Soldiers. 1taving reduc'd Germany he 
return'd to Sirmiam, and difign'd nor only ro ar: 
rack the $1rmatians, but to ſubdue all rhe Coun- 
tries to the Northward to the very Sea-fide, when 
he was furpriz'd with the news that ſome had 
{lain the Crthaginian Governour, whom they ha- 
red for his exiraordinary Parts, and oblig'd Gorgis- 
anus the Proconful, a Man of $0 Years of Ape, 
to take upon him the Purple Dignity. 

7. The Senare confirm'd the Action, and de- 
claj'd againit 3luximmas, as being an Enemy. 
But Gordra/145 unfeaſenably gave way to privat 
teuds, and by that means difoblig'd Cape/lranus 
Gorernour of Nauritaniz, and when he found 
Amit like ty be worited by him, firſt kil'd his 
Son and then itrangl'd himfelt with a Halter, af- 
ter he had been inveſted with the Dignity 36 
iavs. In the mean time Max:-21mus marches to 
Rome in order to bz reveng'd on the Senare : upon 
the news whereof the *cnurozrs declar'd Maxti- 
mus 1nd Balbinus | mperours. and gave 'em the 
charge of the War aginlt WMaximinues. Maxim 
nus blieg'd Agquilej., and as he lay afleep in his 
Tent, was kill'd rogether with his young Son by 
his own Soldiers. This-was the Aurhor of the 6th 
Perſecution of the Chriſtizns, and the firſt Empe 
ropr that ſway'd the Scepter without the aproba- 
tion of the Senate. He dv'4 after he had reign'd 
3 Years 
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3 Years in the 991lt Year of the City, and the 
238th of Chriſt. 

$. In the 2d Year of Marcus Aurelivs, Anice 
tus Biſhop of Rome was follow'd by Sorter, and 
afterwards by Elcutherius Viftor. In the firſt Year 
of Severus, Zephorinus ſacceeded Vitor, and after 
him ina ſucceſſive Order,Ca/liſthus,Urbanus, Pontt- 
anus, and Fabienus whom Damaſus gives in tor the 
20th Biſhop of Rome. Some reckon up 13 Bi- 
ſhops in the Chair of Jeruſalem from Marcus to 
Narciſſus. When Na went off Dios ſuc- 
ceeded, then Germanion and after him Gordus, 
who govern'd the Church when N arciſſzs return'd 
and was reſtor'd to his Dignity. But in regard 
that his old Age render'd him uncapable tor buſt- 
neſs ; Alexander was made his Suftragant, and af- 
ter his Death became Biſhop. In the Chair of 
Antioch, Cornelias was follow'd by Theophilus, 
Maximinus, Serapian, Aſclepiades about the iſt 
Year of Caracal/a, and Philerus. About the 11th 
Year of Alexander after Demetrius, Heraclas be- 
gan to govern the A/exandrian Church. In the 
rime of Severus there flouriſh'd Tertullian a Car. 
thagimian Presbyter, Clemens of Alexandria O- 
rigen's Preceptor, and Minutes Felrx.

From the Death of MMaximinus to the Monarchy 
of Conltantine the firſt Chriſtian Emperour, 
who tranſlated the Seat of the PR to 
Byzantium, or Conſtantinople, a Gity in 
Thrace, The ſpace of 86 Tears. 


[, HE Senat and People of Rome were over- 
Joy'd with the News of Maximinus's 
Fate. And as for the new Emperors, every thing 
ſucceeded according to their Wiſhes, and wou'd 
have continued fo to do, had not their mutual 
Jealouſie and Feuds ſtood in the yay. For the 
Litzguard-men, who always hated thoſe whom 
the S-7:41 choſe, finding that they were always 
Quarrelling with one another, met with an op- 
portunity of ececuting their Dehgns upon them. 
2. They were kilt'd atter they had govern'd 
2 Years, and then the Government was put into 
the Hands of Gordiznws a Youth, who, in the 
4th Year of his Empire, march'd thro* Me/te and 
t brace againſt the ne Jany and defeated the E- 
nemics of the Rowans in thole places. From 
thence he march'd thro” Syr12 to Antiochia, which 
was then in the Per/ian Hands. There he had 
frequent Barrels, and conquer'd Sapor King of the 
Perſftans ; fo that tie Per/ians, who were almolt 
formidable to Ira/y. were thus contin'd within 
their own Territories. Art laſt, in the 6th Year 
of his Empire, he was circumvented and killed 
by Philip the Pretorian Governour , who had 
rais'd a Mutiny among the Soldiers. Burt 'ris ſaid 
that all his Aſſaſhns murdered themſelves _ 
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the ſame Swords with which they atrack'd 
him. 

3. Gordiants was follow'd by M. Fulizs Phi- 
lippus in Arabian of Trachonitis, Son to a fa- 
mous Captain of the Robbers. Bur after 5 years 
he underwent the ſame Fate. For Duintus Tra- 
Janus Decis being ſent to appeaſe a Mutiny a- 
mong the Soldiers, received the Purple Dignity 
from the Soldiers, and routed and kill'd Philip 
in a Batrel at Verona, who was then carrying on 
a War by Legates with the Scyph: that infeſted 
the Roman Provinces. Deciuss being contirm'd in 
the Empire by the Conſent of the Senators, firſt 
appeas'd the Commotions of Gau/e, and then ha- 
ving recommended the Care of the Republick to 
the Senate, went with their Conſent, along with 
his Son, upon an Expedition againſt the Seyrhrans, 
who infeſted Thrace, and ſeveral other Roman Pro- 
vinces both by Sea and Land. He had the better of 
*em in ſeveral Battels ; and,having torc'd up his E- 
nemy into a narrow place, had certainly come off 
with the total Viftory, had not Gallus Hoſtilianus 
Governour of Mz/ia diſcover'd his Deſigns to the 
Enemy ; by which means it came to pare, On 
the Father and Son were circumvented and kill'd. 
This Emperor was the Author of the 7th Perſecu- 
tion of the Church of God, and reign'd 2 Years 
and a half. 

4. Vibizs Gallus Hoſtilianus being ſaluted Em- 
peror by one Legion, and the remains of the Ar- 
my, made a Peace with the Scyrh:ans, promiſing 
to pay them a yearly Tribute ; which was an ig- 
nominious and ſcandalous thing, and unſuitable 
to the Majeſty of the Romans, By this means 
the Scythians bolder, and violated the 
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Peace, in plundering Dardania, Thrace, Maceds- 
nia, and Afta, and pillaging and razing ſeveral 
Cities. Afterwards many tollow'd the Scythian 
Example, ſome in declaring War, and ſome in 
rebelling againſt the Romans. 
+ $5. The Parthians having routed and put to 
flight Tiridares rheir own King, penetrated into 
” and poſſeſs'd themſelves of Armenia. The 
cythians indeed became very infolent under Suc- 
ceſs ; but /AFmilians Governour of Metz having 
animated his own Men with large Promiſes, and 
hopes of Reward, routed them upon the Borders 
of Sarmatia, and purſu'd them a great way into 
their own Countrey: Whereupon the Army declar'd 
him Emperor. Then Ga/l/us march'd againſt him, 
but was kill'd, together with his Son Voluſtanzs, 
his Partner in the Empire, after he had reign'd 
one Year. 

6. In the mean rime the other Army which 
was then in the A/ps, beltow'd the Empire upon 
Valerian, a Man of a Noble Deſcent. Upon 
the news whereof, Amihanys's Soldiers, reſolving 
to avoid trouble, flew their own Emperour, and 
ſtood for Valerian ; who, after he was made Em: 
peror, ſent Letters to rhe Senate, engaging to re- 
{cue Thrace and Mr /opotamia out ot the Hands 
of the Enemies. to recover Armenia, and to bear 
off the Enemies of the Romans on all hands. Bur 
in the Per/ian War, thro the Negligence of ſome 
of his Captains, he was taken Priſoner by Sapor, 
King of the Per/tans : For 1o it pleaſed God to 
reſent the Death of his own People,againſt whom 
Valerian had carry'd on the Sth Perſecution. 5$a- 
pers Neighbouring Princes and Confetcrate Na- 
r:1ons intreated him to deliver up the w_ Pri- 

oner. 
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ſoner, remonſtrating to him, that the Romans al- 
ways made the moſt vigorous Refiſtance when 
they were worſted. Burt all theſe Remonſtrances 
could not prevail with him; for, it's ſaid, he 
made uſe of him as a Foot ſtool when he mount 
ed his Horſe ; and ar laſt flea'd the Skin oft him, 
and fo left him to end his Days in Miſery. 

7. Valerian being taken Priſoner , his Son 
Galliens ſucceeded, and put a ftop to the Per- 
ſecution, that his Father had begun again(t the 
Chriſtians , but the Romans did not get off fo ea- 
lily from the Vengeance that follow'd the ſhed- 
ding of ſo much innocent Blood. For Gal/lienus 
neglected the Afﬀairs of the Republick, and gave 
himſelf wholly to his Pleaſure ; infomuch that 
the Soldiers choſe new Emperors to themſtlves in 
the Provinces, to the number of zo Tyrants ; but 
they all came to nothing, partly by Gallzenss's 
Oppoſition. and partly by their own mutual Dit- 
ferences. Ar laft, in the Reign of Ga/lzenzs, the 
Goths poſſeſs'd themſelves of Thrace, laid Mace- 
donia waſte, and befieg'd Theſſalomea, and the Scy- 
thians invaded Bruhynia Cappadocia and Afta, and 
advancing from the Euxine Sea to the Iſter, art- 
tack'd the Roman Corporations. 

S. But the Emperor was ſo lazy, that when he 
heard of the revolt of the Provinces and of the 
Publick Calamity, he always anfwer'd in a ridi- 
culing and contemptuous manner, as it the Re- 
_ cou'd have ſubſiſted and he maintain'd his 

tgnity, without any inconvenience upon that 
account. By this his contemptuous Carriage he 
gain'd many Enemies both at home and abroad. 
Beſides, the Scythians and Goths, and a great ma- 
ny other Nations join'd with them, conſpir'd 

againſt 
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againſt the People of Rome to the number of 
320000 ; but Favirs Claudius at laſt defeated 
them in Me/iz and feveral other Places. 

9. ForCallienus was kill'd atter he had reign'd 
6 Years along with his Father and 9 by himſelf; 
and C/audius tucceeded him, who was originally 
a Dalmatian, a Man of extraordinary Virtue, and 
one that merited a longer Life ; for he was 
kill'd at Siymum when he had ſcarce reign'd 2 
Years. Luintilues his Brother was put into his 
Room, but he being too good and too grave a 
Man, his Soldiers kill'd him about 7 Days after. 
Then Valerims Aulerianus reign'd. He had been 
employ'd by Claudius to expell the Gorhs out of 

race, and after his Death was inveſted with 
the Purple Dignity by the Soldiers. This Valert- 
us wag, d War with the Inſubres very ſucceſsfully, 
and atrer he had conquer'd the Gorbs march'd 
to Rome, and having puniſh'd ſeveral Perſons 
for their Seditious attempts, undertook a War in 
order to recover the Provinces in Syr:2 and to the 
Eaſtward, which Zenobia a Woman of Courage 
and Reſolution was then poſleſs'd of, as being 
Guardian to her own Children, the Provinces be- 
ing remitted to her care by Odenatus her Hus- 
band, who made a great Figure in the time of Ga/- 
lienus. 

10. Wherever Ceſar went, he routed the Ene- 
mies of the People of Rome, in I/[yricum, Thrace 
and ſeveral other Places, and at laſt when he 
came to the Queen's Country, after ſome doubt- 
ful and dangerous Engagements, routed the Army 
and took her Priſoner, notwithitanding thar ſhe 
had made a very vigorous reſiſtance as confiding 
in the aſſiltance of the Per/tans and wy don 
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The chiet Town of that Country was Pa/myra, 
the Citizens whereof rebell'd after Cz2/ar's return 
into Exrope, and kill'd the Governor and ſet up a 
Garriſon of their own. Whereupon the Emperor 
returnd, took the City, raz'd it to the Ground, 
and put all to the Sword without ſparing either 
Age or Sex. After that he reduc'd /Zgypr which 
had then revolted, and added Gala once more 
to the Rowan Dominions. This done, h& made 
4 triumphal Proceſſion at Rome, and then march'd 
thro I/[yricum, and wag'd War with the Perſians, 
bur upon his Journey was kill'd by his own Do- 
meſticks. 

11. After his Death there was an Interregnum 
for $ Months, both the Senate and the Soldiers 
murually declining the elettion. Ar length Taci- 
tus was elefted, who in the 6th Month dy'd at 
Tar/ſus of a Feaver. Upon his Death-bed the 
Senators defir'd him not to leave the Succeſſion to 
his own Children, but to ſome Man of Probity 
and Virtue. The Man he pitch'd upon was Pro- 
bus, who being approv'd of both by the Army and 
the Senate, maſterd Ga/lia, and defeated the 
er ah Francks who inbabited it, in ſeveral Bar- 
rels. 

12. In Iyricum he conquer'd the Sarmatians 
and ſeveral other Nations, and as he paſs d thro” 
Thrace retain'd all the Barbarians by the Glory of 
the Romans, and the greatneſs of their Atchieve- 
ments. He reduc'd A/ia, 'and the fole fame of 
his Aﬀtions mov'd the Parthian King to ſue for 
Peace. He made a Peace with the Fer /tans, and 
as he return'd from Per/ia to Thrace, tranſlated 
the conquer'd Forreigners to the Roman Ground, 


ſome of whom prov'd true, and others more 
ut 
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but moſt of 'em were afterwards cruſh'd, and the 
rebellions which happen'd in France Spain and 
Britany were likewiſe quell'd. After that he 
march'd thro* I!!yricam 1n order to wage War 
with the Per/tans, and upon the Road was per- 
fidiouſly murder'd by his own Men. 

13. At this time the Republick was in a flou- 
riſhing Condirion. The People were every where 
peaceable and eaſy, infomuch that Probus hap- 

n'd once to fay that he had no occaſion either 
or Legions or Garriſons, and it was that ſaying 
that puſh'd on the Soldiers to fall upon him. 
Next to him M. Aurelius Carus ſucceeded. He 
was of Harbor a gallick Province. He ſuppreſs'd 
the Sarmatians, who became infolent upon the 
Death of Probus and threatned Lraly. After that 
he march'd againſt the Per/ctans, maſter'd Meſo- 
potamia,. took Creſiphon and Colchis the nobleſt 
Cities in Parthia. After that defign'd to carry his 
conqueſts further, but was kill'd by a Thunder- 
bolt in his own Tent near the River Tigris. 

14. His Younger Son Namerianus was along 
with him ; his other Son Carinus was Governor 
of Gallia. Numerianus return'd to the Weſt, 
and as he far in a Chair was kill'd by Arws A- 
per his Father-in-Law ; and Valerius Diocletianus 
ſucceeded him ; whom Carinus engag'd in ſe- 
veral Battels, but at laſt was defeated, and mur- 
der'd by his own Men for his Perulancy. 

15. Diocleſian finding himſelf beſer with Sedi- 
tions and Troubles, took in Maximian for his 
Collegus. Maximian compos'd the Commotions 
of Africa ; as Dvocleſian did thoſe of Egype by 
natting to Death the Heads of the em * 
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He likewife recover'd Brittain in the 20th Year 
after its revolt. and in order to fortify the State 
of rhe Republick and prevent the Commotions 


that might ariſe upon adjuſting the Succeſſion of 


the Empire, adopted Ga/eris. In like manner 
Maximian adopted Conft:ntius Chlerus. 

16. Diccleſian ſent Gelerus againſt Narſes the 
Per/ian King ; but the expedition was fo unluc- 
ky, that he loſt the greateſt part of his Army. 
Then the Emperor order'd him to rally and revive 
the War, whereupon he routed the Enemy, and 
carried his Conqueſts to that Hand further than 
any Emperor, excepting Trajan. He took Crefe- 
phon, maſterd all Aſſyr12, and recover'd the 5 
Provinces beyord the Irgrrs, that had revolred 
in the time of 1rajen. 

17. Diccleſian having put things to rights in 
Aſia, return'd to Europe, where the Scythian , 
Sarmatians, Alani, Baſtarne, Carpri, Catit and 
911i were then living peaceably. He rais'd the 
10th and horrid Perſecution againſt the Chriſti 
ans. Then both he, and Maximian upon his de- 
lire, refign'd the Crown ; and made Conftanimnes 
Emperor of France, Spain, Italy and Africa; and 
Galerius Emperor of 1//yrwmm, Greece, and Afia. 

18. Conflantius died at Tork in the third Year 
of his Reign. Galerius adopted Severus and Max: 
mian his Siſter's Sons. In the mean time Max. 
entius was declar'd Emperor by the Life-guards 
at Kome. Maximian flew Severus, and took in 
Licinius to be his Colleague. Berween theſe two 
there aroſe great Commotions, and thereupon the 
Roman Noblemen invited Conſtantin the Son of 
Conſtantius to reicue the City from the Tyranny 


of Maxentius, Conſtantin had been kept as an 
Hoſtage 
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Hoſtage by Gallerius at Rome, but eſcap'd out of 
Cuſtody and was then in France. He march'd in- 
to Italy with part of the Forces, and at laſt ad- 
vanc'd towards Rome, and cut off Maxentizs's 
a himlſclt being drown'd in the River as he 


19. All the other Enemies of the Church ha- 
ving come to an untimely and deſerved end, the 
Empire was devolv'd upon Conſtantine and Lict- 
nius. Burt afterwards a War broke out between 
the two Emperours, in which Licinius was defeat- 
ed ; whereupon he was by univerſal conſent ba- 
niſh'd to Theſſalonica, where he was afterwards 
kill'd by Gofanting orders for carrying on 
turbulent dehigns. Some write that the War 
was occaſion'd by Licinizs his perſecuting of the 
Chriſtians, notwithſtanding the repeated advice 
and intreaty of Conſtantine to the contrary. For 
when Conſtantin came to the Throne, he embrac'd 
the true Religion, and became a Refuge and Rock 
of Security to the Chriſtians, who were then fo 
much haraſs'd, and &en almoſt totally cut ot. 

20, By this time the Roman Empire was decre- 

it thro Age, and groan'd under its own Weight. 

hen it was of ſuch a ſound jolly Conſtitution 
that cou'd have ſecur'd irs Health, Conſtantin ob- 
lig'd it to ſhift its refidence to a fickly Place, 
where it was ſeiz'd with a fatal Diſtemper. 
The Emperour tranſlated the Seat of the Empire 
to Byzantium a City in Thrace, which he chri- 
ſten'd New-Rome, and inveſted with equal Titles 
of Honour. It was by this means that the Em- 
pire was divided into the Eaſtern and the We- 
ftern, and ſo its ſtrength began to dwindle and 
decay. The occaſion of the divition was, that 
Conſtantin 
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—_ at his Death gave diſtin Provinces 
to his 3 Sons. 

21. Fabianus _— of Rome was follow'd 
by Cornelius after 1 Year z Cornelizs having ſuf 
ferd Martyrdom Lucius ſucceeded ; then Ste- 
phanus, who was put to Death by the order of 
Valerian, then Sextus who was beheaded at the 
ſame time thar Srephen the Deacon ſufter'd Mar- 
tyrdom, then D:ony/tus, then Felx, Eutychianus, 
Caius, Marcellinus, Marcellus, Eujebius, Miltt- 
ades, and Sylveſter who was Biſhop of Rome in 
the time ot the Council of Ne. 

22. After A/exander, Mazebenes govern'd the 
Church of Zeru/a/em, and after him in order Hy- 
meneus, Zambdas, Hermon, and Macarius. In 
the Chair of Antrch, Zebinus ſucceeded Phile- 
tus; alter him Babylas, FEibius, Demetrianus, 
and Paulus Samoſatenus, who deny the divinity 
of Chriſt, and was thereupon excommunicated 
and depos'd in the ſecond Senate held upon 
that occaſion in the Reign of Valerian. The Fa- 
thers eleted Domnus to ſucceed him ; after him 
ſucceeded Timeus, Gryllus, Derotheus, Tyrannus, 
Vitalis, Phiſogonus , and Euſtathius who fell in 
with the Sabe/l;an Hereſy and was condemn'd by 
an a& of the Council of Antiochia. 

25. In the Church of A/exandria, Heraclas was 
follow'd by Diony/us the Dilciple of Origen, Max- 
iminus, Theonas, Petrus who was crown'd with 
Martyrdom in the cign ot Drocle/ran, Achillas,and 
Alexander who was a Member of the Council of 
Nice, and by his curious Diſcourſes of the facred 
Trinity gave occaſion to Aris one of his-own 
Presbyters to ſtart his Hereſy. In the 5th Year of 
Philip, Cyprianus ſucceeded to Donatus Biſhop of 
Carthage, 
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Carthage, who was baniſh'd oftner than once. 
In the 4th Year of Valerian, Origen dy'd ; who 
was a Man of extraordinary Wir, a ſevere Lite. 
unweary'd application and wonderful Leaming . 
but was tainted with ſome impure Dottrins, as 
S. Auguſtine and others have demonſtrated. 

26, Manesa Perſian, from whom the Maniche 
ans deriv'd their name, began to propagate his 
Hereſy in the 1ſt Year of Probus, being the 277 
of Chritt. But his opinion did not make fo great 
a Stir, as the wicked advances of Ars, which 
were not only condemn'd in ſeveral Synods, but 
in a Solemn Council call'd by Conſtaniin's order 
at N:ce a Town in Bithynia, where 318 Biſhops 
were preſent, that came not only our of Exrope 
and A/za, bur likewiſe trom Egypr and Libya. This 
Council was held on the 19th of June. Noſtas 
was prehident and fign'd the Canons firft., but no 
creditable Author makes mention of more than 
20 Caxons. Thus did the Church of God triumph 
not only over the Worſhip of Idols and Barba 
rous Perſecurions, but likwite over Herehies. 
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
